ADDRESS  OF  WELCOME  FROM  ST.  LAWRENCE 
DISTRICT,  NO.  12 

R.  Ex.  Comp.  Howard  E.  Meadd  presented  the  following 
address  of  welcome  to  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.  and  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada : — 
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To  the  Most  Excellent,  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and 
Members  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of 
Canada: 

As  Grand  Superintendent  of  St.  Lawrence  District,  No.  12, 
and  on  behalf  of  the  Presiding  Principals  of  this  District,  it 
gives  me  a  very  great  pleasure  to  welcome  the  Eightieth  Con- 
vocation of  Grand  Chapter  to  this  city  and  to  this  District. 

The  associations  of  Grand  Chapter  and  the  Chapters  of  this 
District  have  been  intimate  and  of  long  standing  and  marked 
with  years  of  friendship  and  goodwill.  We  observe  that  Grand 
Chapter  has  favoured  this  District  with  its  Annual  Convoca- 
tion on  six  previous  occasions,  four  of  which  were  held  in  the 
City  of  Kingston.  The  first  was  in  the  year  1869  and  the  last 
in  1929,  when  our  esteemed  Grand  Scribe  E.  was  the  Grand  Z. 

Kingston  is  a  city  whose  history  is  intimately  associated 
with  many  important  events  of  the  past.  Frontenac  recog- 
nized the  importance  of  its  location  and  built  a  fort  at  Carata- 
coui,  which  was  afterwards  called  Fort  Frontenac  and  was 
used  as  a  base  by  La  Salle  during  his  expeditions  to  Lake 
Michigan  and  the  Mississippi  Valley.  The  English,  who  occu- 
pied this  country  after  the  French,  erected  extensive  fortifica- 
tions which  remain  to-day  as  grim  reminders  of  the  struggles 
carried  on  by  our  forefathers  to  win  and  hold  this  land  as  a 
British  colony. 

Kingston  may  well  claim  to  be  the  cradle  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  in  Canada.  It  was  here  on  June  7th,  1797,  that  the 
Holy  Royal  Arch  Degree  was  conferred  by  No.  6  Lodge.  On 
March  25th,  1819,  a  Charter  was  granted  designating  a  Chap- 
ter in  this  city  as  Frontenac  Chapter,  No.  1.  On  October  24th, 
1859,  this  Chapter  severed  its  connection  with  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  England  and  from  that  date  worked  under  a  Char- 
ter from  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  as  Ancient  Frontenac 
Royal  Arch  Chapter,  No.  1.  Some  years  later  this  Chapter 
united  with  Cataraqui  Chapter,  No.  12.  On  March  19th,  1886, 
a  joint  Warrant  was  granted  under  the  name  and  style,  "An- 
cient Frontenac  and  Cataraqui  Royal  Arch  Chapter,  No.  1". 

The  history  of  this  Chapter  is  a  long  and  interesting  one, 
one  of  which  its  members  may  well  feel  proud.  Many  of  its 
members  have  been  honoured  with  offices  in  Grand  Chapter, 
four  of  whom  have  held  the  office  of  Grand  Z.  To  you,  Most 
Excellent  Companion  Mills,  as  a  Past  Principal  of  Ancient 
Frontenac  and  Cataraqui  Chapter,  No.  1,  and  as  a  Past  Grand 
Superintendent  of  St.  Lawrence  District,  No.  12,  we  give  our 
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most  sincere  congratulations  on  your  attainments  in  Grand 
Chapter  and  assure  you  of  our  united  loyalty  and  support. 

For  many  weeks  there  have  been  many  committees  plan- 
ning and  preparing  for  this  Grand  Chapter  meeting,  and  we 
hope  that  the  arrangements  which  have  been  made  will  be 
found  adequate  and  suitable  for  transacting  the  business  of 
this  Convocation.  It  is  our  sincere  wish  that  your  visit  with 
us  will  be  a  most  pleasant  one ;  one  that  will  linger  on  in  your 
memory  as  an  outstanding  event  in  your  Masonic  experience. 
To  you,  Most  Excellent  Sir,  and  to  this  Grand  Chapter  we 
would  express  our  good  wishes  in  these  lines  by  A.  Edwin 
Keigwin : — 

A  year  of  health,  but  don't  abuse  it. 

Sufficient  wealth,  and  grace  to  use  it. 

A  host  of  friends  who  are  kind  and  true. 

A  heart  to  will  and  a  hand  to  do. 

Not  one  regret  when  the  day  is  done.

GRAND  Z*S  ADDRESS 

To  the  Officers  and  Companions  of  the  Most  Excellent,  the 
Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada: 

The  months  and  weeks  of  the  past  year,  with  their  joys  and 
sorrows,  have  come  and  gone — momentous  events  in  our  Em- 
pire and  throughout  the  world  prompts  us  to  anxiously  ask 
each  other  as  we  were  asked  a  year  ago:  "What  does  the 
future  hold — whither  are  we  bound"? 

Within  the  peaceful  walls  of  this  Kingston  Masonic  Temple 
it  is  my  privilege  and  delight  to  extend  a  cordial  and  fraternal 
welcome  to  all  in  attendance  at  this  80th  Annual  Convocation 
of  our  Grand  Chapter.  A  special  welcome  do  I  extend  to  our 
distinguished  guests  and  visitors,  whose  presence  here  to  us 
is  a  source  of  encouragement  and  inspiration  typifying  those 
intimate  ties  of  Masonic  relationships  and  the  universality  of 
the  science.  I  trust  they  in  turn,  during  their  all  too  brief  visit 
with  us,  will  derive  both  pleasure  and  profit. 
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Twelve  months  ago  you  honoured  my  District,  my  Chapter 
and  myself  in  electing  me  to  the  high  and  important  office  of 
Grand  First  Principal,  and  further  evidenced  your  loyalty  and 
liberality  by  selecting  for  this  Annual  Assembly  my  own  birth- 
place and  life-long  abode,  this  historical  City  of  Kingston, 
widely  and  familiarly  known  as  the  Limestone  City. 

Kingston  Historically 

This  is  the  oldest  city  in  Ontario.  In  1923  we  marked  the 
250th  anniversary  of  its  founding  and  this  year  a  centenary 
celebration  of  our  incorporation  has  already  commenced.  Such 
antiquity  readily  recalls  the  old  heroic  age  of  Canada  when 
brave  French  pioneers  were  striving  to  make  this  continent 
a  Province  of  France.  That  famous  French  naval  officer, 
Samuel  de  Champlain,  visited  this  region  in  1608  and  again  in 
1615.  Half  a  century  later  the  far  sighted  Governor  Count 
Frontenac,  with  his  young  lieutenant  La  Salle,  determined  to 
erect  a  Fur  Depot  with  defences  at  Kataraquoi  (Cataraqui) 
the  present  site  of  Kingston.  They  came  in  canoes  and  bat- 
teaux  by  way  of  the  St.  Lawrence  through  the  Thousand 
Islands,  arriving  in  July,  1673,  and  erected  first  of  logs  and 
later  of  stone  what  was  appropriately  named  Fort  Frontenac, 
with  La  Salle  its  first  Commander.  It  was  built  on  the  present 
site  of  Tete  Du  Pont  barracks  on  the  city  side  of  La  Salle 
causeway.  The  Fort  was  captured  by  the  British,  under 
Colonel  Bradstreet,  in  1758,  one  year  before  Canada's  fate  was 
finally  decided.  In  1789  a  naval  Depot  and  Dockyard  were 
established  here  for  the  construction  of  warships  and  in  1792, 
when  the  first  Executive  Council  of  Upper  Canada  met  here, 
Kingston  became  the  early  seat  of  Government  and  until  1841 
was  the  prospective  Capital  City  of  Canada. 

Kingston  Masonically 

It  would  appear  appropriate  for  this  Grand  Chapter  to 
meet  once  again  in  this  city,  for  it  was  here  that  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  oldest  Chapter  in  Canada  West  took  place  at  the 
Freemasons  Tavern  at  the  corner  of  King  and  Barrack  Streets 
on  the  7th  of  June,  1797,  under  and  by  virtue  of  a  warrant 
granted  by  Right  Worshipful  Brother  Wm.  Jarvis,  Grand 
Master  of  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  to  Lodge  No.  6,  P.R. 
It  was  here,  too,  as  a  gratifying  instance  of  the  high  Masonic 
position  taken  by  this  Chapter  at  an  early  date  and  an  evidence 
of  the  interest  felt  for  the  welfare  of  the  Royal  Craft  in  this 
Province  that  in  July,  1805,  a  memorial  was  forwarded  to  the 
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Grand  Chapter  in  England,  praying  that  a  Provincial  Grand 
Chapter  should  be  established  at  Kingston.  At  a  Grand  Ma- 
sonic Convention  held  here  in  August,  1817,  it  was  determined 
to  form  a  Provincial  Grand  Chapter,  and  this  body  held  its 
first  meeting  in  Kingston  in  February,  1818.  The  Chapters 
acknowledging  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Chapter  in  1819 
were : 

The  Frontenac,  No.  1,  at  Kingston 

The  Union,  No.  2,  at  Ernestown 

The  Sussex,  No.  3,  at  Brockville 

The  St.  John's,  No.  4,  at  York   (Toronto) 

The  Fidelity,  No.  5,  at  Haldimand 

The  Friendship,  No.  6,  at  Belleville 

Since  the  establishment  in  1857  of  our  Grand  Chapter,  as 
then  constituted,  five  Annual  Convocations  have  been  held  in 
Kingston,  viz. :  1869,  1873,  1890,  1929,  and  1938,  and  Grand 
First  Principals  from  here  include  Robert  Hendry,  Jr.,  in 
1887,  Abraham  Shaw  in  1903-04,  and  Wm.  S.  R.  Murch, 
1915-16.

Kingston  Educationally 

Since  the  earliest  days  Kingston  too  has  been  an  acknowl- 
edged Educational  Centre  and  has  justifiable  pride  in  splendid 
and  sufficient  primary  and  secondary  schools,  colleges  and  a 
University. 

Queen's  University — the  first  in  Ontario  actively  to  begin 
the  work  of  teaching — was  founded  by  Royal  Charter  in  1841. 
With  thirty  architecturally  attractive  buildings,  mostly  of 
native  limestone,  the  total  registration  last  year,  intramural, 
extramural  and  Summer  School  included,  was  4,700.  Degree 
courses  are  provided  in  Arts,  Science,  Commerce  and  Medi- 
cine, and  in  an  affiliated  Theological  College.     Her  graduates

have  carried  the  fame  of  Queen's  and  Kingston  to  all  parts  of 
the  world. 

The  Royal  Military  College — a  Federal  Institution — was 
established  here  in  1876  and  is  situated  on  Fort  Frontenac  on 
the  eastern  shore  of  our  inner  harbour.  Hundreds  of  its 
graduates  have  gone  forth  into  the  service  of  the  Empire. 
They  won  2,846  decorations  in  the  Great  War,  206  were 
wounded  and  170  paid  the  supreme  sacrifice. 

Kingston — A  Military  Centre 

The  distinctive  military  position  that  the  Royal  Military 
College  brings  to  our  city  is  enhanced  by  its  being  the  head- 
quarters of  Military  District,  No.  3,  covering  this  Province 
eastwards  from  Bowmanville  to  the  Quebec  boundary.  On  the 
ancient  site  of  Fort  Frontenac  is  stationed  the  headquarters 
of  two  batteries  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Horse  Artillery  and 
our  local  Armoury  is  the  centre  for  many  units  of  volunteer 
militia  in  various  branches  of  the  Service.  Recently  this  city 
became  the  training  headquarters  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Corps 
of  Signals  and  Vimy  barracks  recently  completed  for  their 
personnel  and  training  are  said  to  far  surpass  in  modern  equip- 
ment and  comfort  for  all  ranks  any  similar  permanent  mili- 
tary unit  to  be  found  in  the  British  Empire. 

An  elaborate  system  of  fortifications  erected  after  the  War 
of  1812  included  a  number  of  Martello  Towers  and  famous 
Fort  Henry,  erected  1832  to  1837.  This  Fort  from  which  a 
war  time  shot  was  never  fired  owing  to  the  peaceful  relations 
and  genuine  friendship  which  since  the  War  of  1812  has  pre- 
vailed between  the  United  States  and  Canada,  had  of  late  years 
been  falling  into  ruin.  It  is  now  being  restored  by  a  generous 
government,  and  will  shortly  be  opened  to  the  public. 

The  military  works  constructed  here  a  century  ago  were 
the  most  ambitious  fortifications  on  this  continent,  and  it  is 
fitting  that  they  should  be  preserved  for  posterity. 

Kingston's  Development 

Imposing  City  Buildings  and  Court  House,  a  residential 
city,  with  large  beautiful  churches,  including  two  cathedrals, 
two  hospitals  with  facilities  and  expert  medical  services  said 
worthy  of  a  city  five  times  the  size,  the  location  of  the  famous 
Kingston  and  Collins  Bay  penitentiaries  makes  us  proud  of  our 
history  and  development  as  a  modern  municipality.  Commer- 
cially, a  large  modern  elevator  on  our  western  harbour  main- 
tains our  trade  in  grain,  and  the  Canadian  Locomotive  Works 
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and  other  varied  industries  give  employment  to  a  large  number 
of  our  citizens. 

The  Coronation 

Since  our  last  Annual  Convocation  a  new  Monarch  has  been 
crowned  King  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  and  the  Dominions 
beyond  the  seas. 

It  was  the  first  to  occur  since  the  passing  of  the  Statute  of 
Westminster  in  1931,  whereby  restrictions  on  the  legislative 
autonomy  of  the  Dominions  were  removed  and  these  nations 
became  associated  henceforth  with  Great  Britain  as  members 
of  the  British  Commonwealth  of  Nations. 

The  impressive  ceremonies  of  Coronation  took  place  on  May 
12th,  1937,  and  through  scientific  advancement,  were  made 
unique  and  outstanding  in  history  by  reason  of  the  fact  that 
practically  the  whole  world  joined  with  our  Empire  to  listen 
with  breathless  silence  to  every  word  of  the  Coronation  Ser- 
vice and  to  a  vivid  instantaneous  description  of  the  pageantry 
traditionally  associated  with  such  an  important  occasion. 

As  loyal  subjects  let  us  proudly  acclaim  our  King  and  Royal 
Brother,  His  Most  Gracious  Majesty  King  George  VI — Long 
may  he  reign  over  us ! 

I  would  suggest  that  as  Companions  of  the  Royal  Craft  this 
Grand  Chapter  at  this  first  Convocation  since  his  Coronation 
forward  to  His  Majesty  and  Her  Majesty  Queen  Elizabeth  an 
assuring  message  of  devotion,  loyalty  and  support. 

The  World  Situation 

Momentous  world  events  to  which  I  have  already  referred 
occur  with  startling  and  almost  bewildering  swiftness.  Under 
dictatorships  the  lamps  of  freedom  and  happiness  are  burn- 
ing but  dimly  in  many  countries.  Armed  aggression  and  an- 
nexation are  becoming  commonplace  incidents.  With  strife  in 
Palestine,  a  land  steeped  in  Masonic  tradition ;  war  in  China, 
with  Japan  earnestly  'believing  in  the  threat  of  Godless  Com- 
munism; Spain's  very  life  being  destroyed  by  civil  war  with 
Franco  bombing  helpless  women  and  children  in  the  guise  of  a 
protector  of  Christianity.  What  church,  what  religion,  which 
nation  can  justify  his  ruthless  brutalities?  Looking  every- 
where the  price  of  righteousness  seems  high  and  the  prospects 
discouraging;  only  in  the  great  democracies  and  especially  in 
our  great  Empire,  and  in  that  country  with  whom  we  share 
this  continent,  does  freedom  and  calmness  still  prevail.  The 
survival  of  justice  and  liberty,  it  seems,  can  only  be  preserved 
by  war  or  by  prodigious  preparations  for  war. 
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Those  who  have  worked  so  arduously  for  World  Peace  have 
been  forced  to  give  effect  to  that  portion  of  Holy  Writ  (Luke, 
Chap.  11)  which  advises  that  "When  a  strong  man,  armed, 
keepeth  his  palace,  his  goods  are  in  peace." 

In  these  troubled  times  we  cannot  and  must  not  lose  faith 
notwithstanding  the  departure  of  much  of  the  world  from  the 
high  ideals  of  a  Mason.  "Truth  is  mighty  and  it  will  prevail". 
"Glory  to  God  in  the  highest  and  on  earth  peace,  goodwill 
towards  men'',  must  continue  to  be  our  watchwards  and 
Divinely  Guided  Desires. 

Masonry  stands  for  Peace,  Freedom  and  Goodwill,  but  not 
for  peace  at  any  price;  the  criminal  must  be  restrained  and 
that  is  best  effected  by  the  knowledge  of  power  ever  ready 
to  resist  any  attempt  to  subvert  the  peace  and  good  order  of 
society.  Freemasons  are  pledged  to  observe  the  laws  of  the 
country  in  which  they  live,  to  render  obedience  to  properly 
constituted  authority,  to  subdue  evil  passions  and  to  strive  to 
excel  in  all  that  is  good  and  great.  All  will  acknowledge  that 
there  is  a  best  way  to  live  and  our  Order  indicates  that  way. 
Freemasonry  is  not  a  religion  but  it  seeks  to  show  man  how 
he  can  live  true  to  his  faith.  The  world's  greatest  need  is  the 
courage  to  live.  Masons  are  fitted  to  look  the  whole  world  in 
the  face  without  fear,  and  by  exemplifying  the  principles  of 
our  Order  to  become  collectively  and  individually  a  vital  force 
everywhere  in  sustaining  the  highest  standards  of  Morality, 
Fidelity  and  Truth. 

As  Royal  Arch  Masons,  we  carry  added  responsibilities 
because  of  our  possessions  and  a  profound  knowledge  of  that 
which  appeals  to  human  nature.  Our  opportunity  and  our  duty 
is  to  impress  upon  others  by  precept  and  example  the  beauty 
and  excellence  of  our  Order. 

Our  Own  Grand  Chapter 

It  is  my  earnest  desire  that  there  will  be  evidenced  at  this 
80th  Convocation  a  keen  interest  on  the  part  not  only  of  those 
who  regularly  attend  but  also  and  particularly  by  those  who 
are  for  the  first  time  representing  their  Chapters,  to  feel,  in 
this  Sovereign  body,  free  to  enquire  into  and  discuss  all  the 
concerns  of  this  Grand  Chapter.  We  are  meeting  in  a  Hall 
ample  for  our  purposes  but  where,  with  greater  freedom  than 
in  a  larger  auditorium,  you  may  offer  your  sentiments  and 
opinions  on  all  subjects  that  may  be  introduced.  The  tyled 
recesses  of  a  Freemasons'  Lodge  encourage  a  calm  enquiry, 
a  study,  a  mutual  exchange  of  fraternal  feelings  to  strengthen 
the  fundamental  principles  of  our  Order. 
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Reports  of  the  various  committees  will  bring  before  you 
a  detailed  outline  of  all  departments  of  Grand  Chapter  and  on 
any  or  all  of  these  we  will  welcome  your  comments  and  con- 
structive criticism.  My  own  observations  need  be  therefore 
only  of  a  general  character  except  on  a  few  matters  that  I  will 
treat  under  specific  headings.  I  am  satisfied  that  the  past 
twelve  months  have  provided  real  reasons  for  encouragement 
and  thankfulness — there  are  decidedly  feelings  of  optimism 
and  better  days  all  over  this  jurisdiction.  The  loyal  and  the 
royal  in  our  Companions  are  evidenced  throughout  our 
eighteen  Districts  by  improved  attendance  at  meetings;  by  an 
increased  appreciation  of  the  beauty  and  importance  of  our 
three  degrees,  regularly  exemplified  even  when  applications 
for  exaltation  were  not  available.  Applications  to  our  Royal 
Craft  will  continue  to  increase  proportionately  with  those 
made  to  the  Craft — here  in  Kingston,  No.  1,  Chapter,  has 
received  twenty-one  applications  for  membership  during  the 
past  term,  and  Hiram  Chapter,  No.  2,  in  Hamilton,  has  had 
eleven  applications. 

Masonic  Education 

In  co-operation  with  Grand  Lodge,  moral  and  financial  sup- 
port should  be  continued  by  Grand  Chapter  to  the  Masonic 
Circulating  Library,  which  has  been  set  up  in  Toronto,  but  I 
would  suggest  that  its  importance  be  called  to  the  attention  of 
our  Companions  in  a  varied  manner  rather  than  by  inserting  a 
stereotyped  paragraph  in  every  monthly  summons. 

With  the  Education  Masonically  of  our  Brethren  and  Com- 
panions I  am  deeply  concerned,  fully  conscious  of  its  far 
reaching  value.  On  all  my  visits  I  have  stressed  the  importance 
of  complete  educational  co-operation  of  our  members  in  both 
their  Lodge  and  Chapter.  It  should  be  recognized  however 
that  just  as  secular  primary  education  is  completed  in 
secondary  schools  or  by  a  higher  course  in  a  university,  so 
Masonic  Education  in  the  Craft  at  which  a  very  auspicious  be- 
ginning has  been  made  by  our  own  Grand  Lodge,  should  be  fol- 
lowed by  an  advanced  course  in  the  Royal  Craft.  The  con- 
nection of  our  whole  Masonic  system  and  the  relative  depend- 
ence of  its  several  parts  must  recall  the  early  dividing  of 
Ancient  Masonic  Degrees  into  four  divisions,  including  the 
Holy  Royal  Arch  Degree.  The  circle  which  renders  our  Ma- 
sonic duties  complete  is  discovered  in  the  Royal  Arch — the 
Fellowcraft  completes  his  knowledge  in  the  Mark  Degree  just 
as  surely  as  the  untimely  interruption  of  a  Master  Mason  is

readily  reconciled  when  he  reaches  in  his  Chapter  the 
searchers'  summit  of  Ancient  Craft  Masonry. 

A  manual  has  been  published  by  Grand  Lodge  on  the 
First  and  Second  Degrees  and  if  one  similar  is  to  be  issued  on 
the  Third  Degree,  I  would  most  respectfully  submit  that  it 
should  be  prepared  under  the  supervision  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  with  a  strict  observance  of  the  Landmark  which  has 
to  do  with  the  concluding  portion  of  the  Sublime  Degree. 

To  our  Committee  on  Education,  under  Right  Excellent 
Companion  Enouy,  for  their  efforts  during  the  year,  I  tender 
our  many  thanks  and  much  praise.  Their  work  must  be  con- 
tinued with  increased  vigour  and  application. 

Consecration  and  Dedication 

One  year  ago  in  his  address  Most  Excellent  Companion 
George  L.  Gardiner  very  appropriately  called  our  attention 
to  a  disturbing  lack  of  observance  of  the  Ancient  Rites  of 
Consecration  and  Dedication.  One  might  easily  condone  (in 
Chapter  or  Grand  Chapter)  such  apparent  inattention  to  our 
rules,  but  a  complete  record  in  the  office  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E. 
reveals  the  information  that  this  neglect  has  long  been  far 
too  general.  It  was  so  in  Kingston  and  it  was  decided  to  hold 
the  Ceremony  of  Dedication  of  our  local  Chapter  room  in  con- 
nection with  this  meeting  of  Grand  Chapter  for  a  two-fold 
reason ;  to  have  No.  1  Chapter  conform  to  our  rites  and  cere- 
monies and  to  have  the  ceremonies  attended  and  witnessed  by 
a  larger  than  usual  representation  of  Grand  Chapter  so  that 
we  might  better  discuss  the  need  repeatedly  pointed  out  by  the 
senior  members  of  our  Royal  Craft,  that  a  special  committee 
should  be  appointed  to  revise  or  improve  the  present  cere- 
mony, in  which  there  might  well  be  a  prominent  part  for  the 
Grand  Chaplain  or  Assistant  Grand  Chaplain,  both  added  for 
the  first  time  last  year,  to  our  list  of  Grand  Chapter  officers. 

Masonry  is  a  progressive  science — the  interests  of  our 
Order  might  be  better  served  by  an  improved  Service,  brief 
and  beautiful  as  the  present  Dedication  Ceremony  now  is. 

Wherever  and  whenever  conducted  our  Chapter  ceremony 
should  recall  and  complete  the  ceremony  of  Dedication  of  our 
Masonic  buildings  by  Grand  Lodge.  By  the  Craft  the  building 
is  dedicated  to  Masonry,  Virtue  and  Universal  Benevolence, 
and  it  is  left  to  the  Royal  Craft  to  consecrate  it  to  God  and 
His  services. 

It  was  my  privilege  on  a  week  of  visits  to  preside  at  the 
Dedication  of  four  Chapter  rooms  in  Western  Ontario  on  four

successive  nights  in  the  month  of  November :  at  Ionic  Chapter, 
No.  83,  at  Orangeville ;  Lebanon  Chapter,  No.  84,  at  Wingham ; 
Huron  Chapter,  No.  30,  at  Goderich ;  and  Aylmer  Chapter,  No. 
81,  at  Aylmer,  and  I  desire  to  here  express  grateful  thanks  to 
the  officers  of  Grand  Chapter  and  the  Companions  of  those 
several  Chapters  for  the  large  attendance  and  co-operation  as 
well  as  their  extreme  kindness  and  generous  courtesies  to 
myself. 

There  are  still  many  Chapter  Rooms  to  be  dedicated  and 
as  time  and  circumstance  will  permit  nothing  should  prevent 
an  early  completion  of  this  important  responsibility. 

A  Day  of  Consecrating 

The  sacred  duties  which  are  as  frequently  inculcated  and 
so  strongly  recommended  in  our  Chapters  are  by  all  of  us  too 
often  generally  neglected.  Amid  all  the  cares  and  employments 
of  busy  lives  some  of  us  require  to  be  reminded  that  we  should 
give  primacy  to  the  human  and  spiritual  rather  than  to  the 
material  values  of  life.  I  am  therefore  prompted  to  suggest 
to  this  Grand  Chapter  that  we  copy  the  example  of  Sister 
Jurisdictions  by  proclaiming  an  annual  day  of  re-consecrating 
— a  one  evening  in  the  year  set  apart  when  every  Chapter  on 
our  roll  would  meet  at  a  synchronized  hour  for  a  special  cere- 
mony of  thanks  and  praise  and  a  renewal  of  all  our  Masonic 
obligations. 

Our  Grand  Chaplain,  Right  Excellent  Companion  C.  E. 
Seager,  has  already  prepared  a  suggested  order  of  service  for 
such  a  ceremony  and  for  his  labours  in  this  regard  I  take  this 
opportunity  to  tender  him  grateful  thanks.  If  you  will  con- 
sider it  agreeable  and  advisable,  when  our  committees  for  the 
ensuing  year  are  named,  I  would  like  to  have  one  more 
appointed  to  complete  arrangements  for  this  very  commend- 
able innovation.  To  this  same  committee  might  also  be  very 
properly  referred  any  desired  changes  in  our  Ancient  Cere- 
mony of  Chapter  Consecration  and  Dedication. 

Travellers  to  a  Distant  Country 

Death,  the  leveller  of  all  human  greatness,  continues  to 
make  its  presence  felt  and  to  exact  a  heavy  toll  from  Sister 
Jurisdictions  and  from  our  own  membership  and  invites  us 
to  reflect  upon  this  awful  subject. 

Three  hundred  and  ninety-three  of  our  Companions  during 
the  last  twelve  months  have  been  called  to  that  far  distant 
country  from  whose  bourne  no  traveller  returns  and  where  the 
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Great  Architect  will  bestow  the  wages  of  a  well  spent  life. 
The  report  of  our  Committee  on  Fraternal  Dead  will  more 
worthily  and  completely  speak  of  all  those  we  have  lost,  but  I 
am  constrained  to  particularly  mention  and  pay  tribute  to  a 
trinity  whose  memory  we  honour  with  others. 

Right  Excellent  Companion  Ed.  F.  Rolle,  Grand  Repre- 
sentative of  this  Grand  Chapter  near  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
New  York,  died  at  his  home  in  Forest  Hills,  Long  Island,  N.Y., 
June  19th,  1937.  He  was  born  July  4th,  1867,  in  Chicago,  and 
had  an  adventurous  career  in  the  far  west  before  settling  in 
New  York.  Raised  in  Metropolitan  Lodge,  New  York,  1905, 
exalted  in  Ancient  Chapter,  No.  1,  1906,  a  Knight  Templar  of 
Damascus  Commandery  and  a  Noble  of  Mecca  Temple.  He 
was  appointed  Grand  Representative  to  Canada  in  1923  and 
honoured  our  Annual  Convocations  by  his  presence  on  many 
occasions. 

Right  Excellent  Companion  H.  H.  H.  Lang  of  Toronto, 
Superintendent  of  Toronto  District,  No.  8,  in  1924,  was  killed 
in  a  motor  accident  on  July  10th,  1937,  on  his  way  to  a  Ma- 
sonic gathering.  He  was  at  his  death  Most  Illustrious  Grand 
Master  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Council  of  the  Western  Juris- 
diction of  Canada,  Royal  and  Select  Masters,  Cryptic  Rite.  He 
was  a  generous  friend  and  a  true  Mason — there  are  few  to  be 
found  who  had  a  greater  love  for  our  fraternity  in  all  its 
branches  than  did  Right  Excellent  Companion  Lang. 

Very  Excellent  Companion  William  Smeaton,  a  grand  old 
Mason,  was  Worshipful  Master  of  Prince  Edward  Lodge,  No. 
18,  at  Picton  in  the  years  1860-62-64.  First  Principal  Z.  of 
Prince  Edward  Chapter,  No.  31,  at  Picton  in  1878,  Grand 
First  Assistant  Sojourner  in  1883  and  a  member  of  Hugh 
de  Payens  Preceptory  at  Kingston,  installed  May  9th,  1873.  He 
died  on  August  17th,  1937,  at  the  home  of  his  son  in  Ann 
Arbor,  Michigan,  attaining  the  ripe  old  age  of  102  years. 

Since  this  address  was  prepared  this  Grand  Chapter  has 
suffered  another  terrible  loss  by  the  death  of  Most  Excellent 
Companion  George  Moore,  who  died  in  Hamilton  on  Wednes- 
day, April  12th.  He  was  our  Grand  First  Principal  Z.  in  1909 
and  1910. 

He  was  a  member  and  Past  Master  of  Barton  Lodge,  No.  6, 
Hamilton,  Past  Grand  Senior  Warden  of  Grand  Lodge,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Board  of  General  Purpose  since  1920,  and  in  1933 
elected  an  Honorary  Life  Member  of  that  Board. 
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Exalted  in  Hiram  Chapter,  No.  2,  Past  First  Principal  Z. 
and  Treasurer  for  many  years,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive of  Grand  Chapter  and  Grand  Treasurer  from  1912 
to  1932. 

He  was  Past  Thrice  Puisant  Master,  Murton  Lodge  of  Per- 
fection, and  Past  Commander-in-Chief,  Moore  Consistory;  an 
active  member  33°  of  the  Supreme  Council  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  and  for  some  years  Deputy  for  Ontario 
and  a  member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland. 

He  was  a  great  Mason  and  a  gentleman  of  deep  conviction 
and  high  purpose,  and  was  a  lover  of  the  whole  fraternity  in 
its  many  branches.  Whether  he  delivered  an  address  or  report 
or  did  some  ritualistic  work,  he  brought  a  characteristic  spirit 
of  earnestness  and  inspiration  to  all  who  listened.  His  love 
for  this  Grand  Chapter,  as  evidenced  by  his  regular  attendance 
for  so  many  years,  was  lasting  and  abundant.  Aided  by  the 
principles  of  the  Square,  Level  and  Plumb  Rule,  he  erected  the 
temple  of  his  inner  life  as  decreed  by  the  Supreme  Being  and 
his  passing  has  left  a  gap  in  the  ranks  of  our  Grand  East  that 
will  long  be  sorely  and  widely  felt. 

The  dead  are  like  the  stars,  by  day 

Withdrawn   from   mortal   eye 
But   not   extinct,    they   hold    their   way 

In  glory  through  the  sky: 
Spirits   from  bondage,  thus  set  free 
Vanish  amidst  immensity 
Where  human   thought,   like  human   sight, 
Fails  to  pursue  their  trackless  flight.

I  would  urge  all  Scribes  E.  to  carefully  indicate  by  special 
reference  in  their  annual  returns  to  those  qualifying  for  a  long 
service  jewel  and  in  co-operation  with  the  First  Principal  see 
that  it  is  promptly  and  properly  presented  by  a  fitting  cere- 
mony in  the  name  of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

Royal  Arch  Jewels 

A  Constitutional  Amendment  made  at  our  last  Convocation 
authorized  a  change  to  crimson  in  the  ribbon  which  suspends 
the  jewel  of  a  Companion,  and  crimson  with  a  bar  of  light  blue 
on  that  of  a  First  Principal,  and  by  adding  a  Keystone.  This 
slight  change  has  aroused  a  very  commendable  interest  in  the 
wearing  of  the  jewel  which  distinguishes  a  Royal  Arch  Mason 
when  worn  in  his  Lodge  and  Chapter.  Many  Chapters  have 
already  sent  in  quantity  orders  for  the  new  jewels  which  at  an 
arranged  low  cost  of  one  dollar  each  are  now  procurable  from 
the  Grand  Scribe  E.  or  from  an  approved  manufacturer  who 
has  also  agreed  at  a  very  small  charge  to  make  the  slight  con- 
forming change  in  jewels  now  being  worn  by  our  Companions 
and  Past  Principals. 

Rulings 

Few  rulings  have  been  asked  for  during  the  year  and  this 
is  as  it  should  be  when  it  is  remembered  that  in  cases  of  doubt, 
all  rulings  and  customs  conform  with  those  of  Grand  Lodge. 

I  ruled  that  a  candidate  must  receive  his  Mark  Master 
Mason's  Degree  in  the  Chapter  in  which  his  application 
is  accepted  unless  in  cases  of  unusual  necessity  of  which 
the  Grand  Z.  shall  be  the  sole  judge. 
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A  brother  having  submitted  a  petition  for  exaltation 
to  a  Chapter  and  the  same  having  been  accepted,  exercised 
"a  perfect  freedom  of  inclination"  and  did  not  present 
himself  to  the  accepting  Chapter  but  applied  to  another. 
I  ruled  that  he  must  wait  twelve  months  before  his  appli- 
cation could  be  considered  by  another  Chapter  (Cons., 
sec.  232)  when  Chapter  By-laws  do  not  specify  a  shorter 
period  in  which  an  accepted  candidate  must  receive  his 
preliminary  degrees  before  re-ballot. 

Dispensations 

A  total  of  one  hundred  and  ten  special  requests  were  re- 
ceived and  given  signed  approval  during  the  year  and  these 
will  be  detailed  in  the  report  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  To  many 
the  most  encouraging  feature  was  the  increased  number  of 
Chapters  attending  Divine  Service  throughout  the  Jurisdic- 
tion. It  is  extremely  gratifying  to  hear  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
attending  public  worship  in  a  body.  Many  Districts  and  Chap- 
ters have  reported  an  attendance  of  from  one  to  three  hundred 
and  are  following  the  suggestion  of  my  predecessors  by  making 
a  parade  to  church  an  annual  event. 

I  refused  the  request  of  a  Chapter  for  Dispensation  to 
permit  the  receiving  of  applications  from  two  brethren  who 
had  received  their  Master  Mason  Degree  three  days  previ- 
ously :  after  careful  consideration  I  refused  the  same  as  I  felt 
the  reason  set  forth  for  departure  from  constitutional 
authority,  did  not  appear  sufficient. 

The  Masonic  Temple  at  Cobalt  was  destroyed  by  fire  on 
Thursday  morning,  March  10th.  It  was  one  of  the  oldest  land- 
marks in  the  mining  town  having  been  erected  in  1909  and 
will  be  a  great  loss  to  the  community  as  well  as  fo  the  Lodge 
and  Chapter.  I  approved  of  Cobalt  Chapter,  No.  203,  meeting 
in  the  Odd  Fellows'  Hall  pending  the  securing  of  new  quarters. 

I  would  suggest  and  urge  that  all  future  requests  for  Dis- 
pensations contain  sufficient  information  to  permit  proper  con- 
sideration, with  all  the  necessary  time  allowed  for  the  for- 
warding of  the  required  reply.

hold  two  meetings  in  December.  It  would  be  a  resolute  start- 
ing of  the  New  Year  for  all  Companions  and  would  provide 
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one  special  night  for  Installation  and  another  for  regular  work 
and  sufficient  time  for  discussion  of  annual  reports  from  offi- 
cers whose  books  must  now  be  closed  the  last  day  of  December. 
I  commend  this  suggestion  to  your  thoughtful  consideration. 

Grand  Representatives 

Vacancies  having  occurred  in  our  representation  near  the 
Grand  Chapters  of  New  York  and  North  Dakota,  upon  recom- 
mendation, I  was  pleased  to  commission  the  following  Excel- 
lent Companions  to  represent  our  Grand  Chapter  in  their 
Jurisdictions.

There  are  no  vacancies  by  death  or  cancelled  commissions 
in  the  list  of  appointed  representatives  of  other  Grand  Chap- 
ters near  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada,  but  on  this  subject  I 
desire  to  affirm  and  support  and  urge  a  continuance  of  the  plan 
so  ably  outlined  last  year  by  my  immediate  predecessor.  As 
active  and  interested  ambassadors,  all  Companions  who  have 
been  selected  as  Grand  Representatives  should  seriously  con- 
sider their  responsibilities  and  communicate  regularly  with 
the  Grand  Jurisdiction  they  have  the  honour  to  represent.  In- 
difference or  inattention  to  this  simple  fraternal  act  which 
serves  to  strengthen  that  universal  mystic  tie,  or  non-attend- 
ance at  this  Grand  Chapter  for  five  or  more  years,  should 
result  in  the  cancellation  of  commissions  and  the  honour  passed 
along  to  others  who  will  properly  discharge  their  duties  in  this 
regard. 

Sister  Jurisdictions 

It  was  my  honour  to  represent  you  at  the  Annual  Convoca- 
tions of  several  Sister  Grand  Chapters.  My  first  was  in  May 
to  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Michigan,  meeting  in  Kalamazoo.  I 
was  accompanied  by  our  Grand  Scribe  E.  and  by  Right  Excel- 
lent Companion  H.  H.  H.  Lang,  Grand  Master  of  the  Cryptic 
Rite.  In  February  I  attended  the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  York 
held  in  Albany  and  in  March  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Quebec  at 
Montreal. 

Too  prominent  a  part  in  our  provincial  elections  prevented 
my  attendance  at  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Ohio  held  early  in  Octo- 
ber at  Cleveland,  but  later  in  the  same  month  your  Grand

In  Michigan  we  were  generously  presented  by  our  Grand 
Representative,  Most  Excellent  Companion  Charles  A.  Con- 
over,  and  in  Quebec  by  Most  Excellent  Companion  Duncan 
McLellan,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec,  and 
who  in  a  most  delightful  manner,  installed  all  the  officers  of 
his  own  Grand  Chapter.  Our  new  Grand  Representative  near 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  New  York,  Right  Excellent  Companion 
Robert  L.  Donovan,  (vice  Edmund  F.  Rolle,  deceased)  pre- 
sented me  at  New  York  and  as  well  showed  me  every  possible 
courtesy  and  attention. 

Accompanied  by  our  Grand  Scribe  E.  I  was  an  honoured 
and  appreciative  guest  at  the  82nd  Annual  Communication  of 
Grand  Lodge  held  July  20th  to  22nd  in  Ottawa.  The  many 
guests  were  received  and  fraternally  welcomed  by  Most  Wor- 
shipful Brother  A.  J.  Anderson,  Grand  Master.  I  was  greatly 
impressed  with  the  complete  carrying  out  of  the  immense 
amount  of  detail  and  effort  necessary  to  the  success  of  such  a 
large  gathering,  the  generous  hospitality  and  with  the  perfect 
arrangements  made  for  the  comfort  and  entertainment  of  their 
visitors  among  whom  I  was  delighted  to  make  many  new 
Masonic  contacts. 

In  making  these  visits  I  was  impressed  not  alone  because 
of  the  wealth  of  kindness  so  generously  bestowed  upon  your 
representatives  and  by  the  warmth  of  welcome  royally  ex- 
tended, but  by  the  place  of  high  importance  that  is  given  to  our 
Grand  Chapter  throughout  the  Capitular  world. 

Grand  High  Priest  Sidney  Burrell,  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Nova  Scotia,  visited  our  Jurisdiction  on  November  2nd  to 
confer  Royal  Craft  honours  on  three  distinguished  Nova  Sco- 
tian  Past  Grand  Chapter  officers — Most  Excellent  Companions 
Thos.  V.  Bingay  of  Toronto,  and  Brenton  F.  Porter  of  Kings- 
ton, and  Right  Excellent  Companion  J.  W.  Bradshaw  of  Lon- 
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don.  Arrangements  were  made  for  the  carrying  out  of  their 
ceremonies  in  University  Chapter,  No.  241,  at  Toronto,  and  I 
am  sincerely  grateful  to  the  officers  and  Companions  of  that 
Chapter  for  their  generous  co-operation  and  support. 

I  am  grateful  also  to  Most  Excellent  Companion  K.  J. 
Dunstan,  Most  Excellent  Companion  Edwin  Smith,  Right  Ex- 
cellent Companion  Fred  G.  Smith,  and  other  Grand  Chapter 
officers  who  represented  this  Grand  Chapter  at  Pennsylvania, 
Ohio,  Virginia,  and  other  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

Our  Financial  Affairs 

You  are  requested  to  give  your  usual  undivided  attention 
to  the  reports  on  our  finances  when  presented  by  the  Grand 
Treasurer  and  the  Committee  on  Audit  and  Finance.  It  has 
long  been  conceded  that  the  bright  example  of  our  illustrious 
predecessors  in  building  up  for  us  a  substantial  financial  foun- 
dation has  ensured  this  Grand  Chapter  against  financial  worry 
in  days  of  depression  that  they  perhaps  thought  might  surely 
come.  Again  this  year,  despite  a  loss  in  membership,  our  capi- 
tal account  has  been  increased  and  on  the  advice  of  our  Com- 
mittee on  Investments,  with  which  I  concurred,  there  has  been 
added  to  our  investments  another  $2,500  in  31/2%  approved 
debentures.  While  we  continue  to  be  on  strong  ground  finan- 
cially there  are  varied  and  serious  reasons  why  we  should  care- 
fully husband  our  resources,  mark  well  our  receipts  and  scruti- 
nize our  expenditures.  Do  we  spend  a  sufficient  amount  on 
benevolence?  Are  we  constantly  considering  the  households 
of  the  faithful?  In  confronting  these  questions  I  am  mindful 
of  the  decreased  demands  for  charitable  grants  by  reason  of 
government  aid  now  extended  to  widows  and  pensions  for  the 
aged.  Considering  the  extent  of  our  membership  we  do  not 
appear  to  have  a  demand  for  benevolence  corresponding  with 
that  of  Grand  Lodge  with  which  body  our  Benevolence  Com- 
mittee co-operates  under  the  splendid  supervision  of  Very  Ex- 
cellent Companion  R.  B.  Dargavel  as  Chairman. 

We  have  no  Orphan's  Educational  Fund  to  support  nor  any 
similar  project,  but  considering  the  large  outstanding  balance 
due  from  Chapters,  with  eight  delinquent  contrary  to  Consti- 
tution, has  the  time  not  perhaps  arrived  when  we  should  set  up 
a  system  of  supervision  of  the  financial  standing  of  constituent 
Chapters  with  a  view  of  advisory  co-operation,  and  if  neces- 
sary in  extreme  cases  of  even  financial  support?  Decidedly  I 
think  we  should  annually  be  supplied  and  should  scrutinize  for 
commendation  or  timely  warning,  with  of  course  no  desire  to 
interfere  in  their  autonomy,  the  finances  of  all  our  Chapters. 
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Our  Toronto  Office 

I  have  suggested  we  should  scrutinize  our  expenditures  and 
with  that  thought  in  mind  in  January,  I  appointed  a  Special 
Committee,  consisting  of  the  Grand  Council,  the  Chairman  of 
Audit  and  Finance  and  the  Chairman  on  Mileage  and  per  Diem, 
five  in  all,  to  consider  the  value  to  this  Grand  Chapter  of  our  office 
in  the  City  of  Toronto.  Although  I  am  a  member  of  that  com- 
mittee and  have  no  desire  to>  forecast  the  report  they  will  present 
at  this  Convocation,  I  feel  compelled  to  submit  my  own  views  of 
the  subject.  Under  present  arrangements  we  are  annually 
countenacing  an  economic  waste,  and  I  use  the  term  advisedly, 
of  from  twelve  hundred  to  two  thousand  dollars  a  year,  and  the 
sensible  plan  for  saving  would  be  to  allow  the  present  or  any 
Grand  Scribe  E.  to  move  the  office  to  his  own  city,  with,  I  am 
sure,  equally  satisfactory  results.  If  I  considered  for  an  instant 
that  the  closing  of  our  present  office  could  result  in  any  way  to 
the  detriment  of  Grand  Chapter  or  that  it  could  be  considered 
an  advantageous  asset  to  our  large  Royal  Arch  membership  in 
Toronto,  I  would  unhesitatingly  urge  its  continuance.  After  a 
year's  experience  as  Grand  Z.  I  however  hold  contrary  views; 
your  serious  consideration  of  the  problem  will  be  expected 
when  the  Committee  report  is  presented. 

Welfare  Work  in  Toronto  Districts 

Once  again  I  commend  for  your  approval  the  welfare  acti- 
vities of  our  Toronto  Districts.  There  are  many  who  believe, 
and  I  am  one  of  them,  that  Masonic  Bodies  should  be  encour- 
aged to  undertake  some  social  welfare  activity.  Remembering 
that  every  human  being  has  an  undoubted  claim  to  our  kind 
offices  a  welfare  programme  need  not  be  anything  broad  in 
scope  or  expensive  in  achievement,  but  rather  a  heartfelt 
desire  to  help  those  who  need  help,  to  bring  smiles  and  grati- 
tude to  a  few  worthy  recipients,  thus  uniting  in  the  grand 
Masonic  Design  of  being  happy  and  communicating  happiness. 
There  are  large  numbers  of  Masons  in  our  Lodges  and  Chap- 
ters who  do  not  belong  to  a  service  club,  but  who  could  be 
readily  recruited  to  proudly  participate  in  some  welfare  objec- 
tive. Any  or  all  Chapters  that  will  follow  the  lead  of  our  Tor- 
onto Chapters  will  receive  my  support,  and  I  think  every  en- 
couragement from  this  Grand  Chapter. 

Worthy  of  Support 

Last  Spring  an  old  and  favourite  Masonic  publication  took 
on  new  dress  and  ownership,  and  I  heartily  commend  it  to  your 
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perusal  and  consideration.  If  you  want  to  know  how  busy  and 
faithful  the  fraternity  is  in  this  Jurisdiction,  read  such  a  pub- 
lication. 

Several  of  the  first  numbers  contained  in  serial  form  a 
life  story  of  Most  Excellent  Companion  Wm.  Mercer  Wilson, 
our  First  Grand  Z.,  and  pictured  his  last  resting  place  marked 
by  a  handsome  monument  erected  by  Grand  Lodge  in  1922  on 
which  is  inscribed,  "In  grateful  and  loving  memory  of  M.W. 
Bro.  Wm.  Mercer,  LL.D.,  the  first  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  A.F.  &  A.M.  of  Canada". 

The  inscription  on  the  casket  was,  "Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  Can- 
ada, First  Grand  Principal  Z.  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Canada,  Provincial  Prior  in  the  Grand  Priory 
of  the  United  Orders  of  the  Knights  Templar  in  Canada,"  all 
of  which  made  me  wonder  why  our  Grand  Chapter  has  never 
marked  the  grave  of  this  great  Mason. 

Visitations 

I  will  not  here  impose  the  details  of  my  visits  to  Lodges, 
Chapters  and  Districts,  some  of  which  I  have  already  de- 
scribed, suffice  to  say  that  to  me  all  were  successful  and  grati- 
fying. I  have  endeavoured  as  far  as  my  public  and  private 
avocations  would  permit  to  accept  every  invitation  that  has 
been  extended  to  me,  considering  all  such  acceptances  at  once 
as  both  a  duty  and  a  pleasure.  Largely  attended  District 
gatherings  under  the  direction  of  Grand  Superintendents  in 
London,  No.  2,  at  Strathroy;  St.  Lawrence,  No.  12,  at  Brock- 
ville,  and  Prince  Edward,  No.  11,  at  Belleville;  Toronto  Dis- 
tricts Royal  Arch  Church  Service  in  Eglinton  United  Church, 
sponsored  by  the  St.  Patrick's  Chapter;  Chapter  meetings  at 
Cobourg,  Oshawa,  Peterborough,  Nilestown,  and  Lodge  meet- 
ings at  Brockville,  Picton,  Gananoque,  Delta,  have  been  for  me 
all  outstanding  evenings  of  satisfaction  and  enjoyment.  I  joined 
with  the  St.  Patrick's,  No.  145,  Toronto,  in  their  celebration 
of  Irish  Night  and  with  Occident,  No.  77,  for  their  Indian 
Night,  and  I  congratulate  both  these  splendid  Toronto  Chap- 
ters on  the  unusual  programme  provided  for  so  many  of  their 
friends  and  members,  and  I  sincerely  thank  them  for  the 
honours  they  bestowed  on  me  so  generously.  When  I  find  time 
some  day  to  leisurely  wander  along  the  lanes  of  memory,  all 
these  meetings  with  my  Companions  and  Brethren  and  my 
term  as  your  Grand  Z.  will  be  among  the  happy  highlights  of 
my  career.

GRAND  SUPERINTENDENTS'  REPORTS 

The  Reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  of  Districts 
were  then  presented. 
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ST.  CLAIR  DISTRICT,  No.  1. 

To  the  Most  Excellent,  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and  Companions 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada: 

I  have  the  honour  and  pleasure  to  submit  herewith  my 
report  on  the  condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  St.  Clair  Dis- 
trict, No.  1,  for  the  year  1937,  and  to  express  my  sincere 
appreciation  to  the  Grand  Z.  and  the  Companions  of  this  Dis- 
trice  for  the  distinguished  honour  they  have  conferred  on  me, 
also  being  the  only  farmer  to  ever  hold  the  office  of  Grand 
Superintendent  in  the  St.  Clair  District. 

My  first  official  duty  was  to  appoint  Ex.  Comp.  T.  Tiffin  of 
my  Mother  Chapter  (McNabb,  No.  88)  as  District  Secretary. 
He  is  also  a  farmer  and  Township  Tax  Collector.  He  has  dis- 
charged his  duties  in  a  very  efficient  manner  and  has  been  well 
received  by  the  Scribe  E.  of  the  various  Chapters  and  has 
accompanied  me  on  all  of  my  visits,  official  and  otherwise. 

We  visited  every  Chapter  in  the  District  at  least  once, 
some  twice,  and  some  more. 

International  Functions 

October  23rd — An  International  Night  was  held  at 
Toledo,  Ohio.  The  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  was  represented 
by  the  Three  Grand  Principals  and  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  Five 
of  the  ten  Chapters  in  this  District  were  also  represented.

November  14th — A  District  Divine  Service  was  held  from 
Sombra  Chapter  rooms,  Wallaceburg,  to  the  Anglican  Church, 
where  a  very  impressive  address  was  delivered  by  Rev.  E.  F. 
Bishop,  B. A.,  L.Th.,  Rector.  Most  of  the  Chapters  in  the  Dis- 
trict were  represented. 

No  Chapter  of  Instruction  was  held  in  the  District. 
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Official  Visits

In  every  case  the  warmth  and  cordiality  of  the  reception  ex- 
tended to  your  representative  was  most  gratifying,  and 
demonstrates  in  a  marked  manner  their  loyalty  and  obedience 
to  those  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of  ruling  the  Royal 
Craft.  The  quality  of  the  ritualistic  work  presented  was  in- 
variably good,  and  that  Chapter  which  now  has  the  largest 
membership  is  to  be  especially  commended  for  its  leadership 
in  a  close  study  and  development  of  the  possibilities  afforded 
in  the  ritual  of  the  subordinate  degrees. 

The  cumulative  effect  of  the  years  of  depression  has  left  its 
mark  on  the  numerical  progress  of  several  of  the  Chapters, 
and  has  caused  an  uneasy  outlook  for  one  or  two  of  them.  The 
fact  that  those  who  have  borne  the  burden  through  these 
difficult  years  are  men  of  sanity  and  clear  vision  assures  us  that 
wise  counsel  shall  prevail,  and  that  the  dignity  and  true 
interests  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  shall  be  maintained. 
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A  perusal  of  the  returns  submitted  by  the  Constituent 
Chapters  has  directed  attention  to  one  matter  that  perhaps 
deserves  some  comment,  viz.,  the  dispensation  of  benevolence. 
With  one  exception,  so  far  as  the  returns  show,  this  most 
effective  means  of  advancing  the  public  reputation  of  our  be- 
loved Royal  Craft  has  not  been  utilized.  It  is  not  suggested 
that  the  private  charities  of  the  Companions  have  been  neg- 
lected, but  surely  it  is  not  too  much  to  expect  that  no  year 
should  be  allowed  to  pass  without  some  contribution  from  the 
funds  of  each  Chapter  to  alleviate  some  of  the  distress  that  is 
so  prevalent  around  us. 

My  grateful  acknowledgment  is  tendered  to  all  the  Com- 
panions of  the  District  for  my  election  to  the  high  dignity  of 
District  Superintendent,  and  to  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand 
Z.  for  his  confirmation  of  the  same ;  to  the  Officers  and  Com- 
panions of  every  Chapter  for  their  unfailing  courtesy  and  the 
cordiality  of  their  co-operation  throughout  the  year;  to  Ex. 
Comp.  C.  B.  Gillespie  for  his  exceedingly  useful  and  acceptable 
services  as  District  Secretary ;  and  to  the  Companions  of  my 
Mother  Chapter  for  their  hearty  and  active  support  in  all  the 
endeavours  undertaken  during  the  year.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  as  Grand  Superin- 
tendent for  Hamilton  District,  No.  5,  for  the  year  1937. 

May  I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chapters  of 
District,  No.  5,  for  the  honour  conferred  on  me  in  electing  me 
to  the  exalted  position  of  Grand  Superintendent,  and  for  the 
generous  support  and  warm  welcome  extended  to  me  on  all 
occasions.  May  I  also  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  my 
Secretary,  Ex.  Comp.  Reginald  Smith,  who  proved  himself 
not  only  a  very  willing  but  also  a  very  capable  assistant  on  all 
my  official  visits. 

My  first  official  visit  was  to  St.  Clair  Chapter,  No.  75, 
Milton,  one  of  the  oldest  Chapters  in  this  District.  Although 
one  of  the  smaller  Chapters,  the  officers  and  Companions 
appeared  quite  enthusiastic  and  well  skilled  in  the  exemplifica- 
tion of  the  work.  The  Holy  Royal  Arch  Degree  was  conferred 
in  a  most  impressive  and  dignified  manner.  I  regret  to  report 
the  death  of  the  most  worthy  Scribe  E.,  Ex.  Comp.  A.  L.  Mc- 
Nab,  one  of  the  pillars  of  Masonry  in  Milton.  Archie's  pleasing 
disposition,  devotion  to  duty,  keen  interest  in  both  the  (Sym- 
bolic and  Capitular  Masonry,  stamped  him  a  real  Mason.  His 
counsel  and  assistance  will  be  greatly  missed,  and  I  wish  to 
convey  to  his  family  the  District's  sincerest  sympathy. 

After  the  summer's  recess,  my  first  official  visit  was  to 
Keystone  Chapter,  No.  224.

Among  these,  I  had  the 
privilige  of  accompanying  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.  and 
Grand  Council,  to  Orangeville,  and  the  honour  of  taking  a 
small  part  in  dedicating  the  Chapter  Room.  Although  District 
No.  5  has  not  increased  in  numbers  as  greatly  as  I  would  have 
desired,  I  feel  that  the  enthusiasm  of  the  Companions  is  such, 
that  in  the  very  near  future  Capitular  Masonry  will  advance 
very  rapidly.

R.  M.  McPherson  of  Lucknow  Chapter,  No.  147,  and  to 
Ex.  Comp.  B.  A.  Hiscox  of  Lebanon  Chapter,  No.  84,  I  am 
deeply  indebted  for  their  kindness  in  accompanying  me  on  my 
visits  to  the  various  Chapters.

On  Sunday,  October  10th,  a  District  Church  Service  was 
held  in  the  Anglican  Church,  Listowel,  under  the  auspices  of 
Bernard  Chapter,  No.  146.  This  Service  was  splendidly  at- 
tended by  the  Companions,  not  only  of  Huron  District,  but  by 
those  from  other  Districts.

Two  outstanding  events  of  the  year  were  the  Dedications 
for  the  purposes  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  of  the  Chapter  rooms 
of  Huron  Chapter,  No.  30,  Goderich,  and  of  Lebanon  Chapter, 
No.  84,  Wingham.  On  Tuesday,  November  16th,  M.  Ex.  Comp. 
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W.  Y.  Mills,  the  Grand  Z.;  R.  Ex.  Comp.  John  Empey,  the 
Grand  J.;  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Edwin  Smith,  P.G.Z.  and  Grand 
Scribe  E. ;  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Wm.  L.  Stewart,  R.  Ex.  Comp.  R.  G. 
Nunn,  Grand  Supt.  of  London  District,  No.  2,  and  several 
other  Grand  Chapter  Officers,  at  an  Especial  Convocation  of 
Grand  Chapter,  dedicated  the  Chapter  Room  of  Huron  Chap- 
ter, No.  30,  for  the  purposes  of  Capitular  Masonry.  This 
ceremony  was  very  beautifully  and  impressively  solemnized, 
and  could  not  fail  to  impress  the  Companions  with  the  sacred- 
ness  of  the  event  and  inspire  them  to  greater  efforts  in  the 
work  of  the  Royal  Craft.  Following  the  Dedication,  the  Grand 
Chapter  Officers  and  the  Companions  met  in  the  banquet  hall 
where  M.  Ex.

On  Wednesday,  November  17th,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Mills,  R. 
Ex.  Comp.  Empey,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Smith,  R.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  J 
Price,  Grand  Supt.  of  Wellington  District,  No.  4,  and  other 
Grand  Chapter  Officers,  called  another  Especial  Convocation 
of  Grand  Chapter  at  Wingham,  Ont.,  for  the  purpose  of  dedi- 
cating for  Capitular  Masonry  the  Chapter  Room  of  Lebanon 
Chapter,  No.  84.  As  on  the  previous  evening,  the  Companions 
were  deeply  impressed  by  the  beauty  and  the  symbolism  of  the 
ceremony,  and  were  made  to  realize  more  intensely  that  the 
principles  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  when  applied  to  their  lives 
and  actions,  would  make  of  them  better  Masons  and  conse- 
quently better  citizens.  After  luncheon,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Mills, 
in  an  inspiring  and  witty  address  delivered  to  an  audience  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  and  Master  Masons,  briefly  outlined  the 
various  degrees  and  their  close  relationship  to  each  other. 
In  concluding,  he  stated  that  no  person  can  be  considered  a 
full-fledged  Mason  until  he  has  been  Exalted  to  the  Supreme 
Degree  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch,  and  he  strongly  urged  every 
Master  Mason  to  complete  his  Masonic  Education. 

During  my  tenure  of  office  I  visited  every  Chapter  once, 
and  some  on  two  or  more  occasions.  Throughout  the  District 
I  strongly  urged  the  Companions  to  make  the  Convocations  as 
interesting  as  possible ;  to  put  more  of  themselves  into  the 
work,  for  in  order  to  derive  any  benefit  from  the  institution 
they  must  give  of  themselves,  of  their  time,  and  of  their  hearts 
to  the  Order.  I  particularly  stressed  the  importance  of  frater- 
nal visiting  which  is  one  of  the  great  pleasures  of  all  branches 
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of  Masonry.  By  these  fraternal  visits  to  Sister  Chapters  a 
deeper  conception  of  the  principles  of  the  Order  is  gained,  new 
ideas  are  born,  old  friendships  are  renewed  and  new  ones  are 
formed.  I  also  recommend  the  value  of  holding  a  regular  Past 
Z.'s  Night  when  the  veterans  who  have  passed  through  the 
various  offices  could  occupy  once  again  those  chairs  they  held 
in  by-gone  years,  and  who  could  carry  on  once  more  the  duties 
and  the  degree  work  of  the  Chapter.  I  likewise  suggested  the 
advisability  of  having  at  the  conclusion  of  every  Convocation  a 
social  hour  when  the  Companions  could  gather  in  an  informal 
group,  enjoy  a  light  lunch,  and  discuss  the  affairs  of  the  day. 

In  every  Chapter  I  visited  I  found  splendid  work  being 
done.  Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  most  of  the  Chapters 
have  experienced  a  few  discouraging  years  the  officers  are  very 
enthusiastic  and  are  earnestly  endeavouring  to  make  the  Con- 
vocations attractive  and  interesting.  With  enthusiasm  and 
optimism  prevalent  throughout  the  District,  and  with  the  im- 
provement in  economic  conditions  we  may  be  assured  of  a  more 
prosperous  future  for  the  Royal  Craft.  The  labours  of  those 
who  have  gone  before  have  not  been  in  vain.  Those  who  are 
now  carrying  on  are  doing  so  with  fidelity  and  zeal,  and  they 
may  justly  claim  for  their  motto,  "Ever  Onward".

My  first  official  duty  was  the  appointment  of 
Ex.  Comp.  J.  M.  H.  [McGuire  as  District  Secretary  and  Ex. 
Comp.  Harry  McGowan  as  District  Chaplain. 

On  May  6th  I  visited  Amabel  Chapter,  No.  131,  Wiarton, 
and  was  introduced  by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  S.  E.  Foster,  a  real  help 
to  this  Chapter.  The  Holy  Royal  Arch  Degree  was  conferred 
upon  two  candidates  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner.  I  noted 
particularly  the  work  of  the  Scribe  N.  which  was  well  done  by 
a  Companion  in  his  85th  year.  This,  small  Chapter  is  progres- 
sive. Full  instructions  were  sent  to  the  Scribe  E.  of  each 
Chapter  by  letter,  stressing  many  points  supplied  to  the  Grand 
Superintendent  while  at  Grand  Chapter. 

On  September  10th,  accompanied  by  eight  of  my  own 
Chapter,  I  visited  Couchiching  Chapter,  No.  198,  Orillia,  and 
was  introduced  by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  D.  C.  Patmore,  and  this  was  a 
splendid  meeting.  We  are  always  accorded  a  friendly  recep- 
tion from  the  Companions  in  Orillia  with  whom  we  usually 
exchange  a  visit  each  year.  Couchiching  Chapter  had  planned 
a  Divine  Service.  It  was  my  privilege  to  be  present,  accom- 
panied by  many  of  our  Kichikewana  Companions,  which  we 
enjoyed  and  was  an  inspiration  to  us  all. 

On  October  12th,  I  visited  Signet  Chapter,  No.  34,  Barrie, 
accompanied  by  nine  of  my  own  Chapter,  and  was  introduced 
by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Alex.  Cowan,  to  whom,  I  had  the  privilege  of 
presenting  a  25-year  veteran  jewel.  This  evening,  the  officers 
of  Couchiching  Chapter,  Orillia,  conferred  the  Holy  Royal 
Arch  Degree.  While  possibly  Barrie  has  been  resting  on  her 
past  achievements  I  believe  she  will  forge  ahead  this  coming 
year  and  regain  her  place  in  the  District.  With  two  local  and 
several  nearby  lodges  to  draw  from,  Barrie  should  be  the  lead- 
ing Chapter  in  this  District. 

On  October  19th,  I  visited  Georgian  Chapter,  No.  56,  Owen 
Sound,  accompanied  by  three  of  my  own  Companions,  and  was 
introduced  by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Dobie,  a  real  asset  to  the  District, 
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particularly  to  Georgian  and  Amabel  Chapters.  While  no 
degree  work,  the  officers  of  Georgian  Chapter  can  function 
well,  and  I  hope  to  see  more  results  later  and  more  members. 

On  January  28th,  1938,  I  visited  Manitou  Chapter,  No.  27, 
Collingwood,  accompanied  by  Companions  of  my  own  Chapter. 
I  was  introduced  by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Chas.  Stephens  and  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  Whipps,  friends  of  many  years  standing  in  and  out  of 
the  lodge  and  Chapters.  R.  Ex.  Comp.  F.  C.  Bendell  is  Scribe 
E.,  and  is  very  faithful.  The  M.M.M.  Degree  was  conferred 
ably  and  well  The  turnout  of  Past  Z/s,  with  their  jewels,  made 
a  fine  and  impressive  display. 

May  I  be  permitted  to  record  the  k>ss  by  death  of  Comp. 
Wm.  Fair,  a  member  of  Madoc  Chapter,  and  who  was  always 
ready  to  visit.  He  was  a  retired  C.N.R.  conductor  and  had  ac- 
companied me  to  Wiarton,  Orillia  twice,  Owen  Sound  and 
Barrie. 

On  January  7th,  1938,  I  installed  the  officers  of  Kichike- 
wana  Chapter,  No.  167,  Midland,  assisted  by  several  Past  Z.'s, 
and  on  January  14th,  1938,  I  installed  the  officers  of  Couchi- 
ching  Chapter,  Orillia. 

On  February  25th,  1938,  I  visited  my  Mother  Chapter, 
Kichikewana  Chapter,  No.  167,  Midland,  and  I  was  introduced 
with  Ex.  Comp.  J.  M.  H.  McGuire,  District  Secretary,  and  Ex. 
Comp.  H.  A.  McGowan,  District  Chaplain.  The  M.E.M.  Degree 
was  conferred  by  Sailors  and  Soldiers  on  the  two  candidates. 
There  was  a  splendid  turnout,  eighteen  from  Manitou  Chapter, 
Collingwood  and  four  from  Couchiching  Chapter,  Orillia.  R. 
Ex.  Comp.  R.  D.  Keefe,  former  principal  of  Penetanguishene 
High  School,  and  now  with  the  Ontario  Department  of  Educa- 
tion, Toronto,  was  the  guest  speaker.  Music  was  supplied  by 
Les  Brown's  orchestra.  The  lodge  and  banquet  rooms  were 
especially  decorated. 

The  Toast  to  Grand  Chapter  was  proposed  by  Ex.  Comp.  J. 
M.  H.  McGuire,  Penetang,  and  I  responded  to  the  same.  The 
Toast  to  the  Sailors  and  Soldiers  was  proposed  by  Comp.  W.  L. 
MacKenzie,  steamship  inspector,  and  responded  to  by  Captain 
Jas.  McCannel,  Chief  Engineer  A.  E.  House,  and  Ex.  Comp.  J. 
Dunlop  (soldier). 

During  the  evening  Comp.  Morris  presented  a  picture  taken 
after  the  Battle  of  Passchendaele. 

I  presented  a  ship's  bell,  mounted  on  a  wooden  base,  for  use 
either  in  the  lodge  room  or  at  the  banquet  table. 
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McPherson  Chapter,  No.  86,  Meaford,  have  not  arranged 
the  date  for  my  inspection  visit,  but  this  will  be  at  the  earliest 
opportunity. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  once  more  thank  the  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  various  Chapters  for  the  courteous  reception  and 
treatment  received ;  and  those  of  my  own  Chapter  who  so 
kindly  accompanied  me  on  my  visitations.

sentative. The  honour  is  all  the  more  appreciated  as  this  is  the 
first  time  that  Warkworth  Chapter,  No.  110,  has  been  so 
honoured  although  the  Companions  there  have  toiled  in  the 
quarries  since  1894. 

I  was  very  fortunate  in  securing  Ex.  Comp.  Ben.  Buchanan, 
of  Warkworth  Chapter,  to  act  as  my  secretary.  His  kindly 
personality,  ready  Irish  humour  and  wealth  of  Masonic  experi- 
ence were  of  great  assistance  to  me  throughout  the  year. 

INSPECTIONS 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  for  inspection  all  the  Chapters 
in  the  District  fairly  early  in  the  year,,  and  also  the  pleasure  of 
returning  to  several  of  the  Chapters  for  other  purposes  at  later 
dates.

Pentalpha  Chapter,  No.  28,  Oshawa,  November  2nd. 

Ionic  Chapter,  No.  168,  Campbellford,  November  15th. 

St.  Andrew's  Chapter,  No.  139,  Havelock,  November  22nd. 

Warkworth  Chapter,  No.  110,  Warkworth,  November  26th. 

Upon  all  these  occasions  I  received  the  heartiest  fraternal 
welcome  as  the  representative  of  the  Grand  First  Principal 
and  in  due  and  proper  form.  In  most  of  the  Chapters  degree 
work  was  either  by  actual  candidates  or  exemplification.  One 
could  not  but  be  delighted  with  the  fine  spirit  of  f raternalism 
which  exists  throughout  the  District  and  the  evident  loyalty  of 
the  Companions  to  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Princi- 
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pal  and  Grand  Chapter.    Addresses  were  given  touching  upon 
matters  of  interest  and  value  to  our  Order. 

General 

With  regards  to  the  work  throughout  the  District,  it  would 
be  useless  to  deny  that  the  economic  stress  of  the  immediate 
past  has  left  its  scars  in  the  matter  of  loss  of  membership,  poor 
attendance,  the  dearth  of  candidates  and  financial  difficulties. 
I  believe,  however,  that  the  situation  is  best  described  in  the 
words  of  Most  Ex.  iComp.  Geo.  L.  Gardiner,  I.P.G.Z.,  in  his 
address  at  the  1937  Convocation  of  Grand  Chapter: — "The 
rainbow  of  recovery  seems  clearly  discernable".  Thus  while  of 
a  certainty  the  sun  has  not  dispelled  all  the  clouds  which  so 
recently  obscured  it,  yet  I  feel  that  in  this  District  better  times 
are  with  us  for  the  immediate  future.  I  base  this  belief  upon 
two  conditions.  First,  the  generally  improved  economic  con- 
dition is  being  reflected  in  the  craft  lodges  where  many  candi- 
dates are  knocking  upon  their  doors  and  being  accepted.  Many 
of  these  candidates  will  shortly  wish  to  complete  their  Ma- 
sonic education  and  will  come  to  the  Chapters.  Secondly, 
many  Chapters  which  have  not  had  degree  work  for  some  time 
have  recently  received  and  accepted  applications.  I  might  have, 
perhaps  added  a  third  reason  for  such  a  belief,  which  is,  that 
in  every  Chapter  I  found  a  group  of  enthusiastic  stalwarts, — 
small  perhaps  in  number  but  of  great  heart, — who  will  not 
accept  defeat  and  who  are  carrying  on  with  unconquerable 
determination.  Such  zeal  cannot  fail  to  produce  the  fruits  of 
success. 

Ritualism 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  witnessing  nine  Chapters  exemplify 
degree  work.  In  two  others,  degree  work  was  planned  but  con- 
ditions beyond  their  control  rendered  it  impossible  to  carry 
out  their  plans.  It  was  most  inspiring  to  find  that,  despite  an 
absence  of  candidates  in  many  Chapters  a  really  high  standard 
of  efficiency  has  been  maintained  in  all.  The  degrees  were 
exemplified  with  solemnity,  dignity  and  impressiveness  and 
with  a  minimum  of  substitution.  Without  any  thought  of  com- 
parison, I  would  like  to  mention  two  cases  of  merit.  First, 
Ex.  Comp.  F.  J.  Groat  of  Palestine  Chapter,  Bowmanville,  an 
Excellent  Companion,  76  years  young,  who,  going  through  the 
chairs  for  the  first  time,  exemplified  the  M.E.M.  Degree  practi- 
cally word  perfect  and  with  a  realism  and  beauty  that  left  no- 
thing to  be  desired  and  which  would  be  difficult  to  surpass. 
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Second,  Ex.  Comp.  E.  J.  Hayes  of  King  Darius  Chapter,  Can- 
nington,  an  Ex.  Companion  of  70  years,  who,  serving  his  third 
consecutive  year  as  Ex.  Z.,  exemplified  the  H.R.A.  Degree  in  a 
very  creditable  manner. 

Records 

The  books  of  the  Scribe's  E.  and  the  Treasurers  were  found 
to  be  in  order  and  up-to-date.  Many  of  these  officers  deserve 
much  credit  for  the  fine  general  appearance  as  well  as  accuracy 
of  their  record  books.  The  books  of  marks  were  found  to  be 
fairly  complete  in  most  Chapters,  The  exceptions  in  this  phase 
of  the  work  were  the  marks  of  older  members  who  have  not 
been  active  for  quite  some  time  and  those  members  who  retain 
their  membership  in  their  Home  Chapter  while  living  at  a 
distance. 

Visits  of  the  Grand  First  Principal 

Ontario  District  was  highly  honoured  upon  two  occasions 
by  visits  from  Most  Ex.  Comp.  Wm.  Y.  Mills,  Grand  First 
Principal.  On  October  27th,  Most  Ex.  Comp.  Mills  visited 
Corinthian  Chapter,  No.  36,  Peterboro,  for  the  purpose  of  pre- 
senting twenty-five  year  Past  Principals'  Jewels  to  Ex.  Comps. 
W.  J.  Henry,  H.  R.  H.  Kenner,  T.  H.  Gillespie  and  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  R.  S.  Cotton. 

On  November  23rd,  Most  Ex.  Comp.  Mills  visited  St.  John's 
Chapter,  No.  48,  Cobourg,  for  the  purpose  of  presenting  a 
twenty-five  year  Past  Principals'  Jewel  to  Ex.  Comp.  James 
Gillard.  On  the  latter  occasion  the  members  of  St.  John's 
Lodge,  Cobourg,  were  invited  to  tbe  present.  On  both  of  these 
occasions  those  present  were  privileged  to  listen  to  an  excep- 
tionally interesting  and  informative  address  presented  by  the 
Grand  Z. 

The  Future 

As  I  intimated  earlier,  I  feel  that  the  prospects  for  degree 
work  is  better  now  than  it  has  been  for  quite  some  time.  But 
if  we  as  Royal  Arch  Masons  have  a  message  worthy  to  give  to 
men  and  I  believe  most  sincerely  that  we  have,  the  more  we 
reach  in  an  orthodox  Masonic  manner  the  more  we  will  have 
accomplished.  At  the  present  time  a  relatively  small  propor- 
tion of  those  receiving  the  M.M.  Degree  advance  to  the  Chapter 
and  thus  we  have  the  paradox  of  a  relatively  large  percentage 
of  our  Master  Masons  without  the  genuine  secrets  of  a  Master 
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Mason.  It  is  a  condition  that  should  not  exist  and  is  one  that 
requires  definite  thought  and  action. 

Some  few  refuse  to  advance  because  they  actively  resent 
being  told  at  the  end  of  the  Third  Degree  that  a  further  finan- 
cial barrier  separates  them  from  the  full  knowledge  of  the 
Order.  Some  worthy  brethren  fain  would  come  but  the  finan- 
cial requirements  of  their  homes  are  such  that  they  do  not  feel 
justified  in  making  the  expenditure.  But  the  great  majority 
of  the  Master  Masons  at  first  desire  to  progress  and  would  do 
so  if  sufficiently  intrigued.  Many  of  the  Chapters,  particu- 
larly in  the  smaller  centres,  however  are  prone  to  leave  much 
of  the  main  Masonic  enterprises  and  entertainment  to  the 
Craft  Lodge,  thus  leaving  the  desire  for  further  light  as  the 
Chapters  to  solve  for  themselves  and  I  must  earnestly  suggest 
advantages  of  (being  a  Mason  without  the  added  expense  and 
uncertainty  of  joining  the  Chapter  and  the  desire  soon  dies. 

It  is  also  true  that  never  before  has  there  been  more  and 
stronger  competition  from  outside  sources  for  peoples'  spare 
time  than  exists  in  our  present  complex  civilization. 

Faced  with  these  conditions  it  is  evident  that  the  Chapters 
must  take  stock  and  consider  the  situation  if  we  are  to  find  an 
adequate  solution.  One  of  our  difficulties  is  certainly  that  we 
are  content  to  be  replicas  of  the  Craft  Lodge  on  a  less  preten- 
tious scale.  In  order  to  excite  interest  of  those  without  more 
activity  must  be  manifest,  we  must  develop  an  identity  of  our 
own  and  we  must  engage  in  more  Masonic  enterprises  and 
social  activities.  It  is  a  matter  however  for  the  individual 
Chapters  to  solve  for  themselves  and  I  must  earnestly  suggest 
that  the  officers  of  the  Chapters  give  it  careful  consideration. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  all  the  Ex.  First  Principals 
and  the  Scribes  E.  for  their  courtesy  and  promptness  in  an- 
swering correspondence  and  all  the  officers  and  Companions  of 
the  various  Chapters  for  the  kindly  support  and  co-operation 
accorded  me  during  my  term  of  office.  The  new  friendships 
and  contacts  that  I  have  made  will  stamp  this  year  as  one  of 
the  happiest  of  my  experience. 

To  my  successor  I  extend  sincere  felicitation  and  good 
wishes  and  bespeak  for  him  the  same  hearty  co-operation  that 
I  have  enjoyed.

Prince  Edward  Chapter,  No.  31. — In  a  downpour  of  rain 
I  paid  my  visit  to  Prince  Edward  Chapter  on  Monday,  Octo- 
ber 18th.  It  was  fortunate  that  Comp.  Wm.  Broad  went  with 
us  as  neither  my  Secretary  nor  I  knew  the  road.  As  it  was  the 
Chapter  had  gone  through  considerable  of  the  business  when 
we  arrived.  The  warmth  of  the  welcome  extended  made  us 
forget  the  inclemency  of  the  weather.  The  M.M.M.  Degree 
was  conferred  by  Ex.  Comp.  H.  B.  Tulley  and  his  officers  in  a 
very  impressive  manner.  The  prospects  of  this  Chapter  are 
good.  Ex.  Comp.  D.  W.  Gullett  makes  a  very  efficient  Scribe 
E.  and  keeps  his  records  neat  and  posted  to  date. 

St.  Marks  Chapter,  No.  26. — My  visit  to  this  Chapter  was 
made  on  Tuesday  evening,  October  19th.  It  was  another  rainy 
night  but  it  failed  to  dampen  the  ardour  of  the  Companions, 
visitors  being  present  from  Cobourg  and  other  Chapters  of  the 
District.  I  was  introduced  by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  C.  H.  Kinnear 
and  given  a  very  hearty  reception  by  Ex.  Comp.  M.  W.  Andi- 
son  and  the  Companions.  The  M.M.M.  Degree  was  conferred  in 
a  manner  which  would  be  a  credit  to  any  Chapter.  St.  Marks 
is  located  in  a  beautiful  temple,  at  the  dedication  of  which  I 
had  the  honour  and  pleasure  of  being  present.  At  this  Convo- 
cation I  was  requested  to  present  Life  Membership  Certificates 
to  two  Companions  and  this  duty  only  added  to  the  pleasure  of 
my  visit.  Comp.  "Jimmy"  McKibbon  is  well  qualified  to  per- 
form the  duties  pertaining  to  the  office  of  Scribe  E.  and  cer- 
tainly does  the  job  in  a  most  efficient  manner. 

Mount  Sinai  Chapter,  No.  44. — Wednesday,  October 
20th,  was  the  date  of  my  visit  to  this  Chapter,  and  still  it 
rained.  The  attendance  as  a  result  was  not  as  large  as  it  no 
doubt  would  have  been  otherwise.  It  was  rather  unique  that  I 
should  be  introduced  Iby  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Alex.  McGregor,  who 
was  Worshipful  Master  of  Madoc  Lodge,  No.  48,  A.F.  &  A.M., 
when  I  first  saw  light  in  Masonry,  and  my  reception  by  Ex. 
Comp.  Ernest  Young  and  the  Companions  could  not  have  been 
more  enthusiastic.  This  was  the  first  time  during  my  visits 
that  I  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  the  M.E.M.  Degree  conferred 
and  my  only  comment  is  that  I  would  like  to  see  them  exem- 
plify the  Holy  Royal  Arch.  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Ernest  Walters  is 
the  Scribe  E.  Enough  said.  He  is  one  of  the  Walters  boys 
and  could  a  Chapter  go  wrong  with  three  Walters,  P.G.S.'s, 
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R.  Ex.  Comps.  A.  McGregor,  McKenzie  and  the  other  Past  Z.Js 
to  look  after  their  affairs. 

Moira  Chapter,  No.  7.-^On  Tuesday  evening,  November 
2nd,  I  once  again  sojourned  to  Belleville,  this  time  to  visit  of- 
ficially Moira,  the  oldest  Chapter  in  the  District.  I  was  intro- 
duced by  Ex.  Comp.  J.  F.  Houston  who,  by  the  way,  is  a  Past 
Principal  of  my  Mother  Chapter,  and  the  manner  in  which  I 
was  received  by  Ex.  Comp.  H.  S.  McElrath  was  worthy  of  the 
highest  praise.  My  visit  was  doubly  interesting,  first,  because 
I  have  the  honour  of  being  a  descendant  of  Capt.  John  Waldon 
Meyers,  the  first  Worshipful  Master  of  Moira  Lodge; 
secondly,  because  I  have  taken  part  in  several  "Hydro  Nights" 
put  on  in  this  Chapter. 

The  M.M.M.  Degree  was  conferred  by  Ex.  Comp.  McElrath 
and  his  officers  in  a  manner  which  should  have  made  a  lasting 
impression  upon  the  mind  of  the  candidate.  This  Chapter  is 
in  splendid  condition  and  should  have  a  very  prosperous  year. 
Due  to  a  change  of  residence,  their  genial  and  popular  Scribe 
E.,  V.  Ex.  Comp.  V.  H.  Graves,  tendered  his  resignation  at  this 
time.  Much  regret  was  expressed  at  the  loss  of  such  an  effi- 
cient officer  and  the  Companions  made  a  suitable  presentation 
in  reward  for  services  rendered  and  as  a  token  of  esteem. 
The  office  has  been  filled  by  Comp.  John  McCarthy  and  I  have 
no  doubt  that  the  affairs  of  the  Chapter  will  be  well  taken 
care  of  by  his  successor. 

Madoc  Chapter,  No.  161. — There  is  a  passage  in  the 
V.O.T.S.L.  which  reads :— "The  last  shall  be  first  and  first  shall 
be  last."  In  keeping  with  this  portion  of  the  Scriptures  I  kept 
my  last  visit  for  my  Mother  Chapter.  This  visit  I  paid  on 
November  22nd.  Needless  to  say  I  was  heartily  received  and 
honoured  as  the  representative  of  the  Most  Excellent  the 
Grand  Z.  The  officers  and  Companions  of  this  Chapter  are 
indeed  exceptionally  loyal  to  the  Craft.  Some  of  them  have  to 
drive  twelve  to  fourteen  miles  yet  they  seldom  fail  to  attend. 

There  was  no  degree  work  at  this  Convocation.  I  have 
seen  practically  every  degree  conferred  in  the  Chapter  during 
the  past  fifteen  years,  and  I  did  not  deem  it  necessary  to  take 
up  the  time  in  this  manner.  This  Chapter  is  most  fortunate 
in  having  V.  Ex.  Comp.  Geo.  M.  Wright  for  Scribe  E.  George 
is  a  veteran  of  the  Old  Guard  and  certainly  knows  how  to  per- 
form his  duties  as  Keeper  of  the  Books. 
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Membership 

While  there  has  again  been  a  slight  decrease  in  member- 
ship, this  is  due  to  a  number  of  Suspensions  which  should 
probably  have  been  made  at  an  earlier  date.  In  the  majority 
of  Chapters  there  has  been  a  slight  gain  and  I  sincerely  trust 
that  the  coming  year  will  see  all  the  Chapters  making  sub- 
stantial gains. 

Fraternal  Dead 

It  is  with  deep  regret  and  a  keen  realization  of  our 
inevitable  destiny  that  I  note  the  number  of  Companions  who 
have  passed  the  final  veil  during  the  past  year,  nearly  twenty- 
five  throughout  the  District.  This  alarming  figure  should 
have  a  tendency  to  bind  us  with  the  cement  of  Brotherly  Love 
more  closely  around  Him  who  is  the  Great  Keystone  of  that 
living  Arch  made  up  by  the  nations  of  the  earth. 

Conclusion 

In  bringing  my  report  to  a  close  let  me  once  again  express 
my  sincere  appreciation  for  the  honour  and  privileges  which 
have  been  mine.  When  first  elected  I  had  a  deep  feeling  that 
perhaps  I  would  not  be  able  to  measure  up  to  requirements, 
considering  the  calibre  of  the  men  who  had  been  elected  to 
this  high  office  in  former  years.  And  feel  that  had  I  not  had 
the  co-operation  of  every  Companion  in  the  District  that  I 
would  have  failed.  In  passing,  I  wish  to  say  that  the  year  has 
been  one  of  the  brightest  in  my  Masonic  life.  If  at  any  time 
I  can  be  of  assistance  to  my  successor  or  any  of  the  officers  of 
Grand  Chapter  I  will  feel  that  I  have  already  received  my 
wages.  ;

I  have  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  my  report  on  the 
condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  St.  Lawrence  District,  No. 
12,  for  the  year  1937. 

I  would,  first  of  all,  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Com- 
panions of  St.  Lawrence  District  who  honoured  me  by  electing 
me  to  the  important  office  of  Grand  Superintendent,  and  also 
my  appreciation  to  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  William 
Y.  Mills,  for  confirming  my  election  as  his  representative. 

Shortly  after  assuming  office  I  appointed  Ex.  Comp.  James 
A.  Shaver,  a  Past  Principal  of  Covenant  Chapter,  No.  113,  as 
District  Secretary.  Companion  Shaver  accompanied  me  on  all 
my  official  visits  and  I  offer  him  my  sincere  thanks  for  the 
valuable  assistance  which  he  so  generously  gave  me. 

During  the  year  I  visited  all  the  Chapters  in  the  District  at 
least  once.  My  visits  of  inspection  were  all  prearranged  and 
were,  for  the  most  part,  very  gratifying. 

The  increase  in  interest  in  Capitular  Masonry  in  several 
Chapters  was  quite  evident.  All  Chapters  except  two  exem- 
plified work  which,  without  exception,  was  done  in  an  excellent 
manner  and  was  a  credit  to  the  Chapter  officers.  Some  Chap- 
ters who  have  been  without  candidates  for  several  years, 
have  received  some  applicants.  This  has  given  rise  to  an  in- 
crease in  interest  and  activity  in  the  Chapters.  I  feel  confident 
that  the  future  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  this  District  has  much 
in  store  for  it. 

I  have  constantly  stressed  the  need  of  more  visitations 
between  Chapters  in  the  District,  for  I  feel  that  this  is  a  most 
important  way  of  building  up  a  good  fraternal  spirit  between 
the  Chapters,  and  of  increasing  interest  and  attendance  at 
meetings.  With  this  thought  in  mind  I  have  written  all  Chap- 
ters in  the  District  outlining  a  plan  of  visitations,  which  I  hope 
they  will  see  fit  to  act  upon. 

Maitland  Chapter,  No.  68. — This  Chapter  was  visited  on 
August  19th.  The  meeting  was  well  attended.  Several  visitors 
were  present  from  Brockville  and  Cornwall.  The  Holy  Royal 
Arch  Degree  was  conferred  in  a  very  capable  manner.  This 
Chapter  was  moved  from  North  Augusta  to  South  Augusta 
last  year.  The  move  seems  to  have  resulted  in  an  increase  in 
interest  and  activity. 
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Grenville  Chapter,  No.  22. — On  October  12th  I  visited 
Grenville  Chapter,  where  I  was  received  in  a  true  Masonic 
spirit.  No  degree  work  was  exemplified.  This  Chapter  is  in 
good  financial  standing  and  the  books  are  well  kept.  Its  great- 
est need  at  present  is  for  candidates. 

Sussex  Chapter,  No.  59,  and  iSt.  Lawrence  Chapter, 
No.  100. — I  paid  my  official  visit  to  Sussex  and  St.  Lawrence 
Chapters  in  Brockville  on  the  night  of  October  13th,  at  a  meet- 
ing that  was  very  well  attended.  These  Chapters  work  to- 
gether in  true  Masonic  Harmony,  using  the  same  Chapter 
room  and  equipment.  They  jointly  conferred  the  Holy  Royal 
Arch  Degree  in  a  very  impressive  manner.  The  records  of 
these  Chapters  are  well  kept. 

Ancient  Frontenac  and  Cataraqui  Chapter,  No.  1. — 
On  the  evening  of  October  15th,  I  visited  this  Chapter,  accom- 
panied by  several  Companions  from  Brockville.  I  was  made 
most  welcome  by  the  First  Principal,  Ex.  Comp.  Clark.  The 
Mark  Master  Degree  was  conferred  on  two  candidates  in  a 
very  creditable  manner.  This  Chapter  has  splendid  accommo- 
dation and  very  capable  officers.  At  the  close  of  the  Chapter  I 
had  the  pleasure  of  listening  to  some  very  well  chosen  remarks 
by  Most  Ex.  Comp.  W.  Y.  Mills,  Grand  Z. 

Covenant  Chapter,  No.  118. — I  visited  this  my  Mother 
Chapter  on  November  17th,  and  was  received  with  full  honours 
by  Ex.  Comp.  Markell,  the  First  Principal.  The  attendance  at 
this  meeting  was  very  gratifying,  and  it  turned  out  to  be  the 
best  attended  of  all  meetings  where  I  was  officially  present. 
The  Holy  Royal  Arch  Degree  was  conferred  in  a  very  able 
manner.  The  progress  of  this  Chapter  for  several  years  has 
been  very  gratifying. 

St.  John's  Chapter,  No.  112. — Accompanied  by  a  large 
delegation  from  Cornwall  and  several  Companions  from 
Brockville,  I  visited  this  Chapter  on  November  19th  and  was 
very  cordially  received.  Ex.  Comp.  Currie  and  his  officers  con- 
ferred the  Holy  Royal  Arch  Degree  in  a  manner  which  was 
above  criticism.  This  Chapter  has  a  number  of  young  and  en- 
thusiastic officers  and  I  expect  much  from  them  in  the  near 
future. 

Leeds  Chapter,  No.  132. — This  Chapter  was  visited  on  the 
night  of  December  2nd,  and  I  was  accorded  a  very  hearty  wel- 
come.    No   degree   work   was   exemplified.     The   books   and 
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records  of  this  Chapter  are  in  good  shape.  They  have  experi- 
enced poor  attendance  during  the  past  year.  Visits  from  Chap- 
ters in  nearby  jurisdictions  would  be  very  helpful. 

On  February  21st,  1938,  I  again  visited  Ancient  Frontenac 
&  Cataraqui  Chapter,  No.  1,  on  the  occasion  of  the  official  re- 
ception to  his  Mother  Chapter  of  Most  Ex.  Comp.  W.  Y.  Mills, 
Grand  Z.,  accompanied  by  Most  Ex.  Comp.  Edwin  Smith, 
Grand  Scribe  E.  This  was  a  very  enjoyable  evening  and  one 
long  to  be  remembered.  The  Past  Principals  conferred  the 
Holy  Royal  Arch  Degree  on  three  candidates  in  a  very  excel- 
lent manner. 

I  must  not  close  this  report  without  some  reference  to  the 
Principals'  Association.  This  organization  meets  annually, 
when  matters  of  particular  interest  to  the  whole  District  are 
discussed.  I  presided  over  the  annual  meeting  held  in  Corn- 
wall on  October  7th,  1937.  Brother  the  Rev.  G.  S.  Lloyd  was 
the  guest  speaker  at  this  meeting.  He  gave  us  a  most  timely 
address  on  'The  Contribution  of  Masonry  to  a  Confused  Gen- 
eration". I  sincerely  trust  that  all  Principals  in  this  District 
will  make  it  a  point  to  attend  the  next  annual  meeting  of  this 
Association. 

It  is  observed  that  the  present  arrangement  whereby  Grand 
Chapter  meets  in  April,  does  not  give  Grand  Superintendents 
as  much  time  as  before  for  visits.  At  present  no  visits  can  be 
made  in  May.  During  June,  July  and  August  most  Chapters 
do  not  meet.  None  of  them  want  to  be  inspected  in  September, 
which  leaves  only  the  months  of  October,  November  and  De- 
cember for  this  purpose. 

In  conclusion,  there  are  many  fitting  remarks  which  I 
might  make  if  time  and  space  permitted.  I  must,  however, 
express  my  appreciation  to  my  predecessor  in  office,  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  William  Root,  who  was  always  willing  to  help  and  who 
accompanied  me  on  all  my  visits  except  one.  I  must  also  thank 
the  many  Companions  from  other  Chapters  who  were  present 
at  every  visit. 

Attendance  at  Chapter  meetings  is  not  as  good  as  it  should 
be.  This  is  a  problem  which  should  be  courageously  met  by 
the  officers  and  Companions  of  every  Chapter.  The  dues  out- 
standing in  many  Chapters  is  too  great.  An  effort  should  be 
made  each  year  to  keep  members  from  getting  in  arrears. 

To  my  successor  in  office  I  extend  my  sincere  good  wishes 
and  feel  confident  that  he  will  be  accorded  the  same  spirit  of 
co-operation  and  support  which  I  found  everywhere  in 
evidence.

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and  Companions 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you,  and  for  your 
approval  my  official  report,  together  with  the  Annual  Statisti- 
cal Report,  which  with  the  report  of  inspections  previously 
forwarded  to  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  sets  forth  in  detail  the  con- 
dition of  the  Chapters  in  the  Ottawa  District,  No.  13,  for  the 
year  1937. 

May  I,  at  the  outset,  express  to  the  Companions  of  the  vari- 
ous Chapters  whose  kind  consideration  was  responsible  for  my 
unanimous  election  to  the  office  of  Grand  Superintendent  of 
this  District,  my  most  grateful  appreciation.  I  assumed  the 
office  as  representative  of  the  Grand  First  Principal  with  con- 
siderable diffidence,  being  conscious  of  my  shortcomings  and 
limitations.  I  felt,  however,  I  would  have  the  wise  counsel 
and  advice  of  other  Past  Grand  Superintendents,  and  in  this 
regard  I  was  not  disappointed,  for  on  several  occasions  I 
sought  information  and  I  am  happy  to  state  that  at  all  times 
this  advice  was  readily  and  cheerfully  given. 

Unlike  most  Grand  Superintendents,  I  did  not  appoint  a 
District  Secretary  to  check  up  on  the  ibooks  of  Constituent 
Chapters,  or  to  attend  to  correspondence  and  such  like.  I  was 
elected  for  a  specific  purpose,  and  I  decided  to  take  full  charge 
of  these  duties  myself,  to  stand  or  fall  on  my  own  judgment. 
In  this  way  I  could  give  a  conscientious  report  on  the  respec- 
tive Chapters,  and  offer  any  suggestions  here  and  there,  which 
in  my  judgment  was  deemed  necessary. 

It  is  not  my  intention  to  mention  in  detail  in  this  report  my 
inspection  of  each  Chapter,  this  having  already  been  done  in 
the  form  of  individual  reports  to  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  with  a 
copy  to  the  First  Principal  of  the  Constituent  Chapter ;  besides 
my  predecessors  in  office  gave  these  full  attention  in  the  years 
just  passed. 

I  have  officially  visited  each  Chapter  in  the  District  once, 
and  of  the  two  City  Chapters  several  times.  It  was  also  my 
intention  to  have  revisited  some  of  the  other  Chapters  again, 
but  up  to  the  present  I  have  been  unable  to  do  so.  I  have 
witnessed  all  the  degrees  being  exemplified,  but  at  a  few  of 
my  visits  no  work  was  put  on.  In  these  cases  the  weather  was 
unbearably  warm  or  there  were  no  candidates  available.  In 
such  cases  the  meeting  turned  into  a  questionaire,  in  which 
several  phases  of  some  or  all  of  the  degrees  were  taken  up.   In 
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this  way  a  rather  profitable  evening  was  spent,  and  ended 
with  a  pr.per  being  given,  explaining  some  one  degree  or  some 
subject  of  Masonic  interest.  In  those  Chapters  where  some 
degree  was  the  work  of  the  evening,  I  found  the  officers  quite 
proficient  in  their  work,  endeavouring  to  bring  out  the  finer 
Masonic  teachings,  which  those  degrees  are  intended  to  incul- 
cate, and  where  the  candidates  could  hardly  fail  but  be  most 
favourably  impressed.  I  would  therefore  say  that  the  work 
throughout  the  District  is  performed  in  a  uniform  and  satis- 
factory manner. 

The  secretarial  work  of  the  various  Chapters  is  in  good 
hands,  many  of  the  Chapters  having  a  Past  Z.  for  their  Scribe 
E.  I  found  them  most  obliging,  ready  to  answer  correspond- 
ence promptly,  and  in  all  cases  I  found  the  books  neatly  kept, 
and  returns  promptly  submitted. 

I  am  pleased  to  state  that  on  every  occasion  of  my  inspec- 
tion visit,  the  First  Principal  was  present  and  occupied  the 
chair,  and  carried  out  his  duties  in  a  dignified  way.  They  also 
appeared  to  realize  the  honour  does  not  consist  in  merely  occu- 
pying the  Chair  in  the  East,  but  rather  in  meriting  the  office 
by  the  faithful  performance  of  its  duties. 

My  official  visits  were  as  follows : — 

June  7th — Dochert  Chapter,  No.  248,  Arnprior. 
June  21st— Prince  of  Wales  Chapter,  No.  226,  Perth. 
September  3rd — Kitchener  Chapter,  No.  210,  Russell.

September  17th — St.  Francis  Chapter,  No.   133,  Smith's 
Falls. 

September  24th — Glengarry  Chapter,  No.  143,  Maxville. 
October  18th— Ottawa  Chapter,  No.  222,  Ottawa. 
October  21st — Laurentian  Chapter,  No.  151,  Pembroke. 
November  3rd — Maple  Chapter,  No.  116,  Carleton  Place. 
November  5th— St.  John's  Chapter,  No.  148,  Vankleek  Hill. 
November  17th — Carleton  Chapter,  No.  16,  Ottawa. 

The  annual  District  Church  Service  was  held  under  the 
auspices  of  St.  Francis  Chapter,  Smith's  Falls,  on  June  6th. 
Over  one  hundred  Companions,  after  assembling  at  the  Chap- 
ter Room,  marched  in  procession  to  Westminster  Church, 
where  the  pastor,  the  Reverend  Mr.  Miller,  (although  not  a 
Mason)  gave  a  delightful  address.  At  this  service  six  Chap- 
ters in  the  District  were  represented  and  three  others  from 
outside. 
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Chapter  of  Instruction 

A  Chapter  of  Instruction  having  been  held  in  the  District 
on  January  23rd,  1937,  I  did  not  deem  it  advisable  to  hold  one 
this  year.  On  account  of  Grand  Chapter  now  meeting  at  the 
end  of  April,  it  is  almost  impossible  to  hold  Official  Chapter 
visits  before  the  month  of  June,  and  to  my  mind  this  month 
is  not  a  desirable  time  for  Chapter  meetings.  I  would  suggest 
a  Chapter  of  Instruction  might  be  held  at  some  central  point 
in  the  District  towards  the  end  of  May,  when  all  the  Chapters 
would  have  an  opportunity  to  attend,  and  all  receive  informa- 
tion of  any  changes  recommended  by  Grand  Chapter,  in  the 
degree  work,  etc.,  at  the  same  time ;  and  almost  at  the  begin- 
ning of  their  year. 

To  future  Grand  Superintendents  I  would  recommend  ordi- 
nary visits  during  the  month  of  May  and  inspection  visits  in 
the  fall. 

On  October  23rd,  I  accompanied  a  number  of  Companions 
of  Carleton  Chapter,  who  paid  a  return  fraternal  visit  to  Fair- 
mont Chapter,  Montreal.  A  large  number  of  Companions 
turned  out  and  gave  us  a  most  hearty  welcome. 

I  was  introduced  to  the  Chapter  by  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Nickle, 
the  present  Grand  Superintendent  of  that  District,  and  a  mem- 
ber of  Fairmont  Chapter,  and  received  Grand  Honours.  The 
officers  of  Carleton  Chapter  exemplified  the  Holy  Royal  Arch 
Degree  in  a  very  capable  and  impressive  manner,  and  greatly 
to  the  satisfaction  of  all  our  hosts.  We  were  later  treated  to  a 
very  enjoyable  hour  in  entertainment  and  song.  The  follow- 
ing day  we  were  entertained  by  a  drive  around  the  city  and  a 
visit  to  the  Shriners'  Hospital.  Our  visit  to  Fairmont  Chap- 
ter will  be  one  where  one  and  all  will  look  back  with  the  most 
pleasant  memories. 

I  also  assisted  at  the  Installation  Ceremony  of  the  officers 
of  Ottawa  and  Carleton  Chapters  on  January  17th  and  19th 
respectively. 

In  general,  Capitular  Masonry  in  this  District  can  hardly 
be  said  to  be  in  a  flourishing  condition.  A  number  of  the 
Chapters  have  had  no  candidates  for  some  time.  There  is 
noticeable  in  many  Chapters  a  listlessness  or  general  apathy 
among  the  rank  and  file  members,  as  shown  by  their  absence 
at  the  general  Convocations.  However,  one  could  not  fail  to 
observe  the  faithfulness  of  the  Past  Z.'s,  along  with  the  present 
list  of  officers.  All  held  a  keen  sense  of  appreciation  of  the 
dignity,  importance  and  a  high  seriousness  of  our  noble  rites 
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and  ceremonies.  At  all  times  a  real  attempt  was  made  to  do 
honour  to  the  Grand  Supreme  Head  through  his  representa- 
tive. Everywhere  peace  and  harmony  prevailed,  even  in  the 
face  of  trying  times  and  most  difficult  situations,  and  this  back- 
ground with  more  favourable  times,  Royal  Arch  Masonry  will 
no  doubt  once  again  assume  its  proper  place. 

To  arouse  the  interest  of  those  Companions  who  do  not 
come  regularly  to  our  assemblies,  and  to  retain  those  we 
already  have,  may  I  offer  the  following  suggestions : 

1.  To  keep  that  personal  contact  with  new  members,  and 
to  impress  upon  them  the  need  of  their  assistance  for 
the  Chapter's  welfare. 

2.  To  select  Chapter  activities  which  lend  themselves  to 
individual  responsibility  and  individual  action. 

3.  To  eliminate  those  worn  out  and  meaningless  toasts  at 
our  banquets,  to  a  programme  of  educational  topics 
interestingly  handled. 

4.  Greater  interest  in  social  activities  between  the  Chap- 
ters, in  the  way  of  interchange  of  visits,  etc. 

5.  To  open  the  Chapter  promptly,  avoid  a  lull  or  delay  in 
any  of  the  Proceedings,  so  as  to  close  by  midnight. 

I  wish  to  make  reference  to  one  Chapter  in  the  District, 
St.  John's  at  Vankleek  Hill ;  the  one  with  the  smallest  member- 
ship, but  I  believe  with  the  biggest  heart  and  kindliest  hand. 
On  my  official  visit  here  in  November,  sixty  per  cent,  of  the 
members  turned  out,  the  highest  percentage  of  any  of  the 
Chapters.  One  cannot  visit  here  but  that  he  is  immediately 
impressed  with  the  unique  surroundings  and  that  glad  hand 
of  fellowship.  I  am  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  some  Com- 
panions here  (and  there  are  several  quite  capable)  should 
write  up  a  history  of  the  lodge  and  Chapter's  furnishings,  in- 
cluding cuts  taken  from  photographs  of  the  old  banners, 
charters,  chairs,  etc.,  so  that  all  Companions  in  the  District 
might  know  just  what  St.  John's  really  possess. 

A  happy  year  of  the  most  pleasant  relations  has  almost 
closed.  The  hearty  greetings  I  received  from  the  Chapters  in 
the  District  is  a  great  source  of  pleasure  and  satisfaction  to  me. 
I  have  endeavoured  to  fill  the  position  to  the  best  of  my  ability, 
and  if  I  have  erred  in  omission  or  commission,  I  ask  one  and 
all  as  Companions  to  cover  up  my  imperfections  with  the 
broad  mantle  of  charity  and  brotherly  love. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  extending  my  sincere 
thanks  to  all  those  Companions  who  so  cheerfully  accompanied 
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me  on  my  various  visits,  as  well  as  to  those  who  of  their  own 
accord,  at  much  sacrifice  and  inconvenience  to  themselves, 
motored  several  times  to  different  Chapters  to  do  honour  to  the 
representative  of  the  Grand  Z. 

May  I,  in  conclusion,  offer  to  each  Chapter  my  very  best 
wishes  for  their  future  success,  and  my  deepest  appreciation 
to  both  present  and  past  officers  for  the  many  courtesies  and 
kindnesses  tendered,  to  me  during  my  term  of  office ;  and  to  my 
successor  I  extend  my  sincerest  good  wishes.

You  will  be  pleased  to  learn  that  the  condition  of  Capitular 
Masonry  in  this  District,  which  embraces  that  part  of  the  Pro- 
vince of  Ontario  lying  between  Port  Arthur,  at  the  head  of 
Lake  Superior,  and  the  Manitoba  Boundary,  shows  progress 
and  improvement  due  to  the  efforts  of  many  enthusiastic  and 
zealous  Companions  among  our  Chapters.  We  are  far  removed 
from  the  centre  of  our  Grand  Chapter  activities,  and  at  times, 
might  have  justifiable  reasons  for  feeling  that  we  are  neg- 
lected in  the  thoughts  and  minds  of  our  Grand  Chapter. 
Nevertheless  we  are  confident  that  the  Chapters  of  this  Dis- 
trict carry  the  banner  of  Capitular  Masonry  at  full  mast ;  that 
the  officers  of  our  various  Chapters  are  well  skilled  in  the 
ritualistic  work;  and  that  our  Companions  are  inspired  with 
the  spirit  of  Masonry  both  within  the  Chapter  and  in  the  out- 
side world. 

My  visits  to  the  various  Chapters  in  this  District,  in  ful- 
fillment of  my  duties  as  Grand  Superintendent,  have  clearly 
indicated  the  excellent  spirit  which  prevails  among  the  Com- 
panions, and  the  good  work  which  is  being  accomplished  in  the 
extension  of  goodwill  and  fellowship. 

The  Companions  of  Fort  William  Chapter,  guided  by  Ex. 
Comp.  H.  Barnsley,  got  away  to  a  good  start  by  extending  an 
invitation  to  the  Companions  of  Shuniah  Chapter  to  join  with 
them  in  attending  Divine  Service  at  St.  Paul's  Anglican 
Church,  Fort  William,  on  Sunday,  May  30th,  1937.  There  was 
an  excellent  attendance,  an  inopportune  thunderstorm  broke 
on  the  parade  while  returning  to  the  Temple,  but  it  failed  to 
dampen  the  enthusiasm,  or  cloud  the  inspiration  of  the 
Service. 

My  first  official  visit  was  to  Alberton  Chapter,  at  Fort 
Frances,  on  October  12th,  it  required  a  350  mile  journey  from 
Port  Arthur  by  automobile,  going  300  of  those  miles  through 
the  United  States,  due  to  lack  of  Canadian  Highways  in  this 
locality.  Atwood  Chapter  at  Rainy  River  was  visited  the  next 
day,  October  13th,  and  then  on  up  the  Heenan  Highway 
through  the  Northern  woods,  lakes,  and  streams,  the  paradise 
of  American  Tourists,  to  Golden  Chapter,  Kenora,  on  October 
15th,  returning  to  Port  Arthur  via  the  Trans-Canada  High- 
way, a  total  of  562  miles  altogether  being  travelled. 
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Our  good  friend,  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  insists  that  these 
reports  must  be  short  and  condensed,  so  I  must  forego  the 
desire  to  comment  on  the  difficulty  Companion  Watson  experi- 
enced with  the  ballot  box,  the  Masonic  capabilities  of  V.  Ex. 
Comp.  Walker,  or  Ex.  Comps.  P.  C.  Freeberg,  W.  Hirst,  and 
C.  E.  Letman,  and  other  items  of  a  similar  nature,  to  report 
generally  that  they  all  presented  good  work,  square  work,  such 
work  as  we  have  orders  to  receive,  pass  on. 

It  is  my  hope  that  my  successor  may  have  a  greater  oppor- 
tunity than  I  have  had,  due  to  the  distance  from  Port  Arthur, 
to  give  support  and  encouragement  to  our  Companions  of  At- 
wood  Chapter,  in  their  efforts  to  regain  and  build  up  attend- 
ance and  interest  in  their  Chapter  meetings. 

On  October  20th,  we  had  the  pleasure  of  a  visit  to  Shuniah 
Chapter  by  Ex.  Comp.  W.  J.  Dunlop,  Past  Principal  of 
Toronto  Chapter,  No.  185,  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  A.F.  &  A.M.  of  Canada,  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 
His  address  to  the  Chapter  was  a  worthwhile  contribution  to 
Masonic  Education. 

My  official  visit  was  made  to  Fort  William  Chapter  on  Fri- 
day, December  3rd,  on  which  evening  the  officers  were  installed 
by  R.  Ex.

Dalzell  had  an  excellent  attendance  of  our  Past  Princi- 
pals, who  assisted  me  in  the  Installation  of  the  Officers  of  the 
Chapter,  while  the  attendance  of  a  large  number  of  our  Com- 
panions from  Fort  William  Chapter  contributed  in  making  the 
evening  a  real  success.  I  also  had  the  privilege  of  presenting 
Ex.  Comp.  John  T.  Stocks  with  his  Long  Service  Jewel. 

We  had  an  informal  visit  to  Port  Arthur  and  Fort  William 
by  the  Most  Excellent  Comp.  W.  Y.  Mills,  Grand  Z.,  while  he 
was  attending  the  sessions  of  Sovereign  Great  Priory,  but 
being  in  the  month  of  August  when  Chapters  are  closed  for 
the  summer  months,  and  his  available  time  being  fully  occu- 
pied, it  was  not  possible  to  arrange  an  official  visit  to  any  of 
our  Chapters  at  that  time.  We  are  looking  forward  to  such  a 
visit  later,  fully  realizing  the  mutual  benefits  we  would  all 
derive  from  such  a  contact  with  our  Grand  First  Principal. 
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In  conclusion,  to  my  Companions  one  and  all,  may  I  express 
my  sincere  appreciation  of  the  honour  which  I  have  received 
at  their  hands,  for  this  opportunity  to  be  of  some  small  service ; 
and  may  the  future  sparkle  with  the  rays  of  an  even  greater 
extension  of  our  companionship  one  with  the  other.

The 
ritualist  work  is  always  very  well  done  in  St.  John's  Chapter 
with  precision  and  fine  dramatic  effect. 

The  new  Temiskaming  Highway  makes  travel  easy  be- 
tween Temiskaming,  Quebec,  and  North  Bay,  and  close 
Masonic  fellowship  between  St.  John's  and  Kipawa  Chapters 
is  shown  by  frequent  fraternal  visiting.  Both  Chapters  suf- 
fered the  loss  of  a  kindly  and  vigorous  Companion  When  R.  Ex. 
Comp.  W.  E.  Bengry  of  Temiskaming  was  killed  the  day  fol- 
lowing this  happy  visit.

Superintendent  and  also  for  the  confirmation  of  that  appoint- 
ment by  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  Z. 

One  of  my  first  duties  was  to  appoint  Ex.  Comp.  Jas.  Good- 
man, of  Northern  Lights  Chapter,  as  my  secretary,  and  I  wish 
to  express  my  thanks  to  him  for  his  untiring  services  and  for 
accompanying  me  on  each  of  my  visits,  and  also  to  the  Right 
Excellent  and  Excellent  Companions  of  the  several  Chapters 
in  my  District  who  helped  very  much  to  make  my  work  and 
visits  more  pleasant. 

Visitations 

Cochrane  Chapter,  No.  224,  Cochrane. — On  October 
12th,  1937,  I  visited  this  Chapter.  I  was  formally  introduced 
and  received  with  Grand  Honours.

Kirkland  Chapter,  No.  251. — I  visited  this  Chapter  Octo- 
ber 13th,  and  was  introduced  by  R.  Ex.  Comp,  Hawley  and  was 
kindly  received  by  Ex.  Comp.  A.  G.  Tipper.  During  the  even- 
ing they  conferred  the  Mark  Master  Mason  Degree  in  a  very 
credible  manner.  All  the  officers  are  efficient  in  their  work 
and  very  enthusiastic.  I  feel  this  Chapter  has  a  good  oppor- 
tunity to  advance  very  favourably  during  the  coming  year. 

On  another  occasion  I  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing  the  offi- 
cers of  this  Chapter  confer  the  R.A.M.  Degree  at  Temiskaming 
Chapter. 

TEMiSKAMlNfs  Chapter,  No.  169. — On  September  18th, 
1937,  accompanied  by  several  Companions  of  Northern  Lights 
Chapter,  I  visited  Temiskaming  'Chapter,  New  Liskeard.  Dur- 
ing the  afternoon  this  Chapter  conferred  the  M.M.M.  and 
M.E.M.  Degrees  in  a  very  efficient  manner.  In  the  evening  the 
officers  of  Kirkland  Chapter  conferred  the  R.A.M.  Degree.

This  Chapter  is  going 
ahead  and  feel  that  the  prospects  are  very  bright.  Here  I  wish 
to  offer  my  sincere  thanks  to  R.  Ex.  Comp.  C.  P.  Ramsay  for 
his  help  during  my  term  of  office  and  for  honouring  me  by 
taking  the  inspection  of  my  Mother  Chapter. 
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In  conclusion,  let  me  once  more  thank  the  officers  and  Com- 
panions of  the  various  Chapters  for  the  courteous  reception 
which  I  have  received  and  their  hearty  co-operation  during 
my  term  of  office. 

In  all  the  Chapters  I  found  the  spirit  of  good  fellowship 
and  the  officers  well  instructed  in  the  work.  The  records, 
minutes  and  ledgers  of  the  Chapters  are  in  good  condition.  In

I  trust 
that  I  may  visit  this  Chapter  before  my  term  of  office  expires 
as  well  as  other  Chapters  in  the  district.  In  closing,  may  I 
wish  for  my  successor  the  same  kindness  and  courtesy  that  was 
extended  to  me.

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and  Companions 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada: 

In  submitting  my  report  for  the  year  1937,  I  must  first 
express  my  keen  appreciation  of  the  honour  conferred  upon  me 
by  the  Companions  of  Klondike  Chapter,  No.  154,  in  again 
electing  me  to  the  office  of  Grand  Superintendent  for  District 
No.  17,  and  also  for  the  confirmation  of  same  by  the  Most  Ex- 
cellent Grand  Z. 

While  the  past  year  has  been  a  real  quiet  one  for  Klondike 
Chapter,  No.  154,  no  new  members  having  been  added,  yet  to- 
wards the  close  of  the  year,  the  Chapter  had  the  great  pleasure 
of  accepting  the  applications  of  six  worthy  Brothers,  members 
of  Yukon  Lodge,  No.  45,  A.F.  &  A.M.,  of  Dawson  City.  These 
will  be  exalted  during  the  present  term,  and  which,  I  am  con- 
fident, will  be  the  means  of  increasing  the  membership  of  other 
Brothers  from  the  same  source,  and  the  situation  for  Klondike 
Chapter  is  much  brighter  than  for  some  time  past,  and  I  anti- 
cipate less  indifference,  a  much  better  feeling,  and  a  greater 
interest  taken  in  the  Work  during  the  coming  term. 

Our  great  handicap  seems  to  be  in  the  condition  and  the 
fact  that  the  big  majority  of  our  members  are  Life  Members, 
and  nearly  all  now  reside  in  British  Columbia,  the  United 
States  and  other  provinces  in  Canada,  and  at  times  in  the  past 
it  has  proved  almost  impossible  to  get  a  sufficient  number  to- 
gether to  form  a  quorum  for  Convocations.

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REPORT  ON  THE  CONDITION  OF  CAPITULAR 
MASONRY 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and  Companions 
of  the  Grand  Chapter,  Royal  Ardh  Masons  of  Canada: 

The  institution  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  in  common  with 
other  bodies  as  well  in  the  business  world  is  still  feeling  the 
manifold  difficulties  of  the  times.  Notwithstanding,  there  are 
many  encouraging,  reassuring  indications  as  well  as  problems, 
which  have  been  sent  to  test  the  quality  of  the  steel  and  the 
stability  of  the  structure. 

Probably,  the  disturbing  conditions  throughout  the  world 
to-day  are  without  parallel,  but  despite  this  fact  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  seems  to  be  gathering  new  strength  with  every  new 
difficulty  and  proving  itself  a  living  organism,  pointing  the 
way  to  a  nobler  and  loftier  conception  of  manhood  and 
focusing  the  minds  of  its  members  upon  the  sole  aim  and  in- 
tention of  Free  Masonry.  An  institution  which  supplies  the 
need  to  those  who  are  earnestly  enquiring  into  the  purpose 
and  destiny  of  human  life. 

The  encouraging  and  reassuring  indications,  come  from  the 
reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents,  who  have  travelled  up 
and  down  the  length  and  breadth  of  this  Grand  Jurisdiction, 
encouraging,  enlightening,  leading,  without  scruple  and  with- 
out diffidence,  in  the  work  which  was  theirs  to  do.  They,  the 
keepers  and  stewards  of  our  privileges,  enthusiastically 
acclaim,  harmony  and  good-will  in  all  Districts  and  point  with 
pardonable  pride  to  the  many  loyal  receptions  accorded  them 
as  representing  the  Grand  First  Principal. 

Education 

Tis  the  mind  that  makes  the  body  rich. — Shakespeare. 

While  Grand  Chapter  has  not  entered  upon  an  educational 
campaign  such  as  Grand  Lodge  is  now  promoting  and  which  is 
greatly  desired,  yet  there  is  a  growing  interest  and  it  is  highly 
reassuring  to  find  so  many  members  so  keen  in  Masonic  knowl- 
edge. Knowledge,  must  be  one  of  the  great  pillars  of  that 
stability  which,  in  the  condition  of  flux  in  which  society  is 
to-day,  is  more  and  more  to  be  desired.  It  is  therefore  obvious 
that  our  members  should  make  some  effort  to  realize  the  mean- 
ing of  their  own  institution  and  should  display  symptoms  of 
earnest  desire  to  know  more  of  its  sufficing  philosophy.  A  few 
Chapters  of  Instruction  have  been  held,  particularly  in  the 
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larger  centres,  and  your  Committee  would  recommend  that  this 
work  be  taken  up  with  more  enthusiams  in  the  rural  communi- 
ties as  well.  Allow  the  Companions'  enthusiasm  to  wane  and 
they  become  passive  and  indifferent.  They  are  still  loyal,  of 
course,  to  the  Royal  Craft,  still  appreciative  of  the  wonderful 
old  institution  of  Masonry,  still  proud  of  the  title  of  Royal 
Arch  Mason,  but  their  enthusiasm  has  been  lulled  into  inertia, 
and  this  because  the  meetings  have  not  been  sufficiently  attrac- 
tive to  hold  their  interest.  Enthusiasm  is  the  greatest  asset  in 
the  world.  It  beats  money  and  power  and  influence.  The  en- 
thusiast convinces  and  dominates.  Enthusiasm  tramples  over 
prejudice  and  opposition,  spurns  inaction,  storms  the  citadel 
of  its  object,  and,  like  an  avalanche,  overwhelms  and  engulfs 
all  obstacles. 

Under  the  caption,  "Education",  it  is  fitting  that  approval 
and  encouragement  be  recorded,  of  the  interest  displayed  in 
arranging  and  attending  many  Divine  Services  in  public  wor- 
ship. Such  outward  evidence  of  Free  Masonry  being  the  hand- 
maiden of  the  Church,  tends  to  a  better  understanding,  a 
stabilizing  of  social  fabric  so  necessary  for  both.  The  need  in 
our  time  of  stimulating  such  virtues  as  stability,  harmony  and 
charity,  for  which  both  the  church  and  our  Order  stand,  is 
obvious  to  an  observant  eye.  This  is  a  sentiment  which  has 
already  been  planted  and  taken  root  and  should  be  nourished 
at  every  opportunity. 

It  is  uncommon  that  your  Committee  should  suggest  that 
this  Grand  body  should  reflect  upon  the  merits  of  any  other 
branch  of  this  sturdy  tree,  yet  when  it  comes  within  the  scope 
of  intesifying  the  worth  and  usefulness,  or  deepening  the 
understanding  of  our  system,  we  deem  it  incumbent  upon  us  to 
recommend  the  Order  of  the  High  Priesthood. 

Is  it  not  apparent  that  many  of  those  who  have  occupied  the 
important  office  of  Z.  in  our  Constituent  Chapters,  should  have 
and  keep  their  lamps  well  trimmed  and  burning?  To  this  end, 
the  ceremony  of  Consecration  to  the  service  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  and  the  Brotherhood  of  Man,  surely  has  an  important 
place  in  the  scheme  of  Masonry.  We  dedicate  and  consecrate 
our  places  of  meeting,  while  the  living  stones  remain  un- 
fashioned  and  imperfect,  but  are  of  the  material  which  lends 
itself  to  the  proper  moulding  and  fashioning  for  perpetual 
worship  before  the  Most  High. 

Knowledge  is  essential  to  efficiency ;  only  according  to  our 
ignorance  are  we  helpless.  Thought  creates  character.  Char- 
acter dominates  conditions,  while  Will  creates  circumstances

and  environment.  The  Order  of  the  High  Priesthood  supplies 
the  environment  in  which  every  First  Principal,  present  and 
past,  should  undertake  the  great  responsibility  of  delivering  in 
the  proper  atmosphere  and  devoutness,  the  lessons  of  our 
beautiful  degrees. 

Finance 

It  is  impossible  to  deal  with  this  vexing  question  without 
reference,  particularly  to  the  matter  of  collecting  of  dues. 
Needless  to  say,  this  presents  a  difficult  problem,  and  almost 
identical  with  that  of  the  years  which  are  but  history.  Many 
Chapters  show  a  marked  decrease  in  the  amount  of  the  delin- 
quent dues,  showing  that  by  careful  and  persistent  endeavour, 
the  problem  fades  and  (becomes  an  achievement,  while  others, 
unmindful  of  the  inevitable  consequences,  heed  not  the  warn- 
ing of  yesterday  and  permit  the  arrearages  to  pyramid,  until 
the  burden  of  debt  drives  the  Companion  away.  He  becomes 
passive  and  uninterested  and  the  inevitable  follows,  which  is  a 
depletion  of  our  ranks. 

Those  Chapters  which  have  taken  a  strong  grip  of  this 
matter  and  prevented  the  growth  of  dilatory  habits,  are  now 
reaping  the  reward,  in  some  cases  showing  an  increase  in 
funds.  This  difficulty  is  most  pressing  in  rural  Chapters, 
though  not  exclusively  so,  for  where  good  methods  have  been 
observed,  the  most  healthy  condition  exists. 

It  is  felt  that  the  utmost  Masonic  sympathy  should  be  ex- 
tended, ever  keeping  in  mind  that  curiosity  has  prompted  some 
to  seek  admission  and  which  has  proven  to  be  more  or  less  of  a 
lottery;  their  exaltation,  too  often  remains  a  formality  and 
their  membership  sometimes  is  akin  to  joining  a  social  club. 
The  greater  majority,  however,  have  not  failed  to  realize  and 
to  safeguard  the  value  which  Royal  Arch  Masonry  possesses 
and  do  regard  it  with  every  circumstance  of  reverence  and 
sanctity.  It  is  to  these  Companions  the  broad  mantle  of 
Masonic  Charity  should  be  extended,  in  their  time  of  trial  and 
difficulty. 

Particular  notice  is  made  and  with  mixed  feelings  of  doubt 
and  dismay,  that  some  of  the  Chapters,  with  a  view  to  stimu- 
lating interest,  have  lowered  or  contemplate  lowering,  the  fee 
for  Exaltation  and  the  annual  dues.  One  of  the  dangers  in  so 
doing,  is  the  temptation  of  allowing  the  scales  to  weigh  in 
favour  of  the  physical  strength,  rather  than  that  of  moral 
qualifications.  This  cannot  be  without  seriously  tampering 
with  one  of  the  safe-guards  which  allows  only  the  admission 
of  those  who  recognize  the  light  and  are  worthy  of  advance- 
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ment.  The  greatest  dramatist  of  all  time,  William  Shakespeare, 
wrote:  "He  jests  at  scars  that  never  felt  a  wound",  and  who 
will  not  admit  that  Masonry  today  is  not  suffering"  because  of 
the  follies  of  yesterday,  when  men  were  admitted  who  could  see 
nothing  beyond  the  bare  form  of  the  symbol  or  hear  anything 
beyond  the  mere  letter  of  the  word. 

Again  it  has  been  found  difficult  to  extract  from  the  Chap- 
ter reports,  accurate  totals  under  the  headings  "Assets",  "Lia- 
bilities". Suffice  it  to  say  that  by  far,  the  outstanding  dues 
(and  these  should  be  discounted)  constitute  the  greater 
Percentage  of  the  Assets  while  the  Liabilities  remain  normal. 

"If  little  labour,  little  are  our  gains; 
Man's   fortunes   are   according  to  his   pains." 

Magnum  Bonum 
(A  Great  Work) 

The  cry  of  the  widow  and  the  orphan  has  been  heard ;  to 
them  the  pitcher  has  not  been  broken  at  the  well.  Benevolent 
activities,  both  of  Grand  Chapter  and  the  Constituent  Chap- 
ters have  been  well  to  the  front  and  working  in  harmony  with 
Grand  Lodge.  Naturally,  when  monetary  conditions  are  de- 
pressed, there  is  a  greater  call  upon  the  purse-strings,  and  in 
meeting  this  call,  the  comforts  and  happiness  on  many  have 
been  restored.  They  have  not  been  turned  away  empty- 
handed. 

Would  that  we  could  show  in  picture  or  illustration,  (which 
would  be  more  eloquent  than  words)  the  work  being  carried 
on  in  a  well  organized  manner,  or  by  the  Welfare  Committee  of 
the  two  Toronto  Districts.  Special  mention  of  this  endeavour 
has  been  placed  before  this  Grand  body  on  previous  occasions, 
with  the  hope  that  some  of  the  other  Districts  would  also  take 
up  this  or  similar  work  but  apparently  it  has  fallen  upon  deaf 
ears.  Surely,  Royal  Arch  Masonry  would  be  enhanced  were 
this  work  to  become  more  general.  The  opportunity  to  place 
before  those,  who  look  to  us  to  doi  good  and  to  be  an  example 
of  kindness  and  goodwill,  a  proof  that  our  institution  is  devoted 
to  high  ideals  and  benevolence,  is  at  hand. 

The  following  quotation  from  Christ's  Sermon  on  the 
Mount  clearly  gives  the  call  and  places  our  responsibility  for 
the  promotion  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  wherever  possible. 

"A  city  that  is  set  on  a  hill  cannot  be  hid.  Neither  do  men  light  a 
candle,  and  put  it  under  a  bushel,  but  on  al  candlestick;  and  it  giveth 
light  unto  all  that  see  in  the  house.  Let  your  light  so  shine  before  men 
that  they  may  see  your  good  works." 
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Grand  Superintendents'  Report 

It  is  quite  evident  that  immediately  upon  their  election,  the 
high  duties  of  office  gripped  your  Grand  Superintendents  and 
held  them  throughout  the  year.  We  would  again  acknowledge 
appreciation  of  the  faithful,  efficient  and  painstaking  work  of 
these  diligent  officers  who 

"Tried  each  art,  reproved  each  dull  delay, 
Allured  to  brighter  worlds,  and  led  the  way." 

Their  reports  indicate  that  a  feeling  of  optimism  prevails, 
and  that  the  Chapters  as  a  whole,  are  anticipating  a  returning 
prosperity  and  with  it,  the  work  which  is  so  necessary  to  hap- 
piness. Attention  is  drawn  to  the  spirit  of  good-will  that 
exists  between  Chapters.  This  is  brought  about  by  an  evident 
increase  in  fraternal  visitations  which  bring  with  them  a 
deeper  understanding  and  a  broadening  vision.  A  Chapter  is 
but  a  link  in  a  chain,  of  no  value  to  itself  in  relation  to  all 
others.  Its  contacts  therefore  should  be  general  and  which  will 
serve  to  develop  and  quicken  the  mental  attitude,  that  attitude 
which  is  as  a  magnet,  attracting  men  to  each  other  so  that  they 
may  share  with  each  other,  a  common  and  sympathetic  interest 
in  the  deeper  problems  and  mysteries  of  life. 

In  connection  with  the  ceremonial  work,  which  is  but  the 
framework  of  our  system,  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  although 
the  standard  has  been  maintained,  yet  there  was  a  striving  to 
an  even  higher  degree  of  perfection  and  reverence. 

The  following  extract  from  one  report  is  typical  of 
many : — 

"The  increase  in  interest  in  Capitular  Masonry  in  several  Chapters 
was  quite  evident.  All  Chapters  except  two  exemplified  work,  which 
without  exception,  was  done  in  an  excellent  manner  and  was  a  credit  to 
the  Chapter  officers.  Some  Chapters  which  have  been  without  candidates 
for  several  years,  have  received  some  applications.  This  has  given  rise  to 
an  increase  in  interest  and  activity.  I  feel  confident  that  the  future  of 
Capitular  Masonry  has  much  in  store  for  it." 

"I  have  constantly  stressed  the  need  of  more  visitations  between 
Chapters  in  the  District,  for  I  feel  that  this  is  a  most  important  way  of 
building  up  a  good  fraternal  spirit  and  increasing  interest  and  activity 
in  the  Chapters.  With  this  thought  in  mind,  I  have  written  all  Chapters 
in  the  District,  outlining  a  plan  of  visitations  which  I  hope  they  will  see 
fit  to  act  upon." 

Another  report  struck  a  doleful  as  well  as  a  hopeful  note, 
stressing  the  fact  that  real  merit  is  never  seen  in  so  favourable 
light  as  through  the  medium  of  adversity. 
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"Generally,  Capitular  Masonry  in  this  District,  can  hardly  be  said  to 
be  in  a  flourishing  condition.  There  is  noticeable  in  many  Chapters,  a 
listlessness  or  general  apathy  among  the  rank  and  file  members,  as 
shown  by  their  absence  at  the  regular  Convocations.  However,  one  could 
not  fail  to  observe  the  faithfulness  of  the  Past  Z.'s,  along  with  the  present 
list  of  officers.  All  held  a  keen  sense  of  appreciation  of  the  dignity,  im- 
portance and  a  high  seriousness  of  our  noble  Rites  and  Ceremonies. 
Everywhere  peace  and  harmony  prevails,  even  in  the  face  of  trying  times 
and  difficult  situations.  With  this  background  and  more  favourable  times, 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  will  no  doubt  once  again  assume  its  proper  place." 

Same  suggestions  for  the  arousing  of  interest  have  been 
given  :— 

"To  keep  that  personal  contact  with  new  members,  and  to  impress 
upon  them  the  need  of  their  assistance  for  the  Chapter's  welfare. 

"To  select  Chapter  activities  which  lend  themselves  to  individual  re- 
sponsibility and  individual  action. 

"To  eliminate  those  worn  out  and  meaningless  toasts  at  our  banquets 
and  substitute  a  programme  of  Educational  topics,  interestingly 
handled. 

"Greater  interest  in  social  activities  between  the  Chapters,  in  the  way 
of  interchange  of  visits,  etc." 

"Open  the  Chapter  promptly.  Avoid  a  lull  or  delay  in  any  of  the 
proceedings  so  as  to  close  by  midnight." 

These  timely  thoughts  are  very  welcome  and  indicate  a 
careful  study  of  the  general  situation  and  a  wholesome  desire 
to  maintain  and  uphold,  not  only  the  Constitution  and  edicts 
of  the  Grand  Chapter,  but  quicken  and  bring  to  life  the  lagging 
interest  of  those  who  have  needed  instruction,  guidance  and 
encouragement. 

While  the  water  of  the  river  of  Time  flows  over  the  mill-wheel  of  to- 
day's life,  it  is  only  then  we  can  utilize  it.  Other  opportunities  will  come, 
other  waters  will  flow;  but  that  which  has  slipped  by  unused,  is  lost  ut- 
terly and  will  return  not  again. 

The  bulldog  spirit  of  loyalty  and  persistence  which  domi- 
nates and  perseveres  comes  from  Klondike  Chapter  at  Daw- 
son, Yukon.    As  Robert  Service  wrote: 

"He  seen  his  duty,  a   dead   sure  thing, 
And  went  for  it  thar  and  then." 

Following  is  a  quotation  from  the  report  of  Right  Ex. 
Comp.  Samuel  McCormick,  Grand  Superintendent : 

"While  the  past  year  has  been  a  quiet  one,  no  new  members  having 
been  added,  yet  towards  the  close  of  the  year,  the  Chapter  had  the  great 
pleasure  of  accepting  the  applications  of  six  worthy  brothers,  members 
of  Yukon  Lodge,  No.  45.  They  will  be  exalted  during  the  present  term, 
and  which,  I  am  confident,  will  be  the  means  of  increasing  the  member- 
ship by  a  number  of  other  brothers.  The  situation  here  is  much  brighter 
than  for  some  time. 
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"Our  great  handicap  lies  in  the  fact  that  a  large  majority  of  our 
Companions  are  Life  Members  and  nearly  all  now  reside  in  British  Co- 
lumbia, United  States  or  other  Provinces  in  Canada.  At  times  it  has 
been  almost  impossible  to  get  a  sufficient  number  together  to  form  a 
quorum  for  Convocations.  This  condition  has  made  it  absolutely  neces- 
sary to  continue  in  office  the  present  officers,  for  a  third  term." 

Surely  this  is  the  spirit  which  animates. 

Neither  time  nor  space  will  permit  any  further  enlarging 
upon  the  activities  of  your  Grand  Superintendents,  notwith- 
standing their  reports  contain  a  grist  of  valuable  information 
and  which  is  published  in  detail  within  the  covers  of  these 
Proceedings. 

Membership 

An  increase  of  about  12%  in  the  number  of  petitions,  fewer 
suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues,  an  increase  in  restora- 
tions and  affiliations,  marks  the  ebb  and  flow  but  does  not  take 
into  account  the  loss  sustained  because  the  Grim  Reaper  is 
ever  taking  his  toll,  demanding  his  "pound  of  flesh"  and 
giving  no  quarter. 

The  tender  ties  of  fraternal  feelings  and  affections  prompt 
us  to  draw  aside  from  a  workaday  world,  and  pay  respect  to 
those  of  our  Companions  who  were  with  us  in  flesh  so  short  a 
time  ago  but  who  now  speak  to  us  from  the  ranks  of  the  great 
army  of  true  and  trusted  brethren,  who  have  been  promoted. 

Many,  who  in  the  past  years  served  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
in  divers  ways  and  ranks,  have  been  called  to  meet  their  Pilot 
face  to  face  and  in  their  passing,  bear  in  upon  us  the  ever- 
reminder  of  our  inevitable  destiny  and  of  that  time  when  all 
distinctions,  save  those  of  goodness  and  virtue,  shall  cease.  It 
is  pardonable  to  here  remember  with  solemnity  and  loving 
kindness,  Most  Excellent  Companion  George  Moore,  who  occu- 
pied the  Office  of  Grand  Z.  in  1909  and  1910,  and  later  as  Grand 
Treasurer  from  1912  to  1932.  A  man  of  rare  talent,  kind  and 
courteous  but  steady  and  firm  in  principal  and  whose  chief 
avocation  was  Masonry,  in  its  several  branches.  He  was  called 
to  his  reward  on  April  12th,  1938.  So  he  passed  over,  and  all 
the  trumpets  sounded  for  him  on  the  other  side. 

"The  perfume  shed  by  one  true  noble  life, 
Nerves  countless  souls  to  earnest  sublime  strife." 

Conclusion 

Once  again  we  come  to  a  mile-stone  in  the  history  of  Capi- 
tular Masonry  where  we  report  the  efforts  of  a  year ;  not  how 
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to  redeem  but  from  which  experience  for  advantage  in  the  days 
which,  God  willing,  are  to  come,  will  assist  in  rising  to  greater 
levels  of  usefulness. 

And  now,  Most  Excellent  Sir,  your  Committee  express  its 
appreciation  of  the  conscientious,  efficient  and  faithful  services 
which  you  are  daily  rendering.  Your  intense  earnestness,  un- 
biased judgment  and  untiring  zeal,  have  won  for  you  the 
respect  and  esteem  of  those  over  whom  it  has  been  your  privi- 
lege and  responsibility  to  preside. 

May  the  spirit  of  wisdom  and  understanding  descend  upon 
the  work  of  our  hands  in  abundant  measure,  prospering  it  still 
further,  and  filling  and  transfiguring  our  whole  Masonic  house.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MASONIC 
EDUCATION 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  Z.,  Officers  and  Companions 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada: 

Most  Excellent  Sir, — Masonic  reading  is  an  essential 
part  of  the  education  of  every  Royal  Arch  Mason,  and  it  has 
been  aptly  said,  that  it  is  never  too  late  to  begin,  for  the  aim  of 
education  is  not  to  cram  the  mind  with  a  load  of  facts  but  to 
create  a  mature  point  of  view. 

There  is  a  charm  about  delving  into  the  origin  of  things. 
The  child  asks  where  it  comes  from,  and  the  adult  speculates 
upon  the  same.  Likewise  the  origin  of  Speculative  Masonry 
exercises  a  tremendous  amount  of  attention  upon  the  part  of 
all  Royal  Arch  Masons,  and  in  order  to  gratify  and  enhance 
that  desire  for  knowledge,  the  foundation  of  a  Royal  Arch 
Mason's  Library  was  laid. 

Sometimes  we  wonder  how  much  the  average  Royal  Arch 
Mason  gathers  of  the  real  meaning  of  the  various  degrees 
through  which  he  passes,  and  how  many  of  our  instructors 
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are  there  who  can  explain  or  answer  his  questions.  Underneath 
the  legends  and  allegories,  there  is  a  depth,  a  living  philosophy 
of  life,  which  is  touched  by  few.  To  supply  this  light  in  litera- 
ture has  been  our  aim  To  give  him  a  treasury  of  thought  in 
splendid  readings,  of  which  he  was  not  even  conscious  of  its 
existence.  Hence  the  books  we  are  selecting  for  our  library 
are  not  only  interesting  and  enlightening  but  couched  in  rare 
good  language. 

Many  books  are  written,  and  as  the  members  of  our  Craft 
are  carefully  chosen,  so  have  your  Committee  been  extremely 
careful  in  their  selection  of  literature  to  be  added  to  our 
library.  Our  first  endeavour  therefore,  was  to  obtain  those 
that  were  not  too  technical  but  rather  ones  which  would  an- 
swer the  questions  generally  asked  by  our  Companions,  hoping 
and  trusting,  in  time  our  library  would  be  so  complete,  the 
desire  of  any  Royal  Arch  Mason's  reading  could  be  satisfied. 

Our  Librarian,  Comp.  N.  W.  J.  Haydon,  who  is  also  the 
Librarian  for  Grand  Lodge,  reports  many  requests,  and  that 
the  correspondence  in  regard  to  the  loaning  of  books  is  quite 
extensive,  particularly  from  many  of  the  outlying  Chapters. 
We  sincerely  hope  the  Junior  Officers  of  our  Chapters  will 
make  use  of  our  library  and  so  more  perfectly  fit  themselves 
for  their  duties  as  they  advance.  Knowledge  and  good  leader- 
ship are  required  to-day,  and  the  more  conversant  they  are  on 
Royal  Arch  Masonry,  the  better  they  will  be  able  to  lead  their 
Chapters.  Success  does  not  come  by  accident  but  rather  to 
those  who  put  forth  the  effort  and  who  appreciate  the  meaning 
of  the  responsibility  placed  upon  them.

Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  Auditors*  Certifi- 
cate, "Summary  Cash  Account"  and  "Balance  Sheet",  be 
printed  in  the  Proceedings  immediately  following  this  report. 

Due  to  the  formation  of  a  Committee  on  Investments,  your 
Committee  refrains  from  making  any  mention  of  that  part  of 
the  finances  of  Grand  Chapter. 

Your  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  sincere  appreciation 
and  thanks  to  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  for  prompt  and  complete 
replies  to  requests  for  information  and  data.

With  the  Grand  Z.,  we  express  the  hope  that  the  Proceed- 
ings of  this  Convocation  may  be  of  great  value  to  this  Grand 
Chapter  and  to  Masonry  in  general. 

We  are  in  hearty  accord  with  his  view  on  Masonic  Educa- 
tion and  agree  that  if  Grand  Lodge  should  prepare  a  Manual 
on  the  Third  Degree,  Grand  Chapter  should  be  consulted. 

A  determined  effort  should  be  made  to  carry  out  his  views 
with  reference  to  the  Consecration  and  Dedication  of  Masonic 
buildings. 

The)  desirability  of  proclaiming  djn  annual  day  of  reconse- 
cration  should  have  the  most  serious  consideration  of  Grand 
Chapter  at  this  Convocation  especially  as  our  Grand  Chaplain 
has  already  prepared  a  suggested  order  of  service.  It  is  some- 
thing which  we  feel  will  strongly  commend  itself  to  all 
Companions. 
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With  all  members  of  our  Order  we  join  with  heartfelt  sor- 
row in  his  expression  of  deepest  regret  that  many  loved  and 
honoured  Companions  have  been  called  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
above. 

We  congratulate  those  who  after  long  years  of  service  and 
devotion  to  the  principles  of  the  Craft  have  justly  earned  the 
distinction  of  a  Past  Z.'s  Jewel  and  with  the  Grand  Z.  would 
urge  Scribes  E.  to  consult  their  records  from  time  to  time  and 
arrange  for  a  proper  presentation  of  a  jewel  which  every 
Companion  entitled  to  the  honour  will  always  wear  with  feel- 
ings of  pride  and  pleasure. 

The  reference  to  the  way  in  which  Royal  Arch  Jewels  may 
be  changed  in  harmony  with  the  amendment  of  last  Convoca- 
tion will  be  useful  to  many. 

The  Rulings  and  Dispensation  appear  to  have  been  care- 
fully considered  and  in  accordance  with  Masonic  Precepts. 
The  suggestion  that  Chapters  should  hold  an  Extra  Convoca- 
tion in  January  merits  careful  consideration. 

Your  Committee  concurs  in  the  appointment  of  Grand 
Representatives  and  agrees  with  his  views  as  to  the  proper 
discharge  of  duties  by  all  who  have  been  honoured  as  repre- 
sentatives of  other  Grand  Chapters.  Indifference  or  inattention 
will  weaken  the  ties  of  friendship  and  fraternal  regard. 

Your  Committee  is  certain  that  such  ties  will  be  strength- 
ened by  the  visits  of  the  Grand  Z.  to  Convocation  of  Sister 
Grand  Jurisdictions  in  Michigan,  New  York,  Ohio,  and  Que- 
bec, and  by  his  many  visits  to  Chapters  within  our  own 
organization. 

It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  that  notwithstanding  a  loss 
of  membership  our  capital  account  has  been  increased  and  care- 
ful  consideration  should  be  given  to  the  serious  question  as  to 
whether  we  are  fully  discharging  our  duty  with  respect  to 
benevolence.  The  question  of  supervision  of  the  financial 
standing  of  Constituent  Chapters  and  in  extreme  cases  afford- 
ing financial  support  will  require  most  careful  consideration 
and  exhaustive  study. 

The  removal  of  the  office  of  Grand  Scribe  E.  to  the  town  or 
city  of  whoever  may  hold  that  position  is  a  most  serious  ques- 
tion of  policy.  We  must  await  the  report  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee; in  any  case  no  action  should  be  taken  without  the 
fullest  and  most  careful  consideration  of  the  consequences 
following  a  movable  head  office  and  the  undoubted  advantages 
of  a  permanent  location  convenient  to  the  largest  portion  of 
the  membership. 
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With  the  Grand  Z.,  we  commend  in  strongest  terms  the  wel- 
fare activities  of  the  Toronto  Districts  and  would  urge  other 
Chapters  to  follow  their  good  example. 

All  Masons  should  be  urged  in  their  own  interest  to  read 
Masonic  publications. 

The  work  of  the  past  year  gives  much  cause  for  thankful- 
ness. Peace  and  good  will  abound  and  the  great  cause  of 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  continues  to  progress. 

The  Grand  First  Principal  has  added  a  reference  to  the  sad 
death  of  Most  Ex.  Companion  George  Moore  of  Hamilton.  Few 
members  of  this  Grand  Body  have  rendered  such  outstanding 
service  to  the  cause  of  Masonry.  Few  indeed  have  endeared 
themselves  to  their  Companions  as  our  deceased  brother  en- 
deared himself  to  his  host  of  friends.  An  ideal  Mason  in  his 
life,  his  death  is  received  with  deepest  feelings  of  profound 
regret.

FOREWORD 

It  is  fitting  indeed1  that  this  meeting  should  be  held  in  the  home 
City  of  our  honoured  Grand  First  Principal,  Colonel  W.  Y.  Mills, 
Kingston — the  King's  Town,  the  aristocrat  among  Cities,  and  all  the 
associations  and  memories  of  LaSalle,  Frontenac,  Sir  John  A.  Macdbnald 
and  other  outstanding  men  and  events  which  call  on  us  Royal  Arch  Masons 
to  be  loyal  to  the  royal  in  ourselves  as  we  recall  the  great  experiences 
and  adventures  associated  with  this  Eastern  Centre  of  Capitular 
Masonry.  If  there  is  any  distinction  at  all  between  the  different 
Branches  of  Masonry,  we  of  the  Capitular  Rite  may  claim  without 
arrogance  to  be  the  intellectual  aristocrats  among  Masons.  Ours,  how- 
ever, is  not  an  arch  of  steel  composed  of  Companions  with  glistening 
bayonets  bent  on  martial  adventure,  but  rather  an  organism,  at-once 
peaceful  and  spiritual,  of  men  chosen  of  the  true,  who  have  faith  in  one 
another  because  they  have  faith  in  the  great  Covenant  Maker,  and  who 
are  bent  upon  the  adventurous  quest  of  a  noble  fidelity  to  God  and  man 
which  is  symbolized  in  the  bow  set  in  the  cloud.  Fides  et  ftducia.  "And 
God  said,  'this  is  the  token  of  the  covenant  which  I  make  between  Me 
and  you  and  every  living  creature  that  is  with  you,  for  perpetual  gen- 
erations; I  do  set  My  bow  in  the  cloud,  and  it  shall  be  for  a  token  of  a 
covenant  between  Me  and  the  earth.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  when  I 
bring  a  cloud  over  the  earth,  that  the  bow  shall  be  seen  in  the  cloud.'  " 

"Triumphal  arch  that  filPst  the  sky 
When  stormis  prepare  to  part, 
I  ask  not  proud  Philosophy 
To  teach  me  what  thou  art, 
Still   seem   as   to  my  childhood    sight 
Some  midway  station  given 
For  angel  spirits  to  alight 
Between  the  earth  and  heaven". 

But  the  Covenant  is  also  a  pledge  of  the  heavenly  care  and  concern: 
so  let  us  enjoy  the  assurance  of  this  Holy  Pledge,  let  us  share  the  com- 
fort of  the  Covenant  and  find  strength  and  fellowship  in  eating  to- 
gether that  bread  promised  in  the  token  of  the  Arch  'that  seed-time  and 
harvest  shall  not  cease',  and  in  the  strength  of  that  bread  let  us  stiffen 
our  resolution  to  stand  together  holding  the  line  against  the  ravaging 
wreckers  of  our  civilization. 

"Hereto   shall   thou   come  but  no  further; 
and  here  shall  thy  proud  waves  be  stayed." 

Nowhere  in  any  Ritual  is  the  close  relationship,  yet  clear  distinction 
between  humanity  and  Divinity  better  exemplified  and  interpreted  than  in 
the  Holy  Royal  Arch.  Nowhere  are  nuggets  of  richer  ore  to  be  discovered. 
Nowhere  are  to  be  found  nobler  thoughts  fitted  to  nobler  words  than 
in  the  literature,  Rituals  and  lectures  of  the  Royal  Arch  Degrees. 

In  this  year's  journeying  through  the  fertile  fields  of  sister  Juris- 
dictions we  have  failed  to  reach  a  few  of  our  colleagues  and  friends,

"May  God  give  you  all  good,  pure,  sweet  and  pleasant  things,  the  gifts 
of  Heaven,  the  products  of  earth,  stability,  serenity,  equanimity,  health, 
strength,  power,  love,  and  all  joy  of  life".

ALABAMA

The  One  Hundred  and  Tenth  Convocation  was  held  No- 
vember 30th,  1936,  at  Montgomery.  A  special  Convocation  of 
Montgomery  Chapter  having  been  called  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  the  Officers  of  Grand  Chapter. 

Fourteen  Past  G.H.P. 's  were  received  with  Grand  Honours. 

The  Grand  Representative  of  Canada  did  not  respond  to 
Roll  Call,  being  absent  through  illness. 

The  Grand  Patron  of  the  Eastern  Star  of  Alabama,  is  in- 
cluded among  the  distinguished  visitors. 

From  the  G.H.P/s  address  we  take  the  following:  — 

"The  rough  and  rugged  roads  caused  by  a  depression  which  almost 
overwhelmed  our  World;  long  and  tedious  has  been  the  march,  but  sus- 
tained by  a  firm  trust  in  The  Great  I  Am,  we  have  safely  passed  through 
the  worst.  The  present  world  conditions,  with  its  rapidly  changing  ideals 
and  its  many  new  philosophies  of  life,  offers  Masonry  the  greatest  chal- 
lenge of  all  times.  Therefore,  let  us  at  the  beginning  of  this  Convocation, 
renew  the  obligations  which  we  freely  assumed  at  our  Sacred  Altar  and 
place  ourselves  under  the  direction  of  our  Supreme  Architect,  who  will 
endue  us  with  WISDOM  to  lead  intelligently,  with  STRENGTH,  that  we 
may  hold  steadfast  to  the  sublime  principles  of  our  Order,  and  with 
BEAUTY  that  all  our  labours  may  be  crowned  with  success. 

"The  law  divides  the  state  into  fifteen  districts  for  the  purpose  of 
Instruction  and  Inspection  with  one  or  more  Inspectors  for  each  district. 
This  method  has  proven  to  be  a  failure  and  the  Craft  is  now  suffering 
much  from  the  lack  of  proper  instructions. 

The  wrong  men  must  have  been  chosen. 

The  Committee  on  Foreign  Correspondence  (William  B. 
Clemmons,  Chairman)  earnestly  asked  Grand  Chapter  to  re- 
sume publication  of  Reviews  at  the  very  earliest  date. 

The  Committee  on  Masonry  and  American  Citizenship 
reported: — 

"Such  terms  as  the  totalitarian  state  and  regimentation  of  the  people 
are  now  frequently  heard  in  describing  the  concept  that  the  people  ar4 
but  the  pawns  of  the  dictators  who  shout,  'the  people  exist  for  the  benefit 
of  the  state,'  and  not  the  state  for  the  people.  Everywhere  in  Europe  dic- 
tators have  abolished  free  speech  and  a  free  press.  Absolute  and  Slavic 
obedience  is  the  fiat  of  the  dictator  and  woe  betide  that  hardy  soul  who 
dares  question  the  acts  or  opinions  of  these  modern  tyrants. 

"For  a  number  of  years  this  committee  has  called  attention  to  the  in- 
sidious propaganda  of  the  agents  of  these  foes  of  Liberty  in  America. 
In  our  schools  and  colleges  especially  have  these  protagonists  of 
dictators'  ideas  of  government  been  instilling  into  the  plastic  restless 
minds  of  our  young  people  these  fallacious  doctrines.  The  foreign  lan- 
guage newspapers  have  kept  alive  the  national  class  consciousness  of  the 
alien  masses  of  our  population,   fostering  the  unhealthy  ideas   of  this 
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immigrant  population.  Arouse  ye  while  the  day  of  freedom  lasts  for  the 
night  of  slavery,  mental  and  spiritual,  corporeal  and  social,  is  near  at 
hand  unless  the  country  can  be  saved  by  the  vigilance  and  patriotism  of 
those  who  hold  to  the  truth,  whose  watchwords  are  Liberty,  Equality, 
Fraternity." 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  report: — 

"It  is  said  that  when  the  Christian  traveller  in  the  Holy  Land  would 
bring  home  the  most  fitting  memorial  of  the  sacred  scenes  which  he  had 
visited,  he  plucks  a  rose  on  the  plain  of  Sharon:  he  gathers  a  bunch 
of  thorns  from  the  sowers'  field  in  the  sight  of  the  Sea  of  Galilee;  with 
tearful  eyes  airtd  a  trembling  hand  he  takes  a  lily  from  the  Mount  of 
the  Beatitudes;  he  breaks  a  twig  of  terebinth  from  the  groves  of  Tabor; 
he  returns  aside  to  select  a  withered  fig  laf  as  he  treads  the  sacred  path 
from  Bethany  to  Jerusalem." 

Walter  Smith  was  elected  G.H.P. 
Membership,  3,767.    Net  loss,  307.

Andrew  Davison,  was 
introduced  as  follows: — 

"He  is  known  I  believe,  in  Ireland,  as  'Andrew*  but  we  know  him  best 
as  our  'beloved  Andy.'  A  fighter  but  a  lovely  disposition.  He  is  going  to 
welcome  us  here  this  morning.  I  have,  therefore,  much  pleasure  in  intro- 
ducing the  best  known  man  in  Western  Canada." 

And  said: — 

"I "don't  know  why  he  said  'Western  Canada.'  I  must  admit  I  am 
rather  embarrassed  by  the  kind  introduction  of  Companion  Peacock  but 
I  suppose  he  can't  help  it." 

Canada's  Grand  Representative  did  not  respond. 

Grand  Chapter  was  called  off  in  order  to  receive  the  Grand 
Master. 

M.W.  Bro.  Macaulay  said  in  his  reply  to  the  address  of 
welcome: — 

"The  Masonic  link  which  joins  the  Master  Mason  Degree  with  this 
Order  has  no  doubt  in  some  parts  been  strained;  one  must  admit  that  it 
has  almost  been  strained  to  breaking  point,  but  your  presence  here  today 
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stirs  up  a  hope,  and  I  trust  it  is  a  portent,  that  that  link  will  be  restored 
to  its  original  strength;  that  we  will  work  together  in  closer  communion 
for  the  welfare  of  mankind. 

"It  would  seem  that  1  am  monogamous  by  instinct.  That  seems  to 
be  rather  a  rare  bird  in  the  world  to-day,  at  least  in  some  avenues  of 
human  endeavour. 

"South  of  us  there  are  some  twenty-six  organizations  which  have 
super-imposed  themselves  on  Craft  Masonry. 

"It  was  only  a  few  days  until  our  Grand  Secretary  was  besieged  with 
complaints  from  all  over  the  jurisdiction.  He  sent  word  immediately  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  from  whose  territory  these 
tickets  had  been  issued  by  one  of  the  superimposed  organizations,  and  he 
immediately  took  steps  to  suppress  this  thing  down  there ;  but  as  I  say  it 
is  just  like  trying  to  stop  an  avalanche,  for  having  been  started  it  can 
never  be  recalled  and  so  to-day  Freemasonry  must  hang  its  head  in  same 
as  a  result  of  that  lapse. 

"We  to-day  are  the  heirs  of  a  Masonic  heritage  which  was  erected  in 
western  Europe  and  the  Old  Land  in  the  middle  centuries. 

"The  brethren  who  were  responsible  for  those  edifices  had  a  view  and 
conception  of  Masonry  which  I  think  it  would  be  well  for  us  who  per- 
petuate them  m  this  day  and  generation  to  follow." 

The  address  of  the  Grand  First  Principal  was  worthy  of  an 
Englishman.    We  quote : — 

"The  Anglo-Saxon  races  of  the  world  are  now  more  closely  united 
than  ever  before.  Later,  you  will  be  asked  to  approve  a  resolution  ex- 
pressing fealty  and  loyalty  to  the  British  Throne.  I  have  requested  M.E. 
Comp.  Canon  Middleton  to  prepare  and  conduct  a  short  service  in  keep- 
ing with  the  Coronation. 

"We  extend  our  sincere  sympathy  to  all  those  who  have  lost  their 
dear  ones;  may  the  Great  Comforter  console  them  in  their  troubles. 
"Death,  be  not   proud,   though   some  have   called   thee 
Mighty  and  dreadful,  for  thou  art  not  so: 
For  those,  whom  thou  think'st  thou  dost  overthrow, 
Die  not,  poor  Death;  nor  yet  can'st  thou  kill  me." 

"We  have  too  many  members  who  give  their  time  to  branches  and 
sidelines,  neglecting  their  Lodge  and  Chapter,  having  used  them  for  little 
else  than  stepping-stones.  I  say  nothing  against  these  branches,  a  man's 
conscience  must  be  his  guide,  but  I  do  say  in  all  sincerity,  that  the  Lodge 
and  Chapter  should  take  precedence  over  all,  whether  Orders  of  Chivalry, 
superimposed  rites  or  social  sidelines. 

"  'That  they  may  see  your  good  works.'  It  is  better  to  act  a  sermon 
than  to  preach  one — we  can  all  do  the  former.  Companions,  it  is  inopera- 
tive that  we  wake  up,  we  have  slumbered  too  long. 

"One  reason  for  this  indifference  is  the  fact  that,  not  infrequently, 
candidates  are  unfavourably  impressed  when  taking  the  degrees.  I  give 
you  an  example:  A  P.D.G.M.  told  me  that  when  he  was  advanced,  there 
was  continual  prompting  of  the  officers;  none  knew  his  work  nor  could 
render  it  as  he  (the  candidate)  had  expected  it  to  be  done;  it  was  im- 
possible to  arouse  his  enthusiasm. 

"Occasionally,  mixed  teams  chosen  from  several  Chapters,  will  confer 
degrees;  there  is  then  a  spirit  of  emulation  and  an  effort. 

"I  would  recommend  that  every  Chapter  set  apart  evenings,  now 
and  then,  for  what  are  generally  known  as  'Round  the  table  conferences.' 
These  are  of  real  material  benefit  to  any  organization. 
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"So  build  we  up  the  Being  that  we  are; 
Thus  deeply  drinking  in  the  soul  of  things, 
We  shall  be  wise  perforce ;  and,  while  inspired 
By  choice,  and  conscious  that  the  Will  is  free, 
Shall  move  unswerving,  even  as  if  impelled 
By  strict  necessity,  along  the  path 
Of  order  amd  of  good.     Whate'er  we  see, 
Or  feel,  shall  tend  to  quicken  and  refine; 
Shall  fix,  in  calmer  seats  of  moral  strength, 
Earthly  desires ;  and  raise,  to  loftier  heights 
Of  divine  love,  our  intellectual  soul." 

From  one  of  the  Grand  Superintendents,  report: — 

"There  also  is  the  spirit,  so  that  I  cannot  help  saying  to  Strathmore : 
'■Go  ye  forth  into  all  the  World  amd  preach  the  Gospel'  of  Capitular 
Masonry." 

Membership,  1,912.    Net  decrease,  132. 

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  reported: — 
"  'Is  it  necessary  for  a  Chapter  to  procure  dispensation  when  investing 
an  officer  out  of  time?' 

"Your  Committee  rules  that  dispensation,  under  the  Constitution  as  it 
reads  at  present,  is  necessary." 

This  verse  for  the  Fraternal  Dead : — 

"Sleep   on   Companions,  till  the  waking  day, 
And  ever  we  who  loved  thy  presence  here, 
Will  keep  for  thee,  though  changes  manifold, 
A  tender  memory,  growing  with  the  years." 

"Mark  the  perfect  man,  and  behold  the  upright: 
the  end  of  that  man  is  peace." 

The  Reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  are  summarized 
for  publication. 

An  impressive  Coronation  service  was  held  at  which  'The 
Land  of  Hope  and  Glory"  was  sung  and  address  delivered  by 
M.  M.  Downey.  A  telegram  was  then  despatched  to  the 
Governor-General. 

C.  H.  Minchin  was  elected  Grand  First  Principal. 

R.  Ex.  Comp.  J.  M.  Empey,  of  Mitchell,  is  the  Grand  Repre- 
sentative of  Alberta,  and  F.  iS.  Watson,  of  Edmonton,  is  the 
Grand  Representative  of  Canada. 

The  Capitular  Proceedings  are  reviewed  by  a  Committee 
under  the  Chairmanship  of  W.  E.  Mercer. 

This  from  the  Review  of  Arkansas : — 

"No  District  Deputies  have  been  appointed  for  a  year  or  two.  He 
contacted  some  energetic  Companions  and  got  results." 

Canada,  1936,  is  well  reviewed  by  J.  V.  Follett.  He  notes 
the  presence  of  Comp.  Empey  and  the  excellence  of  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  George  L.  Gardiner.    He  notes  also  the  singing  of  "God 
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Save  The  King",  "America"  and  "Fight  the  Good  Fight"  and 
the  according  of  Grand  Honours  to  many  distinguished 
visitors: — 

"The  Superintendent  from  Toronto  West  District  makes  some  pointed 
and  heart  searching  remarks:  'There  is  and  must  be  a  relationship 
between  Capitular  Masonry  and  good  citizenship.  Are  our  Companions 
more  civic  minded  because  of  the  efforts  of  our  Chapters?  How  many 
unfortunate  men  and  women,  boys  and  girls  have  a  better  chance  because 
our  Chapter  exists?  Each  of  us  is  called  upon  to  give  support  to  an 
orderly  and  progressive  social  reconstruction,  with  the  object  in  mind  of 
making  a  better  world  in  which  all  will  have  a  fairer  share  of  its  bless- 
ings. One  vision  which  must  come  to  us  is  an  awakening  on  the  part  of 
our  leadership,  more  vitally,  to  practical  public  affairs  and  the  real  issues 
before  our  community.  The  really  big  contribution  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  should  be  personal  service.' 

"Alberta  is  given  a  very  generous  review  in  Foreign  Correspondence." 

This  from  the  Review  of  Manitoba: — 

"His  philosophising  is  good,  e.g.,  'The  appeal,  through  a  proper  exem- 
plification, is  often  the  door  through  which  comes  that  inner  consciousness 
of  a  revealed  Truth!' 

"  'Our  Convocations  must  be  made  so  interesting  that  he  who  stays 
away  will  find  that  he  is  missing  something  worth  while.' 

"Masonry  to  be  interesting  must  be  enlightening.' " 

Under  New  South  Wales  we  have  this  about  Mark  Master 
Masons: — 

"This  Grand  Body  concerns  itself  with  the  Degrees  of  Mark  Master 
and  Ark  Mariner.  To  have  gained  a  safe  and  sure  position  is  a  greater 
achievement  than  to  swell  the  ranks  by  numbers  of  those  not  imbued  with 
the  spirit  of  Mark  Masonry." 

Under  Pennsylvania  we  read : — 

"We  quote  this  ideal  of  life:  'Out  of  the  consistent  practice  of  the  pre- 
cepts of  Freemasonry  there  issues  the  joy  of  unselfish  living.  The  Com- 
mandment, "Love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself,"  embraces  all  laws  and  solves 
all  personal  problems.  Masonry  is  something  to  be  lived,  not  discussed. 
In  our  personal  relations,  the  most  important  thing  we  have  to  contend 
with  is  the  outward  result  of  our  inward  thinking.'  " 

This  from  the  Review  of  Wyoming : — 

"If  attendance  is  mot  what  it  should  be,  it  is  up  to  the  officers  to 
provide  something  of  interest."  (Appropriate  sentiments  and  suitable 
for  genera]  application.)

The  Forty-seventh  Convocation  was  held  in  Globe,  March 
9th,  1937. 

Ten  Past  G.H.P.'s  were  honoured  in  the  Grand  East. 
Canada's  Grand  Representative  did  not  respond. 
From  the  address  of  the  G.H.P.  we  quote: — 
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"It  is  our  privilege  to  convene  in  this  beautiful  and  historic  City  of 
Globe,  the  centre  of  the  great  mining  and  livestock  interests  of  the  State. 
It  is  particularly  pleasing  for  us  to  meet  here  in  the  'Home  Town'  of  our 
beloved  Companion,  Brother  James  Raymond  Malott,  Masonic  Brethren 
in  this  community,  of  all  Rites  of  Masonry,  who  have  held  the  banner  of 
Masonry  high  and  who  have  contributed  much  to  Masonry  and  to  the 
government  and  development  of  our  State. 

"  'To  live  in  the  hearts  we  leave  behind  is  not  to  die.' 

"York  Rite  Masons  from  various  sections  of  the  State  assembled  at 
Tucson  in  the  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral  for  the  Third  Annual  York  Rite 
Festival,  making  this  last  and  previous  festivals  such  outstanding  suc- 
cesses. Their  attitude  and  assistance  is  a  practical  demonstration  of 
'Brethren  dwelling  together  in  unity.'  " 

The  Grand  Secretary  visited  California  and  was  received  in 
true  California  spirit. 

The  P.G.H.  quotes  in  conclusion : —

H.  Barrett  is  the  Grand  Representative  of  Canada. 

The  Fraternal  Reviews  are  the  able  work  of  the  mind  and 
heart  of  Clark  Clarence  Ford.    He  quotes: —  -. 

"Never  before  have  I  had  such  a  chance  to  air  my;  views  on  so  many 
subjects  of  which  I  know  so  little."  ,       .., 

Under  General  Grand  Chapter  Review  he  says : — 

"Our  hope  is  in  heroic  men, 

Star-led  to  build  the  world  again. 
To  this  event  the  ages  ran : 

Make  way  for  Brotherhood — make  way  for  man!" 

"Illiterate  blacksmith's  opening  prayer:  '0  Lord,  we  thank  Thee  for 
the  wherewith  to  wherewith  with,  to  relieve  the  orphans  and  widows  of

The  Degree  of  Mark  Master  is  controlled 
by  a  separate  Grand  Body  in  England,  and  is  not  a  part  of  the  original 
York  Rite."

"So  far  as  this  Reviewer  is  aware,  Ireland  is  unique  in  its  interpreta- 
tion of  the  Royal  Arch  Degree,  which,  in  that  Jurisdiction,  concerns  itself 
with  the  work  of  King  Josiah,  who  repaired  the  First  Temple  about 
726  B.C. 

"  'Now,  in  the  eighteenth  year  of  his  reign,  when  he  had  purged  the 
land,  he  sent  Shaphan  and  As-a-seiah  and  Joah  to  repair  the  house  of 
the  Lord  his  God  ****  and  they  gave  to  the  workmen  that  wrought  in 
the  house  of  the  Lord,  to  repair  and  amend  the  house  ****  and  the  men 
did  the  work  faithfully.— Frist  Chron.,  34.' 

"The  scroll  is  now  believed  to  have  been  the  Book  of  Deuteronomy. 
Great  men  were  its  authors.  The  God  in  their  pages  is  grandly  con- 
ceived." 

This  from  Scotland : — 

The  First  Grand  Principal,  the  Earl  of  Cassillis,  is  a  great-great- 
grandson  of  a  native-born  American,  Captain  Archibald  Kennedy,  who  in 
1792  succeeded  to  the  Earldom,  on  the  death  of  the  10th  Earl  of  Cassillis. 
His  successors  to  the  present  day  have  all  borne  the  name  of  Archibald 
Kennedy." 

And  we  close  with  a  quotation  from  the  Review  of 
Victoria : — 

"Wars  may  come,  or  raging  fires,  my  Masters, 
But  yet  these  towers  and  walls  will  ever  stand; 
For  they  were  built  unto  Eternity, 

And  even  if  crushed  down  would  rise  again; 
For  eager  hands  and  hearts  would  catch  the  vision  then, 
And  build  them  into  Beauty  that  is  God."

An  emergent  Convocation  was  held  in  Vancouver  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  and  welcoming  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Steffey, 
G.H.P.,  of  Washington. 

The  Nineteenth  Annual  was  held  in  Vancouver,  June  16th, 
1937. 

Eleven  Past  Grand  Z.'s  were  present. 

Canada  was,  as  usual,  faithfully  represented  by  Harry  H. 
Watson. 

From  the  biography  of  Grand  Z.  Yule  we  learn  that  he  was 
born  near  Lochleven  Castle,  Scotland,  in  1874. 

Distinguished  visitors  from  Scotland  and  Manitoba  were 
welcomed. 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Z.  contains  the  following: — 

"They  have  attended  its  Convocations  with  faithful  regularity  and 
whose  presence  to-day  is  an  added  tribute  to  their  unswerving  loyalty 
and  allegiance  to  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 

"It  was  an  occasion  long  to  be  remembered  and  an  admirable  illustra- 
tion of  the  harmony  of  our  Foreign  Relations. 

"I  feel  that  this  is  an  appropriate  moment  to  commend  to  your  atten- 
tion and  particularly  to  the  notice  of  the  Grand  Officers,  the  Annual 
'Proceedings  of  Grand  Chapter'  compiled  by  your  Grand  Scribe  E.  That 
portion  relating  to  correspondence  from  Foreign  Jurisdictions  is  worthy 
of  your  special  perusal." 

He  announced  the  appointment  of  R.E.  Comp.  John  M. 
Burden  as  the  Grand  Representative  of  the  British  Columbia, 
thus  securing  permanency  of  intercommunication.  Each  repre- 
sentative becomes  an  integral  part — a  link  in  the  chain  of  fra- 
ternal and  Foreign  Relations. 

We  read  further: — 

"Keystone  Chapter,  Nanaimo,  numbers  among  its  membership  about 
twenty  Companions  who  reside  at  Alberni,  approximately  fifty  miles  dis- 
tant, each  of  whom  continues  to  take  an  active  interest  in  Chapter  affairs. 

"Although  its  ceremonies  are  ritualistic,  Masonry: is  not  a  ritual.  The 
ritual  of  to-day  may,  or  may  not,  be  the  ritual  of  to-morrow. 

"Do  we  wear  the  armour  of  discipline — Self-discipline?  Have  we 
donned  the  breastplate  of  honesty,  the  gauntlets  of  sincerity,  the  vizor  of 
simplicity? 

"Have  we,  by  earnest  study  and  research,  broadened  the  vision  of  our 
mentality;  acquired  the  faculty  to  reason;  the  habit  to  think;  the  ability 
to  absorb;  that,  when  called  upon,  we  may  be  able  to  perform,  and  then 
to  do  faithfully  and  vigorously  whatever  the  good  of  our  Companions, 
our  Country  or  Mankind  requires? 

"Self -discipline  IS  the  key-stone  of  all  Masonic  Labour.  It  begets  an 
appreciation  of  His  Omnipotence." 

George  Hugh  MacKay  was  elected  Grand  Z. 
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Fraternal  Correspondence  is  in  the  capable  hands  of  J.  J. 
Miller,  who  represents  our  well  known  friend,  John  William 
Prescott,  and  in  his  Foreword  he  says: — 

"The  hand  that  for  seventeen  years  penned  these  Reviews  is  for  ever 
still  in  Death.  His  chair  is  vacant.  The  Knights  of  the  Round  Tables 
will  miss  his  welcome,  capable,  and  interesting  Reviews,  so  frequent  and 
generously  acknowledged  from  time  to  time. 

"Before  his  death  he  had  completed  reviewing  about  one-half  of  the 
Proceedings.  These  will  be  read  in  thoughtful  sadness,  just  as  one  would 
read  the  last  Will  and  Testament  of  a  dear  friend." 

Under  Alabama  Review  we  read: — 

"  'Isms,'  have  aggressively  reared  their  political  heads  in  this  country 
with  increasing  zeal  and  frequency,  using  these  alien  groups  as  hot  beds 
of  un-American  political  regimentation  and  the  more  subtle  education 
propaganda  under  the  misleading  terms  of  economic  and  social  regenera- 
tion. What  has  Freemasonry  done  to  stem  this  tide  of  false  doctrines 
and  subversive  activities?  Nothing  save  here  and  there  a  voice  of  warn- 
ing as  one  crying  in  a  wilderness.  Apathy,  indifference,  indolence,  have 
characterized  most  Masons." 

This  verse  is  quoted  under  Arizona  Review,  urging  all  to 
be  doing  something: — 

"You  are  the  fellows  that  have  to  decide 
Whether  you'll  lead  or  linger  behind, 

Whether   you'll  try  for  the  goal  that's   afar, 
Or  just  be  contented  to  stay  where  you  are, 
Take  it  or  leave  it,  there's  something  to  do, 
Just  think  it  over — It's  up  to  you." 

Canada  is  well  reviewed.    We  quote: — 

"The  Seventy-ninth  Annual  Convocation  of  this  the  Mother  Grand 
Chapter  of  Canada,  was  held  in  Toronto,  Most  Ex.  Comp.  George  L. 
Gardiner,  Grand  First  Principal,  presiding.  There  were  593  delegates 
in  attendance.  The  new  Grand  Representative  of  British  Columbia,  Ex.

"The  Dean  of  Reviewers,  Comp.  Ponton,  furnishes  good  work  in  re- 
viewing Proceedings  of  other  Jurisdictions. 

"He  likes  the  Grand  Chapter  crest  with  its  virtue  of  the  Noon-day 
sun;  Wisdom,  Peace,  Truth,  Strength,  Concord  and  Beauty. 
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"This  is  cynical,  quoting  from  New  South  Wales  on  Arizona: — 

"  'He  comments  that  the  Supreme  Architect  has  seen  fit  to  spare  all 

the  members  of  the  official  line.    Probably  they  are  of  no  more  use  to  the 

Almighty  than  they  are  to  Grand  Chapter/  "

The  Eighty-third  Annual  was  held  in  San  Francisco,  April 
20th,  1937. 

The  biography  of  G.H.P.  Thomas  makes  interesting  read- 
ing.   He  is  an  officer  in  the  Air  Force  as  well  as  a  lawyer. 

The  U.S.  flag  was  presented  at  the  altar. 

Public  grand  honours  by  Three  Times  Three  were  accorded 
Representatives  of  the  Grand  Commandery,  the  Grand  Coun- 
cil and  the  survivors  of  the  Earthquake  of  1906. 

George  T.  Vivian  wrote  from  Persian  Gulf,  conveying 
greetings  and  good  wishes. 

Eleven  G.H.P. 's  were  honoured  in  the  Grand  East. 

Angus  L.  Cavanagh  duly  represented  Canada. 

The  G.H.P.'s  report  was  not  read  by  him  but  was  printed 
and  distributed  among  the  Companions. 

From  the  address  we  take  the  following: — 

"Grand  Chapter  during  the  past  year  and  numberless  opportunities 
afforded  in  establishing  and  developing  those  friendships  which  are  such 
a  vital  part  of  the  welfare  of  our  Order.  When  I  have  completed  my  year 
as  Grand  High  Priest,  I  will  have  covered  some  thirty-five  thousand  miles 
of  travel  in  the  business  of  the  Grand  Chapter,  thirty  thousand  miles  of 
which  have  been  in  and  around  the  State  of  California. 

"The  calibre  of  degree  work  conferred,  and  especially  in  the  spirit 
and  morale  with  which  they  are  exemplifying  the  principles  of  our  Order. 

"Many  Companions  and  Officers  throughout  the  state  have  com- 
mented, during  my  visitations,  upon  the  loss  they  have  felt  in  no  longer 
receiving  a  report  from  the  Committee  on  Correspondence,  which  was 
abolished  a  few  years  ago.  It  is  my  belief  that  it  has  been  very  interest- 
ing and  valuable  not  only  to  the  Officers  of  a  large  portion  of  our  Chap- 
ters, but  also  to  the  Grand  Officers,  Past  Grand  High  Priests.  I  accord- 
ingly recommend  a  reconsideration  by  our  Finance  Committee  and  this 
Grand  Convocation  of  the  question  of  re-establishing  and  continuing  a 
Committee  on  Correspondence. 

"Chapters  have  commented  upon  the  fact  that  the  six-months  rule  was 
handicapping  them  very  materially  and  apparently  was  of  no  value  to  the 
lodges." 

The  G.HJP.  attended  a  reception  by  the  combined  York 
Rite  Bodies  of  Hollywood  and  appears  to  have  come  out 
unscathed. 

Membership,  19,098.    Net  loss,  986. 
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From  the  Grand  Lecturer's  report  the  following : — 

"No  High  Priest  should  omit  very  important  features  in  the  activities 
of  his  Chapter.  We  cannot  too  strongly  urge  attention  to  this  require- 
ment, and  we  especially  ask  our  Deputies  to  require  compliance. 

"Another  omission  is  that  several  Chapters  do  not  keep  their  Book 
of  Marks  up  to  date.  Herein  again  it  is  the  duty  of  the  High  Priest  to 
require  this  regulation  to  be  enforced.  We  trust  a  mere  reference  to 
these  omissions  will  be  sufficient  to  induce  High  Priests  to  insist  upon 
their  fulfillment.    Likewise,  by  Deputy  Grand  Lecturers." 

A  Resolution  regarding  closer  relations  between  the  York 
Rite  Bodies  was  introduced,  received  with  favour  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Policy  and  Purposes,  who  asked  for  a 
special  Committee. 

Two  distinguished  members  of  the  Supreme  Court  were  in- 
troduced and  heartily  welcomed. 

The  Jurisprudence  Committee  reported  on  certain  trial 
records,  in  one  of  which  it  was  held : — 

"The  Trial  Commission,  by  a  vote  of  three  to  two,  held  that  none  of 
the  above  seventeen  specifications  constituted  Unmasonic  Conduct. 

"It  will  be  seen  that  your  Jurisprudence  Committee  has  before  it 
seventeen  specifications,  in  their  entirety,  firmly  establish  that  the  accused 
was  guilty  of  a  long,  continuous  and  persistent  course  of  contumacious 
conduct,  designed  to  disturb,  damage  and  injure  the  peace,  harmony, 
welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  Chapter  of  which  he  was  then  Secretary, 
and  of  which  he  had  been  Secretary  for  more  than  the  ten  years  imme- 
diately preceding  the  commencement  of  this  course  of  conduct. 

"Such  unmasonic  conduct  necessarily  demands  a  fair,  but  a  just  and 
firm  discipline.  The  promotion  of  peace  and  harmony  is  one  of  the  first 
lessons  of  Masonry;  and  no  one  should  know,  better  than  a  Secretary  of 
a  Chapter,  how  easily  the  absence  of  peace  and  harmony  can  wreck  the 
welfare  of  that  organization.  These  principles  apply  to  every  Chapter 
Mason,  and  apply  particularly  to  one  who  has  occupied  the  position  of  a 
Chapter  Secretary.  While  serving  in  that  office,  the  accused  was  charged 
with  a  responsibility  and  an  obligation  to  the  fraternity,  which  he  failed 
to  meet.' 

"We,  therefore,  offer  the  following  resolution  and  move  its  adoption: 

"Resolved,  that  the  accused  in  the  above  entitled  matter  be,  and  he 
hereby  is  determined  to  have  been  guilty  of  unmasonic  conduct,  and  that 
the  penalty  for  such  unmasonic  conduct  be  and  it  hereby  is  fixed  at  sus- 
pension; without,  however,  any  prejudice  to  the  accused  to  apply  for 
restoration  as  soon  as  he  may  be  advised." 

In  another: — 

"  'Profanity  in  a  Mason,  while  it  is  an  insult  to  the  majesty  of  our 
Maker,  is  also  an  irreverence  for  the  religious  design  of  the  Masonic 
science,  and  as  such  is  a  Masonic  crime"  .  .  .  'that  the  brother  be  ad- 
judged to  be  guilty  of  unmasonic  conduct.'  " 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  reported : — 

"The  worthy  and  well  qualified  Craftsman  takes  up  new  and  splendid 
work,  in  realms  of  everlasting  bliss. 
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"Our  loyal  Companions  have  passed  the  Fourth  Vail  and  entered  the 
Sanctum  Sanctorum.  We  meet  and  miss  them  but  know  they  have  found 
the  Secred  Treasures  in  the  Secret  Vault.  Their  eyes  behold  the  Ark  in 
all  its  glory;  the  heavenly  Manna,  and  the  Book  of  the  Law  are  theirs 
for  evermore.     Faith  and  Hope  have  given  place  to  everlasting  Love. 

"  'Holiness  to  the  Lord'  is  the  slogan  of  eternal  Truth." 

Charles  H.  Burgess,  of  Port  Credit,  is  the  Grand  Repre- 
sentative of  California. 

We  still  miss  the  Correspondence  Reviews.

George  N.  Delap  represented  Canada. 

Distinguished  visitors  from  New  York,  Maine,  Rhode 
Island,  Delaware,  Quebec,  Ohio,  New  Jersey,  the  Grand  Mas- 
ter of  Connecticut  and  the  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the 
United  States  in  the  person  of  Mattison  Boyd  Jones. 

From  the  address  of  the  G.H.P.  we  make  the  following 
quotations : — 

"The  presence  of  these  eminent  Masonic  Leaders  is  a  source  of 
inspiration.  The  growing  prevalence  of  that  interest,  enthusiasm  and 
confidence  which  means  renewed  success,  growth  and  stability.  I  have 
been  greatly  impressed  by  it.  Teach  the  full  meaning  of  our  rich  sym- 
bolism and  the  profound  truths  therein  contained  illustrated  by  our. con- 
duct. So  will  it,  like  a  beacon,  which  sounds  no  drum  nor  beats  a  gong, 
shed  its  friendly  light  far  out  over  the  water,  guiding  others  to  the  safe 
and  pleasant  harbour  we  have  found." 

Membership,  12,269.     Net  loss,  537. 

Bliss  W.  Clark  was  elected  G.H.P.  and  F.  W.  Edgerton 
Deputy  G.H.P. 

The  Committee  on  Bylaws  reported  as  follows : — 

"More  than  one  degree  may  be  conferred  upon  the  same  candidate 
when  necessary  at  the  same  Convocation. 

"This  to  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Most  Excellent  High  Priest." 

In  the  report  of  Custodians  we  read : — 

"There  is  an  increasing  tendency  in  inter-chapter  visitations.  This  is 
a  very  excellent  idea  and  should  be  encouraged.  There  is  only  one  thing 
to  guard  against,  that  is  to  have  another  Chapter  exemplify  the  degrees 
thereby  neglecting  to  properly  prepare  themselves  to  enable  them  to 
portray  them  in  their  own  chapter." 

R.  E.  Comp.  Harvey  J.  Milne,  of  Kingston,  is  the  Grand 
Representative  of  Connecticut. 
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From  the  address  of  General  G.H.P.  Jones  we  make  these 
worthy  extracts: — 

"I  came  here  to-night  to  hear  a  man  whom  I  had  never  seen  until  to- 
night, but  whose  words  I  have  read  considerably,  and  I  know  you  all 
want  to  hear  his  message.  And  in  the  second  place,  I  have  to  be  at 
another  Grand  Chapter  to-morrow.  About  three  weeks  ago,  I  had  a 
letter  from  my  home  in  California,  saying  that  New  York  or  Asheville 
was  going  to  have  a  festival  in  honour  of  Grand  High  Priest  Craig.  Now, 
that  occasion  on  the  20th  will  be  converted  into  a  memorial.  I  expect 
to  be  there." 

From  the  address  of  Rev.  Joseph  Fort  Newton  the 
following: — 

"I  want  to  talk  to  you  about  the  romance  of  Masonry  if  I  may.  For 
that  is  the  word  that  really  describes  this  extraordinary  fraternity  so  far 
flung  over  our  English-speaking  world,  at  least.    It  is  a  romance. 

"And  out  of  that  fun  and  frolic  and  fellowship,  there  grew  something 
great  and  poetically  beautiful  that  must  be  recorded  with  the  great 
poetry  of  the  world,  for  so  it  is,  indeed,  to  me, — that  there  should  exist 
such  an  Order.  But  the  Middle  Ages  enjoyed  that  security.  Then,  all 
at  once,  it  was  blown  up.  It  was  shattered  intellectually  by  the  revision 
of  learning;  it  was  shattered  spiritually  by  the  Reformation  and  it  was 
shattered  politically  by  the  advent  of  nationalism.  So  read  them  care- 
fully and  poinderatively?  When  I  read  them,  especially  the  Article  on 
God  and  Religion,  written  by  Olcott  Anderson,  my  soul  clasps  its  hands 
in  homage  to  its  spiritual  wisdom.  If  you  take  the  second  Constitution, 
published  in  1723,  and  read  the  context,  I  think  you  will  agree  that  it  is 
one  of  the  most  extraordinary  documents  which  has  ever  been  composed. 

"The  mystical  conversion  of  John  Wesley.  Of  course,  being  a  Metho- 
dist, he  put  it  down  in  his  methodical  way, — the  time,  date  and  every- 
thing when  he  felt  that  strange  warning  of  the  heart  and  kindled  the 
white  fire  which  swept  over  England. 

"Yes,  it  was  just  in  that  way  that  Freemasonry  began  and  at  a  time 
when  it  was  needed.  For  no  great  movement  comes  by  accident  or  hap- 
hazardly; it  comes  from  some  deeply  felt  thing.  And  because  that  was 
true,  Masonry  grew  very  rapidly,  and  as  a  great  writer  has  said,  'It 
took  to  running  and  ran  itself  out  of  breath.' 

"Naturally  that  would  be  true  because  of — not  a  secret  order,  but  a 
private  order,  records  are  not  always  kept  of  the  different  steps  in  its 
growth. 

"  'And  there  appeared  unto  them  tongues  parting  asunder  like  as  of 
fire,  and  it  sat  upon  each  of  them.  .  .  .' 

"That  is  the  word  of  an  artist.  That  is  the  finest  spiritual  artistry. 
How  could  you  describe  in  a  better  way? 

"Over  a  great  old  rock  the  human  race  has  poured  out  its  heart  in 
bountiful  prayers  and  sorrows,  in  prophecies,  in  confessing  its  sins,  in 
invoking  the  mercies  of  God.  There  is  no  other  spot  quite  like  it  on  the 
earth. 

"It  is  almost  desperate  in  our  land  for  another  reason,  even  stranger. 
In  Russia  they  destroy  churches  by  atrocity.  In  America  we  do  it  by 
attrition, — by  deadly,  dull  indifference  and  neglect. 

"It  is  a  striking  fact  that  so  many  Labour  leaders  in  England  are 
lay  preachers.  Ramsay  MacDonald  was  one;  so  was  Arthur  Henderson; 
so  was  John  Thomas,  and  so  is  Ernest  Brown. 
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"Here  in  Hartford,  years  ago,  one  of  the  greatest  preachers  the 
American  Church  has  ever  known,  Horace  Bushnell,  said  'The  Gospel  is  a 
gift  of  God  to  the  imagination.'    Not  that  it  is  imaginary,  no. 

"After  all,  there  are  only  three  brilliant  states  with  a  history  like 
Texas, — Virginia  and  Massachusetts.  We  had  our  own  revolution  there 
and  won  our  independence  from  Mexico  and  set  up  a  republic. 

"In  London  one  night  during  the  war,  I  attended  a  meeting  at  a 
Masonic  Lodge  where  there  were  representatives  of  all  the  great  living 
religions  of  the  world  except  one.  No  Confucian  was  there,  if  Confu- 
cianism can  be  called  a  religion  and  not  a  moral  philosophy.  But  there 
was  a  Parsee  and  a  Mohammedan,  and  representatives  from  all  the  other 
religions  gathered  as  brothers  there.  I  served  as  Chaplain  of  the  Lodge, 
and  I  asked  a  man  of  each  religion  to  pronounce  the  benediction  in  his 
own  language  and  then  join  hands  around  the  Masonic  altar  and  repeat 
the  Lord's  Prayer.  Is  there  amy  place  else  on  earth  where  that  could  'be 
done?  So  that  hasn't  Masonry  things  to  say  and  to  do  in  the  spiritual 
life  and  mystery  of  the  modern  world?     I  think  so. 

"When  the  world  is  in  storm,  I  rejoice.  I  am  happy  about  this  smash- 
ing of  windows  and  tumult  because  I  remember  a  saying  of  an  old  Welsh 
preacher, — 'When  there  is  a  disturbance  and  upheaval  in  the  world  below, 
it  means  that  there  is  a  mighty,  divine  movement  in  the  world  above; 
something  trying  to  break  into  our  human  world.'  " 

DISTRICT  OF  COLUMBIA

A  discussion  ensued  as  to  the  Shrine  Guarantee  Fund. 

Among  the  amendments  to  the  Constitution  the 
following : — 

"A  ballot  was  then  taken  on  the  proposed  amendment  and,  having 
failed  to  receive  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast,  it  was  rejected. 

"The  Grand  High  Priest  announced  that  the  Grand  Chapter  had 
withdrawn  from  participation  in  the  Masonic  Personnel  and  Service 
Bureau."  ,,'•,, 

The  Sixty-ninth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  February 
12th,  1936,  at  Washington. 

Nine  P.G.H.P.'s  were  present  doing  duty. 

Canada  was  faithfully  represented  by  Lucien  G.  Yung. 

A  cordial  greeting  was  extended  to  visitors  from  Delaware, 
Maryland,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania  and  Virginia. 

From  the  address  of  the  G.H.P.  we  quote : — 

"In  an  even  more  pronounced  degree,  a  year  in  the  life  of  an  organi- 
zation as  ancient  as  ours  is  but  a  brief  period.  I  am_  justified  in  ex- 
pressing the  opinion  that  we  should  enter  upon  its  business  in  an  opti- 
mistic frame  of  mind,  because  of  the  improved  conditions  apparent  to 
everyone.  Offer  to  a  suspended  member  a  remission  of  the  past  dues 
on  condition  that  he  pay  the  current  year's  dues.  Let  us  get  our  Capitu- 
lar Masons  back  into  the  Chapters. 
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"Being  able  to  maintain  a  constant  and  close  association  with  all  the 
Officers  of  the  several  Bodies  leads  to  a  co-operative  effort  which  can  he 
effected  in  no  other  way.  And  as  you  must  realize,  this  is  not  a  one 
man  job." 

Membership,  4,735.    Net  loss,  61. 

Canada's  Grand  Representative,  who  is  the  Grand  Visitor 
and  Lecturer,  reported: — 

"Times  and  conditions  change  so  rapidly  that  what  was  an  incen- 
tive to  Companions  yesterday  does  not  prevail  to-day,  consequently  we 
must  ever  be  on  the  alert  to  make  the  meetings  as  instructive  and  inter- 
esting as  will  appeal  to  and  maintain  that  interest  so  essential. " 

Comp.  Roepke,  retiring  G.H.P.,  was  elected  Grand  Master. 
The  Committee  say: — 

"There,  we  know  he  will  carry  on  the  fine  example  he  has  established 
in  his  previous  Masonic  offices.  We  salute  him  as  Past  Grand  High 
Priest  and  pledge  our  proper  respect  to  him  as  Grand  Master." 

David  A.  Davison  was  elected  G.H.P. 

Robert  W.  Clewlo,  of  Toronto,  is  the  Grand  Representative 
of  D.  of  C. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  duly  convened. 

From  the  Foreword  to  the  Correspondence  Review  by 
J.  Walter  Karsner  we  take  the  following: — 

"One  very  heartening  fact,  however,  is  the  almost  universal  optimism. 
Many  sound  views  are  expressed,  and  plans  proposed,  for  the  conserva- 
tion and  expansion  of  our  gains." 

The  Review  of  Canada  at  Kitchener  is  not  very 
encouraging: — 

"The  address  of  the  Grand  Z.,  while  well  written  and  full  in  detail, 
was  chiefly  local.  Chapters  are  in  good  shape  financially,  though  work 
was  scarce.  The  average  dues  throughout  the  jurisdiction  are  $4.  Chap- 
ters expended  for  benevolences  $3,669.42;  the  Grand  Chapter  expended 
for  the  same  purpose  $2,540.  In  the  Correspondence  Report,  Comp. 
Ponton  reviews  in  generous  space  the  proceedings. 

This  from  the  Review  of  Indiana  :— 

"May  I  express  the  hope,  that  we,  as  Masons,  will  always  be  broad 
enough  to  accept  and  abide  by  the  will  of  the  majority." 
This  from  Iowa: — 

"We  have  got  to  swear  off  thinking  negative  thoughts  if  we  want  to 
accomplish  positive  results. 

"He  illustrates  the  spirit  of  his  thought  with  the  following  lines: 

"This  I'll  say  for  the  men  I  know: 

Most  of  them  want  to  be  clean  and  true; 
In  spite  of  the  selfish  things  they  do, 
Most  of  them  try  as  they  come  and  go, 
To  leave  some  glory  for  men  to  view. 
A  few  turn  traitor  to  God  and  State, 
But  most  of  the  men  I  know  walk  straight." 

"He  commends  Triple  Tau  Associations  but  feels  they  should  be  tied 
up  in  a  very  definite  manner  to  the  Grand  Chapter  and  be  under  the 
direction    of    the    Grand    Officers — confirming    this    writer's    previously 
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expressed  firm  conviction  that  constituent  chapters  and  a  Grand  Chapter 
comprise  all  the  organization  necessary  or  desirable." 

We  quote  from  Massachusetts  Review: — 

"  'I  feel  with  no  uncertainty  that  the  Capitular  Eite  is  going  forward 
in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  and  is  in  the  hands  of  worthy  and  proven 
officer  personnel.' 

"What  a  world  of  things  is  covered  in  those  last  five  words!" 

This  from  Michigan : — 

"Reference  was  made  to  the  death  of  a  Companion,  Frank  Loope,  who 
for  twenty-three  years  had  been  bedfast,  and  rigid  with  arthritis,  with- 
out any  possible  hope  of  recovery. 

"Notwithstanding  that  fact,  he  not  only  maintained  an  attitude  of 
cheerfulness  as  far  as  he,  himself,  was  concerned,  but  he  organized  a 
'Shut-In'  Association,  through  his  experience  and  knowledge  as  a 
physician. 

"What  an  example  for  most  of  us  who  feel  so  terribly  handicapped 
by  mere  routine  duties  and  responsibilities!" 

A  gem  of  truth  from  Henry  DeWitt  Hamilton  under  New 
York: — 

"Perhaps  a  fault  of  Masonry  is  an  excess  of  conservatism.  Yet  that 
fault  is  less  harmful  than  an  excess  of  zeal.  When  they  come  up,  let 
us  not  be  carried  away  by  the  natural  desire  for  novelty  or  change. 
'Sometimes  it  is  better  to  hold  fast  to  that  which  is  tried  and 
approved.'  When  we  read  the  comment  of  Companion  Briggs  our  heart 
was  warmed  by  his  knightly  spirit  and  we  gained  strength  from  the 
encouragement  which  must  result  from  such  kindly  observation  as  his." 

Under  Wisconsin : — 

"His  concise  report  of  visitations  omits  'dinner  was  served'  and 
similar  obvious  observations. 

"You  and  I  are  De  Molays.  We  have  that  directive  power  over  the 
lives  of  young  men  seeking  admission  into  this  Order."

The  Pro  Grand  Master  read  the  Message  from  the  Grand 
Master,  the  Brethren  standing  to  order. 

Arthur  Lionel  Fitzroy  Cook,  P.G.W.,  was  ap- 
pointed Provincial  Grand  Master  for  Middlesex  in  succession 
to  R.W.  Bro.  H.R.H.  The  Duke  of  York,  KG. 

The  Earl  of  Derby,  K.G.,  was  re-elected  Pro- 
vincial Grand  Master  for  Lancashire. 
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The  Grand  Master  graciously  sanctioned  the  wearing  of  a 
Commemorative  Jewel  to  members  of  certain  Lodges  on  the 
completion  of  their  50th  year.

The  Ninety-first  Annual  was  held  in  Tampa  on  May  17th, 
1937. 

Eight  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  honoured  in  the 
Grand  East. 
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Chester  DeRocher  faithfully  represented  Canada. 

Mattison  B.  Jones,  General  Grand  High  Priest,  was  given 
a  special  welcome. 

From  the  Grand  High  Priest's  address  this  paragraph : — 

"The  mew  contacts  and  closer  bonds  of  friendship  formed  during  the 
year  are  beyond  price  and  it  is  my  hope,  that  as  the  years  go  by,  these 
friendships  may  become  more  mellow  with  age,  and  richer  in  Brotherly 
Love." 

He  expressed  approval  of  educational  loans  and  scholar- 
ship fund. 

Among  his  decisions  we  take  the  following : — 

"Fee  definitely  the  property  of  the  Chapter,  candidate  having  for- 
feited all  claim,  even  had  he  lived.  The  Chapter,  however,  should  inves- 
tigate the  condition  of  the  widow,  and,  if  circumstances  warranted  it, 
might  make  such  donation  as  seemed  proper. 

"Dis-ownment  same  effect  as  expulsion.  Therefore,  Regulation  No. 
65  applied  and  the  member  should  be  declared  expelled  from  Jackson- 
ville Chapter,  which  was  done. 

"The  Home  Lodge  of  the  convicted  Brother  had  previously  tried  their 
member,  acquitted  and  exonerated  him.  The  action  was  reviewed  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Georgia  and  affirmed. 

"As  to  the  propriety  of  serving  beer  at  Masonic  Supper  held  in 
hotel.  No  Regulation  prohibiting  it,  but  considered  it  very  inappropriate 
and  advised  against  it." 

We  quote  further  from  his  conclusion : — 

"We  have  now  had  ample  opportunity,  during  the  nfght,  to  ponder 
our  mistakes,  and  in  the  dawn  of  this  new  Day,  let  us  profit  by  them 
and  avoid  a  useless  repetition.  Let  us  get  down  to  bed  rock.  We  must 
not  forget,  as  Royal  Arch  Masons,  that  we  are  primarily  Master 
Masons.  Indeed,  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  is  a  part,  and  a  vital,  neces- 
sary part,  the  completion,  the  Capstone,  of  that  Sublime  Degree,  and 
was  originally  conferred  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Symbolic  Lodges. 

"Addition,  subtraction,  multiplication  and  division,  constitutes  every 
operation  of  mathematics,  yet  the  grammar  school  student,  although 
well  versed  in  these  simple  operations,  is  far  from  being  educated.  He 
must  continue  his  studies  for  many  years,  in  the  high  schools,  colleges 
and  universities,  before  the  proper  application  of  these  principals  is 
understood.  So  it  is  with  the  Master  Mason.  I  am  not  a  pessimist,  nor 
an  alarmist,  but  I  do  admit  to  a  love  of  this  country  of  ours,  and  the 
Masonic  Principles  upon  which  it  was  founded.  Freemasonry  and  the 
Church  are  on  the  defensive  to-day.  What  are  you  and  I  going  to  do 
about  it?" 

Membership,  3,126.     Net  loss,  438. 

The  Committee  on  Memorials  reported: — 

"This  training  under  the  guiding  hand  of  God  is  for  the  purpose  of 
preparing  us  to  live  forever.  This  chisel  and  the  mallet  of  discipline 
and  training  give  to  the  soul  that  mark  of  character  which  fits  it  to  live 
forever  in  the  heavenly  Tabernacle. 

"If  we  feel  it  not  amid  our  strife, 

In  all  our  toiling  and  in  all  our  pain — 
This  rhythmic  pulsing  of  immortal  life — 

Then  do  we  work   and   suffer  here  in  Vain." 
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J.  Lloyd  Head  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest. 

R.  Ex.  Comp.  James  H.  Cowan  of  Gait  is  the  Grand  Repre- 
sentative of  Florida. 

Uniform  Code  of  By-Laws  is  given  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Chapters.

The  One  Hundred  and  Fifteenth  Convocation  was  held  at 
Macon  on-  April  28th,  1937. 

The  opening  is  noted  as  follows: — 

"The  entire  audience  joined  in  singing  that  old  battle  hymn  of  Geor- 
gia Masonry,  "How  Firm  a  Foundation,"  after  which  Grand  Chaplain 
W.  A.  Simmons  led  the  opening  prayer  and  all  the  Companions  joined 
in  with  The  Lord's  Prayer." 

Sixteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  reported  for  duty  and 
honour. 

Charles  R.  McCord  duly  represented  Canada. 

Distinguished  guests  from  Florida  and  Mattison  B.  Jones, 
General  Grand  High  Priest,  were  welcomed. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  made  an  able  address  from  which 
we  quote: — 

"A  spirit  of  communism  seems  to  be  spreading  over  our  land  and 
even  invading  our  colleges  and  public  schools.  The  world  is  full  of 
unrest.  New  doctrines  as  to  the  powers  of  government;  as  to  the  rights 
of  personal  liberties  and  freedom  of  speech  are  announced.  The  Ancient 
Landmarks  of  our  Order  have  not  changed.  If  the  people  of  a  Com- 
munistic Russia  go  Atheist,  Freemasonry  continues  its  faith  in  God.  If 
a  Fascist  State  would  suppress  freedom  in  religion  or  in  speech,  Free- 
masonry is  unchanged." 

Under  the  Masonic  Home  he  said : — 

"The  Print  Shop,  sponsored  and  erected  by  the  Grand  Chapter,  has 
proved  to  be  the  most  valuable  asset  of  the  Home.  It  fills  a  dual  capa- 
city, affording  valuable  training  for  the  boys  who  show  an  aptitude  for 
that  line  of  endeavour;  and  also  from  the  profits  made  by  the  operation 
of  it,  money  was  furnished  for  the  major  improvements  made  at  the 
Home  during  the  last  seven  years." 

And  then  concluded: — 

"Every  one  has  a  part  to  do  -and  each   should  do  his  full   share." 
Membership,  5,945.     Net  loss,  459. 

The  Committee  said : —

"Likewise  much  Masonic  meat  in  the  reports  of  District  Superin- 
tendents. 

"In  his  inimitable  and  informative  way  Companion  Ponton  com- 
presses his  Reviews  into  140  pages  in  which  all  the  Grand  Jurisdictions, 
including  Georgia,  are  well  reported." 

From  the  Wisconsin  Review  we  report  this  on

He  co- 
operated with  the  Knights  Templar,  especially  at  the  Christ- 
mas festival  and  said: — 

"As  the  Merry  Christmas  bells  proclaim  the  glad  tidings  of  'Peace 
on  Earth,  Good  Will  Toward  Man,'  may  we  ibe  inspired  to  renew  our 
faith  and  purpose. 

"May  we  as  Knights  Templar,  practice  charity  and  hospitality  for 
the  benefit  of  the  distressed  widow  and  the  helpless  orphan.

An  In  Memoriam  verse : — 

"I  am  sure  ill  the  beautiful  future 

When  the  lessons  of  life  are  all  done, 
We  shall  turn  from  the  school  by  the  wayside 
Each  wearing  the  crown  he  has  won." 

W.  H.  R.  Garrioch,  of  Ottawa,  is  the  Grand  Representative 
of  Idaho.  The  Fraternal  Correspondence  is  by  Frank  G.  Bur- 
rows and  he  does  his  work  succinctly  and  satisfyingly.  From 
his  introduction  "editorially  speaking"  he  says: — 

"However,  it  strikes  me  that  the  doigs  of  the  several  Grand  Chap- 
ters present  more  of  interest  than  is  usually  the  case.  This  seems  to  be 
more  marked  in  the  smaller  and  medium-size  jurisdictions.  Routine 
work  only  characterizes  many  of  the  larger  Convocations. 

"Utah,  that  one  bright  spot  last  year  in  the  Capitular  firmament, 
has  been  joined  this  year  by  Nevada  in  the  gains  column. 
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"The  proper  spelling  of  the  word  is,  of  course,  'veil.'  It  is  a  noun, 
referring  to  a  fabric  hung  up,  or  spread  out,  to  intercept  the  view  and 
hide  an  objject;  a  curtain,  especially  a  piece  of  stuff,  usually  diaphan- 
ous, worn  as  a  screen  to  hide  or  protect  the  fact.  Webster  says :  'Within 
the  veil,  within  the  Holy  of  Holies,  concealed  by  the  veil  in  the  Temple 
at  Jerusalem.'  Matthew  xxviii  speaks  of  'The  veil  of  the  Temple  was 
rent  in  twain.'  Milton  refers  to  'She,  as  a  veil  down  to  the  slender 
waist,  her  unadorned  golden  tresses  wore.'  Shakespeare  refers  to  pluck- 
ing 'the  borrowed  veil  of  modesty.'  Both  Cross  and  Webb  in  their  early 
monitors  speak  of  the  veils;  this  expression  appearing  especially  in  the 
Royal  Arch  prayer  where  reference  is  made  to  'the  veils  of  these  earthy 
courts.' 

"Complaint  is  made  that  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  is  too  long. 

"Michigan  adopted  plural  membership,  being  the  only  accession. 

"I  am  tickled  pink  that  I  am  to  repeat  my  remark  of  last  year:  'The 
worst  is  over,  the  best  is  yet  to  come.' " 

Under  Canada  he  refers  to  Idaho  not  being  represented 
and  to  the  visit  of  General  Grand  High  Priest  O'Hara.  As  to 
the  ruling  of  our  Grand  Master  Gardiner  about  a  Brother  who 
had  lost  his  left  arm  being  eligible  he  says: — 

"I  cannot  find  that  Committee  had  any  objection  to  make." 

And  as  to  refusing  Dispensation  to  wear  Chapter  Regalia 
at  a  funeral  he  says  "that  seemed  to  be  alright,  too." 

As  to  the  writer's  Review  he  says  'Thanks,  Companion 
Ponton". 

General  Grand  Chapter  is  well  reviewed.    We  quote: — 

"It  was  asked  whether  it  would  be  all  right  for  the  Chapter  to  invest 
its  savings,  some  $21,000,  in  a  temple  of  its  own,  and  whether  it  was 
necessary  to  gain  the  consent  of  the  General  Grand  High  Priest  for 
such  an  enterprise.  Of  course,  the  answer  was  that  it  was  not  necessary. 
But  the  milk  in  the  cocoanut  came  out  in  a  second  question,  which  was 
whether  it  would  be  okay  to  dispense  beer,  wines  and  liquors  at  social 
gatherings  after  a  meeting.  A  third  question  was:  'Would  it  be  un- 
Masonic  to  rent  stores  in  such  premises  to  tenants  engaged  in  the  liquor- 
selling  business?' 

"Of  course,  the  answer  was  'Yes.' 

"I  am  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  under  present  conditions  our 
Grand  and  Subordinate  Chapters  will  find  plenty  to  do  in  rehabilitating 
and  improving  the  condition  of  Capitular  Masonry." 

As  to  a  comment  by  Rhode  Island  he  remarks : — 

"Decisions  which  often  should  not  be  dignified  with  such  a  title. 

"Sounds  like  a  slam  to  me,  but  I  can't  quite  place  the  slamee." 
Under  West  Virginia  we  read : — 

"Masonic  influence  would  be  tremendously  beneficial  if  allowed  to 
proceed  along  well-ordered  and  well-considered  lines  for  purposes  of 
better  government,  better  ducation,  development  of  character,  and  so 
secure  all  other  things  for  the  benefit  of  the  fraternity  in  particular  and 
the  human  race  in  general.  Mind  you,  I  say  'better'  not  'more.'  We  do 
not  need  more  government,  more  education,  more  money  spent.  We 
merely  need  a  full  understanding  of  'Thou  shalt  not  steal,'  'Thou  shalt 
not  bear  false  witness  against  thy  neighbour,'  and  some  other  of  these 
fundamental  'shalt  nots,'  and  we  shall  be  a  better  nation,,  better  family, 
better  individual." 
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ILLINOIS

The  Eighty-eighth  Annual  was  held  in  the  Hotel  La  Salle, 
Chicago,  on  October  28th,  1937. 

The  opening  Invocation  by  the  Grand  Chaplain  contained 
these  thoughts: — 

"Grant  unto  those  in  major  responsibility  power  of  mind  and  great 
understanding,  with  full  measure  of  fraternal  affection  and  sympathy 
for  the  Companions  here  present,  and  constant  care  for  the  welfare  of 
our  absent  Companions  wheresoever  dispersed." 

Twelve  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  honoured  in  the 
Grand  East. 

The  following  distinguished  guests  were  received  and  wel- 
comed hailing  from  Missouri,  Iowa,  Wisconsin,  Michigan,  In- 
diana, New  York,  Ohio,  the  General  Grand  Secretary  Charles 
A.  Conover,  the  Grand  Master  of  Illinois  and  other  Com- 
panions. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  said : — 

"Companions,  it  is  sometimes  said  that  we  are  inclined  to  forget  the 
past.  There  are  perhaps  some  things  in  the  past  we  would  like  to  forget, 
but  not  these  Past  Grand  High  Priests." 

Canada  was  faithfully  represented  by  Fred.  W.  Soady. 
From  the  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  the  following 
citations : — 

"We  again  show  a  large  loss  in  membership,  but  this  was  to  be 
expected  as  a  result  of  the  automatic  suspension  codes  adopted  last 
year.  Chapters  could  hardly  be  expected  to  acquaint  all  their  members 
with  these  codes  in  time  to  prevent  a  loss.  No  doubt  many  members 
who  had  fallen  into  the  habit  of  disregarding  a  notice  to  pay  dues  found 
themselves  automatically  suspended  because  an  extension  of  time  could 
not  be  granted. 

"I  have  miade  many  visits  to  the  Home.  How  our  hearts  swell 
with  pride  when  we  see  this  wonderful  place  where  every  need  is  sup- 
plied." 

$30.00  was  collected  for  penalties  for  lost  rituals. 
The  Committee  on  Obituary  quoted  this  verse: — 

"Beautiful  life  is  that  whose  span 
Is   spent  in  duty  to   God   and  man; 
Beautiful    calm   when  the   course  is   run; 
Beautiful  twilight  at  set  of  sun, 
Beautiful  memory  with  a  life  well  done." 

Membership,  42,923.     Net  decrease,  8,457. 
The  Committee  on  Appeals  and  Grievances  had  nothing  to 
report,  and  trusted  that  over  a  long  period  this  happy  condi- 
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tion  would  continue  and  that  the  committee  would  remain 
inactive  and  quiescent. 

"Companion  Harvey  was  requested  to  present  the  General  Grand 
High    Priest   of    the    General   Grand    Royal   Arch     Chapter   who    said, 

"Within  the  past  thirteen  months — this  is  the  twenty-first  Grand 
Jurisdiction  that  I  have  visited.  I  have  been  in  the  east,  south  and  in 
some  parts  of  the  northwest,  in  the  larger  part  of  two  months. 

"A  visit  to  the  Orient.  This,  I  promised  to  do,  but  the  war  in  the 
Orient  has  not  terminated,  so  as  to  make  that  visit  possible. 

"It  is  firm;  to  me  it  is  everlasting,  and  it  stands  ready  to  help  me 
in  all  the  problems  of  life  in  a  manly  fashion. 

"I  am  talking  about  those  men  who  really  want  to  be  members  of 
our  Fraternity.  These  times  are  too  unwieldy.  The  burden  is  too  great. 
They  must  care  for  the  family  first,  of  course. 

"I  want  to  tell  you  of  an  incident  that  occurred  in  my  home  state 
of  California.  For  some  six  years  the  boys  out  there  had  had  this  in 
mind,  that  is,  the  holding  of  a  meeting  twelve  miles  out  from  San  Diego, 
at  about  the  southern  point  of  Mount  Pelee,  and  they  finally  carried  out 
their  purpose. 

"Mount  Pelee  in  itself  is  nearly  a  mile  high,  and  there  has  been 
built  an  amphitheatre  having  semi-circular  seats  all  the  way  up  the  side 
of  the  mountain  to  serve  for  public  ceremonies." 

The  Grand  Chaplain  was  then  introduced  and  from  his 
animated  address  we  quote: — 

"A  certain  self-appreciating  and  hardy  citizen  of  the  commonwealth 
of  Texas,  where  self  appreciation  and  hardiness  are  rather  common, 
once  went  into  a  cafe  in  New  Orleans  while  Mardi  Gras  was  being 
celebrated  with  abandon  and  conviviality  as  the  custom  is  in  New 
Orleans.  Swaggering  up  to  the  bar  this  Texan  announced  in  a  loud, 
vulgar  voice:  'I  can  lick  any  man  in  this  room!'  and  no  one  debated 
the  question  with  him,  although  he  had  the  entire  attention  of  all 
present.  Inhaling  deeply,  the  Texan  then  bellowed:  'I  can  lick  any- 
body in  New  Orleans',  but  still  he  had  no  takers.  Flushed  with  his 
successful  defianace  and  confirmed  in  his  idea  that  he  was  a  bold,  bad 
man  from  the  pampas,  the  big  boy  then  shouted:  'I  can  lick  anybody 
in  the  South!'  and  a  young  scientist  from  Mississippi  then  proceeded 
to  operate  scientifically  on  Texas  and  threw  his  bruised  and  battered 
carcass  into  the  street.  When  Texas  painfully  arose,  he  mildly,  gently 
remarked :     '  'Pears  like  I  done  took  in  too  much  territory.' 

"Nature  is  full  of  harmony  and  to  the  listening  ear  the  understand- 
ing heart  gives  due  credit  as  one  of  the  most  indispensable  of  the  senses. 
When  we  refer  to  the  "AH  Seeing  Eye,'  we  salute  the  One  Being  capable 
of  perfect  appreciation,  of  full  knowledge,  of  entire  and  limitless  under- 
standing. 

"Hear  the  Voice  from  the  plumbline  proven  wall:  'I  will  not  again 
pass  by  my  people  any  more.'  Not  a  threat,  it  is  a  promise.  If  we 
build  worthy  structures  we  may  be  building  a  throne,  and  God  will  not 
pass  by  our  building,  however  humble,  for  His  hand  has  taken  up 
the  plumbline,  and  appraisal  of  our  work  rests  with  infallible  authority. 

"May  we  be  found  worthy  to  reach  that  'purest  heaven,  be  to  other 
souls  the  cup  of  strength  in  some  great  agony,  enkindle  generous  ardour, 
feed  pure  love,  beget  the  smiles  that  have  no  cruelty.  So  shall  we  join 
that  Choir  Invisible,  whose  music  is  the  gladness  of  the  world.'  " 
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Gustav  Henry  Mueller  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest. 

An  honoured  veteran,  Joseph  J.  Shelley,  is  the  Grand 
Representative  of  Illinois  with  us. 

A  Bit  of  Wartime  History  by  Everett  C.  Turnbull,  Past 
Grand  High  Priest,  whose  portrait  adorns  the  Proceedings,  is 
most  interesting,  also  a  Short  Sketch  of  the  Ritual  from  1850 
by  the  same  writer.  He  also  is,  as  no  doubt  he  ought  to  be, 
proud  of  the  responsibility  of  creating  and  conducting  fra- 
ternal correspondence.    In  his  Foreword  he  says: — 

"Our  membership  is  42,923.  Last  October  the  deadly  two  year  auto- 
matic suspension  law  went  into  effect  with  the  predicted  result  and 
the  end  is  not  yet;  however,  our  losses  in  future  should  be  much  smaller 
as  the  big  clean  up  came  this  year.  But  time  moves  on  and  we  progress. 
It  is  said  that  the  burden  of  Masonry  is  carried  by  about  10  per  cent,  of 
the  membership.  During  the  years  under  discussion  our  rank  and  file 
has  been  reduced  by  50  per  cent,  but  our  leaders  have  more  than  doubled 
in  the  same  time." 

Canada  at  Toronto  is  fraternally  reviewed.  He  speaks  of 
the  thoughtful  consideration  of  Grand  Z.  George  L.  Gardiner. 

Recommendation  was  made  that  the  office  of  Grand  Chap- 
lain be  added  to  the  list  of  Grand  Officers. 

He  says  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  are  very 
complete  and  the  Committee  on  Capitular  Masonry  covered 
every  subject.  He  speaks  of  the  presentation  by  Godfrey 
Pittis  to  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  is  generously  kind  to  this 
reviewer : — 

"Again  we  find  the  handiwork  of  Companion  Ponton  in  the  splen- 
did report  on  'Reviews.'  His  constituents  get  a  Capitular  perspective 
that  is  world  wide  in  scope  and  touches  on  every  subject  of 
importance." 

INDIANA

The  Ninety-first  Convocation  was  opened  in  Fort  Wayne, 
October  21st,  1936. 

Eighteen  P.G.H.P.'s  were  honoured. 

William  H.  Baugh  duly  represented  Canada. 

Distinguished  guests  from  Iowa,  Michigan,  New  York  and 
General  Grand  Chapter  were  accorded  Grand  Honours  and 
addressed  Grand  Chapter. 

A  letter  of  regret  from  Edwin  Smith  was  read. 

Grand  Secretary  Stockwell  reported: — 

"We  in  North  Dakota  have  found  the  going  pretty  difficult  these 
recent  years.  We  have  sustained  rather  heavy  losses  but  our  spirit  is 
not  broken.     Plans  are  being  made  now  to  put  on  full  steam  ahead  in 
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this  Grand  Chapter.    We  have  laid  down  our  plans  on  the  Trestle  Board 
and  we  propose  to  keep  everlastingly  at  it." 

From  the  address  of  the  G.H.P.  the  following : — 

"Our  interchange  of  visits  binds  us  close  together  and  at  the  same 
time  broadens  the  horizons  of  our  Masonic  labours. 

"The  Supreme  High  Priest  has  called  444  of  our  Companions  to 
labour  itn  the  Higher  Chapter  above. 

"Apparently  there  are  some  High  Priests  and  Secretaries  who  are 
unaware  of  the  information  contained  in  the  Book  of  Laws.  I  am 
almost  convinced  that  the  only  time  it  is  dusted  off  is  the  occasion  of 
the  Grand  Lecturer's  Visitation. 

"There  still  seems  to  be  either  a  lack  of  confidence  or  an  unfamiliarity 
with  the  ritual  in  certain  Chapters,  which  leads  to  the  use  of  the  book 
during  the  exemplification  of  the  degrees. 

"Exercise  due  care  in  the  selection  of  new  members.  A  little  care 
at  this  time  will  go  far  toward  preventing  a  recurrence  of  wholesale 
suspensions  in  the  future. 

"May  He  continue  to  'make  darkness  light  before  us  and  crooked 
things  straight.' 

"We  were  royally  entertained  and  treated  to  a  taste  of  real  hospi- 
tality by  the  Companions  of  the  'Show-me  State.'  " 

Membership,  22,680.    Net  loss,  2,194. 
The  Grand  Lecturer  reported : — 

"The  plan  of  uniting  several  Chapters  for  the  conference  of  the  Most 
Excellent  Master  Degree  is  of  great  assistance  to  the  small  Chapter  in 
many  ways  and  is  to  be  encouraged  for  the  exemplification  of  this  par- 
ticular degree  and  the  promotion  of  fellowship. 

"When  Brethren  are  the  only  ones  who  may  petition,  how  can  the 
standard  of  Masonry  be  lowered  by  reducing  the  fee.  Approximately 
80,000  Master  Masons  of  Indiana  are  still  without  the  fold  of  Capitular 
Masonry  who  are  good  men,  and  true  men  of  moderate  means,  who,  if 
the  fee  was  nominal,  would  make  loyal  and  zealous  members." 

Harry  Ellsworth  Vernon  was  elected  G.H.P.  He  is  a 
Presbyterian  and  a  Lawyer. 

From  the  memorial  pages  the  following: — 

"Where  loyal  hearts  and  true, 
Stand  ever  in  the  light, 
All  rapture  through  and  through, 
In  God's  most  Holy  sight." 

"Sleep  on  dear  friend;  such  lives  as  thine 
Have  not  been  lived  in  vain, 
But  shed  an  influence  rare,  divine 
On  lives  that  here  remain." 

"Masonic  History  is  but  an  account  of  the  connected  achievements 
of  these  and  other  Companions  who  have  gone  before  us. 

"Personality  is  the  supreme  factor  in  human  affairs  and  is  daily 
commanding  more  attention  in  the  curriculum  of  our  Masonic  Life." 

Under  Foreign  Relations  the  Committee  reported: — 

"Your  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  fraternally  reports  that  at 
the  request  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland  fraternal  relations  were 
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established  between  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Scotland  and  the  Grand 
Jurisdiction  of  Indiana." 

At  the  Annual  Convocation  Dinner,  Grand  Chaplain  Gra- 
ham made  an  able  address  on  "Symbolism  and  the  Search  for 
Truth"  :— 

"I  know  very  well  the  man  who  said  'in  my  town,  so  far  as  I  can 
observe,  the  question  is  not  "What  is  truth?"  but  "What  is  trumps?"  ' 
and  I  know  intimately  the  distinguished  educator  who  said  that  after  40 
years  as  a  teacher  he  was  amazed  at  the  capacity  of  the  human  mind  to 
resist  knowledge. 

"His  length  of  time  upon  the  earth  is  impressive  as  compared  to 
astronomical  time,  his  time  is  but  a  moment. 

"And  yet  man  is  cast  in  a  role  of  greatness,  the  cynic  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding.  He  has  in  the  past  in  many  cases  and  many  places 
lived  up  to  that  role  and  more  and  more  he  must  live  up  to  it  or  ulti- 
mately perish. 

"Masonic  symbolism  teaches  that  truth  is  moral. 

"Masonic  symbols  teach  that  truth  is  concrete.  Truth  is  rooted  in 
the  past.     Truth  is  meaningless  except  in  relation  to  things. 

"Masonry,  brute,  mishandled, 

But  carven  on  every  stone : 
'After  me  cometh  a  Builder. 
Tell  him  I,  too,  have  known.' " 

"Masonic  symbols  teach  that  truth  is  speculative.  It  reaches  out 
beyond;  it  challenges  the  imagination,  the  spirit  of  adventure,  the 
courage  born  of  faith.  It  is  this  irresistible  feeling  in  the  heart  of  man 
of  'something  beyond'  which  makes  the  search  for  truth  eternal. 

"Ultimate  greatness  consists  in  this  knowledge  of  his  littleness. 
When  Emerson  was  visiting  with  Carlyle  he  remarked  that  Margaret 
Fuller  had  said :  'I  accept  the  universe'  and  Carlyle,  chuckling  sardoni- 
cally, replied,  'Egad,  she'd  better.' 

"The  touch  of  an  eternal  presence  thrills  the 
Fringes  of  the  sunsets  and  the  Jiills." 

"  'Tis  not  too  late  to  seek  a  newer  world. 
Push  off,  and  sitting  well  in  order,  smite 
The  sounding  furrows;  for  my  purpose  holds 
To  sail  beyond  the  sunset,  and  the  paths 
Of  all  the  western  stars,  until"  I  die." 

"What  a  heritage!" 

John  Stevenson,  of  Stratford,  is  the  Grand  Representative 
of  Indiana. 

A  condensed  history  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Indiana  was 
compiled  by  Robert  A.  Wood,  P.G.H.P.

The    Eighty-third    Convocation    was   held   at    Clinton   on 
April  20th,  1937. 

The  Committee  on  Visitors  reported  as  follows: — 

"Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest  and  Companions,  your  Commit- 
tee om  Visitors  beg  leave  to  report  some  of  our  discoveries. 

"We  have  been  honoured  by  having  with  us  at  this  Convocation  dis- 
tinguished guests  from  Illinois,  Minnesota,  Missouri,  Nebraska,  Mani- 
toba, Ohio  and  Wisconsin,  together  with  representatives  from  all  York 
Rite  bodies  in  the  State." 

Dr.  Tom  B.  Throckmorton,  Grand  Master,  was  also 
present,  as  was  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Craig,  Past  G.G.H.P.,  for  the  last 
time. 

From  the  Grand  High  Priest's  address  we  quote  the 
following: — 

"It  has  been  of  untold  value  to  me,  but  in  the  words  of  the  well 
known  story  of  the  World  War  Veteran,  telling  of  his  experiences,  'I 
wouldn't  give  a  plugged  nicked  for  any  more  of  it.' 

"How  much  of  the  work  was  absolutely  lost,  and  how  much  of  it  will 
produce  lasting  results  for  the  better,  time  alone  can  tell.  The  Grand 
Officers  alone  cannot  build  up  the  Grand  Chapter,  they  must  have  hearty 
help  and  co-operation. 

"Companion  Sterling  especially,  may  the  Lord  bless  and  keep  him 
for  many  years.  When  troubles  and  difficulties  weighed  heavily,  a  letter 
to  'Jim'  would  always  bring  a  reply  full  of  wisdom  and  advice. 

"Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Manitoba  at  Winnipeg.  This  was  of 
unusual  interest  because  of  the  differences  existing  in  ceremonies,  per- 
sonnel of  officers  and  titles  used. 

"The  High  Priest  was  within  his  rights  in  refusing  to  grant  a  demit 
at  the  January,  1937,  meeting  until  1937  dues  were  paid.  On  Janu- 
ary 1,  1932,  our  Grand  Treasurer  had  a  good  working  cash  balance  in 
addition  to  our  invested  funds.  An  increase  in  the  Grand  Chapter  dues 
is  absolutely  necessary.  I  have  spent  several  sleepless  mights,  have  worn 
out  numberless  pencils,  and  have  used  up  unknown  reams  of  paper  try- 
ing to  figure  out  a  method  whereby  we  can  bring  our  expenditures 
within  our  present  income,  and  I  confess  that  I  am  completely  baffled. 

"They  may  seeam  radical  and  drastic,  but  we  must  take  action  of 
some  kind.  We  have  been  drifting  along  in  a  'Fool's  Paradise'  for 
several  years,  and  it  is  time  we  came  down  to  earth. 

"National  Governments  and  political  subdivisions  may  be  _  able  to 
appropriate  and  spend  money  without  regard  to  past  or  present  income." 

C.  T.  Jorstad,  Grand  King,  quoted  in  his  report: — 
"But  remember  this: 

"It's  easy  to  drift  as  the  current  goes; 

It's  easy  to  move  as  the  deep  tide  flows; 

But   the  answer   comes   when   the  breakers    crash 

And  strike  the  soul  with  a  bitter  lash. 
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When  the  goal  ahead  is  endless  fight 
Through  a  sunless  day  and  a  starless  night, 
When  the  far  call  breaks  on  the  sleeper's  dream, 
Only  the  game  fish  swims  up  stream." 

Membership,  12,383.     Net  loss  798. 

All  the  visiting  Grand  High  Priests  and  Past  G.H.P.'s 
were  elected  to  honourary  membership. 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  reported: — 

"Such  are  the  laws  of  Nature.  Darkness  follows  light  only  to  be 
again  succeeded  by  light,  and  by  these  laws  we  measure  and  count  the 
time  of  our  mortal  years.  The  days  come  and  go,  pass  into  weeks, 
months  and  years  until  the  cycle  of  our  human  life  is  completed. 

"  'We  die  a  little,  too,'  some  one  has  said, 

'When  death  comes  to  each  old  and  well-loved  friend;' 
Beneath  the  cypress  we  leave  something  too, 
Out  of  ourselves — that's  missing  to  the  end. 

"And  so  I  sleep  and  wake,  I  toil  and  rest, 

Knowing  that  when  he  shall  come 
My  Elder  Brother  will  have  sent  for  me, 

Bidding  him  say  that  they  especially 
Have  need  of  me  at  home, 

And  so  I  shall  go  gladly  with  my  guest." 

"Service  is  the  greatest  thing  in  the  human  calendar,  and  the  better 
we  equip  ourselves  the  better  we  serve,  because  in  the  expansion  of  the 
mind  comes  the  better  understanding  of  how  best  to  serve.  No  matter 
what  your  fortunes  in  life,  the  greatest  compensation  that  will  come  to 
you  to-morrow  or  next  year,  or  the  closing  year  of  your  life  will  be  the 
consciousness  that  you  have  somehow  been  of  service,  either  to  your 
friends,  your  state,  or  your  common  country." 

Henry  H.  Dean  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest. 

This  from  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Custodians : — 

"Our  sympathy  and  regrets  go  to  those  who,  through  indolence  and 
weakness  have  voluntarily  walked  the  plank  and  fallen  into  the  seething 
caldron  of  the  profanes." 

Thirteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present  and 
honoured. 

E.  W.  F.  Holler  duly  represented  Canada.  R.  Ex.  Comp. 
Ed.  Lankin,  of  Toronto,  is  the  Grand  Representative  of  Iowa. 

The  Report  on  Correspondence  is  in  the  able  hands  of 
Canada's  Grand  Representative,  E.  W.  F.  Holler,  P.G.H.P. 

"In  the  Begining  ....."  he  says  by  way  of  foreword: — 

"In  our  foray  through  the  proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapters  of  the 
world  there  cannot  help  but  come  some  definite  impressions  of  the  men 
who  compose  them  and  the  reasons  for  their  adherence  to  the  Capitular 
Degrees. 

"In  the  addresses  of  the  presiding  officers  of  those  Grand  Chapters 
under  the  Union  Jack  there  is  more  attention  paid  to  the  foundations  of 
Masonry.     Perhaps  this  is  only  superficial. 
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"In  some  instances  we  wonder  why  some  were  in  the  official  line  of 
an  organization  whose  tenets  are  so  important  to  the  daily  life  of  man 
and  such  a  goal  for  his  thinking  and  action. 

"We  want  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  these  good  Companions 
who  have  let  the  deep  principles  of  Masonry  so  predominate  their  think- 
ing and  actions.  Many  of  the  reviewers  have  brought  new  hope  and 
cheer  by  their  philosophies  of  life. 

"We  would  suggest  a  more  careful  and  thoughtful  reading  of  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Chapters  of  the  world  on  the  part  of  the  offi- 
cers of  the  local  Chapters  as  a  means  of  stimulation  as  well  as  for 
plans  of  work." 

These  from   the   Arkansas   Review: — 

"Let  this,  the  Mason's  Charity,  burn  upon  the  altar  of  your  hearts 
a  living  fire;  whose  superstructure  is  Friendship,  Morality  and  Brotherly 
Love;  whose  capstone  is  holiness  to  the  Lord." 

These  from  the  British  Columbia  Review: — 

"Has  not  selfishness  imperiled  our  homes;  has  not  greed  for  wealth 
and  lust  for  power  crushed  the  multitude;  has  not  nationalism  gone 
mad? 

"Freemasonry  teaches  great  truths.  Freemasonry — the  handmaid  of 
religion,  knows  no  race — no  country.  It  speaks  a  thousand  tongues  and 
what  a  language  it  speaks — the  language  of  the  heart." 

Canada  at  St.  Catharines  is  well  reviewed  by  our  col- 
league.    We  quote: — 

"George  L.  Gardiner,  Grand  Z.,  presiding.  About  the  first  thing  that 
we  as  citizens  of  the  United  States  of  America  would  notice  upon 
opening  this  volume  of  Proceedings  is  that  they  not  only  sang,  'God 
Save  the  King/  but  also  'America,'  which  is  so  dear  to  the  hearts  of 
those  who  make  up  the  U.S.A.     We  appreciate  this  grand  tribute. 

"It  must  have  been  a  great  privilege  for  Companion  Ponton,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondence  of  this  Grand  Chapter, 
to  welcome  these  men  about  whom  he  had  been  writing  for  so  many 
years.     Iowa  was  not  represented  in  the  Roll  Call." 

The  Grand  Z.  said  :— 

"The  tragic  lessons  of  the  last  great  war  seem  to  have  fallen  upon 
ears  that  will  not  hear.  The  hideous  nightmare  of  the  past  is  no  longer 
a  deterrent  to  acts  and  actions  which  may  once  again  plunge  humanity 
into  an  Armageddon  which,  should  it  come — and  God  forbid — will  un- 
doubtedly challenge  the  very  existence  of  presnt-day  civilization. 

"The  character  of  a  man  is  as  the  golden  sunlight  streaming  through 
stained  glass  windows — it  beautifies,  it  enriches  and  exalts,  it  is  the 
true  expression  of  the  Soul. 

"The  Committee  on  the  Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  has  taken 
their  job  very  seriously  and  we  appreciate  very  much  their  fine  delinea- 
tion of  the  situation  of  Capitular  Masonry  for  it  applies  not  only  to 
Canada  but  to  the  other  Grand  Bodies  throughout  the  world. 

"Companion  Ponton  has  again  given  us  one  of  his  marvellous  reviews 
of  the  Capitular  world.  He  has  apparently  given  a  most  careful  reading 
and  study  to  these  Proceedings  and  if  he  has  been  as  careful  with  the 
other  Grand  Chapter  Proceedings  as  he  has  with  Iowa,  no  wonder  that 
he  has  made  the  Reviews  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  stand  out  so 
strongly.    We  were  very  sorry  indeed  that  he  was  not  able  to  be  present 
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at  the  General  Grand  Chapter  meeting  in  St.  Louis  last  fall  and  meet 
with  the  Grand  Secretaries  and  Reviewers  in  their  fellowship  hour."

Some  of  them  have  not  prepared  themselves  to 
confer  the  degrees,  and  as  a  consequence  are  not  anxious  to  receive  or 
consider  the  petitions  of  applications  for  our  mysteries." 

This  verse  from  New  Zealand: — 

"We  walk  the  path  the  great  have  trod; 
The  great  in  heart,  the  great  in  mind, 
Who  looked  through  Masonry  to  God, 
And  looked  through  God  to  all  mankind, 
Found  more  than  word  or  sign  or  grip, 
Found  man's  and  God's   Relationship." 

"Splendid  men  comprise  our  Order.  We  are  frequently  reminded  of 
our  responsibilities  and  duties  outside  the  Chapter;  and  surely  never 
was  the  duty  of  citizenship  a  more  urgent  and  vital  one." 

A  few  lines  from  Oregon : — 

"Vain  hope.  To-day's  events  prove  again  that  'eternal  vigilance  is 
the  price  of  liberty,'  and  that  'it  is  the  common  fate  of  the  indolent  to 
see  their  rights  become  a  prey  to  the  active.' 

"Masonry  falls  and  is  useless  wherever  civil  liberty  fails. 

"Freedom  is  a  luxury  of  intelligent  and  well-ordered  society. 

"It  is  a  civilized  achievement,  rather  than  a  primitive  right." 

In  the  Saskatchewan  Review  we  read  these  lines  by  Archi- 
bald Lampman: — 

"There  is  a  beauty  at  the  goal  of  life, 
A  beauty  growing  since  the  world  began, 
Through  every  age  and  race,  through  lapse  and  strife 
Till  the  great  human  soul  complete  her  span. 
Beneath  the  waves  of  storm  that  lash  and  burn, 
The  currents  of  blind  passion  that  appall, 
To  listen  and  keep  watch  till  we  discern

So  to  address  our  spirits  to  the  height, 
And  so  attune  them  to  the  valiant  whole, 
That  the  great  light  be  clearer  for  our  light, 
And  the  great  soul  stronger  for  our  soul; 
To  have  done  this  is  to  have  lived,  though  fame 
Remember  us  with  no  familiar  name." 

Under  South  Carolina  Review  the  following  call  to  action 
through  courage: — 

"There's  little  satisfaction  to  be  gained  from  doing  things 
That  hold  no  difficulties;  it's  the  tough  old  task  that  brings 
Keen  sense  of  worth  and  power  to  the  man  who  wins  the  fight; 
His  failures  test  his  courage  and  his  problems  prove  his  might. 
Until  a  man  has  conquered  loss  and  overcome  defeat 
He  cannot  fully  understand  just  why  success  is  sweet! 
I'm  thankful  for  my  disappointments,  for  the  battles  lost, 
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And  for  mistakes  that  seemed  to  charge  an  overwhelming  cost; 
I'm  thankful  for  the  days  of  doubt,  when  it  was  hard  to  see 
That  all  things  work  together  for  the  good  that  is  to  'be; 
I'm  glad  for  all  that  life  has  brought,  because  to-day  I  know 
That  men  must  brave  adversities  if  they  would  greater  grow!"

A  letter  was  read  from  W.  E.  Thrift,  Deputy  Grand  King, 
dated  Dublin,  2nd  January,  1937,  from  which  we  quote: —

The  72nd  Annual  convened  in  Wichita,  on  February  15th, 
1937. 

Fifteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  presented  and  wel- 
comed and  appreciation  expressed  of  their  continued  zeal. 

Distinguished  visitors  were  honoured  hailing  from 
Nebraska,  Iowa,  and  Oklahoma  together  with  John  W.  Neil- 
son. 

Among  the  Chapters  we  note  one  Belleville,  Number  69. 
Roy  H.  Classen  faithfully  represented  Canada. 

From  the  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  we  read  the 
following  excerpts : — 

"We  shall  continue  to  live  in  the  age  old  custom  working  together 
for  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number.  Strong  leaders  and  sin- 
cere followers  are  necessary.  All  must  feel  their  responsibility  and 
fulfill  their  individual  and  group  duty.  This  mass  effort  should  be  sup-' 
ported  by  individual  uprightness  and  a  willingness  to  join  in  all  funda- 
mental work  for  the  commonweal.  The  more  we  get  together  the  hap- 
pier we  will  be. 

"In  this  final  hour  of  my  administration,  I  appeal  to  this  leadership 
and  through  you  to  every  Companion  of  Kansas  for  such  a  renewal  of 
faithfulness  to  fundamentals  as  will  make  our  Chapters  vital  factors 
for  home  and  country. 

"During  the  year  228  Companions  have  passed  to  their  reward,  and 
will  have  received  a  white  stone  with  a  new  name,  and  we  shall  see 
their  faces  no  more  forever. 

"Let  these  conferences  continue  on  the  basis  of  needs  and  ability. 
Courtesy  and  hospitality  should  never  mean  extravagance. 

"Lethargy  will  be  displaced  by  appropriate  activities  and  service. 

"In  order  to  maintain  a  more  constant  and  to  supplement  the  field 
work  done  by  Grand  Officers  and  Inspectors,  I  issued  four  bulletins 
during  the  year.  These  were  sent  at  times  when  seasonable  sugges- 
tions seemed  desirable." 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  presented  an  appealing  report 
from  which  we  quote: — 

".  .  .  mot  to  thine  eternal  resting  place 
shalt  thou  retire  alone — nor  couldst  thou  wish 
couch  more  magnificent.

In  full  strength  of  years,  matron  and  maid, 
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the  speechless  babe,  and  the  gray-headed  man. 

shall,  one  by  one,  be  gathered  to  thy  side, 

By  those  who  in  their  turn  shall  follow  them!" 

"From  the  first  faint  dawn  of  time,  men  have  been  prompted  by  an 
urge  to  pay  tribute  to  those  loved  ones  who  have  preceded  them  through 
the  great  and  mysterious  Portal  of  Death.  There  has  been  an  equally 
strong  but  selfish  urge  that  has  also  prompted  many  men  to  attempt  to 
memorialize  and  perpetuate  their  own  deeds  and  activities. 
"Death  is  no  greater  risk  than  any  other  part  of  life's  inevitable 
movement, 

I  believe  that  we  are  God's  highest  experiment, 
His  ultimate  hope, 

Carriers,  each  one  of  us,  of  some  particular  part   of  God's  deathless 
flame." 

John  A.  Hetzel  was  elected  and  installed  Grand  High 
Priest. 

A.  P.  Goering,  of  Hamilton,  is  the  Grand  Representative 
of  Kansas. 

The  Correspondence  of  course  is  in  the  experienced  hands 
of  Albert  K.  Wilson,  it  is  short  and  satisfying. 

The  Review  of  Canada,  1936,  is  friendly.  The  presence  of 
Companion  Goering  is  noted,  nad  a  page  of  quotation  is  made 
from  our  Grand  Z.  Gardiner's  address,  and  he  calls  the  whole 
Proceedings!  splendid.  He  kindly  makes  reference  to  this 
reviewer: — 

"The  Report  on  Correspondence  was  again  prepared  by  Companion 
Ponton,  and  we  are  grateful  to  him  for  a  splendid  review  of  our  Pro- 
ceedings.

"The  year  has  been  all  too  short  and  I  must  modestly  and  humbly, 
as  a  Presbyterian  of  many  generations,  quote  from  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer,  that  I  'have  left  undone  those  things  I  ought  to  have  done  and 
have  done  those  things  I  ought  not  to  have  done.'  But  I  must  also  para- 
phrase the  words  of  the  Great  Apostle  in  that  I  have  a  conscience  void 
of  offence  toward  my  Companions  and  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Kentucky. 
The  condition  of  the  Royal  Craft  is,  indeed,  a  varying  picture  of  lights 
and   shadows. 
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"There  was  nothing  unusual  in  this  letter  except  that  I  asked  'all 
will  please  note  that  Inspectors  are  to  examine  and  report  on  your 
Lodge  Book  of  Marks.'  I  regret  to  say  that  this  request  was  over- 
looked in  many  cases,  but  in  others  a  very  pleasing  report  was  made. 
Many  of  our  Chapters  have  done  some  very  fine  artistic  work  in  keep- 
ing up  this  essential  record.  In  others  interest  may  be  stimulated  by 
giving  more  thought  and  better  effort  to  this  requirement." 

Regarding-  a  letter  received  from  Sam  K.  Veach  he  says : — 

"Just  what  the  proverbial  Ethiopian  in  the  woodpile  may  be  your 
Grand  High  Priest  does  not  pretend  to  say.  These  are  the  facts  as  I 
see  them  and  it  is  my  sincere  wish  that  nothing  be  done  that  will  in  any 
way  jeopardize  the  good  work  being  done  by  the  Old  Masons'  Home,  and 
your  Grand  High  Priest  will  not  take  second  place  to  anyone  in,  his  de- 
votion to  the  welfare  of  his  unfortunate  brethren.

"When  I'm  through  with  this  old  clay  house  of  mine, — 
When  no  more  guide  lights  through  the  windows  shine, — 
Just  box  it  up  and  lay  it  away, 
With  the  other  clay  houses  of  yesterday 
And  with  it,  my  friends,  do  try,  if  you  can, 
To  bury  the  wrongs,  since  first  I  began

You  ask  what  material  is  best  to  select? 
'Twas  told  you  long  since,  by  the  Great  Architect; — 
'A  new  commandment  I  give  unto  you, 
That  ye  love  one  another,  as  I  have  loved  you.' 
So  the  finest  material  to  send  up  above 
Is  clear,  straight-grained  timber  of  Brotherly  Love." 

"And  all  the  trumpets  sounded  for  him  on  the  other  side." 

The  following  visitors  spoke: — California,  John  H.  Cowles 
and  others. 

Ray  G.  Tipton  was  elected  G.H.P. 

Rev.  A.  H.  S.  Cree,  of  Leamington,  is  the  Grand  Repre- 
sentative of  Kentucky,  and  A.  Gordon  Sulser  duly  represented 
Canada. 
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J.  M.  Cochran,  P.G.H.P.,  presents  the  report  on  the  "Doings 
of  Other  Grand  Chapters". 

From  the  British  Columbia  Review  this  paragraph: — 
"I  wish  that  space  permitted  me  to  copy  in  full  the  conclusion  of 
this  splendid  address.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  address  of  the  Grand  Z. 
of  Alberta,  the  Companions  gave  spontaneous  applause  and  the  Com- 
panions of  British  Columbia  should  have  done  likewise.  Two  inspiring 
and  thought  provoking  addresses  were  thus  given  to  the  Royal  Arch 
World  and  they  should  be  published  so  that  all  may  enjoy  their  beauty 
and  get  the  thrill  from  their  reading  that  I  did.

Not  again  in  this  life  will  your  veteran 
friend,  Comnpanion  W.  W.  Clarke,  meet  you." 

This  from  Illinois  Review: — 

"He  had  one  case  which  certainly  is  a  novelty: 

"  'A  Secretary  received  notice  that  a  member  had  applied  for  relief 
from  his  debts  through  bankruptcy  courts,  and  had  listed  among  his 
obligations  due  to  his  Royal  Arch  Chapters.' 

"His  ruling  was  that  the  Companion  could  be  suspended  for  non- 
payment of  dues  as  the  only  way  to  liquidate  his  dues  was  payment."

"Companions,  I  want  to  take  this  occasion  to  compliment  and  highly 
praise  both  of  these  active  Capitular  Bodies  in  not  only  creating  interest 
in  the  spirit  of  rivalry  but  at  the  same  time  justly  and  creditably  pro- 
moting the  cause  of  Capitular  Masonry. 

"January  10,  1937.  State-wide  Royal  Arch  Rally,  held  in  Alexan- 
dria, La.,  with  the  dinner  being  served  at  the  Masonic  Children's  Home 
and  a  State-wide  Convocation  that  afternoon." 

Membership,  4,313.    Net  loss,  184.

The  Members  of  Keystone  Chapter  assembled  west  of  the 
Altar  and  presented  a  beautiful  Altar  Bible. 

The  Grand  Master  was  received  with  honour,  as  was  the 
Representative  of  Connecticut. 

Wiliam  Y.  Mills,  of  Kingston,  our  honoured  Grand  Z.,  is  the 
Grand  Representative  of  Louisiana. 

The  Foreign  Correspondence  Review  is  the  heart-craft, 
head-craft  and  hand-craft  of  Herman  J.  Duncan,  who  says  in 
his  introduction: — 

"Would  not  only  give  a  resume  of  the  doings  of  other  Grand  Chap- 
ters but,  at  the  same  time,  would  give  some  sort  of  measure  whereby  a 
comparison  might  be  drawn  between  the  work  of  our  own  Grand  Chap- 
ter and  that  being  performed  by  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  throughout  the 
world. 

"While  it  has  been  extremely  interesting  to  peruse  the  Proceedings 
of  other  Grand  Jurisdictions,  it  must  be  admitted  that  much  has  been 
read  of  a  purely  routine  nature.  The  year  under  review  has  brought 
forth  nothing  particularly  new  or  startling.  Now  and  then,  of  course, 
a  gem  is  discovered  in  the  routine  dross  and  when  such  is  found,  it  is 
passed  on  for  the  edification  of  the  Louisiana  Royal  Archers.  Member- 
ship losses  continue  but  all  fear  of  the  future  has  been  cast  into  the 
limbo  of  the  forgotten  depression." 

Under  General  Grand  Chapter  Review  he  says : — 

"Chapters  in  the  Orient  are  to  be  visited  by  the  General  G.H.P. 
"One  of  the  big  subjects  which  would  be  up  for  discussion  would  be 
the  question  of  consolidation  of  Chapter  and  Council. 
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"The  43rd  Triennial  must  have  been  a  most  delightful  affair  for 
those  able  to  attend.  The  Missouri  Companions  seem  to  have  royally- 
entertained  the  Royal  Archers.  As  far  as  the  records  go,  the  Proceed- 
ings offer  more  evidence  of  what  we  already  knew,  to  wit,  that  the 
General  Grand  Chapter  enjoyed  unusually  fine  leadership." 

We  read  under  Alberta : — 

"Allegiance  was  pledged  to  Edward  VIII.  This  was,  of  course,  prior 
to  the  abdication  of  Edward,  but,  if  this  writer  reads  correctly  between 
the  lines,  even  if  the  future  could  have  been  foreseen,  there  would  have 
been  no  lessening  of  the  spirit  of  love  and  loyalty  on  the  part  of  the 
Canadian  Royal  Archers.  'The  King  can  do  no  wrong.'  Not  that  any 
criticism  is  offered  by  this  writer  anent  the  abdication  of  Edward.  Far 
from  it.     We  like  the  Canadian  brand  of  patriotism." 

The  Review  of  Canada  is  distinctly  favourable  and  fra- 
ternal. We  quote: — 

"As  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada's  contribution  to  the  King's  Can- 
cer Fund,  a  fund  raised  as  a  memorial  of  the  Silver  Jubilee.  Almost 
immediately  following  the  account  of  the  raising  of  this  fund,  in  the 
Annual  Address  of  the  Grand  Z.,  is  a  memorial  to  the  dead  King  and  an 
affirmation  of  loyalty  to  the  Crown  and  Person  of  Edward  VIII. 
Sic  transit  gloria  mundi. 

"This  Grand  Chapter  is  one  of  the  most  active  distributors  of  bene- 
volence in  the  Capitular  world. 

"An  effort  to  change  the  name  of  Grand  Chapter  to  'Grand  Chapter 
of  Ontario'  failed  because  the  Companions  felt  that  the  name  'Canada' 
was  theirs  by  historic  right,  which  is  all  true  enough,  though  a  bit  mis- 
leading to  far  flung  Companions.  As  this  writer  sees  it,  an  analogy 
would  be  to  call  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Louisiana,  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  the  United  States." 

From  the  West  Virginia  Review  we  read : — 

"Tell  us  why  the  Select  Degree  does  not  precede  the  Master  Mason's 
Degree.  Spaking  seriously,  this  writer's  conception  of  Masonry  is  that 
it  consists  of  a  series  of  legends  from  which  is  developed  a  philosophy 
of  how  best  to  live  on  this  earth.  Life  being  a  complex  thing,  we  must 
learn  as  we  live  and  live  to  learn.  The  lights  flash  red  and  green.  They 
are  not  all  green  and  the  Go-ahead  lights  must  be  taken  as  they  come. 
Sometimes  you  can  make  a  left  hand  turn,  sometimes  not.  Sometimes  a 
green  light  is  seen  way  down  the  street  but  advantage  can  not  be  taken 
of  it  because  of  an  intervening  red  light.  It  is  all  very  complicated.  So 
it  is  with  the  lights  of  Masonry.  They  must  be  as  they  are.  If  they 
flashed  chronologically,  they  would  not  be  true  to  life." 

This  from  Wisconsin: — 

"Wisconsin  continues  to  be  one  of  the  leaders  in  the  sponsoring  of 
the  Order  of  De  Molay,  though  the  suggestion  that  younger  blood  be 
infused  into  the  Advisory  Councils  is  noted." 

MAINE 

John  C.   Arnold,   Grand   High   Priest. 
Convers  E.  Leach,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  112th  Annual  was  held  in  Portland,  May  4th,  1937, 
and  at  this  meeting  Frank  W.  Fuller  was  elected  Grand  High 
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Priest.  General  Grand  High  Priest  Mattison  B.  Jones  was 
cordially  welcomed  as  were  other  distinguished  guests  from 
Rhode  Island,  Massachusetts,  New  York,  Connecticut,  Quebec, 
Missouri  and  New  Hampshire. 

Eleven  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present  and  received 
honour. 

Canada's  Grand  Representative  did  not  respond  to  Roll 
Call. 

The  annual  address  of  Grand  High  Priest  Arnold  does  not 
lend  itself  to  quotation  but  we  cite  the  following  paragraph : — 

"The  friendliness  of  the  Companions — your  disposition  to  acquire 
knowledge  and  apply  it  for  the  welfare  of  all,  are  helps  which  have 
driven  from  my  mind  fears  of  my  responsibilities  and  aroused  greater 
faith  that  the  receding  tide  of  apathy  and  indifference  has  in  no  way 
impaired  the  mystic  ties  of  Brotherhood  and  Fatherhood  which  unite 
us. 

"That  Capitular  Masonry  is  more  healthy  in  Maine  I  affirm  without 
hesitation.  I  have  purposely  visited  Chapters  which  had  been  in  recent 
years  reported  decadent.  I  have  gone  into  Chapters  where  I  was  told  a 
Grand  High  Priest  had  not  been  present  within  the  memory  of  the  Com- 
panions. 

"To  his  people  the  first  great  Hebrew  prophet  came  with  this  pro- 
clamation : 

"Awake!    Awake,  put  on  thy  Strength! 
Shake  thyself  from  the  dust! 

Hear  the  word  0  ye  nations  and  declare  it  in  the  isles 
afar  off  and  say,  He  that  scattered  Israel  will  gather 
him  and  keep  him  as  a  shepherd  does  his  flock." 

"Masonry  needs  another  prophet  to  arouse  some  of  us. 

"The  life  and  progress  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Maine 
depends  upon  the  interest,  knowledge  and  activities  of  the  subordinate 
Chapters.  If  our  Masonic  faith  is  to  go  forward  in  the  practical,  every- 
day assurance  of  its  principles  we  need  vigorous,  convincing  leadership. 
Blatant  proclamations  and  extravagant  felicitations  no  longer  satisfy 
the  ear;  bejeweled  regalia  no  longer  distorts  the  vision,  nor  has  a  sub- 
stitute, which  will  be  accepted,  been  found  for  the  living  expression  of 
Masonic  Light  and  Truth  in  deeds  of  virile  manhood. 

"Have  we  not  then  the  right  to  expect  every  Companion  to  labour 
to  rechart  the  course  of  the  world  which  has  been  drifting  away  from 
moral  and  spiritual  lessons  upon  which  our  institution  is  founded. 
Are  we  willing  and  eager  to  answer  'present'  for  work  that  lies 
before  us?  Whether  the  call  be  to  serve  by  the  way  of  charity,  by 
tolerance,  by  obedience  to  the  law,  or  other  Masonic  duty,  the  challenge 
is  not  to  a  chosen  few.  With  clarion  notes  the  call  is  sounded  daily,  in 
the  streets,  in  the  shops,  in  homes  of  the  rich  and  the  poor.  Our  oppor- 
tunity is  not  in  the  past.     It  is  not  in  the  future.    It  is  now." 

In  the  Grand  Secretary's  Report  we  find  some  interesting 
statistics : — 

"Greenleaf  continues  to  be  the  largest  with  781  members,  and  Sears- 
port  the  smallest  with  46  members.  The  average  membership  is  178, 
total  membership  12,092,  and  a  net  loss  of  657." 
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The  General  Grand  High  Priest  spoke  impressively ;  we  cite 
the  following  from  his  address: — 

"I  shall  never  forget  your  Grand  Master.  I  shall  not  soon  forget 
that  he  is  here  to-night.  He  is  not  above  the  Grand  Chapter.  He  is  not 
below  the  Grand  Chapter.  He  is  one  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Maine. 
That  is  what  I  like  to  see. 

"Ill  fares  the  land,  to  hastening  ills  a  prey, 
Where  wealth  accumulates,  and  men  decay, 
Princes  and  lords  may  flourish  or  may  fade; 
A  breath  can  make  them,  as  a  breath  has  made. 
But  a  bold  peasantry,  their  country's  pride, 
When  once  destroyed,  can  never  be  supplied." 

"There  is  too  great  a  difference,  in  many  places,  between  our  Lodges 
and  our  Chapters.  They  are  not  close  enough.  I  am  speaking  particu- 
larly of  my  own  state.  I  assume  that  is  largely  true  here.  If  we,  as 
Royal  Arch  Masons,  have  something  to  offer  the  Lodge  man — which  we 
have — he  has  been  on  a  search,  he  has  failed  to  find  that  for  which  he 
sought  and  for  which  he  laboured;  you  Companions  have  found  it;  you 
would  not  yield  that  knowledge  for  the  world.  A  General  Grand  Body 
was  organized  in  1797 — eight  years  after  George  Washington  became 
President  of  the  United  States. 

"Many  of  you  Companions  do  not  know  that  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  does  not  include  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  the  State  of  Vir- 
ginia or  the  State  of  Texas.  Those  three  states  have  always  withheld 
the  right  hand  of  fellowship. 

"There  was  no  key,  as  I  recall,  in  any  lock  in  the  house.  Instead  of 
locks  there  were  wooden  knobs.  We  did  not  build  the  house  to  keep 
people  away,  but  to  be  a  friend  to  man.     So  I  love  to  meet  people. 

"So,  Companions,  my  last  thought  is  this:  that  wherever  I  go  I  am 
gratified  to  find  those  cords  of  friendship  and  brotherly  love  strong  and 
drawing  men  together  in  the  bonds  of  relationship;  those  characterize 
our  beloved  Fraternity." 

The  address  was  followed  by  great  applause,  all  the  Com- 
panions standing. 

Referring  to  the  death  of  our  own  Sidney  Smith  Forbes 
and  others  the  Committee  on  Memorials : — 

"We  do  not   sigh  when   golden   skies   have   donned 
The  purple  shadows  and  the  gray  of  night, 
Because  we  know  the  morning  lies  beyond 
And  we  must  wait  a  little  while  for  light." 

Portraits  of  deceased  Grand  officers,  with  brief  biographies, 
make  interesting-  pages. 

Marshall  Sherwood,  of  Woodstock,  is  the  Grand  Repre- 
sentative of  Maine;  J.  Blaine  Morrison  is  the  Representative 
of  Canada. 

Maine  boasts  a  flourishing  Secretaries'  Association.  They 
met  and  the  highlight  of  their  programme  was  an  address  on 
"Attitudes"  and  on  the  ever-present  problem  of  Jewish  re- 
lations, also  on  "My  idea  of  a  Perfect  Lodge." 
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The  load  of  correspondence  is  ably  handled  as  usual  by 
our  veteran  friend,  Thomas  H.  Bodge. 

In  his  Review  of  Canada  he  refers  to  General  Grand  High 
Priest  O'Hara  giving  us  the  honour  of  his  presence  and  bring- 
ing the  felicitations  of  those  under  his  leadership.  He  speaks 
of  course  highly  of  Grand  Z.  Gardiner  and  his  splendid 
work : — 

"Man  is  made  for  encountering  opposition  and  that  opposition,  when 
courageously  met,  adds  to  his  strength.  Reduced  membership  means  a 
redistribution  of  the  burden,  more  intensive  labour  for  those  who  remain, 
but  compensation  is  found  in  a  more  widespread  spirit  of  fraternity." 

Of  King  George  V  he  says : — 

"Report  was  made  of  a  message,  composed  by  our  old  friend  and 
Companion  Ponton  sent  to  King  George  on  the  occasion  of  His  Majesty's 
Silver  Jubilee.  Alas!  How  soon  were  his  loyal  subjects  called  upon  to 
express  their  deepest  sorrow  at  his  passing!  Following  precedent,  in- 
structions were  given  for  a  period  of  mourning  in  all  Chapters. 

"The  Grand  Superintendents  made  informative  reports;  from  their 
remarks  I  cull  a  few  interesting  facts." 

Of  our  charities  we  read: — 

"The  really  big  contribution  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  should  be  per- 
sonal service,  because  such  action  is  not  only  the  best  service  in  the 
community  but  is  best  for  the  community  spirit  of  the  man  rendering 
it. 

"Mention  was  made  of  a  donation  of  $2,000.00  by  The  Patrick  Chap- 
ter to  endow  a  bed  for  sick  children  in  a  hospital  in  Toronto.  Other 
Chapters  had  contributed  over  $5,000.00." 

And  generally  refers  to  this  reviewer's  work  in  glowing 
terms : — 

"William  Ponton  prepared  a  review  of  140  pages  filled  to  the 
brim  with  the  best  he  found  in  the  Proceedings  of  other  Jurisdictions. 
His  work  is  simply  wonderful  and  his  readers  find  a  treat  on  every 
page." 

In  the  New  York  Review  we  read : — 

"Those  members  who  had  been  outstanding  by  'carrying  out  the 
principles  of  Masonry  in  daily  life'  should  be  honoured  by  their  Com- 
panions with  the  title  of  'Meritorious  Companion.' 

"Comp.  George  E.  Briggs  began  his  'tenth  portfolio  to  the  Capitular 
world"  with  this  observation:  'To-morrow  becomes  yesterday  so  rapidly 
that  we  scarcely  realize  that  to-day  existed/  He  deplores  the  fact  many 
jurisdictions  have  discontinued  publishing  a  Review  as  he  rightly  looks 
upon  Correspondence  Report  as  the  steam  that  furnishes  the  power  to 
turn  the  wheels  of  Masonic  progress. 

"In  his  perusal  of  what  came  to  hand  he  found : 

"Short  stories,  fixed  facts,  foreboding  figures,  fulsome  flattery,  in- 
teresting information,  confused  conditions,  carping  criticisms." 

Companion  Bodge' s  conclusion  is  interesting.    We  read: — 

"Here  it  is  again — almost  time  to  meet  in  Annual  Convocation  for 
the  one  hundred  twelfth  time.  As  my  good  Companion,  Everett  R.  Turn- 
bull,  of  Illinois,  would  remark,  'Tempus  fugit  similis  hades,"  and  my 
printer  informs  me  this  Review  must  be  closed  instanter. 
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"Comp.  Thomas  W.  Fessenden,  D.D.,  born  in  our  good  State  of 
Maine,  delivered  a  wonderful  address  following  the  dinner. 

"Occasionally  we  have  found  a  Grand  High  Priest  who  has  com- 
plained the  Chapters  are  desirous  of  adopting  some  well-defined  objec- 
tive to  increase  interest.  I  think  a  Chapter  or  Grand  Chapter  that 
cannot  find  sufficient  incentive  in  the  fundamental  principles  taught  in 
Capitular  Masonry  needs  an  awakening."

Other  guests  from  Iowa, 
Minesota,  and  North  Dakota  were  welcomed  with  open  hand 
and  warm  heart. 

Grand  Master  Woods  was  greeted  and  spoke  felicitously. 
From  the  Grand  Z.'s  address  the  following  quotation: — 

"May  the  Good  God  grant  that  all  our  older  Companions  be  long 
spared  to  us  to  guide  and  uphold  the  younger  members  of  our  Order  as 
they  step  into  the  various  offices  of  Grand  Chapter.  Our  Work  demands 
and  requires  the  best  brains  we  can  supply  to  help  us  keep  going. 

"There's  a  stone  that  is  lettered  in  purest  gold 

With   a  record  of  good  deeds  done. 
It  bears  a  glad  message  for  young  and  old 

And  tells  how  sweet  rest  is  won. 
To  see  such  a  milestone  upon  the  track 

For  the   guidance   of  many  a   friend — 
May  this  be  yours  when  you're  gazing  back, 

Tired  out,  at  the  journey's  end." 

"Lines  of  development  are  converging.  'To  that  one  Divine  far  off 
event  to  which  the  whole  Cration  moves.' 

"For  instance,  there  never  will  be  another  new  race.  Isolation  was 
the  cause  of  these  races  in  the  first  place,  and  now  we  are  entering 
upon  a  new  anthropological  period  in  which  divergent  evolution  has 
ended,  and  a  fusion  of  the  races  will  begin.  The  ultimate  human  species 
will  be  one  complex  race,  fused  from  all  those  present  races  which 
succeed  in  persisting. 

"The  moral  sentiment  of  Man  is  steadily  unifying.  Let  us  mobilize 
our  forces! 

"Having  put  our  hands  to  the  plough  never  let  us  look  back  on  the 
furrow  but  march  straight  ahead  knowing  that  our  precious  goal  is 
worthy  of  accomplishment. 

"Precious  it  is  in  very  truth,  Companions,  as  the  united  influence 
for  good  and  above  all,  for  peace  which  the  Masons  of  the  world  could 
exert  is  enormous.  Companions,  brought  properly  to  their  notice,  no 
blind   party   government  could    resist   it.      Royal    Arch    Masonry,   tried 
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and  tested,  is  a  far  stronger  and  safer  implement  with  which  to  attain 
that  object  than  a   paper  league  of  nations. 

"We  shall  not  forget 
The  bond  that  binds  us,  nor  the  eternal  debt 
We  owe  to  God  above  and  man  below; 
But  so  shall  act  that  every  man  shall  know 
And  find  good  reason  to  revere  and  praise 
Our  mighty  Order  sprung  from  ancient  days." 

The  words  last  quoted  are  from  the  able  pen  of  S.  T.  Lewis, 
Grand  Superintendent,  District  Number  1. 

E,  T.  Johnson  was  elected  Grand  First  Principal. 

Companion  Fahrni,  Chairman  of  Grievances  and  Appeals, 
reported  as  follows: — 

"No  complaints  or  grievances  have  been  submitted  to  your  Com- 
mittee. 

"Your  Committee  therefore  extends  to  the  Grand  Chapter  its  hearty 
congratulations  on  this  ideal  condition*  and  sincerely  trusts  that  it  will 
long  continue." 

The  Committee  on  Fraternal  Deaths  reported  feelingly: — 

"From  the  Talmud,  which  is  of  the  Great  Rabbinical  writings 
of  the  2nd  to  6th  Century,  and  which,  with  the  Old  Tesatment,  form  the 
Jewish  Bible,  we  quote: 

1.  A  special  Mansion  will  be  given  to  every  Pious  Man. 

2.  This  world  is  like  a  roadside  inn;  but  the  world  to  come  is  like  a 
real  home. 

3.  The  longest  life  is  insufficient  for  the  fulfillment  of  half  of  man's 
desires. 

4.  Better  is  an  hour's  happiness  in  the  next  world,  than  a  whole  life- 
time of  pleasure  in  this. 

5.  This  world  is  am  antechamber  to  the  next. 

6.  Prepare  thyself  in  the  antechamber  that  thou  mayest  worthily 
enter  the  throne-room. 

7.  The  just  of  all  Nations  have  a  portion  in  the  future  reward. 

8.  For  the  righteous  there  is  no  rest,  neither  in  this  world  or  the 
next;  for  they  go,  say  the  Scriptures,  from  Strength  to  Strength,  from 
task  to  task,  until  they  see  God  in  Zion. 

9.  Man  is  born  to  die  but  the  dead  shall  live  again. 

10.  Better  is  the  day  of  death  than  the  day  of  birth. 

11.  At  his  Birth  one  is  entered  into  the  Book  of  Death,  when  he  dies 
he  is  entered  into  the  Book  of  Life. 

"If  we  had  vision  which  could  see  within  the  Veil  the  following 
Companions  who  have  passed  within  that  Veil  having  the  rough  AshLnfr 
of  their  lives  in  a  measure  made  smooth  by  the  use  of  Emblematic 
tools  not  perfect  as  yet,  taking  their  place  in  that  Building,  that  house 
not  made  with  hands,  that  he  needs  a  little  work  of  Chisel  and  Mallet 
but  in  an  atmosphere  of  Love  and  Fellowship  as  has  not  been  possible 
here." 

John  Parton,  an  old  friend,  gave  his  valedictory : — 

"I  do  not  believe  that  'hard  times'  is  the  only  factor  which  directs  to 
this  lessening  of  interests  in  the  Masonic  Order.  I  am  pessimistic 
enough  to  feel  that  some  new  spirit,  or  perhaps  I  could  better  express 
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it  as  lack  of  spirit,  is  the  contributory  cause  of  the  situation,  and  that 
it  is  the  same  unfortunate  factor  which  is  gradually  emptying  our 
churches — the  modern  tendency  which  seems  to  be  directed  towards 
materialistic  rather  than  spiritual  things,  and  which  expresses  itself 
towards  national  selfishness,  and  away  from  the  altruistic  ideas  which 
both  religion  and  Masonry  teach. 

"I  cannot  help  wondering  whether  this  is  not  the  smile  which  hides 
a  tear. 

"If  the  teachings  of  both  religion  and  Masonry  are  going  to  cease, 
the  world  is  going  to  be  infinitely  poorer  and,  despite  all  scientific  pro- 
gress we  are  making,  civiliation  will  surely  end. 

"Masonry  is  an  international  Order,  and  I  believe  if  all  the  Brethren 
and  Companions  would  work  together  with  the  common  cause  in  mind, 
we  would  hear  less  war  talk,  and  certainly  more  of  the  common  brother- 
hood of  man  and  fatherhood  cf  God." 

Canada's  Grand  Representative  was  not  present. 

The  address  of  Companion  Minchin,  of  Alberta,  is  thus  re^ 
f erred  to: — 

"Our  good  Companion,  being  of  that  race  whom  we  all  admire  for 
their  wit  and  warmth  of  feeling,  received  a  hearty  applause  at  the 
end  of  his  short  address.  His  remarks  were  sincere  and  his  humour 
was  greatly  enjoyed." 

Among  the  notes  we  read : — 

"Citizens  of  the  United  States  and  Canada.  'The  road  to  a  friend's 
house  is  never  long.'  " 

Robert  Henry  Reid,  of  Woodstock,  Representative  of  Mani- 
toba, and  Frank  W.  Brownell,  of  Winnipeg,  Representative  of 
Canada.

Several  extracts  from  the  address  of  Gen.  G.H.P.  O'Hara 
are  noted : — 

"'Need  of  Masonic  Education,  Mistakes  Noted': 

1.  Annual  rotation  in  office,  insisted  upon  in  too  many  Chapters  as  a 
matter  of  right  without  due  regard  to  qualifications. 

2.  Lack  of  information  by  the  active  line  officers  beyond  that  con- 
tained in  the  Rituals  of  the  several  degrees.      „ 

3.  Work  delivered  in  monotone,  in   voice   so  low   as  to  be   scarcely 
audible,  even  to  the  candidate.     The  result  is  discouraging. 

4.  Failure  to  dispense  light  and  information  to  the  candidate  beyond 
that  which  he  gleans  when  receiving  the  degree." 

He  closes  with  the  old  invocation : — 

"Now  unto  Him  who  is  eternal,  immortal,  invisible,  the  only  just  and 
all-wise  God,  be  glory  and  honour,  dominion  and  power,  now  and  for- 
ever.    Amen." 

Under  Educaiton  the  Committee  reports: — 

"Your  Committee  is  convinced  that  best  results  cam  only  be  obtained 
by  personal  contact." 

Richard  H.  Wiliams  was  elected  G.H.P. 

Membership,  7,079.    Net  loss,  324. 

R.  Ex.  Comp.  Frank  K.  Ebbitt  is  the  worthy,  friendly, 
active  and  fraternal  Grand  Representative  of  Maryland.  Can- 
ada is  represented  by  John  H.  Lubbers,  of  Baltimore. 

Preceding  the  Fraternal  Reviews  by  Howard  M.  Emmons, 
Reviewer,  and  by  way  of  Foreword,  are  to  be  found  these  re- 
flections : — 

"With  uncertainty,  unrest  and  instability  as  dominating  conditions 
and  influences  throughout  the  world,  including  our  own  country. 

"Nevada  and  Utah,  showing  increases  in  membership.  Although  we 
believe  it  to  be  far  better  to  have  normal  increases  in  our  membership 
rather  than  the  hordes  that  came  flocking  in  some  years  ago,  better 
results  would  be  obtained,  in  our  judgment,  in.  seeking  the  really  desir- 
able members  who  have  left  the  fold,  and  endeavour  to  again  welcome 
them  within  the  ranks,  feeling  that  one  real  member  regained  is  worth 
two  new  ones  whose  calibre  has  not  been  tried. 

"The  word  'Educational'  does  not  exactly  carry  out  the  idea  in  our 
judgment.  Explanation  comes  nearer  to  it  because  so  many  men  have 
just  'passed  through'  our  Chapters  instead  of  being  actually  made  Chap- 
ter Masons.  They  do  not  understand  the  real  import  of  the  lessons. 
Where  these  things  have  been  done  in  the  right  way,  good  results  have 
followed;  more  optimism  seems  to  prevail  throughout  the  field  than  for 
some  years  past,  and  if  the  stout,  courageous  hearts  will  only  keep 
plugging,  there  should  be  no  fear  for  the  future. 

"It  has  again  been  a  work  of  pleasure  and  profit  to  read  through 
the  Proceedings  and  Reviews,  and  we  have  endeavoured  to  give  our 
readers  the  benefit  of  the  best  treasures  or  thoughts  which  have  been 
dug  up  in  the  process." 

The  British  Columbia  Review  gives  us  this  paragraph: — 
"Probably  encouraged  by  the  support  given  his  work  last   year  by 
insisting  on  its  publication,  the  Reviews  of  Grand  Scribe  E.  J.  W.  Pres- 
cott  are  much  more  complete  and  very  interesting,  with  excellent  quota- 
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tions  which  afford  one  an  adequate  idea  of  the  best  thought  of  the 
Capitular  World.  His  preface  refers  to  the  visit  of  President  Roosevelt

"This  Canadian  hospitality,  so  simple  and  so  open,  has  become  a 
tradition  in  my  country.  It  is  by  these  exchanges  of  visits,  by  these 
continuous  contacts  between  Canadians  and  Americans,  that  we  shall 
come  to  tighten  the  close  bonds  which  already  unite  our  two  peoples." 

Under  the  Review  of  Canada  we  read  that  Maryland's 
Grand  Representative  was  absent  but  it  was  for  good  cause 
and  we  are  informed  by  him  that  he  telegraphed  his  good 
wishes  to  Maryland. 

The  following  tribute  to  George  L.  Gardiner  with  many 
quotations  from,  his  able  address,  follow: — 

"The  address  of  Grand  Z.  is  an  interesting  and  scholarly  document. 
The  introduction  dwells  in  an  eloquent  manner  upon  the  beauties,  his- 
tory and  importance  of  St.  Catharines. 

"If  we  are  to  influence  those  beyond  the  pale  of  Masonry,  we  should 
remember  that  renunciation  must  precede  all  spiritual  progress,  that

"As  customary,  the  Report  of  Committee  on  Condition  of  Capitular 
Masonry  is  worthy  of  careful  reading. 

Comp.  Ponton  reviews  the   Grand   Proceedings,  largely  made  up   of 
quotations  well  selected;  one  obtains  a  remarkably  complete  picture  of 
the  thoughts,  words  and  actions  of  the  jurisdictions  he  reviews." 
This  report  from  the  District  of  Columbia  Review : — 

"In  his  Review  of  Wisconsin,  he  quotes  fully  from  an  address  of 
Edward  Manthei,  given  at  the  annual  banquet  of  De  Molay,  in  which 
the  desirability  of  appealing  to  young  men  to  lead  the  right  kind  of 
lives,  and  all  that  De  Molay  does  for  them  and  teaches  them,  is  very 
thoroughly  ventilated." 

A  word  from  Kansas : —

Until  they  are  in  their 
proper  place — in  the  centre  of  the  arch  of  human  endeavour — we  cannot 
reach  that  haven  toward  which  we  are  enjoined  to  travel,  the  goal  of 
The  Brotherhood  of  Man.  Those  four  words  embody  the  whole 
philosophy  of  the  perfect  existence,  the  raison  d'etre  of  the  whcle  struc- 
ture of  Masonry."

The  entrance!  of  the  Grand  Officers  was  proclaimed  by  the 
Grand  Captain  of  the  Host. 

Massachusetts  has  three  Grand  Chaplains,  Sterling,  Hamil- 
ton and  Pierce. 

Three  Past  G.H.P.'s,  Prince,  Gushing  and  Ames  were 
present. 

From  the  quarterly  report  of  the  G.H.P.  the  following 
citations : — 

"Men  experienced  in  the  art,  courageously  and  persistently  fulfilling 
your  responsibilities  and  proving  in  a  stressful  period  the  durability 
and  rigidity  of  our  structure  'The  Capitular  Rite.' 

"The  Annual  Proceedings  of  this  Grand  Body  is,  therefore,  your 
chart  and  my  chart,  to  be  frequently  consulted  and  utilized  for  the 
fullest,  best  and  most  lasting  interest  of  all  the  craft  and  the  entire 
membership.  Remember,  it  is  not  only  a  resume  of  our  recent,  past  and 
present  activities,  but  in  addition  contains  a  projected  outline  of  course 
for  the  road  just  ahead. 

"As  a  guide  you  will  find  it,  as  I  do,  a  very  helpful  assistant  and 
digest.  As  a  chart  it  will  prove  itself  to  be  a  very  practical  plan  by 
which  you  can  navigate  more  readily  and  effectively  the  sea  of 
troublous,  perplexing  current  problems,  which  are  very  definitely  and 
gradually  clarifying  themselves. 
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"The  Kings  of  to-day  are  the  High  Priests  of  to-morrow.  The  Scribes 
become  our  Kings,  and  in  a  very  short  time  assume  the  executive  re- 
sponsibilities of  our  Chapters. 

"Leaders  lead,  and  the  Anointment  of  our  High  Priests  after  the 
Order  of  Melchizedek,  in  substantially  increasing  numbers,  is  an  actual 
demonstration  that  in  the  Massachusetts  Capitular  Rite  to-day, —

Quarterly  Convocation  June  9th,  1936. 
Canada's  Grand  Representative  was  duly  present. 
The  Committee  on  Meritorious  Royal  Arch    Masons   re- 
ported on  outstanding*  service. 

The  Grand  Master,  Claude  L.  Allen,  was  specially  re- 
ceived. 

The  report  of  the  G.H.P.  contains  the  following: — 
"In    1854   this   Grand    Chapter    Consecrated    St.   John's    Royal   Arch 
Chapter  in  East  Boston,  the  first  Capitular  body  instituted  in  this  Grand 
Jurisdiction  for  a  period  of  twenty-eight  years  prior  thereto. 

"Masonic  Temple,  at  West  Springfield,  housed  126  refugees  of  the 
flood  area,  for  a  matter  of  two  weeks. 

"Carrying  out  the  wishes  of, her  late  and  beloved  husband,  and  our 
honoured  associate  and  former  leader,  Most  Excellent  Curtis  Chipman, 
Mrs.  Chipman  has  given  to  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Massachusetts, 
through  me,  his  Past  Grand  High  Priest  Jewel,  and  Deputy  Grand  High 
Priest  Jewel." 

The  oldest  living-  members  present  linked  us  with  the 
past. 

Quarterly  Convocation  September  >,  8th,  1936.  Prince, 
Pollard  and  Cushing  were  present  reporting  for  duty. 

The  Grand  Captain  of  the  Host  was  made  a  Right  Ex- 
cellent. 

Grand  Master  Allen  and  his  special  guests  from  Pennsyl- 
vania were  welcomed. 

The  G.H.P.  reviewed  the  Masonic  year  as  follows: — 
"Applicants  to-day  come  to  us  because  of  a  wholesome  and  sincere 
desire  to  join  our  ranks.  They  are  received  with  less  doubt  and  appre- 
hension that  they  will  prove  to  be  liabilities.  Every  one  represents  'A 
new  permanent  stone  in  the  Royal  Arch,'  with  added  fraternal  cement 
for  a  more  durable  and  permanent  structure. 

"Companions,  it  is  your  picture.  You  are  the  group.  Its  final  form 
is  your  responsibility.  It  is  becoming  more  vivid.  Its  lustre  brightens 
with  each  passing  day.  You  have  developed  it  in  the  past  two  years  to 
an  amazing  degree." 

The  One  Hundred  and  Thirty-eighth  Convocation  was  held 
December  8th,  1936,  when  the  Grand  Lecturer  presided  in  the 
Mark  Master,  Past  Master  and  Most  Excellent  Master  Degrees. 
In  the  afternoon  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  with  Raymond  T. 
Sewell  as  High  Priest,  was  exemplified. 
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At  the  evening  session  the  Missionary  Hymn  was  sung. 

Five  Past  G.H.P.'s,  all  well-known  names,  graced  the  Grand 
East. 

Membership,  29,533.    Net  loss,  1,741. 

Distinguished  guests  from  Quebec,  New  Jersey,  Maine, 
New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Connecticut,  Rhode  Island,  New 
York,  Pennsylvania,  were  welcomed. 

In  the  annual  address  of  G.H.P.  Lowe  we  read: — 

"Our  Spirit  is  high.  Our  Courage  is  unfailing.  Our  Faith  is  firm. 
"We  are  made  happy  by  the  presence  of  our  distinguished  guests. 
They  are  representative  of  that  unity  and  strength  which  is  a  personifi- 
cation of  our  great  fraternity  wherever  it  exists  in  this  Commonwealth 
and  entire  universe.  They  are  our  personal  friends.  They  are  the 
leaders  of  those  splendid  jurisdictions  which  approximate  the  borders 
of  our  Commonwealth. 

"And   ever  near   us,   though   unseen 
The  dear  immortal  spirits  tread; 
For  all  the  boundless  universe 
Is  Life, there  are  no  dead." 

"This  courtesy  work  and  inter-visits  of  Chapters  of  these  Grand 
Jurisdictions  is  very  beneficial  and  solidifies  the  fraternal  and  intimate 
relations  of  all  these  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

"The  first  class  of  Stones,  those  rejected  permanently,  are  those  who 
were  hastily  accepted  in  the  first  place. 

"The  second  class  of  Stones  represent  those  of  our  former  Com- 
panions who  were  temporarily  in  a  stressed  economic  situation,  and  who 
are  gradually  returning  to  us  as  represented  by  increased  re-affiliations. 

"The  third  class  of  Stones  in  the  building  are  those  who  are  in 
arrears,  still  enrolled  and  technically  not  in  good  standing  among  'the 
workmen.' 

"Your  Chapter  Name.  How  many  of  your  membership  know  of  its 
origin, — why  it  was  selected?  Record  of  it,  however,  especially  of  a 
lodge  working  under  a  warrant,  would  not  appear  in  their  lodge  books." 

"It  is  going  to  call  for  practical  procedure.  The  mist  is  clearing  but 
it  will  be  some  time  before  the  sun  is  radiant.  With  the  horizon  grow- 
ing brighter  it  is  our  responsibility  to  record  our  experiences  and  what 
in  our  opinion  will  be  helpful  in  travelling  'The  Road  Ahead.'  " 

Edward  H.  Whittemore  was  elected  G.H.P. 

Ralph  Lowe,  Jr.,  was  presented  with  a  lounging  chair. 

M.E.  Comp.  Whittemore  closed  with  the  following  exhorta- 
tion : — 

"Companions,  another  new  day  dawns — I  am  ready, — will  you  travel 
along  the  road  with  me?" 

403  Companions  were  present. 

Many  applications  were  received  for  the  Order  of  the  High 
Priesthood. 

D.  Henry  Childs,  of  Canton,  is  the  Grand  Representative 
of  Canada,  and  Massachusetts  is  represented  by  R.  Ex.  Comp. 
Archibald  J.  Stringer  of  Toronto. 

Canada  under  George  L.  Gardiner  is  briefly  reviewed. 
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MICHIGAN 

James  F.  Firestone,  Grand  High  Priest. 

Charles  A.  Conover,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  89th  Annual  was  held  at  Kalamazoo  on  Mav  19th, 
1937. 

From  the  Biography  of  G.H.P.  Firestone  we  quote: — 

"James  Frank  Firestone  was  born  in  Lima,  Ohio,  on  January  8, 
1887,  and  on  May  11,  1937,  the  Grand  Chapter  was  called  upon  to 
attend  his  funeral  rites  at  his  home  city.  A  profusion  of  floral  tributes 
banked  the  entire  pulpit  area.  Training  in  the  Kansas  Normal  College 
and  later  graduation  from  the  University  of  Michigan  from  its  noted 
engineering  department." 

He   passed   away  May  8th,    1937,   universally   regretted. 
From  the  opening  proceedings  this  paragraph: — 
"After  purging  Grand  Chapter  and  before  completion  of  the  open- 
ing   ritual,    the    distinguished     and    honoured    guests    were    received 
that  they  might  witness  the  full  ceremony  of  opening  Grand  Chapter." 

Distinguished  guests  included  our  own  Representatives 
from  Canada,  William  Y.  Mills,  Edwin  Smith  and  Harry  H. 
Lang,  also  from  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  the  General  Grand 
Chapter. 

Charles  A.  Conover  faithfully  represented  Canada. 

Seventeen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  graced  the  Grand 
East. 

Members  present,  246. 

Note. — About  seventy  ladies  registered  who  accompanied  Grand  Of- 
ficers and  Representatives. 

"The  Grand  Secretary  read  the  Roll  of  Honour  of  the  Grand  Chap- 
ter which  consists  of  the  names  of  all  deceased  Past  Grand  High 
Priests." 

The  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest,  who  died  suddenly, 
was  read. 

We  make  the  following  excerpts: — 

"Printing  and  circulation  at  this  Annual  Convocation  just  a  few  days 
previous  to  his  sudden  death  and  it  therefore  becomes  his  last  word  to 
his  beloved  Royal  Arch.  I  find  many  of  the  objectives  which  I  had  hoped 
to  attain  still  unattained. 

"The  death  of  'Uncle  Lou*  took  from  the  Grand  Chapter  one  of  its 
best  known  and  most  loved  members,  and  Masons  all  over  the  world 
were  among  his  mourners.  All  line  officers  and  Past  Grand  Officers 
were  notified  of  his  death.  The  funeral  services  were  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Grand  Lodge  which  he  had  long  served  as  Grand 
Secretary. 

"Companion  Conover,  Grand  Secretary,  attended  the  meetings  at 
Toronto,  Canada. 

"From  all  reports,  Michigan  was  ably  represented  and  was  received, 
and  every  courtesy  extended.  Visitations  between  Grand  Chapters 
present  new  ideas  and  different  methods  of  transacting  business  and 
produce  results  to  our  mutual  good. 
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"Where  it  can  be  accomplished,  among  the  associations,  I  feel  that 
degree  teams  made  up  from  the  officers  of  several  Chapters  are  helpful 
and  interesting. 

"During  my  years  of  service  in  the  Grand  Chapter  line,  Camp 
Rademaker  has  been  'Problem  No.  1.'  There  have  been  times  when  we 
thought  we  had  it  solved  but  in  each  case  we  discovered  that  we  had 
not  found  the  right  answer.  The  expense  involved  in  camp  improve- 
ment and  operation  has  jeopardized  Grand  Chapter  finances  and  has 
left  little  money  for  other  activities." 

From  the  Supplemental  Report  of  the  Deputy  G.H.P.  the 
following" : — 

"Beautiful  life  is  that  whose  span 
Is  spent  in  duty  to  God  and  man. 
Beautiful   calm   when   the   course   is   run, 
Beautiful  twilight  at  the  set  of  sum, 
Beautiful  death  with  a  life  well  done.' 
Sometimes  we  sigh,  sometimes  we  smile, 
But  we  keep  each  olden,  golden  while 
On  memory's  golden  file." 

From  the  Grand  Secretary's  Report: — 

"The  influence  of  Michigan  Masonry  has  been  greatly  broadened  by 
reason  on  the  part  which  Lou  B.  Winsor  has  held  in  it  and  'may  the 
sunshine  of  heaven  beam  bright  on  thy  waking.' 

"At  the  very  time  their  dues  were  most  needed,  they  were  denied  to 
worthwhile  causes,  in  order  that  frivolous  and  temporary  pleasures 
might  be  enjoyed.  Let  us  see  to  it  in  the  future  that  we  are  oin  duty 
when  candidates  are  to  be  admitted.  Let  us  not  make  the  same  mistake 
again  when  the  tide  turns. 

"Two  of  these  Chapters,  by  reason  of  their  locations  on  state  lines, 
only  had  'half  moon'  jurisdictions  and  very  limited  Blue  Lodge  material 
to  supply  life  blood  for  the  organization.  The  others  had  apparently 
worked  up  the  material  which  was  ambitious  for  official  positions  and 
when  that  ambition  was  satisfied  the  real  labour  of  maintaining  the 
organization  for  the  benefit  of  'future  generations'  oozed  out." 

A  comparison  is  made  between  England  and  United 
States,  including: — 

Gain,  seven  years    (England)    50% 

Loss,  seven  years    (U.S.) 20% 

"Not  easy  to  get  in  in  England;  no  hurry  to  get  out.     Reverse  in 

U.S." 

Membership,  27,699.    Net  loss,  1,950. 

From  the  Grand  Lecturer's  Report  the  following : — 

"Let  us  try  to  keep  to  the  beaten  path  and  not  launch  out  into  un- 
marked highways.  Now  that  prosperity  has  returned  let  us  'observe 
and  preserve'  the  great  truths  that  have  been  handed  down  to  us.  Who 
more  than  we  are  to  believe  in  the  faith  which  teaches,  'Be  not  overcome 
with  evil,  but  overcome  evil  with  good!'" 

A  touching  Memorial  to  Lou  B.  Winsor,  P.G.H.P.,  was 
presented : — 

"There  is  somewhere  a  poem  which  celebrates  the  'City  of  the  Living' 
and  paints  it  as  filled  with  pleasures  and  joy  perpetual.  Within  its 
walls  never  any  die. 
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"A  life  of  service  needs  no  eulogy;  a  lover  of  justice  and  mankind 
needs  no  praise.  His  silent  lips  are  more  eloquent  than  words;  his 
deeds  more  permanent  than  praise." 

From  the  Report  of  the  Obituary  Committee: — 

"May  the  joy  be  ours  then  to  hear 

From  the  Master's  lips  these  words  of  cheer, 
'Thy  work  is  true,  square,  the  best, 

Enter  into  the  place  of  wages,  refreshment  and  rest.'  " 

Unusual  honours  were  conferred  on  the  worthy  Grand 
Secretary  Conover: — 

"To  reward  with  additional  honours  this  long  term  of  service  to  the 
Royal  Craft. 

"He  then  suggested  that  such  an  opportunity  had  now  presented 
itself  in  that  there  was  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Grand  High  Priest  by 
reason  of  the  recent,  sudden  death  of  Comp.  James  F.  Firestone,  and 
moved  that  the  unanimous  ballot  of  Grand  Chapter  be  cast  for  Comp. 
Charles  A.  Conover. 

"He  was  then  re-installed  for  the  thirty-fifth  time  as  Grand  Secre- 
tary. Only  two  other  Grand  Secretaries  of  Grand  Chapters  are  now  in 
service  that  were  active  when  he  was  first  installed,  and  'Uncle  Charlie' 
still  goes  on." 

Clyde  Newman  Wilson  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest. 

This  from  the  Biographical  Sketch  of  Charles  A.  Con- 
over:—  i.i         | 

"The  most  important  event  in  the  life  of  this  Companion  occurred  in 
Layafette,  Indiana,  on  May  11,  1865,  when  he  was  born. 

"As  hobbies  for  recreation  he  delights  in  mechanics,  photography  and 
electrical  science  and  has  a  well  equipped  shop  where  he  enjoys  many 
hours  alone  away  from  the  world.  In  later  life  he  has  gratified  a  life- 
long desire  for  hunting,  and  also  enjoys  many  hours  alone  away  from 
the  world.

John  H.  Anderson,  acting  Grand  Secretary. 
The  Seventh-sixth  Annual  was  held  at  St.  Paul,  October 
12th,  1937. 
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Distinguished  guests  hailed  from  Iowa,  Manitoba  and  the 
Grand  Master. 

Letters  from  the  family  of  the  late  honoured  Grand  Secre- 
tary, John  Fishel,  were  received. 

Twelve  Past  G.H.P.'s  were  present!  and  honoured. 

Canada  was  represented  by  J.  Arthur  Jensen. 

Following  the  conferring  of  the  Order  of  Grand  High 
Priesthood  the  annual  banquet  was  held,  at  which  Maurice  F. 
Raymond,  of  Calcutta,  India,  was  present.  The  following 
account  was  given : — 

"The  principal  address  was  given  by  Dr.  Frank  Doran,  his  subject 
being,  'The  Constitution  of  the  United  States.' 

"Madam  Litzka  Raymond,  internationally  known  musician,  furnished 
the  musical  numbers.  A  harpist  of  rare  talent,  her  vocal  numbers  with 
harp  accompaniment  vied  with  the  harp  numbers  and  each  called  forth 
repeated  encores,  most  graciously  responded  to." 

Of  delinquent  dues  the  G.H.P.  speaks  sternly. 

Under  Necrology  he  records  the  death  of  three  G.H.P.'s, 
among  them  Grand  Secretary  Fishel,  whose  loss  is  universally 
deplored. 

He  records  the  appointment  of  Judge  J.  A.  Forin,  formerly 
of  Belleville,  as  Grand  Representative. 

He  attended  the  sister  Jurisdiction  of  Manitoba  at  Winni- 
peg and  says  "our  Companions  over  the  line  are  hosts  par 
excellence". 

Of  Grand  Representatives  generally  he  says : — 

"On  many  occasions  the  Grand  Representative  should  be  removed 
for  inattention  to  duties  and  non-attendance  at  Grand  Chapter  meet- 
ings, but  the  Grand  High  Priest  hesitates  to  do  so  for  the  reason  that 
he  has  rendered  good  service  in  previous  years." 

Membership,  11,706.    Net  loss,  507. 

The  Grand  Chaplain  delivered  an  eloquent  address  from 
which  we  quote: — i 

"And  God  said  'Let  there  be  light'  and  there  was  light." 

"The  sun's  gleaming  rays  finally  piercing  through  the  thick  darkness 
that  enveloped  the  earth,  wrapped  it  in  its  mantle  of  surging  water. 

"To  develop,  one  must  have  light. 

"The  fish  in  caves  lose  their  sight.  Men  working  in  the  bowels  of 
the  earth  have  to  shield  their  eyes  when  they  come  to  the  surface. 

"The  forces  of  evil  thrive  in  darkness  and  use  this  time  of  shadow 
to  carry  on  their  destructive  purposes. 

"Righteousness  glories  in  light,  the  light  within  shining  through  the 
physical  frame. 

A  Candle  Not  to  Be  Hid  Under  a  Bushel 

"Many  members  of  our  Order  remind  me  also  of  the  parable  of  the 
'Wise  and  foolish  virgins.' 

"Life  is  a  progression  from  the  lower  to  the  higher.  The  coping 
stone  of  the  creation  is  man;  his  destiny  is  onward  and  upward. 
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"All  we  have  is  the  fruit  of  thought.  Masons  certainly  should  be 
men  of  action,  but  action  preceded  by  careful  thought. 

"We  are  facing  a  breakdown  of  moral  standards  and  moral  conduct 
in  government  individually  and  collectively. 

"And   millions  who,  humble  and  nameless, 

The    straight,   hard    pathway  plod, — 
Some  call  it  Consecration, 
And  others  call  it  God." 

The  Committee  on  Necrology  reported  216  deaths  during 
the  last  year. 

Dick  A.  Mitchell  was  elected  G.H.P. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Rite  give  this  graphic 
simile: — 

"As  the  bridge  and  chartroom  is  to  a  ship,  is  the  Secretary's  office  in 
a  Constituent  Chapter  the  means  of  communication  to  all  parts  of  the 
organization.  The  Secretary  has  it  in  his  province  to  speed  up  and 
inspire  the  whole  machine  or  he  can  slow  it  down  by  delays  and 
inertness." 

Oliver  Elwood,  an  honoured  member  of  our  Board,  of  Lon- 
don, is  the  Grand  Representative  of  Minnesota. 

MISSISSIPPI 

James  H.  Johnson,  G.H.P. 

E.  L.  Faucette,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Eighty-ninth  Annual  was  convened  in  Vicksburg,  17th 
February,  1937. 

Tom  Q.  Ellis  is  named  as  Correspondence  Reporter. 

Thomas  M.  Bartley  and  Sam  J.  Helm,  both  well  known  to 
the  Craft  in  general  from  Texas,  were  received  and  honoured. 

The  following  quotations  are  from  the  address  of  the 
G.H.P.:— 

"We  meet  here  to-day  in  this  historic  and  beautiful  city  of  Vicksburg, 
whose  history  and  tradition  mean  so  much,  whose  very  soil  has  been 
saturated  with  the  blood  of  our  forefathers  and  our  Companions,  both 
of  the  North  and  the  South,  in  whose  cemeteries  lie  more  than  16,000 
unnamed  soldiers.  Our  Grand  Chapter  was  organized  in  Mississippi  in 
1846.  We  had  a  net  loss  of  only  7  members  for  the  year  against  the  net 
loss  of  91  last  year.  Received  the  Divine  mandate  that  has  removed 
from  our  midst  three  of  our  most  beloved  and  honoured  Past  Grand 
High  Priests. 

"Most  Excellent  Companion  Henry  Clay  Yawn,  Past  Grand  High 
Priest,  and  the  oldest  Past  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Mis- 
sissippi, died  at  the  home  of  his  daughter  in  New  Orleans." 

Eulogistic  tributes  will  be  found  below. 
He  reported  the  death  of  Frank  F.  Major,  P. G.H.P. ,  of 
District  of  Columbia,  an  old  friend. 
He  closed  his  address  as  follows : — 
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"Now,  at  the  close,  let  us  build  a  bridge  at  eventide  for  the  use  of 
those  that  may  .come  after  us,  that  they  may  safely  cross  the  stream." 

Membership,  2,981.    Net  loss,  7.    Chapters,  54. 

From  the  In  Memoriam  pages  of  the  Necrology  Com- 
mittee : — 

"Companion  Carter's  favourite  theme  was  Service.  Often  I  have 
heard  him  say  to  a  class  during  his  lecture  on  duties,  privileges,  obliga- 
tions and  responsibilities  of  life;  'I  am  talking  to  you,  Brother." 

"Henry  Clay  Yawn  was  one  of  the  sweetest,  gentlest  souls  that  ever 
lived,  a  sound  thinker,  a  poet,  a  philosopher,  a  controlled  man  with 
gracious  dignity  and  an  unassuming  courtesy  which  were  inherent  in 
his  character. 

"The  great  work  laid  upon  his  nearly  four  score  years 
Is  done  and  well  done.     If  we  drop  our  tears, 
Who  loved  him  as  few  men  were  loved, 
We  mourn  no  blighted  hope,  nor  broken  plan 
With  him  whose  life  stood  rounded  and  approved 
In  the  full  growth  and  stature  of  a  man." 

Sam  J.  Helm  in  his  address  said  of  Comp.  Yawn : — 

"They  seemed  to  lose  their  course,  their  charted  course  upon  the 
Masonic  ocean.  I  want  to  say  that  Henry  Clay  Yawn  sat  at  his  table 
and  he  was  the  North  Star  to  all  who  wanted  to  follow  him.  He  varied 
not  from  following  the  established  customs  of  Masonry." 

This  by  Comp.  Ellis  :— 

"The  word  'mother'  would  not  hold  the  same  reverence,  we  would  not 
revere  it  as  we  do,  but  for  the  fact  that  mother  was  or  is  our  best 
earthly  friend.  The  home  is  a  wonderful  place,  but  home  would  not 
mean  much  if  it  were  not  for  the  fact  that  friendship  finds  its  highest 
expression  in  the  home." 

J.  R.  Feazell  was  elected  G.H.P. 

Adam  Arthur  Gray,  of  Toronto,  is  the  Grand  Representa- 
tive of  Mississippi,  and  Leon  S.  Lippincott  represents  Canada. 

Tom  Q.  Ellis  says  in  his  Foreword  to  the  Report  on  Foreign 
Correspondence : — 

"Mississippi's  greatest  contribution  to  Freemasonry,  our  lamented 
Brother,  Henry  Clay  Yawn,  who  answered  the  Eternal  Summons. 

"Two  outstanding  reasons  prompt  this  apology.  First,  the  lack  of 
ability  would  preclude  my  entrance  even  to  the  outer  portals  of  the 
literary  realm  that  our  departed  frater  so  gracefully  adorned.  Second, 
any  reviewals  that  he  may  have  made  for  the  year,  together  with  the 
various  Grand  Chapter  proceedings  that  he  had  received,  were  entirely 
destroyed  by  a  tragic  fire  that  claimed  his  home  and  practically  all  his 
worldly  possessions  shortly  before  his  passing." 

Under  Canada  at  St.  Catharines  the  following : — 

"In  an  eloquent  address  the  Grand  Z.,  Geo.  L.  Gardiner,  refers  to  the 
fear  and  uncertainty  that  prevails,  but  sees  our  Organization  as  the 
silver  lining  to  the  clouds. 

"Mississippi  receives  courteous  review." 

The  Reviews  are  in  the  most  condensed  topical  form. 
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MISSOURI

The  91st  Annual  convened  at  Chillicothe  on  April  27th, 
1937. 

From  the  Biography  of  the  G.H.P.  we  read  the  follow- 
ing:— 

"It  has  been  our  pleasure  to  have  known  'Frank  Briggs'  for  more 
than  twenty  years;  we  liked  him  then;  we  like  him  now." 

Following  the  singing  of  "  Am  erica"  the  Grand  Chaplain 
offered  the  Invocation  from  which  we  take  the  following 
thoughts : — 

"Almighty  and  everliving  God,  unto  Thee  we  come  as  our  Father, 
Companion  and  Friend.  Thou  hast  led  us  to  come  together  again,  and 
we  give  thanks  to  Thee  for  the  experiences  that  have  been  ours  since  we 
last  met  in  Thy  name." 

Distinguished  guests  were  welcomed  from  Illinois, 
Nebraska,  Kansas,  Missouri,  Iowa,  Michigan,  and  General 
Grand  High  Priest,  Mattison  B.  Jones,  who  said  in  his  reply 
to  the  welcome : — 

"I  feel  like  a  young  girl  in  her  'teens  awaiting  the  second  call  (laugh- 
ter) ;  having  had  the  first  one,  the  second  is  most  delightful." 

From  the  address  of  the  G.H.P.  we  take  these  extracts: — 

"Faithful  stewardship  is,  and  ought  to  be,  the  goal  of  every  work- 
man; but  no  stewardship,  whether  it  be  of  confidence  or  of  deed,  is  com- 
plete without  an  accounting  of  its  administration.  In  this  work  I  have 
had  most  valuable  assistance  from  M.E.  Comp.  Orson  H.  Swearingen, 
who  has  acted  as  chairman  of  the  Jurisprudence  Committee  for  the 
year.  He  has  been  prompt,  courteous,  full  of  understanding  of  the 
problems  presented,  and  clear  in  his  findings  of  the  law  and  the 
constitution. 

"Comps.  Morris,  Denslow  and  Wood  did  a  perfect  job.  There  was 
never  a  hitch  in  the  proceedings.  Everything  was  timed  with  clock-like 
precision,  planned  and  executed  with  knowing  efficiency,  and  topped  off 
with  ability  and  willingness  to  work  seldom  found  in  any  committee. 

"The  Masonic  Temple  was  used  as  a  haven  for  refugees  during,  and 
for  many  weeks  after,  the  flood.  It  is  this  type  of  Masonic  service  that 
places  our  Craft  well  in  the  fore  for  unselfish  charity. 

"I  recommend  that  the  office  of  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest  of  this 
Grand  Chapter  be  abolished. 

"Fifty-one  of  our  Chapters  are  endeavouring  to  hold  semi-monthly 
meetings,  when  in  fact,  business  can  be  transacted  with  ease,  with  one 
meeting  each  month. 

"We  must  preserve  and  conserve  this  reserve  fund,  and  on  no  account 
should  we  see  it  scattered  and  squandered.  Sound  business  demands 
that  we  meet  this  situation  wisely  and  judiciously,  without  passion  or 
prejudice.  I  can  see  no  need  of  undue  alarm  over  our  financial 
problems." 

Membership,  17,030.    Net  loss,  1,640. 
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The  General  Grand  High  Priest  gave  an  eloquent  address 
from  which  we  take  the  following : — 

"Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest,  distinguished  guests,  Com- 
panions of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Missouri,  really  you  are  a  good-looking 
bunch.     Better  than  I  expected  to  see.     (Laughter.)   ) 

"I  have  met  a  number  of  you  on  different  occasions  since  at  the  vari- 
ous Triennials,  but  the  rank  and  the  file  of  you,  may  I  say  the  bulk  of 
you,  the  fat  and  the  lean,  I  haven't  met  prior  to  yesterday.  But,  Com- 
panions, I  am  very  sincere  with  you  when  I  say  that  I  believe  I  would 
fell  at  home  in  the  home  of  any  one  of  you. 

"I  have  never  been  able  to  understand,  Companions,  how  anybody 
can  get  along  in  this  life  in  a  half-hearted  manner.  There  are  so  many 
obstacles  to  overcome,  so  many  things  to  learn. 

"Companions,  a  note  of  extreme  sadness,  for  this  afternoon  I  under- 
stand the  remains  of  Most  Excellent  Companion  Fred.  W.  Craig,  General 
Grand  High  Priest,  are  being  intered. 

"Busy,  if  you  please,  in  the  introduction  of  worthy  men  into  this 
great  fraternity  of  ours.  I  think  it  is  one  of  the  greatest  mistakes  of 
our  Companions,  Commandery  and  Council  to  comport  themselves  as  if 
they  are  beyond  the  lodge,  outside  of  it ;  that  they  have  done  as  much  as 
they  ought  to  be  called  upon  to  do  in  the  lodge,  hence  they  do  not  attend 
the  lodge  meetings. 

"To-day,  besides  our  far-flung  national  organization,  we  have  subordi- 
nate Chapters,  many  of  them,  in  Alaska,  in  the  Isle  of  Pines,  in  the 
Canal  Zone,  the  Philippine  Islands,  Hawaii,  Chile,  the  Republic  of  Mex- 
ico, and  Shanghai.  Thus  has  this  Grand  Body  of  ours  grown  through- 
out nearly  140  years." 

From  the  Report  of  the  Grand  Lecturer  this  story: — 

"According  to  Dr.  Mangum  a  negro  preacher  was  delivering  a  series 
of  militant  sermons,  stepping  hard  on  the  toes  of  some  of  his  congre- 
gation. After  a  particular  sermon  one  of  the  flock  informed  the  parson 
that  he  would  whip  him  good  and  plenty  the  first  time  he  caught  him 
out  alone.  Shortly  thereafter,  walking  along  the  highway,  they  met, 
and  the  burly  negro  told  the  preacher  to  get  ready  for  his  licking.  He 
said,  'I  am  taking  off  my  coat,  and  you  had  better  remove  yours.'  The 
parson  got  his  coat  off  and  then  said,  'There  is  another  thing  I  would 
like  to  do  before  we  fight,  if  you  will  let  me.'  'What  is  that?'  asked  the 
injured  parishioner.  'I  would  like  to  pray,'  said  the  parson.  'It's  a 
mighty  queer  way  to  start  a  fight,'  said  the  irate  one,  'but  if  you  want 
to  pray,  get  at  it.'  Whereupon  the  preacher  dropped  to  his  knees  in 
the  sand,  at  the  same  time  bringing  out  a  razor  which  he  whetted  on 
is  boot  as  he  prayed:  '0  Lord,  remember  me  now,  and  give  edge  to  my 
razor,  and  strength  to  my  arm,  as  you  did  in  my  last  fight,  when  I  cut 
dat  nigger's  throat  from  ear  to  ear.'  The  preacher,  out  of  the  corner 
of  his  eye,  saw  the  negro  who  would  lick  him  disappear  around  the  bend 
of  the  road.  The  moral  Dr.  Mangum  applies,  is  that  when  you  pray  for 
Divine  aid,  give  the  Lord  a  little  help. 

"The  future  is  what  we  make  it." 

Seventeen  Past  G.H.P.'s  honoured  and  were  honoured  in 
the  Grand  East. 

Orson  H.  Swearingen  is  the  Grand  Representative  of  Can- 
ada. 
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George  C.  Marquis  was  elected  G.H.P.  A  Grand  High 
Priest's)  apron  was  presented. 

The  Order  of  High  Priesthood  duly  convened. 

R.  Ex.  Comp.  William  J.  Tow,  of  Toronto,  is  the  Grand 
Representative  of  Missouri. 

The  Review  of  the  Capitular  Year  is,  as  usual,  by  Ray  V. 
Denslow. 

The  Foreword  is  adorned  by  portraits  of  General  Grand 
High  Priest  O'Hara,  and  of  Mattison  B.  Jones  and  Ray  V. 
Denslow  himself  and  other  General  Grand  Chapter  officers,  in- 
cluding Goff  and  Conover  of  Michigan. 

The  Reviewer  says : — 

"Missouri  was  host  to  their  Capitular  relatives  from  other  Jurisdic- 
tions— and  when  we  say  host  we  mean  just  that,  for  if  any  Missouriam 
failed  to  live  up  to  his  orders,  mark  him  as  a  traitor  and  unworthy  the 
name  of  'citizen  of  Missouri.' 

"The  Craft  as  a  whole,  are  ready  to  work;  they  cry  for  leadership, 
and  for  a  plan.     The  initiative  should  begin  in  Grand  Lodges. 

'Far  too  many  of  our  members  have  become  'sit-down  Masons.'  A 
sit-down  Mason  accomplishes  nothing;  he  is  a  bar  to  progress.  He  fails 
to  do  his  part  in  the  movements  of  the  great  machine;  he  is,  as  our 
ritual  says,  'a  drone  in  the  hive  of  nature,  and  unworthy  of  our  protec- 
tion.' He  differs  from  the  'hitch-hiker'  Mason  in  many  ways;  the  hitch- 
hiker is  one  who  rides  along  with  the  rest;  he  eats  and  enjoys;  he  se- 
cures the  benefits,  but  he  does  not  pay,  nor  does  he  assist;  he  wears  the 
big  charm,  the  ring,  and  the  lapel  button,  but  is  absent  at  the  funeral, 
and  his  name  is  missing  on  the  list  of  contributors  to  assist  a  sick  and 
ailing  brother." 

On  page  7  we  find  a  portrait  of  the  well-known  features  of 
General  Henry  D.  Hamilton. 

The  topical  form  of  the  Reviews  makes  quotation  difficult, 
but  the  charm  of  the  Reviewer  is  all  there.     We  quote: — 

"Masonry  grows  and  thrives  best  in  the  garden  of  freedom.  Tyrants 
and  dictators  have  rarely  been  the  friends  of  Masonry. 

"CANADA:  How  men  can  spend  nine  or  ten  years  going  through 
the  chairs  of  the  Grand  line,  having  passed  through  the  chairs  of  a  sub- 
ordinate Chapter,  and  not  have  learned  something  of  material  value  to 
pass  on  their  Companions,  is  more  than  we  can  fathom;  consequently, 
the  addresses  of  some  G.H.P.'s  stand  out  as  green  spots  in  a  more  or 
less  desert  of  mediocrity. 

Gardiner  :  "  'While  conditions  are  responsible  for  a  substantial  re- 
duction in  our  ranks,  we  are  not  alone  in  being  called  upon  to  meet  these 
conditions  of  stress  and  anxiety.  Man  is  made  for  encountering  opposi- 
tion and  that  opposition,  when  courageously  met,  adds  to  his  strength. 
Reduced  membership  means  a  redistribution  of  the  burden,  more  inten- 
sive labour  for  those  who  remain,  but  compensation  is  found  in  a  more 
widespread  spirit  of  fraternity  and  a  greater  advancement  of  brother- 
hood. Adversity  very  often  fashions  out  of  our  infirmities  the  very 
weapon  with  which  we  hew  our  greatest  triumphs.' 

"Special  reference  was  made  to  Comp.  Wm.   Smeaton,  who  received 
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his  degrees  in  February,  1868.     In  1935,  he  celebrated  his  101st  birth- 
day.    He  is  now  living  at  Ann  Arbor,  Mich. 

He  has  since  died.

The  singing  of  'America'  was  a  tribute  to  officers  of  the  General  Grand 
Chapter  and  several  of  the  States."

"WISCONSIN:  The  Grand  High  Priest,  in  conclusion,  expressed  his 
thanks  'to  my  good  wife  and  family  who  has  so  willingly,  under  rather 
difficult  circumstances,  sacrificed  that  we  might  serve.'  This  is  chivalry. 

"WYOMING:  The  Grand  Commandery  of  Wyoming  holds  its  con- 
clave on  Monday,  the  Grand  Chapter  its  Convocation  on  the  day  follow- 
ing, and  the  entertainment  features  are  therefore,  largely  of  a  joint  na- 
ture.

when  only  sixteen  years  of  age  he  enlisted  in  the  Minnesota  National 
Guard. 

"The  Great  I  am  has  given  to  our  Grand  High  Priest  a  fine,  stalwart, 
handsome  form;  a  charm  of  manner  typifying  a  real  gentleman ;  a 
nature  full  of  magnetism  which  attracts  and  holds  friendships;  a  most 
delightful  Companion;  a  true,  loving  and  loyal  husband  and  father. 
Years,  as  counted  by  the  calendar,  have  had  no  effect  on  his  youthful 
appearance  and  erect  carriage." 

The  48th  Annual  was  held  in  Great  Falls  on  June  15th, 
1937.  A  special  reception  was  given  to  M.E.  Comp.  Edward 
W.  Spottswood,  General  Grand  Master  of  the  Third  Veil. 

From  the  address  of  the  G.H.P.  we  quote: — 

"The  weak,  the  wavering,  the  negligent,  the  lukewarm,  yes  the  rub- 
bish and  the  waste,  are  cleared  away,  and  the  prospect  for  our  future 
is  full,  I  believe,  of  hope,  growth  and  prosperity. 

"Capitular  and  Cryptic  Masonry  in  Idaho  is  in  a  most  healthy  and 
prosperous  condition.     (Example,  the  27  candidates.) 

"Those  who  do  not  take  the  time  or  mental  effort  to  study  conditions, 
that  Masonry  is  on  the  decline,  on  the  'bumps'  as  it  were. 

"Yes,  and  all  too  true,  many,  many  may  fall  in  the  first  line  of  battle ; 
but  my  Companions,  Masonry  is  and  will  ever  be  a  vital,  a  living,  a 
self-sacrificing,  a  determined  force  for  the  uplifting,  the  betterment  of 
mankind,  as  long  as  the  civilization  of  mankind  lasts." 

Membership,  3,159.   Net  loss,  216. 

Under  "Devotions"  the  following: — 

"Almighty  and  everlasting  God,  we  are  mindful  that  when  these 
Companions  kneeled  at  the  altar  of  Jehovah,  seeking  the  light  of 
Masonry,  Thou  didst  not  turn  them  away  emptyhanded;  and  when  they 
petitioned  for  more  light,  they  did  not  ask  in  vain.  We  thank  thee,  0 
God,  for  divine  revelation  that  directs  human  thought  in  wisdom's 
ways." 

Edwin  Fredlund  was  elected  G.H.P. 

General  Grand  High  Priest  Mattison  Boyd  Jones  was  wel- 
comed and  honoured.  His  address  was  interesting,  instructive 
and  inspiring. 

Canada's  Grand  Representative,  H.  T.  Cumming,  was  duly 
present. 

This  verse  under  In  Memoriam  pages : — 

"There  is  no  death!     The  dust  we  tread 

Shall  change  beneath  the  summer  showers 
To  golden  grain  or  mellow  fruit 
Or  rainbow-tinted  flowers." 

Our  late  lamented  Grand  Secretary,  W.  M.  Logan,  of  Hamil- 
ton, was  Grand  Representative  of  Montana.  He  has  passed  to 
his  reward  of  duty  well  done. 
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For  the  eighteenth  time  the  Capitular  Review  on  Corre- 
spondence is  ably  prepared  by  H.  S.  Hepner,  P.G.H.P.,  in  his 
own  characteristic  way. 

In  the  Review  of  the  G.G.C.  we  read : —

'The  balance  sheet  of  the  Grand  Chapter's  financial  condition  shows 
over  $100,000  in  clear  assets. 

"Wm,  N.  Ponton  presented  Correspondence  Report;  it  is  full  of 
'meat'  and  his  Reviews  are  getting  better  and  better;  they  were  always 
good." 

From  the  Review  of  Texas  we  take  these  paragraphs, 
there  can  be  no  doubt  that  Sam  as  chairman  of  the  committee 
wrote  it: — 

"These,  whom  he  recommended,  are  too  well  known  to  us  to  need 
introduction,  but  we  might  say  that  the  Companion  who  is  now  sup- 
posed to  sing  'Maryland,  My  Maryland'  is  a  Past  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Council,  a  true-blue  man  and  Mason,  a  well  known  physician  and 
will  be  Grand  High  Priest  before  this  report  gets  into  print.  The  Com- 
panion who  goes  to  the  Land  of  the  Vigilantes  is  one  of  the  stalwarts 
in  Masonry. 

"In  saloons,  house  parties  and  around  political  conventions,  the 
former  fair  sex  prostitutes  liberty  to  license  and  presents  pictures  which 
were  formerly  expected  only  in  red  light  districts. 

"The  American  Legion,  in  its  national  conventions,  could  wield  a 
tremendous  moral  influence  if  it  would,  but  middle  age  has  not  yet 
turned  the  ex-soldiers'  thoughts  to  higher  and  nobler  things.  When  the 
clean,  high-minded  people  of  the  nation  take  arms  against  such  condi- 
tions, there  will  be  a  terrible  fight,  but  they  will  win. 

"Masonry  flourishes  in  proportion  to  the  high-minded,  clean-living, 
strictly-honourable  men  of  the  nation;  without  such,  there  are  none  to 
advocate  and  practice  Masonry  because  it  appeals  to  no  other."

"In  eight  Grand  Chapter  Jurisdictions,  limitations  existed  at  one 
time  or  another  to  the  immediate  advancement  of  a  newly-raised  Master 
Mason,  but  in  each  Jurisdiction  the  law  imposing  limitation,  was  tried, 
was  found  wanting  and  was  repealed. 

"Colorado  is  the  only  Jurisdiction  in  which  any  restriction  to  imme- 
diate advancement  after  being  raised  is  imposed." 

Under  Alberta  we  read: — 

"The  stigma  of  suspension  should  never  become  associated  with  a 
Companion's  misfortune  brought  about  by  conditions  beyond  his  con- 
trol, call  it  what  else  you  will." 

Under  Ireland  we  read : — 

"A  concourse  of  English  Companions,  "by  whom  they  were  received 
in  the  most  truly  fraternal  manner  and  with  unbounded  hospitality. 

"The  Craft  and  Royal  Arch  in  South  Africa  are  unitedly  moving 
forward  along  the  same  path." 

Canada  in  Ontario!  does  not  find  a  place  in  the  Reviews.

"I  trust  that  health  and  strength  will  bless  you  all." 

The  Grand  Inspector  of  Workings  reported  fully. 

In  the  synopsis  given  of  visitations  by  the  Inspectors 
several  are  noted  as  "not  reported". 

Quarterly  Convocation  13th  May,  1936. 

H.  B.  Matthews  represented  Canada. 

The  death  of  Lord  Cornwallis  was  reported. 

We  make  these  extracts  from  the  address  of  the  Grand 
First  Principal: — 

"And  now  let  me  conclude  by  taking  you  in  the  realm  of  philosophy 
and  again  stressing  the  fact  that  the  first  expression  of  Spirit  is  not 
knowledge  but  courage — the  gesture  of  accepted  risk.  If  it  has  a 
spiritual  content,  courage  becomes  Faith.  Creative  faith  must  take  the 
upper  hand.  Let  us  therefore  cultivate  faith.  Let  us  cultivate  courage. 
Let  us  cultivate  creativeness.  Let  us  cultivate  them  on  the  basis  of  all 
those  external  human  values  whose  realization  alone  gives  to  life  the 
roots  in  the  deeps  which  promise  a  rich  flowering.  Let  us  attain  man's 
true  aspirations — personal  fulfilment;  then  inevitably,  however  weak 
our  numbers  are,  we  will  triumph." 

Quarterly  Convocation  12th  August,  1936,  held  in  New- 
castle. 

From  the  address  of  the  Grand  First  Principal  we  take  the 
following : — 

"Character  has  great  effect  in  this  jurisdiction  of  ours,  and  serves  as 
a  model  to  a  greater  number  of  people  than,  we  are  normally  aware  of. 

"The  matter  of  our  sovereignty  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  being 
important,  I  place  before  you  the  report  issued  by  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Oregon  as  affecting  our  Grand  Chapter  and  the  Grand  Chapter  of 
Scotland. 

"As  to  legal  right,  your  committee  believes  that  any  three  Chapters 
have  the  legal  right  regardless  of  the  opinion  of  any  Grand  Chapter. 
Scotland  had   no  rights  in   New   South   Wales   except  that   of   forming 
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Chapters,    and     that    right   ceased    upon    the   formation   of   the    Grand 
Chapter."  j 

"It  is  indeed  highly  reassuring  to  us  to  know  that  in  our  claims  for 
the  due  fulfilment  of  the  all-important  Masonic  principles  relating  to 
Recognition  and  Sovereignty  we  have  the  fraternal  co-operation  of 
Texas  and  Oregon. 

"I  want  to  say  that  the  key  to  a  better  future,  in  fact  the  only 
key  to  it,  I  think,  is  a  deep  understanding  of  the  true  relations  between 
the  things  revealed  by  thought  and  the  things  revealed  by  feeling. 
Elementary  life  has  a  static  and  a  dynamic  side  to  it,  and  they  are  in 
constant  struggle  with  each  other,  and  this  struggle  is  the  very  motive 
force  of   life. 

"The  great  mistake  of  the  past  is  that  we  have  striven  to  reduce  to 
terms  of  spirit  what  does  not  belong  to  spirit,  to  explain  music  through 
the  laws  of  the  strings. 

"Between  the  product  of  thought  and  the  product  of  feeling,  com- 
plete understanding  of  the  true  relations  between  all  things.  Therefore, 
I  say  again,  and  will  for  ever  say — with  all  your  getting,  get 
understanding. 

"We  have  done  everything  possible  short  of  jeopardising  our  very 
existence  as  a  Grand  Body,  and  no  one  in  reason  could  ask  us  to  do  that. 
I  therefore  hope  that  our  Scottish  Companions  will  come  as  far  to  meet 
us  as  we  have  gone  to  meet  them. 

"I  am  very  pleased  with  the  high  calibre  of  the  brethren  admitted  to 
our  Chapters,  men  of  excellent  standing  in  the  Craft  and  highly 
esteemed  in  the  outer  world.  It  is  essential  that  the  same  high  standard 
shall  be  maintained  in  the  future,  for  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  essen- 
tially a  spiritual  Degree,  and  is  intended  only  for  those  whose  relation- 
ship with  humanity  in  its  widest  sense,  can  bear  the  closest  scrutiny." 

A  petition  for  a  new  Chapter  wasi  granted. 

Hamilton  B.  Matthews  was  re-elected  Grand  First  Prin- 
cipal. 

Special  Convocation!  at  Sydney,  December  3rd,  1936. 

Ten  Past  Grand  Z.'s  were  present. 

R.E.  Comp.  P.  L.  Frankel,  President  of  the  Grand  Com- 
mittee of  Queensland,  was  introduced  and  received  Grand 
honours. 

At  the  Installation  of  Grand  Principals: — 

"The  Installing  Grand  Principal,  M.E.  Albert  Chandler,  requested 
the  sponsors,  M.E.  E.  Humgerford  and  M.E.  Neville  W.  Montagu,  to 
retire  with  the  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies. 

"These  three  Companions  represent  those  great  men,  who  under 
Divine  guidance  journeyed  from  Babylon  to  Jerusalem  to  build  the 
Second  Temple,  and  as  our  ancient  Companions  of  the  Royal  Arch  were 
obliged  to  work  with  the  sword  in  one  hand  and  the  trowel  in  the  other 
during  the  rebuilding  of  that  Holy  Place,  we,  living  in  this  world 
to-day,  are  thereby  reminded  that  we  must  never  cease  our  efforts 
towards  the  building  of   our  spiritual   temple."

The  Fraternal  Correspondence  Report  did  not  include  Can- 
ada, which  we  regret.

"Quite  a  feature  of  a  number  of  the  Proceedings  has  been  the  stress 
on  educational  facilities,  and  this  is  an  aspect  that  needs  fostering.  Too 
often  candidates  are  received  into  the  Order  and  are  then  left  flounder- 
ing about  without  any  intelligent  guidance." 

Under  Alberta: — 

"He   that   hath   light  within  his    own   dear  breast, 
May  in  earth's  centre  still  enjoy  bright  day; 
But  he  who  hides  a  dark  soul  walks  unblessed, 
Benighted,  'neath  the  sun's  meridian  ray." 

"Yes,  Comp.  Mercer,  you  have  done  well. 

"Life  is  a  triumph  of  our  mould'ring  clay;

"The  Grand  Chapter  decided  for  the  present  to  cease  extending  its 
Masonic  Library.  Alberta  knows  best;  but  it  would  appear,  to  this 
Knight  of  the  Round  Table,  false  economy.  Masonic  education  claims 
the  activities  of  a  full  man's  time,  and  its  upkeep  is  a  constant 
expense." 

Under  Colorado  we  read: — 

"Practically  all  the  American  Proceedings  insert  a  half-tone  photo 
of  both  the  immediate  P.G.H.P.  as  well  as  of  the  newly-elected  Grand 
High  Priest.  We  like  to  see  the  face  of  him  who  addresses  us.  This 
is  a  good  custom,  one  worth  imitating.  How  often  do  we  find  incom- 
petence or  lack  of  knowledge  elevated  to  the  first  places  in  the  land. 
The  pity  of  it.     'Empty  mouths,'  John  Milton  calls  them." 

This  from  Louisiana: — 

"Comp.  Duncan  has,  apparently,  forgotten  the  fight  between  the 
General  Grand  Chapter  of  America  and  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland 
in  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  its  result.  Maybe  he  has  never  heard 
of  it.  In  any  case  we  ask  him  to  read  that  page  in  Masonic  history 
because  we  feel  sure  it  will  have  the  effect  of  dissipating  the  fog  which 
at  present  clouds  his  vision.  Comp.  Duncan  states  'that  he  has  a 
goodly  proportion  of  Scotch  blood  coursing  through  his  veins.'  We  do 
not  mind  that  at  all  and  we  are  prepared  to  believe  that  he  is  a  better 
man  for  it  than  perhaps  he  would  have  been  without  it;  but  when  he 
says,  'we  Scotch  are  hard-headed  when  crossed  by  someone  who  knows 
less  than  we  do  and  we  know  that  we  know  and  no  one  can  persuade 
us  that  we  do  not  know  what  we  know  or  that  the  other  fellow  knows 
more  than  we  know,'  then  we  realize  that  Comp.  Duncan  is  treating 
this  marauding  conduct  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland  in  a  manner 
which  convinces  his  Companions  in  New  South  Wales  that  he  takes 
his  Masonry  lightly." 

Ohio  gives  us  this  invocation: — 

"Our  Heavenly  Father,  vouchsafe  unto  us  in  these  confused  and 
inveterate  times,  discretionary  powers  and  clear  discernment  that  _  we 
may  see  aright  and  act  accordingly.  Let  no  fog  cloud  our  thinking, 
and  no  vain  and  foolish  philosophy  disturb  our  balance.  Give  to  us, 
we  beseech  Thee,  a  sure  sense,  a  certain  touch,  a  careful  and  well- 
ordered  skill,  and  an  unshaken  purpose,  that  our  work  may  be  well 
pleasing  in   Thy  sight.     Give   unto  them  girding  and  hope  that  in  all 
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their  sorrow  they  may  yet  see  the  foregleams  of  immortality.  May 
even  the  blackest  skies  for  them  be  spangled  with  the  everlasting  stars 
of  faith,  hope  and  love. 

"This  invocation  is  worthy  of  imitation." 

A  letter  to  R.  Ex.  Frank  K.  Ebbitt,  Iroquois  Falls,  dated 
24th  November,  1937',  announces  two  meetings  of  Sydney 
Chapter  of  Instruction  during  the  Sesqui-Centenary  Celebra- 
tions.

Sixteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  honoured  the  Grand 
East. 

Edward  F.  Rolle  faithfully  represented  Canada  and  for  the 
last  time,  he  having  now  passed  to  the  reward  of  all  good  men 
and  true. 

From  the  Invocation  of  Chaplain  Broughton  this 
thought : — 

"And  do  Thou,  0  God,  the  protector  of  all  that  trust  in  Thee, 
without  whom  nothing  is  strong,  nothing  is  holy;  increase  and  mul- 
tiply upon  us  Thy  mercy,  that,  Thou  being  our  Guide  and  Companion, 
we  may  so  pass  through  things  temporal,  that  we  finally  lose  not  the 
things  eternal." 

Grand  King  Cole  recited  with  fine  effect  the  "Song  for 
Flag  Day",  by  Wilbur  D.  Nesbit.  (Did  he  also  sing  "Old  King 
Cole"?)  — 

"Your  Flag  and  my  Flag! 

And,  oh,  how  much  it  holds; 
Your  land  and  my  land, 

Secure  within  its   folds; 
Your  heart  and  my  heart 

Beat  quicker  at  the  sight; 
Sun-kissed   and   wind-tossed, 
Red   and  blue  and   white. 

The  one  Flag, — the  great  Flag — the  Flag  for  me  and  you — 
Glorified  all  else  beside — the  red  and  white  and  blue!" 

Total  attendance,  562. 

Distinguished  guests  from  Quebec,  New  Jersey,  Maine, 
District  of  Columbia,  New  Hampshire,  Vermont,  Delaware, 
Ohio,  Virginia,  Maryland,  Connecticut,  Rhode  Island,  Massa- 
chusetts, and  Pennsylvania,  were  cordially  greeted  by  the 
Grand  High  Priest. 
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Willard  T.  Chevalier  introduced  Henry  Dewitt   Hamilton, 
P.G.G.H.P.,  and  he  was  accorded  the  private  Grand  honours. 
The  Grand  High  Priest  in  his  address  said: — 

"In  loving  reverence  and  remembrance  of  them  their  names  are 
enrolled  on  the  memorial  pages  of  our  Proceedings. 

"At  its  Convocation  last  year  Grand  Chapter  appropriated  $1,500, 
to  be  disbursed  under  the  Direction  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  for  the 
relief  of  worthy  persons. 

"I  was  conducted  by  my  son,  the  Scribe  of  Hamilton  Chapter,  under 
the  'arch  of  steel'  formed  by  a  line  of  sixty  Companion  Sir  Knights. 

"No  Grand  High  Priest  could  have  been  more  inspired  by  the  real- 
ness  of  the  organization,  of  which  he  was  for  the  moment  the  leader, 
and  the  fact  that  such  an  organization  must  continue  to  serve  the  State 
and  Nation. 

"In  his  report  the  General  Grand  High  Priest  said,  'Our  failure 
during  the  day  of  our  great  prosperity  "to  mark  well  the  entering  in 
of  the  house"  is  still  causing  us  concern  and  apprehension  over  the 
"every  going  forth  from  the  sanctuary."  Let  our  experience  teach  us 
never  again  to  fall  into  a  like  error.' 

"On  February  25,  1936,  accompanied  by  R.  Ex.  Charles  J.  Wells, 
Grand  Captain  of  the  Host;  M.  Ex.  Washington  A.  Russell,  Grand 
Lecturer,  I  visited  Canada.  We  were  welcomed  by  the  Grand  First 
Principal  and  many  of  the  other  present  and  past  officers,  including 
our  very  good  friend  William  N.  Ponton.. 

"Again  acted  as  Installing  Officer  for  my  own  Chapter,  Hamilton, 
at  Rochester,  which  office  I  have  filled  since  the  death  of  M.  Ex. 
Frederick  L.  Dutcher,  and  saw  the  advance  of  my  son  to  the  position 
of  King. 

"Inasmuch  as  Masonry  is  a  'training  ground  for  right  living,'  as 
many  as  possible  should  have  the  opportunity  for  the  very  complete 
training  they  receive  by  filling  the  various  positions  as  officers. 

"This  generosity  encouraged  some  to  become  leaners  on  the  frater- 
nity, until  it  is  often  hard  to  distinguish  the  worthy  from  the  unworthy. 

"They  did  not  have  the  courage  to  seek  petitions  from  their  friends 
among  Master  Masons.  So  the  whole  wheel  of  progress  is  operating 
backwards. 

"Let  Masonry  make  money  its  servant  and  not  its  master. 

"A  Companion  may  be  recommended  for  a  'Certificate  of  Merit,' 
who  has: 

(a)  Rendered  exceptional  service  to  or  shown  a  real  loyalty  to  his 
Masonic  organizations. 

(b)  Rendered  outstanding  service  to  .his   community,   state,  nation. 

(c)  Performed  an  act  of  heroism. 

"With    aching   hands    and   bleeding   feet 
We  dig  and  heap,  lay  stone  on  stone; 
We  bear  the  burden  and  the  heat 
Of  the  long  day  and  wish  'twere  done. 

Not  till  the  hours  of  light  return, 

All  we  have  built  do  we  discern." 

The  Trustees  showed  a  total  of  $392,933.29. 

Membership,  43,409.     Net  decrease,  3,177. 

Carl  G.  Wilhelms  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest.  i 
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450  copies  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign 
Correspondence  were  printed. 

Under  Memorials  of  the  Dead  we  read  the  fine  words,  will 
and  work  of  Chaplain  Broughton: — 

"And  he  seems  to  hear  the  God  he  has  always  known  saying  to  him, 
'I  do  set  my  bow  in  the  cloud,  and  it  shall  be  for  a  token  of  a  covenant 
between  me  and  the  earth.'  Yes,  there  is  One  left  to  him  yet  besides 
his  little  family  handful.    His  God  IS  still  there! 

"And  that  when  there  was  only  calm,  quiet  weather,  there  was  no 
music  there.  But  when  the  storm  raged  and  the  winds  blew  and 
wrenched  and  tore  at  those  wires,  there  came  exquisite  melody.  The 
harp  was  swung  by  the  storm,  but  it  used  the  storm  to  make  music.  It 
is  an  absolute  law  of  nature,  of  God.  You  can  always  depend  upon  it. 
Given  broken  water  and  the  sun  shining  into  it;  the  Rainbow.  Given  a 
broken,  storm  -tossed  heart  and  God  shining  in  the  soul  of  a  man  and 
you  have  Rainbows  in  the  heart." 

"In  Memoriam"  verse: — 

"As  distant  lands  beyond  the  sea, 

When  friends  go  thence,  draw  nigh; 
So  Heaven,   when   friends  have   thither  gone, 
Draws  nearer  from  the   sky." 

George  E.  Briggs,  facile  princeps  among  the  reviewers  of 
the  Round  Table,  makes  his  introduction  to  the  Correspondence 
Report : — 

"To-morrow  becomes  yesterday  so  rapidly  that  we  scarcely  realize 
that  to-day  existed. 

"If  there  is  nobody  to  feed  the  fire  under  the  boiler  there  will  be  no 
steam  to  turn  the  wheels. 

"I  haven't  much   faith  in  the  man  who  complains 
Of  the  work  he  has  chosen  to  do. 
He's  lazy  or  else  he's  deficient  in  brains, 
And  maybe  a  hypocrite  too. 

****** 

For,  whether  he's  wielding  a  sceptre  or  swab 
I've  faith  in  the  man  who's  in  love  with  his  job." 

"And  we  confess  we  are  in  love  with  this  job. 

"We  wish  that  we  had  the  vocabulary  and  the  power  of  producing 
word  pictures  like  Ponton,  of  Canada,  whose  Correspondence  Report, 
another  Reviewer  wrote,  is  'full  of  choice  tidbits  from  every  Jurisdic- 
tion; it  is  like  the  humming  bird  in  the  garden,  flitting  from  flower  to 
flower  to  gather  the  best  of  each.'  Compared  with  some  of  the  pen 
products  of  our  colleagues  we  fear  our  humble  efforts  appear  quite 
puny  and  commonplace, 

"If  I  were  a  voice,  a  persuasive  voice — 
That  could  travel  the  wide  world  through, 
I  would  fly  on  the  beams  of  the  morning  light 
And  speak  to  men  with  a  gentle  might, 
And  tell  them  to  be  true." 
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"Yes,  we  are  undoubtedly  on  the  way  back  numerically  in  member- 
ship, so  why  worry? 

"Some  of  our  griefs  we  have  cured, 

And  the  sharpest,  we  still  have  survived 
But  what  torments  of  grief  we've  endured, 
From   the  evils  that  never  arrived." 

"Get  in  with  the  crowd  where  some  good  is  seen  in  everything. 
Imitate  the  thrush  and  warble,  but  never  croak. 

"Indeed,  faith  needs  the  garnishing  of  romance  as  much  as  hope 
requires  the  support  of  courage. 

"It  tells  us  beyond  a  reasonable  doubt  that  the  Royal  Arch  Masons 
are  up  and  doing. 

"The  moving  pen  has  stopped.     The  tale  is  told. 

"And  now  with  purpose  full  and  dear 
We  turn  to  meet  another  year." 

This  from  the  Alabama  Review: — 

"In  Poor  Richard's  Almanac  is  recorded,  'If  you  would  know  the 
value  of  money,  go  and  try  to  borrow  some.'  The  Companions  of  this 
Jurisdiction  did  not  have  to  ask  for  a  loan,  but  on  the  contrary,  paid  off 
a  good  sized  debt." 

This  from  Alberta: — 

"He  paid  tribute  to  their  late  King,  George  V,  and  acclaimed  the 
new  Sovereign. 

"A  man's  a  man, 
But  when  you  see  a  King,  you  see  the  work 
Of  many  thousand  men." 

From  Arkansas:— 

"He  rendered  five  decisions.  One  was  that  a  candidate  could  not  pay 
$5  down  and  give  notes  for  the  remainder  of  his  initiation  fee.  Good 
Masonic  law,  we  say." 

From  British  Columbia: — 

"To  believe  with  certainty,  we  must  begin  with  doubting."  (Maxims 
by  Stanlius.) 

From  the  California  Review: — 

"Suddenly   sunshine   and    perfect   blue 
An  April  day  in  the  morning." 

"California,  too,  is  the  home  of  our  General  Grand  High  Priest, 
Mattison  Boyd  Jones.  It  was  our  delight  to  see  him  elected  and  in- 
stalled.    May  his  three-year  reign  be  a  pleasant  and  successful  one." 

Canada  passed  a  creditable  inspection.  Our  colleague 
says : — 

"No  matter  when  or  where  the  Grand  Chapter  meets,  the  same 
warm  welcome,  cordial  comradery  and  homey  hospitality  indigenous  to 
our  comrades  across  the  imaginery  line  will  prevail.  There  was  one 
proposed  change,  not  approved.  The  attempt  to  substitute  the  designa- 
tion 'Grand  Chapter  of  Ontario'  for  'Grand  Chapter  of  Canada'  was 
again  futile. 
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"Grand  Priory  (Knights  Templar),  Scottish  Rite,  General  Grand 
Chapter,  Jurisdictions  of  Michigan,  New  Jersey,  Quebec,  British  Co- 
lumbia and  New  York. 

"Edward  F.  Rolle,  now  serving  his  thirteenth  year  as  Grand  Repre- 
sentative, sent  regrets.     We  all  regret. 

"We  cannot  vouch  for  the  oratorical  proclivities  of  Grand  Z.  Gardi- 
ner, but  to  read  it,  his  Address  was  one  of  the  finest  bits  of  diction, 
imagery,  word  pictures  we  have  ever  perused  from  the  lips  of  a  Grand 
High  Priest.     For  instance,  under  the  topic,  'The  Past  Year.' 

"The  Biblical  prophecy  that  'There  shall  be  wars  and  rumors  of 
wars'  is  in  the  process  of  fulfillment.  Oh!  the  tragedy  of  it  all.  The 
long-sought  peace  and  contentment — the  dream  of  the  multitude  since 
the  close  of  the  last  great  catastrophe  in  Europe  seems  to  be  still  be- 
yond our  grasp.  The  greed  and  avarice,  the  desire  for  power,  the  su- 
premacy of  might  over  right,  seems  still  to  be  the  dominant  factor  in 
world  affairs.  The  tragic  lessons  of  the  last  great  war  seem  to  have 
fallen  upon  ears  that  will  not  hear.  The  hideous  nightmare  of  the  past 
is  no  longer  a  deterrent. 

"Result,  a  topical,  analytical  index,  as  we  described  it  a  year  ago, 
in  which  New  York  appeared  a  quarter  hundred  times.  The  further 
pages  of  individual  Jurisdictions  were  in  Colonel  Ponton's  matchless 
style.  His  completeness  of  detail,  vastness  of  information,  choice  of 
quotations,  elucidation  of  the  high  lights  of  the  Proceedings  that  came 
to  his  eagle  eye,  permanently  set  down  by  his  facile  pen  reminded  us 
of  the  name  applied  to  one  of  America's  favorite  and  richest  brands  of 
mincemeat,  'None  Such.' " 

Mincemeat  is  good — when  hot! 
This  from  the  Review  of  England: — 

"A  rosebud  set  with  little  wilful  thorns, 
And   sweet  as   English   air   could   make  her,    She. 

— Tennyson. 
"Three  new  charters  were  confirmed  for  those  lost,  one  by  fire. 
"How  great  a  matter  a  little  fire  kindleth." — James  II,  5. 

"Be   England  what   she  will, 
With  all  her  faults   she  is  my  country  still." 

— Churchill. 
This  from  Florida: — 

"Montaigne  wrote,  'A  wise  man  loses  nothing  if  he  but  save  him- 
self.' The  Floridian  Grand  Chapter  need  not  worry.  It  will  experience 
no  difficulty  in  saving  itself." 

This  from  Georgia: — 

"  'Ga.'  Proceedings  were  analogous  to  'Fla.'  in  the  paucity  of  pages, 
and  the  fact  that  they,  too,  were  from  the  press  of  the  'Masonic  Home 
Print  Shop'  at  Macon.  It  was  Carlyle  who  wrote,  'He  who  first  short- 
ened the  labour  of  copyists  by  device  of  movable  types  was  disbanding 
hired  armies  and  cashiering  most  Kings  and  Senates,  and  creating  a 
whole  new  democratic  world;  he  had  invented  the  art  of  printing.'  But 
Georgia,  unlike  Florida,  included  Reviews,  41  of  the  96  pages  of  the 
book.     They  were  mighty  pleasant  reading,  too." 

This  from  Idaho: — 

"But,   as   when   an   authentic   watch  is    shown, 
Each  man  winds  up  and  rectifies  his  own. 
So  in  our  very  judgments." 
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From  Iowa: — 

"Terence,  in  his  'Eunuchus,'  said,  'I  will  make  you  always  remem- 
ber this  place,  this  day  and  me.' 

"In  homely,  slang  parlance,  a  'go-getter'  is  all  right  in  his  place,  hut 
it  will  be  the  'follow  me'  fellow  that  will  bring  home  the  bacon.  M.  Ex. 
Companion  Dusenbery  was  both  a  'go-getter'  and  a  'follow  me'  fellow 
in  the  Hawkeye  State  and  brought  home  the  bacon  from  Missouri 
later." 

Space  does  hot  permit  citations  from  more  of  the  Juris- 
dictions, each  especially  reviewed  with  bright  and  suggestive 
literary  gems,  prose  and  poetic  thoughts,  a  literary  anthology. 

The  address  of  Chaplain  Charles  D.  Broughton  is  always 
looked  forward  to  and  remembered.  His  title  and  text  this 
time  centres  about  "The  Fielder's  Choice".  We  quote: — 

"He  has  a  choice  whether  he  wants  to  accept  the  chance  or  not.  If 
he  makes  a  brilliant  try  for  it  and  gets  it,  so  much  the  better  for  the 
team  and  his  fielding  average.  But  if  he  does  not  go  after  it,  it  is  not 
chalked  up  against  him  as  an  error. 

"We  have  to  be  polite,  for  none  of  us  wants  to  be  known  as  'an  old 
grouch.'  But  if  in  addition  to  these  things  we  go  a  little  farther  and 
take  a  'Fielder's  Choice"  in  helping  a  new  or  less  experienced  man  with 
his  work,  taking  time  enough  to  be  friendly,  giving  a  'lift'  where  we 
could  easily  sidestep  it,  those  are  the  things  that  make  all  the  difference 
in  the  world  to  the  other  fellow,  and  to  ourselves. 

"Pasteur,  the  great  scientist,  lay  dying,  and  when  told  he  had  only 
twenty  minutes  to  live,  he  insisted  on  getting  up  from  his  bed  to  finish 
the  experiment  he  had  begun  the  day  before,  saying,  'I  must  complete 
it.  I  owe  it  to  the  world  to  finish  the  job  before  I  die.'  He  accepted  the 
'long  chance,'  he  make  the  'Fielder's  Choice.' 

"We  are  not  here  to  play,  to  dream,  to  drift 
We  have  hard  work  to  do  and  loads  to  lift. 
Shun  not  the  struggle ;  face  it — 'tis  God's  gift. 
Be  strong!" 

Charles  W.  Haentschel,  of  Haileybury,  is  the  Grand  Repre- 
sentative of  New  York.

NEW  ZEALAND

Minute  of  appreciation  of  the  services  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  C. 
W.  Nielsen,  G.S.E.,  precedes  the  Transactions, 

The  45th  Annual  Convocation  was  held  7th  March,  1937. 
A  fine  portrait  of  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Colonel  George  Barclay,  of 
Dunedin,  who  was  elected  First  Grand  Principal,  adorned  the 
Proceedings.  He  had  been  Chairman  of  the  Supreme  Com- 
mittee. 
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Six  Past  First  Grand  Principals  were  honoured  in  the 
Grand  East. 

The|  roll  of  Chapters  was  called  by  the  Grand  Treasurer, 
acting-  Grand  Scribe  E.,  and  was  answered  by  Grand  Repre- 
sentatives. 

The  Grand  Z.'s  Valedictory  Address  was  interesting.  We 
quote : — 

"I  make  no  excuse  for  the  conditions  at  present  prevailing  outside, 
but  only  refer  to  the  conditions  within.  You  will  find  a  very  warm 
welcome  for  everybody,  a  welcome  characteristic  of  Southland.  We 
also  welcome  a  member  of  the  Maori  race  to  this  town — I  refer  to  V. 
Ex.  Comp.  Potaka,  who  has  been  installed  as  First  Principal  of  the 
Ruapehu  Chapter. 

"There  is  no  reason  why  each  Companion  should  not  endeavour  to 
stimulate  interest  by  imparting  some  information  as  to  what  may  be 
learnt  in  this  branch  of  the  Craft. 

"Referring  to  the  signs  of  revived  interest  in  the  Institution,  for 
the  first  time  for  some  years  a  petition  for  a  Charter  for  a  new  Chap- 
ter was  presented  to  Supreme  Committee. 

"To  take  the  Cryptic  Degrees,  one  can  but  express  the  opinion  that 
the  Masonic  knowledge  conveyed  by  them  proved  interesting  indeed.  To 
some,  perhaps,  the  multiplicity  of  degrees  is  unwise  and  unnecessary, 
but  to  the  inquiring  Companion  the  degrees  to  which  I  have  referred 
are  a  means  of  supplementing  what  has  already  been  taught. 

"In  some  respects  my  task  is  left  unfinished.  But  no  man's  task 
is  ever  finished.     I  have  never  seen  a  perfect  ashlar. 

"This  task  and  the  wider  task  of  influencing  our  community  life  is 
never  done. 

"What's  a  bit  of  stormy  weather,  when  a  little  down  the  road, 
Men  are  gathering  together,  helping  bear  each  other's  load," 

Also — 

"Father's   Lodge   has   made   a   village,   built   a   city,   shaped   a   country, 
formed  a  State." 

And— 

"Quiet  men,  not  rich  nor  clever,  but  with  the  tools  they  found  at  hand, 
Building  for  the  great  forever — first  a  village,  then  a  land." 

"The  poem  concludes  with  this  line: — They — the  members  of 
'Father's   Lodge': — 

"They  have  left  their  mighty  story  in  the  keeping  of  their  sons." 

"Preparation  is  necessary  for  the  great  adventures  of  life;  and 
there  is  yet  much  to  be  discovered.  These  are  part  of  the  traditions 
handed  down  to  us.     Ours  is  no  selfish  job." 

A  discussion  followed  the  presentation  of  the  Report  of  the 
Supreme  Committee,  which  is  thus  referred  to: — 

"The  clause  was  adopted,  the  First  Grand  Principal  calling  upon 
the  Companions  to  be  upstanding  as  a  mark  of  sympathy. 

"We  are  eating  too  rapidly  into  the  reserve  created  over  a  period 
of  40  years,  and  must  give  consideration  to  the  financial  position  as 
shown  in  the  balance  sheet." 
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The  Proceedings  of  Canada  was  acknowledged. 
The  newly  installed  Garnd  Z.  spoke  after  installation,  say- 
ing:— 

"Another  year  has  spent  itself  on  the  shores  of  Time,  and  a  year 
teeming  with  great  events. 

"We  thank  Him  that  we  have  been  spared  when  so  many  have 
fallen  like  autumn  leaves. 

"From  afar  the  mount  can  be  seen,  towering  in  the  heavens,  sur- 
mounted by  the  temple  glittering  in  its  effulgent  splendour. 

"With  us  it  is  the  endeavour  to  make  patent  to  the  seeker  after 
truth  things  eternal,  which  are  beyond  the  symbolism  of  the  Master 
Mason. 

"Thus,  having  symbolically  passed  through  the  stages  of  birth,  life, 
and  death,  we  are  confronted  with  the  purpose  and  the  meaning  of  it 
all  as  expressed  in  the  teachings  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch. 

"The  Craft  is  specially  concerned  with  the  provisions  regarding  the 
building  of  an  earthly  temple. 

"That  may  be  said  to  be  the  centre  of  our  whole  system  of  Royal 
Arch  Masonry — service  for  the  Order,  service  in  whatever  capacity  for 
the  God  Whom  we  revere  is  considered  to  be  an  honour  by  the  man 
who  undertakes  it.  Do  not  try  to  set  up  new  and  fanciful  ideas  and 
entirely  break  off  with  the  traditions  of  the  past.  Those  traditions — 
courage,  courtesy,  friendship,  and  brotherhood — will  always  remain  with 
us  as  guides  in  the  days  to  come. 

"It  behooves  each  Companion  to  do  his  part  in  seeing  that  the  exist- 
ence of  our  Order  is  brought  before  his  own  particular  friends  in  the 
Craft,  and  such  information  as  may  be  permissible  is  given  to  them." 

J.  H.  Harkness,  P.G.Z.,  duly  represented  Canada,  and 
apologies  for  those  absent  were  received. 

Seventy-four  Chapters  are  named  with  a  full  membership 
of  3,711. 

Dr.  J.  Austin  Evans,  Toronto,  is  the  Grand  Representative 
of  New  Zealand. 

Names  of  past  and  present  Grand  Chancellors  are  given. 
We  have  not  got  that  office  in  Canada. 

Among  the  names  of  Chapters  whose  members  received 
In  Memoriam  tribute  were — Wairarapa  Chapter,  Manawatu 
Chapter,  Iwikatea  Chapter,  Huiroa  Chapter,  Rangitoto  Chap- 
ter and  Waitemata  Chapter.

Ten  Past  G.H.P.'s  graced  the  Grand  East.  At  this  Con- 
vocation Grand  King  Timber-lake  was  elected  and  installed 
Grand  High  Priest,  His  fine,  firm,  intelligent  countenance 
graces  the  Proceedings. 

From  his  biography  we  learn : — 

"Grand  High  Priest  Edgar  Walter  Timberlake,  Jr.,  is  well  known 
throughout  the  United  States  as  a  Professor  of  Law.  Graduates  of 
Wake  Forest  College  Law  School  are  to  be  found  in  nearly  every  state 
in  the  Union.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Bar  in  1906.  Wake  Forest  Col- 
lege, recognizing  the  brilliance  of  the  young  lawer,  elected  him  to  be 
Associate  Professor  of  Law.  A  Christian  gentleman,  his  religious  life 
has  been  most  marked  in  and  out  of  college.  It  would  be  impossible  to 
measure  the  influence  for  good  which  Grand  High  Priest  Timberlake 
has  exerted. 

"He  is  a  member  of  the  Grand  College  of  Rites  of  the  United  States 
and  of  Masonic  Bibliophiles. 

"In  all  these  memberships  and  positions,  Grand  High  Priest  Timber- 
lake  proves  himself  a  worthy  Mason." 

Canada's  Grand  Representative  did  not  reply  to  Roll  Call. 

From  the  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  we  quote: — 

"During  my  visit  I  witnessed  the  exemplification  of  the  Degrees  of 
Select  Master  and  Royal  Master  which  are  conferred  as  a  part  of  their 
Capitular  system.  I  found  them  to  be  almost  identical  with  those  con- 
ferred by  the  Cryptic  Rite  of  this  Jurisdiction. 

"Their  unique  custom  of  threshing  out  their  differences  in  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  was  both  entertaining  and  enlightening. 

"Just  recently  one  of  the  magnificent  Masonic  Temples  of  our  State 
was  destroyed  by  fire.  The  loss  in  brick  and  mortar  alone  will  run  into 
the  hundred  thousands  of  dollars. 

"Ours  will  endure  through  the  ages.  Some  Masonic  historian  in  a 
far  distant  year  will  attempt  to  record  the  acts  we  are  now  perform- 
ing.    His  only  authentic  information  will  be  source  records. 

"For  the  first  time  in  years  Grand  Chapter's  Proceedings  appeared 
in  1936  with  no  Capitular  Reviews.  We  should  bow  our  heads  in  shame 
when  we  have  in  our  official  line  the  foremost  Masonic  Reviewer  to  be 
found  anywhere.  We  spend  money  for  less  important  things.  Let  us 
not  hide  our  heads  in  the  sand  again. 

"  'Whatsoever  things  are  true,  whatsoever  things  are  honest,  what- 
soever things  are  just,  whatsoever  thingss  are  lovely,  whatsoever  things 
are  of  good  report;  if  there  be  any  praise,  think  on  these  things.'  The 
lessons  taught  in  the  Royal  Arch  are  true,  honest,  just,  lovely,  and  of 
good  report.  I  sometimes  think  we  have  been  placing  emphasis  upon 
the  wrong  thing.  We  have  been  emphasizing  the  flesh  instead  of  the 
spirit." 

Membership,  8,644,    Total  loss,  67. 

The  Educational  Loan  Fund  reported  that: — 

"Outstanding  loans  as  of  January  1,  1937 — $75,650.88. 

"During  1936  there  was  collected  on  loans  made  prior  to  1930,  a 
total  of  51  payments,  amounting  to  $1,742.92. 

"In  1936  there  was  collected  on  loans  made  after  1930,  418  pay- 
ments, totalling  $15,627.82." 

The  Report  on  Capitular  Jurisprudence  shows :— 
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"That  a  member  of  the  armed  forces  or  revenue  service  of  the 
United  States  of  America  may  be  invited  to  receive  the  degrees  if  he  is, 
at  the  time  of  the  invitation,  stationed  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  said 
invitation  to  be  extended  by  the  Chapter  nearest  the  place  at  which  he 
is  stationed." 

W.  G.  Bandy  is  thq  Grand  Representative  of  Canada,  and 
Frank  G.  McLean,  of  Toronto,  is  Grand  Representative  of 
North  Carolina. 

The  Capitular  Reviews  are  in  the  hands  of  the  chief  of 
reviewers,  J.  Edward  Allen,  who  in  four  pages  gracefully  ex- 
presses his  greetings  and  best  wishes,  from  which  we  take  the 
following : — 

"If  we  have  been  able  to  interest  some  reader  in  the  things  of  the 
Royal  Craft,  and  if  after  interesting  him,  we  have  offered  to  him  some 
suggestion  that  starts  a  worth-while  line  of  thought,  which  may  per- 
chance in  some  unexpected  'bourne  of  time  or  place'  bear  some  good 
fruit,  we  are  happy. 

"The  picture  of  the  Royal  Craft  is  not  all  rosy,  nor  is  it  all  dark.  To 
say  that  Royal  Arch  Masonry  has  been  in  the  depths  these  past  seven 
years,  is  but  to  say  the  obvious. 

"All  of  us  know  that  men's  ideals  are  shattered;  that  society  is  re- 
thinking its  problems,  that  the  most  of  those  things  which  rest  upon 
the  Great  Tradition  are  being  reweighed  upon  other  balances. 

"Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  essentially  a  matter  of  the  things  of  the 
spirit.  Grand  Lodges  have  their  homes  for  the  orphans  and  the  aged; 
Templars  have  their  funds  for  the  advancement  of  the  cause  of  those 
needing  aid  in  effort  to  further  their  formal  education;  other  groups 
have  their  causes  for  the  material  or  physical  advancement  of  mankind. 
But  with  the  fewest  exceptions,  Grand  Chapters  of  Royal  Arch  Masons 
live  and  move  and  have  their  being  for  the  advancement  of  the  things 
of  the  spirit  and  for  this  purpose  alone.  Re-creation  must  take  cog- 
nizance of  the  things  of  the  spirit.  Rest  from  labours  in  the  material 
world  is  essentially  the  process  of  spiritual  rebuilding.  Thus  is  the 
place  of  Masonry  dignified  and  shown  to  be  of  utmost  importance. 

"Much  has  been  said  about  certain  very  slightly  attached  outside 
degrees  that  found  lodgement  among  us.  We  have  good  officers  and  are 
proud  of  them.  We  invite  all  critics  to  come  to  see  us  some  time — any 
time!" 

Of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  he  says: — 

"The  organization  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  different  from  that  of 
any  of  the  other  Masonic  bodies  of  the  United  States.  Symbolic  Grand 
Lodges  have  no  organization  covering  the  entire  country. 

"This  Grand  Chapter  still  has  a  committee  on  Masonry  and  Ameri- 
can Citizenship.  This  committee  makes  a  report.  We  gather  that  all 
that  the  committee  does  is,  to  make  a  report  to  occupy  a  page  of  six 
point  type  viewing  with  alarm — Fascism,  Nazism,  Socialism,  Commun- 
ion, Atheism,  Romanism  and  the  other  "Isms"  of  course. 

"And  then  they  did  not  forget  the  President  of  the  United  States. 
It  is  moved  by  a  Companion,  and  carried,  that  a  letter  be  written  to 
him,  commending  him  for  his  efforts  on  behalf  of  peace.  Really,  we  like 
this." 
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In  the  Maryland  Review  is  a  recipe  for  good  attend- 
ance:— 

The  Committee  on  Capitular  Education  has  some  very  definite  sug- 
gestions to  Chapter  Officers.  First  it  says  that  no  meeting  should  ever 
be  allowed  to  drift.  Second,  a  regular  order  of  business  should  be 
followed." 

How  to  Make  Convocations  Successful.  In  that  our  colleague 
of  Wyoming  says : — 

"It  is  my  belief  that  each  degree  should  be  worked  at  least  once  or 
twice  each  year  so  that  the  officers  may  keep  familiar  with  the  work. 
If  the  Chapter  has  no  candidates  it  is  advisable  to  exemplify  the  degrees 
in  open  Chapter. 

"If  attendance  is  not  what  it  should  be  it  is  up  to  the  officers  to  pro- 
vide something  of  interest.  Have  a  Past  High  Priest's  night.  Celebrate 
anniversary  of  the  instituting  or  constituting  of  the  Chapter.  Have  a 
special  programme  in  honour  of  the  'old  members.'  A  live  set  of  officers 
can  think  up  many  programmes  that  will  attract  interest  and  attend- 
ance. There  is  little  satisfaction  in  teaching  Capitular  Masonry  to 
empty  chairs. 

THIS   SCRIBE   ELECTED   HIMSELF— CAN   YOU    BEAT   IT? 

"And  now  we  are  done  with  Grand  High  Priest  Watson,  and  take 
note  of  Reviewer  Watson's  work.  He  observes  that  we  are  not  afraid 
to  speak,  and  notes  further  that  we  were  appointed  Grand  Master  of  the 
First  Veil  in  our  Grand  Chapter.  We  were  instructed  to  do  the  same 
thing  in  1937  for  the  same  person  as  Grand  Master  of  the  Third  Veil, 
and  did  so,  to  the  satisfaction  of  those  concerned.  Somebody's  always 
pulling  something  on  good-natured  persons." 

Canada  and  British  Jurisdictions  are  not  reviewed. 

NORTH  DAKOTA

The  Forty-eighth  Annual  was  held  on  January  26th,  1937, 
in  Grand  Forks,  for  the  purpose  of  doing  honour  to  one  of 
the  most  faithful  and  efficient  Companions  of  Corinthian 
Chapter  in  that  city. 

Distinguished  guests  from  Minnesota  and  Manitoba  were 
welcomed. 

"God  Save  the  King"  was  sung  in  honour  of  the  Canadian 
guests. 

Ten  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  welcomed. 

From  the  Grand  High  Priest's  address  the  following: — 

"The  very  fine  fellowship  which  one  enjoys  on  these  occasions.  It  is 
in  a  class  by  itself.  We  are  a  comparatively  small  group;  we  take  time 
to  do  our  work  and  yet  have  time  in  which  to  visit  with  old  friends  and 
make  new  friends.  In  these  days  of  stress  and  perplexity,  we  need  these 
contacts. 

"No  Companion  can  be  enthusiastic  and  permanently  interested 
without  knowledge  of  the  historic  background  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry." 
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In  the  afternoon  the  Grand  Matron  and  Past  Grand  Matron 
of  the1  O.E.S.  spoke  and  presented  a  basket  of  roses. 

Grand  Secretary  Stockwell  made  a  clear  and  admirable  re- 
port. 

Membership,  2,275.    Net  loss,  108. 

He  says  of  his  visit  to  the  General  Grand  Chapter : — 

"Needless  to  say  Missouri  hospitality  was  at  its  best  and  when  that 
is  said  there  is  no  better." 

He  refers  feelingly  to  the:  death  of  three  very  good  friends 
and  long-time  associates,  who  have  passed  to  the  Life  Eternal, 
John  Fishel,  Lou.  B.  Winsor  and  Harry  M.  Cheney,  and  of  age 
generally  he  says: — 

"While  each  of  these  friends  was  much  our  senior  in  years,  one 
did  not  think  of  them  as  old  men,  for  they  maintained  that  attitude 
toward  life  which  kept  the  spirit  young  and  neither  did  age  bring 
decrepitude." 

He  answers  the  question  ''What  of  the  Future"  as  fol- 
lows:— 

"Freemasonry  has  existed  for  centuries  in  some  form  or  other.  Re- 
cently I  spent  some  time  in  the  British  Museum  trying  to  decipher  the 
Regius  Poem,  date  1390,  which  is  the  first  authentic  record  of  Free- 
masonry. 

"The  common  things,  the  non  essential  things,  were  dropped.  Free- 
masonry has  lost  during  the  last  decade,  20  to  25%  of  its  total  member- 
ship, whereas  in  much  the  same  period  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England  has 
increased  its  membership  from  250,000  to  350,000.  Well,  no  one  would 
deny  that  Great  Britain  has  suffered  from  the  depression.  The  people 
pay  much  heavier  taxes  than  we  do.  Let  us  so  plan  and  organize  our 
Masonry  that  we  can  hold  those  we  initiate,  raise,  exalt,  greet  or  knight. 
We  need  to  do  certain  things  and  do  them  well  every  time.  If  we  can't 
simplify  our  Ritual,  let's  so  time  the  conferring  of  the  degrees  that  every 
section  can  be  well  and  effectively  presented.  Let  us  present  long  and 
somewhat  archaic  lectures  to  groups  of  candidates  rather  than  to 
individuals." 

The  meetings  ought  to  be  so  fine  that  ordinary  engage- 
ments would  be  gladly  laid  aside. 

Grand  Lecturer  Murfin  is  also  Fraternal  Correspondent. 
He  says : — 

"We  have  been  impressed  with  the  very  evident  determination  on  the 
part  of  many  leaders  to  see  that  aimless  drifting  be  stopped  and,  what 
is  even  more  heartening,  is  the  fact  that  actual  steps  are  being  taken 
to  remedy  the  situation. 

'But  the  Flag  is  still  there.  For  a  few  years,  there  were  three  flags 
on  our  battlements:  the  flag  of  Mammon,  the  flag  of  Numbers,  and  the 
flag  of  Masonry.     Our  Flag  is  still  there. 

"Every  High  Priest  must  plan  a  programme  of  Masonic  activity  for 
his  Chapter.  You  must  make  it  entertaining,  as  well  as  instructive.  Put 
the  Craft  to  work. 

"A  lack  of  leadership  in  the  work.  The  inevitable  results  are  (1) 
lack  of  attendance  on  meetings — because  there  is  nothing  to  do;  (2) 
failure  of  officers  to  attend;   (3)  meetings-  not  held  at  least  once  a  month 
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as  required  by  law;(  4)  failure  to  pay  dues;  (5)  suspensions  for  non- 
payments of  dues;  and  (6)  stagnation.  The  reports  I  have  fully  justify 
the  foregoing  statements  and  conclusions.  What  is  the  answer?  Like 
any  other  human  institution  ours  goes  forward  on  feet  of  clay. 

"He  repeats  it  over  to  himself;  he  acts  the  role  until  it  becomes  a 
part  of  him;  yes,  he  begins  to  live  it  in  his  daily  life  so  that  Masonry 
is  at  once  his  inspiration  and  greatest  pleasure.  What  a  pleasure  it  is 
to  listen  to  one  who  understands  what  it  is  all  about  and  who  enters  so 
wholeheartedly  into  the  part  he  is  portraying  that  he  does  not  know 
there  is  anyone  else  in  the  room  save  those  to  whom  he  is  speaking. 

"But  to  get  down  to  concrete  plans  for  arousing  interest  among  the 
brethren  and   companions.     First,  there   is  the  question   of  getting 

CANDIDATES 

"To  interest  officers  of  Symbolic  Lodges  in  the  great  Masonic  truths 
contained  in  our  degrees.  It  is  my  belief  that  no  man  should  serve  as 
Master  of  his  lodge  unless  he  has  had  the  secret  of  a  Master  Mason 
as  he  finds  it  in  the  Royal  Arch  Degree. 

"Arizona  was  one  of  the  first  Jurisdictions  to  take  up  the  idea  and 
there  it  is  evident  from  the  following  description  that  the  festival  is 
made  the  occasion  for  group  gatherings.  Here,  the  reunion  idea  is 
stressed. 

OLD  TIMERS'  NIGHTS 

"Teams  composed  of  members  from  several  neighbouring  Chapters. 
It  not  only  promotes  inter-chapter  good  fellowship  but  also  brings  out 
the  usual  stay-at-homes  to  see  something  different. 

AWARDS  OF  MERIT 

"We  believe  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  Massachusetts  had  a  real 
inspiration  when  he  formulated  a  plan  of  recognizing  deserving  service 
among  the  Companions  in  the  ranks. 

"I  ask  the  First  Principal  of  Prince  Rupert  Chapter,  No.  1,  to  accept 
this,  the  Fergie  Irwin  Travelling  Keystone.  With  your  Officers  and 
Companions  start  it  on  its  way  by  carrying  it  to  another  Chapter  in 
friendly  fellowship. 

"'A'  says  to  'B',  'How  are  things  with  you?'  'B'  replies,  'They  are 
serious  but  not  hopeless.'  'B'  says  to  'A',  'How  are  things  with  you?' 
'A'  replies,  'They  are  hopeless  but  not  serious.' 

"All  this  development  is  primarily  attributed  to  the  'You  and  I'  spirit 
of  earnest  joint  effort  in  our  official  positions." 

A  paragraph  from  a  resolution  proposed  is  as  follows: — 

"And  whereas  during  the  past  year  the  Grand  Encampment  K.T. 
has  assumed  control  and  ownership  over  the  fund  created  by  the  nine 
annual  payments  of  $1.00  by  Knights  Templar  belonging  to  Com- 
manderies  in  this  State."

The  Sixty-eighth  Convocation  with  jurisdiction  over  Prince 
Edward  Island  and  Newfoundland,  was  held  in  Amherst,  8th 
June,  1937. 

Eleven  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  present  and  wel- 
comed. 

A  telegram  of  greeting  was  sent  to  Comp.  Brenton  F. 
Porter  at  Kingston,  where  he  now  resides. 

Distinguished  visitors  from  Prince  Edward  Island,  the 
Grand  Master  of  Nova  Scotia,  the  Sovereign  Great  Priory  and 
the  Cryptic  Rite  were  welcomed. 

The  G.H.P.'s  address  was  read  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Boyd, 
Comp.  Haslam  being  absent  through  illness.  He  sent  a  beauti- 
ful message  to  us  all  from  Yarmouth: — 

"The  letters  I  have  received  from  Brother  Masons,  from  fellow 
Companions,  the  resolutions  of  Chapters  have  been  such  strength  to  me 
in  hours  of  weakness,  nights  of  sleeplessness,  and  days  of  uncertainty! 
Companions,  all  that  I  am  goes  into  the  simple  words  of  'THANK 
YOU'. 

"All  I  could  never  be, 
All  men  ignored  in  me, 
This,  I  was  worth  to  God, 
Whose  wheel  the  pitcher  shaped". 

"A  great  Monarch  finishes  his  course.  A  Prince  succeeds  to  the 
Throne  of  Britain.  Within  a  few  months  he  abdicates  his  throne.  A 
brother  steps  up  to  take  up  the  heavy  burden  of  Kingship.  By  his  side 
is  seated  a  commoner,  a  lady  of  noble  and  renowned  family,  bringing 
new  blood  into  the  Royal  Family.     At  Westminster, — 

"In  the   shade   of   our  dread    High   Altar, 
Where  the  Abbey  makes  us  *WE' ". 

"King  George  VI  is  crowned  in  a  ceremony  that  takes  us  back  a 
thousand  years,  and  yet  so  new,  so  filled  with  rich  symbolism.  It  is  a 
ceremony  where  symbolism  plays  a  large  part.  It  is  sacramental, — an 
outward  and  visible  sign  of  an  inward  and  spiritual  grace,  and  in  that 
Masonry  is  akin  to  it.  There  are  working-tools  of  a  Monarch.  There  are 
working-tools  of  a  Mason.  The  Mason  receives  his  working-tool  for 
himself. 
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"His  mercy  on  every  side.  The  Lord  cloath  you  with  the  robe  of 
righteousness  and  the  garment  of  Salvation,  and  when  you  see  this  Orb, 
thus  set  under  the  Cross,  remember  that  the  whole  world  is  subject  to 
the  power  and  empire  of  Christ  our  Redeemer. 

"The  Coronation  is  climaxed  by  the  giving  of  the  Holy  Bible  into 
the  hands  of  the  King.  'Our  Gracious  King,  we  present  you  with  this 
Book,  the  most  valuable  thing  that  this  world  affords.  Here  is  wisdom; 
This  is  the  Royal  Law;  These  are  the  lively  oracles  of  God.' 

"Through  misfortune  they  have  been  reduced  to  penury,  and  apart 
from  the  'Home'  their  lot  would  have  been  tragic.  Masonry  in  its  prac- 
tical and  objective  expression  had  been  to  them  as  to  many  others  a 
benison. 

"True  Masons,  Masons  in  profession  and  practice,  were  never  more 
needed  than  to-day.  The  nations  of  Europe  are  being  drawn  away  from 
Right  to  Might,  and  enshrining  Might  as  their  God.  The  only  Might 
is  Right." 

This  from  the  Report  of  District  No.  7 : — 

"Our  Chapter  Convocations  are  as  a  rule  pretty  dry  affairs.  Unless 
there  is  degree  work  going  on  there  is  so  little  else  to  make  the  meeting 
interesting.  If  even  our  members  find  our  Convocations  uninteresting 
and  drop  out  how  can  we  expect  new  members?" 

Membership,  1,658.    Net  loss,  93. 

The  Committee  on  the  G.H.P.'s  address  report : — 

"His  message  to  Grand  Chapter  is  one  of  great  beauty,  direct  and 
simple  in  its  statement  of  the  sublime  teaching  of  the  Craft.  It  will 
repay  careful  reading  by  all  Companions." 

The  Committee  on  Changes  in  Ritual  reported  the  following 
criticisms  having  been  made: — 

"To  the  general  quality  of  all  degree  work,  the  perfunctory  and  un- 
impressive manner  in  which  the  degrees  are  conferred,  and  to  the  fact 
that  in  some  Chapters  the  ceremonies  are  read  from  a  book  instead  of 
being  memorized;  and 

"Dealing  with  the  R.A.  Degree,  the  criticisms  made  are 

(1)  that  the  degree  is  too  long; 

(2)  that  there  is  too  much  repetition; 

(3)  that  the   long  lectures   should  be  eliminated   or  made   optional; 

(4)  that  the  L.A.  and  R.  &  R.  R.  frequently  degenerate  into 
'horseplay'  ". 

Canada  was  duly  represented  by  George  S.  Wright. 

Grand  Archivist  Reginald  V.  Harris  reported: — 

"As  the  time  approaches  for  the  writing  of  a  history  of  the  Juris- 
diction in  connection  with  the  celebration  of  our  Bicentenary  next  year, 
it  is  a  matter  of  great  regret  that  so  many  histories  have  to  be  reported 
as  still  not  received." 

Sidney  D.  Burrill  was  elected  G.H.P.,  and  J.  McG.  Ruther- 
ford was  elected  Grand  Secretary. 

Reginald  V.  Harris  installed  and  invested  the  Grand 
Officers. 

"Sacred  to  the  Memory  of  Our  Beloved  Dead"  is  one  of  the 
Memorial  pages  with  this  verse: — 
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"Not  dead,  but  only  promoted, 
They  have  entered  the  Order  above, 
And   there   'neath  the    Smiles   of  the  Master, 
They  will  finish  their  labour  of  love."

The  One  Hundred  and  Twentieth  Annual  was  held  in 
Columbus,  September  16th,  1936. 

Seventeen  Past  Grand  High'  Priests  were  honoured  in  the 
Grand  East. 

Grand  Chaplain  Thomas  W.  Fessenden  made  the  Invocation 
from  which  we  take  the  following  thoughts : — 

"Lay  thy  steadying  hand,  we  beseech  thee,  upon  the  fevered  dis- 
order of  our  times  and  bring  us  into  security  and  peace.  Since  mo  man 
can  be  other  than  a  builder — a  builder  of  good  or  a  builder  of  evil,  be 
pleased  to  order  that  we  Companions  of  the  ancient  faith  and  the  death- 
less truth  shall,  more  and  more,  be  builders  of  the  good." 

Distinguished  guests  were  welcomed  from  New  York, 
North  Carolina,  Pennsylvania,  Michigan,  the  General  Grand 
Chapter.     General  G.H.P.  O'Hara  said : — 

"We  are  pinning  our  hopes  on  the  Kings  and  Scribes  and  those  who 
are  to  follow  them  in  places  of  responsibility. 

"They  are  memories  that  can  never  be  forgotten.  They  are  memo- 
ries that  add  to  the  long  life  of  happiness  and  remind  me  that  you  are 
expecting  of  me  that  sort  of  conduct  which  marks  every  man  and  every 
Mason." 

From  the  address  of  welcome  the  following : — 

"But  from  all  his  travels  he  had  returned  with  a  sense  of  baffled 
failure.  He  asked  Socrates,  'Why  is  it  that  I  get  so  little  from  my 
travels?  Why  is  it  that  I  bring  so  little  back  with  me  from  them?'  And 
that  wise  philosopher  answered  him,  'That  is  because  you  travel  alone.' " 

We  cite  these  paragraphs  from  the  address  of  the 
G.H.P.:— 

"In  the  wisdom  of  our  legislation  and  in  am  added  devotion  to  the 
highest  ideals  of  our  Institution,  may  we  prove  ourselves  worthy  of  our 
high  estate,  and  of  the  precious  heritage  that  has  come  down  to  us 
from  those  who  were  torch  bearers  of  a  sacred  past." 

As  a  tribute  to  the  memory  of  those  who  have  answered 
the  Summons  of  the  Great  Beyond  the  Grand  Chaplain  was 
asked  to  give!  the  Invocation,  from  which  we  take  the  follow- 
ing:— 

"We  thank  thee  for  deathless  hope,  for  undefeatable  love,  for  light 
that  never  dims,  for  visions  that  are  immortal  and  for  life  that  is  eter- 
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nally  expectant,  so  scanty  and  cramped  are  all  its  dwellings  here.     We 
praise  thee  for  the  aspirations  of  the  soul  that  rise  above  dead  dreams. 

"Keep  us  in  their  high  companionship,  scorning  the  cheap  and  the 
sordid,  aloof  from  the  riotous  and  contentious,  spurning  the  ugly  and 
uncouth,  abhorring  the  vile  and  iniquitous,  above  the  selfish  and 
licentious." 

The  State  was  divided  into  21  Districts  for  supervision  and 
inspection. 

With  regard  to  the  Allied  Masonic  Degrees  the  G.H.P. 
said : — 

"As  to  the  matter  of  the  so-called  Grand  Council  Allied  Masonic  De- 
grees, in  that  they  only  waste  the  efforts  of  Masons  on  further  detached 
degrees. 

The  General  Grand  Chapter  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  its 
Triennial  Convocation  at  Washington  in  1933  disapproved  such  degrees, 
in  which  we  concur,  and  recommend  that  this  Grand  Chapter  declare 
them  to  be  disapproved,  undesirable  and  without  any  Masonic  standing 
or  justification  in  this  Jurisdiction." 

Membership,  52,517.    Decrease,  2,886. 
Canada  was  duly  represented  by  Henry  Gruen. 
From  the  Report  on  Necrology: — 

"There  is,  in  reality,  no  death.  There  is  only  life.  Death  is  an 
incident.  Life  is  all.  Life  is  a  never-ending  roadway  running  on  into 
and  through  the  eternities  and  death  "is  nothing  but  a  gateway  out 
into  the  everlasting  dawns,  to  ever  starrier  skies  and  to  endless  broad- 
ening of  the  road  itself.  So,  tearful  but  smiling,  lonely  but  brave, 
grieving  but  hopeful,  hurt  but  valiant,  we  say  above  our  dead,  to-day 
and  in  our  contemplation  of  our  own  inevitable  encounter: 

"Death  is  an  old  gray  portal, 
With  nothing  to  fear  or  dread. 
All  who  enter  are  living; 
And   none   who   pass  through   are  dead." 

Paul  G.  Lutz  was  elected  G.H.P. 

After  the  Transactions,  the  addresses  of  distinguished 
visitors  were  delivered.  We  quote  from  the  speech  of  the 
G.H.P.  of  Pennsylvania : — 

"You  know  the  Modernists  say,  'There  ain't  no  hell,'  and  the  Funda- 
mentalists say,  'The  hell  there  ain't.'  Yet  they  constantly  are  fighting 
about  it. 

"In  listening  to  the  radio  not  long  ago — we  listen  a  lot  and  hear 
little— the  question  was  asked:  'Eliminating  the  money  question,  would 
you  consider  yourself  rich?'  And  the  man  interrogated  said,  'Yes.' 
Then  he  was  asked  in  what  respect,  and  he  said,  'Because  I  have  good 
health.'  That  is  a  very  rich  asset.  But  I  like  to  consider  my  riches  in 
having  so  many  fine  friends  and  so  many  of  them  in  my  Masonic  life." 

From  North  Carolina: — 

"I  am  from  the  land  of  the  long  leaf  pine, 
The  summer  land  where  the  sun  doth  shine, 
Where  the  weak  grow  strong  and  the  strong  grow  great; 
I  am  from  down  home  in  the  Old  North  State."

"Now  get  that! 

"And  those  that  were  good  shall  be  happy;  they  shall  sit  in  a  golden 
chair; 
They  shall  splash  at  a  ten-league  canvas  with  'brushes  of  comets'  hair; 
They  shall  find  real  saints  to  draw  from — Magdalene,  Peter  and  Paul; 
They  shall  work  for  an  age  at  a  sitting  and  never  be  tired  at  all!" 

From  New  York: — 

"We  should  live  Masonry  and  make  Masonry  a  living,  breathing 
thing  in  our  Community,  State  and  Nation. 

"  'I  am  going  through  the  line.'  He  said,  'Well,  it  is  all  on  your 
own  responsibility.'  I  said,  'No,  it  isn't;  it  is  on  yours;  it  is  your 
job  to  provide  safe  conduct  for  me.'  And  I  said,  'How  long  is  it 
going  to  take  to  pass?'  He  said,  'Two  hours;  it  took  two  hours  last 
year.'  I  said,  'Then  let  me  make  a  prediction  to  you.  If  last  year  on 
May  1st  your  Communistic  parade  took  two  hours  to  pass,  this  year 
it  will  take  four."  I  was  wrong.  Later  reports  given  in  the  newspaper 
that  day  said  that  it  took  eight  hours  to  pass  a  given  point.  That,  Com- 
panions, is  the  way  that  those  dangers  that  beset  us  are  growing  in  that 
one  state. 

"Fear  is  a  creative  force  and  creates  in  us  those  things  of  which  we 
are  fearful,  and,  therefore,  I  would  to-day  urge  not  too  strong  a  fear  as 
to  the  things  that  are  dangerous.  But  on  the  other  hand,  just  as  strong 
a  force  which  will  work  with  zeal  is  the  spirit  of  complacency.  And, 
therefore,  I  would  stay  between  "the  two,  having  a  proper  understanding 
of  the  dangers  that  beset  us,  but  with  a  constructive  mind  and  a  vision 
of  what  Masons  have  done  for  the  good  of  this  country  in  the  past, 
going  forward  to  greater  achievements." 

From  the  address  of  Ex.  Comp.  Francis  the  following: — 

"I  have  chosen  for  my  subject  to-night,  'Just  Beneath  the  Thin 
Veneer  of  Ritual.' 

"I  am  often  asked  the  question,  'How  old  is  Masonry?'  In  terms  of 
the  historian  who  depends  entirely  upon  authentic  written  documents, 
nothing  to  attest  to  the  existence  of  speculative  Freemasonry  prior  to 
1717. 

"Masonry  not  only  builds  character  but  defines  character,  and  I 
will  demonstrate  it  to  you  as  Masonry  has  demonstrated  it  to  me. 

"From  this  Masonic  analysis,  character  may  be  defined  as  'The  Bond 
which  unites  Temperance,  Prudence,  Fortitude  and  Justice  into  an  im- 
pregnable wall  of  Virtue,  the  bulwark  of  a  soul.'  Character  reveals 
itself. 

"Centuries  ago,  wise  old  Plato  said,  'In  Heaven  there  is  a  pattern, 
which  he  who  chooses  may  behold,  and  beholding,  set  his  own  house  in 
order.'  My  Chapter,  your  Chapter,  Masonry  is  only  as  fine  in  influence 
as  we  are  in  character. 

"Isn't  it  possible  and  urgent  for  us  in  this  time  of  need  and  un- 
certainly to  place  first  things  first  and  go  beneath  the  Thin  Veneer 
of  Ritual  and  bring  out  the  invisible,  vitalizing  things  of  the  Spirit — 
the  things  that  will  give  us  poise  and  the  strength  and  courage  to  live 
as  best  we  can  and  'behold  the  pattern  and  set  our  house  in  order'  and 
use  the  transforming  power  in  Masonry  to  help  make  a  better  world?" 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Edwin  Smith,  our  esteemed  Grand  Scribe  E., 
is  the  Grand  Representative  of  Ohio. 
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The  Capitular  Review  is  in  the  able  hands  of  Carl  W. 
Sperling,  P.G.H.P.,  who  presents  his  Sixth  Report,  the  Fore- 
word containing  the  following : — 

"We  note,  however,  that  several  Grand  High  Priests  recommend  that 
Secretaries  and  Treasurers  of  constituent  Chapters  be  bonded,  with 
which  recommendation  this  Reviewer  is  in  hearty  accord.  In  most 
Chapters  the  accounts  are  not  thoroughly  and  properly  audited,  and  do 
not  give  the  membership  a  complete  check  on  all  financial  transactions. 

"The  Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Chapters 
are  bonded,  why  not  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  our  constituent 
Chapters?" 

This  from  the  Review  of  Alberta: — 

"Well,  the  Grand  Z.  was  born  in  Ireland  and  we  all  know  how  well 
the  'Irish'  can  spread  the  salve  and  yet,  how  thorough  and  energetic 
they  are  in  performing  their  duties." 

Under  Canada  he  mentions  the  presence  of  General  G.H.P. 
O'Hara  at  our  gathering  in  St,  Catharines,  and  notes  the 
presence  of  our  good  friend,  Past  Grand  Z.  Edwin  Smith. 
He  quotes  from  Grand  Z.  Gardiner's  address  several  para- 
graphs approvingly  and  "notes  the  Long  Service  Jewels  as 
follows : — 

"Long  Service  Jewels  were  presented  to  quite  a  number  of  Com- 
panions, one  of  whom  received  his  dgrees  in  1868  and  last  year  cele- 
brated his  101st  birthday.

The  short  cut  to  the  Consistory  leaves  the  candi- 
date with  a  dearth  of  knowledge  which  rightfully  should  be  his." 

And  we  close  with  this  from  Wyoming : — 

"A  rather  unique  and  interesting  event  took  place  in  the  Grand 
Chapter  when  the  Grand  High  Priest  ".  .  .  called  in  succession  the 
names  of  'Dan',  'Don',  'Harold',  and  'Robert',  and  directed  them  to 
appear  at  the  west  of  the  Altar,  and  with  visible  pride  introduced 
them  as  four  of  his  sons  who  had  attained  the  rank  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons,  with  more  coming  up."

"A  new  Ritual  and  the  consequent  inability  of  the  officers  of  the 
smaller  Chapters  to  properly  confer  degrees  at  this  time,  and  until 
they  can  be  more  fully  educated,  it  is  my  judgment  that  the  state- 
wide Convocation  of  Chapters  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  degrees  will 
most  materially  aid  Capitular  Masonry  in  Oklahoma  and,  if  possible, 
the  date  and  place  of  such  a  meeting  should  be  set  at  the  present  session 
of  this  Grand  Chapter  in  order  that  ample  notice  can  be  given  and  pre- 
paration made  for  the  work. 

The  modern  reaction-  to  poor  leadership  is  not  patience  but  absence. 
Much  of  the  non-attendance  of  our  Companions  can  be  laid  to  the  fact 
that  the  leaders  of  our  Chapters  have  not  prepared  themselves  for 
leadership."

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"In  opening  his  report  he  quotes  the  language  of  the  interview  be- 
tween the  Governor-General  of  Canada  and  the  President  of  the  United 
States  wherein  the  word  foreigner  was  not  used,  but  each  spoke  of  the 
citizens  of  the  other  country  as  either  Canadians  or  Americans.  The 
President  saying: 

"  'This  Canadian  hospitality,  so  simple  and  so  open,  has  become  a 
tradition  in  my  country.  It  is  by  these  exchanges  of  visits,  by  these 
continuous  contracts  between  Canadians  and  Americans  that  we  shall 
continue  to  tighten  the  close  bonds  which  already  unite  our  two 
peoples." 

Canada  at  St.  Catharines  receives  a  delicate  and  friendly- 
touch  : — 

"A  brave  array  of  distinguished  guests  from  Canada  and  the  United 
States  were  present,  received  and  welcomed. 

"R.E.  Comp.  R.  J.  Reade  passed  away  suddenly  on  the  eve  of  Grand 
Chapter.  His  arrangements  were  made  to  attend  the  meeting  when  he 
was  suddenly  stricken.  His  death  is  a  severe  loss  to  Royal  Arch 
Masonry. 

"The  reports  of  the  District  Superintendents  are  most  interesting. 
They  give  a  view  of  Capitular  Masonry  at  work  in  Canada.  It  strikes 
us  that  perhaps  we  might,  with  profit,  adopt  written  reports  from  our 
District  Deputy  Grand  High  Priests,  in  Pennsylvania.  They  learn  much 
during  each  year.  At  the  rick  of  being  called  down,  or  having  this  cut 
out,  I  quote  from  one  of  the  Superintendent's  reports: 

(a)  To  select  Chapter  activities  which  lend  themselves  to  individual 
responsibilities  and  individual  action. 

(b)  To  select  activities  that  permit  of  more  or  less  sustained  respon- 
sibility, but  handled  so  that  they  will  not  stale. 

(c)  To  exercise  most  careful  and  wise  selection  of  new  members. 

(d)  To  train  our  new  members  from  their  initiation  with  this  defi- 
nite undertone  of  personal  assistance,  rather  than  group  responsibility. 

(e)  To  give  just  as  much  attention  to  the  Companions  we  already 
have  as  we  display  in  the  obtaining  of  new  members. 

(f)  To  change  our  banquets  from  a  routine  of  meaningful  toasts, 
tiresomely  rendered  to  a  definitely  instructive  programme  of  educational 
topics  interestingly  handled. 

"The  Grand  Chapter  revoked  the  per  capita  tax  payable  by  constiu- 
ent  Chapters  on  its  unemployed  Companions  who  through  misfortune 
are  unable  to  pay  their  dues,  provided  the  Chapter  under  its  Seal,  certi- 
fies that  it  has  remitted  the  dues  of  said  Companion.  We  know  that  per- 
sonally, we  are  in  the  'dog  house'  on  this  subject,  but  we  still  believe  in 
it.  In  our  very  humble  judgment,  if  such  a  programme  had  obtained 
throughout  Capitular  Masonry,  we  would  not  have  had  nearly  the  tre- 
mendous losses  which  we  have  sustained. 

"The  Review,  all  packed  solid  with  very  good  things  for  Capitular 
Masonry,  is  by  Companion  Ponton,  who  stands  in  the  Capitular  world 
unrivalled  and  alone  as  a  Correspondent.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  have 
no  doubt  but  that  all  unknown  to  himself,  he  writes  many  of  the  Re- 
views of  the  Different  Jurisdictions.  How?  Well,  you  see  when  the 
candle  burns  low,  and  the  mental  processes  drag,  we  just  turn  to  Can- 
ada and  see  what  Ponton  said  about  that  Jurisdiction,  and  lo!  all  is  well 
again." 

This  Reviewer  gratefully  acknowledges  Comp.  Core's  all 
too  kind  and  generous  and  encouraging  appreciation. 
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This  from  the  Review  of  England : — 

"That  when  the  message  came  over  the  radio,  the  King's  life  is  mov- 
ing peacefully  towards  its  close,  all  England  mourned. 

"The  Pro  First  Grand  Principal  announced  that  a  new  Provincial 
Grand  Lodge  had  been  formed  in  the  Isle  of  Man. 

"In  the  General  Fund  it  shows  twenty-three  thousand  three  hundred 
sixty-nine  pounds,  an  increase  over  last  year  of  nine  hundred  thirty 
pounds." 

This  from  Massachusetts  regarding  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Curtis 
Chipman : — 

"There  is  a  thought  that  comes  with  his  passing  and  it  is  this.  Did 
Masonry  ask  more  of  him  than  it  is  possible  for  human  strength  to  give? 
It  is  all  too  early  for  a  man  of  his  worth  to  meet  death  in  the  closing 
days  of  his  fifty-nine  full  years.  Words  cannot  add  to  the  worth  of  this 
good  man  and  may  Masonry  merit  well  the  unlimited  time  and  strength 
that  he  gave." 

We  quote  regarding  Briggs  of  New  York: — 

"What  shall  we  say  of  the  Correspondence  Report  of  that  Master  of 
Correspondence,  George  E.  Briggs.  I'm  wondering  how  many  other 
titles  he  carries  or  how  many  jewels  he  wears.  I  want  to  assure  him 
that  with  or  without  titles  or  jewels  the  Pennsylvania  reviewer  is  his 
most  ardent  admirer.  He  seizes  upon  every  item  of  interest  and  makes 
it  alive.  He  misses  nothing  that  should  be  recorded.  H.  J.  B.  is  honoured 
to  follow  your  leadership  wherever  its  destination." 

QUEBEC

The  Sixtieth  Annual  Convocation  was  held  in  Montreal  on 
March  24th,  1937.  Eight  Past  Grand  Z.'s  were  present  for 
duty  and  honour.  M.  Ex.  Comp.  D.  McLellan  duly  repre- 
sented Canada. 

The  motion  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  C.  W.  Haentschel  was  re- 
ferred to  Jurisprudence. 

The  the'  address  of  the  Grand  First  Principal  we  take  the 
following  encouraging  words: — 

"To-day,  if  ever,  the  lessons  and  ideals  of  Masonry  seem  of  greatest 
need,  when  we  look  about  and  see  the  strife  and  lack  of  brotherhood 
being  displayed  in  so  many  parts  of  the  world.  Through  the  rift 
brighter  Masonic  skies  appeared.  There  is  an  increased  spirit  of  optim- 
ism and  a  general  uplift  in  the  'esprit  de  corps.' 

"District  Superintendents  as  working  lieutenants  and  I  therefore 
communicated  with  the  District  Superintendents,  outlining  a  few  very 
simple  policies  which  appeared  to  me  to  be  of  value: 

1.  That  Rituals  may  be  left  aside  thereby  permitting  of  more  elocu- 
tion in  the  rendition  of  the  several  parts. 

2.  Urge  officers  to  practice  and  inject  dramatic  effect  to  impress  not 
only  the  candidate  but  the  Chapter  members  as  well.  In  other  words, 
get  away  from  dry  ritualism. 
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3.  Suggest  the  arrangement  of  novel  meetings  in  order  to  attract  the 
older  members  and  revive  their  interest  and  to  see  that  Chapter  notices 
have  an  appeal. 

4.  Recommend  promptness  in  opening  meetings  and  the  closing  of  the 
entertainment  following  at  a  reasonable  hour. 

5.  Endeavour  to  recapture  those  Companions  who,  through  no  fault 
of  their  own,  were  obliged  to  relinquish  membership  in  their  Chapters 
and  offer  assistance. 

6.  The  necessity  of  urging  all  Chapter  Masons  to  impress  on  their 
Craft  brethren  the  fact  that  their  Masonic  education  will  still  be  in- 
complete until  they  have  received  their  Capitular  Degrees." 

We  note  reference  to  Rev.  Malcolm  A.  Campbell  and  Rev. 
Bruce  Hunter. 

Under  deaths  he  quotes  this  verse : — 

"There  are  no  friends  like  old  friends 

To   calm  our  frequent  fears: 
When  shadows  fall  and  deepen 

Through   life's   declining   years. 
And  when  our  faltering  footsteps 

Approach  the  Great  Divine 
We'll  long  to  meet  the  old  friends 

Who  wait  the  other  side." 

He  proceeds  as  follows : — 

"We  have  through  these  60  years  been  guided  by  that  great  light,  the 
Holy  Writ,  from  which  we  derive  our  knowledge  of  the  Great  Jehovah, 
Who  is  the  Alpha  and  Omega,  but  I  sometimes  wonder  if  we  have 
applied  that  knowledge  to  our  best  advantage  individually.  It  is  easy 
to  offer  excuses  and  present  alibis,  but  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  one  of  the  greatest  reasons  may  be  put  in  one  word, — Neglect. 
Many  opportunities  are  lost  through  neglect.  Many  friends  are  lost 
through  neglect. 

"Ralph  Waldo  Emerson  said:  'Hitch  your  Chariot  to  a  Star.'  The 
implication  being  to  look  ever  onward  and  upward  to  higher  things  and 
if  any  force  on  earth  is  a  factor  in  that  vision,  it  is  our  Capitular 
Masonry." 

And  closes  with  Robert  Burns'  words: — 

"May  freedom,  harmony  and  love 
Unite  you  in  the  grand  design: 
Beneath  the  Omniscient  Eye  above, 
The  Glorious  Architect  Divine. 
That  you  may  keep  the  unerring  line 
Still  rising  by  the  plummet's  law: 
Till  order  bright  completely  shine, 
Shall  be  my  prayer  when  far  awa'." 

Membership,  2,896.    Net  loss,  114. 

From  the  Grand  Superintendent's  report  of  St.  Francis 
District  we  quote: — 

"One  cannot  help  but  feel  that  your  interpretation  of  the  funda- 
mentals of  our  Institution  is  'to  travel' — mot  to  arrive';  and  I  would  like 
to  quote  a  few  lines  that  I  think  are  very  expressive. 
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"You  are  the  voices  of  the  Past, 
Links  of  unbroken  chain; 
Wings  that  bear  us  back  to  times 
That  cannot  come  again." 

In  the  evening  the  following  distinguished  guests  were 
accorded  Grand  Honours,  hailing  from  Massachusetts,  New 
York,  Maine,  Vermont,  Canada,  Connecticut  and  the  Grand 
Master  of  Quebec.

"It  shall  also  be  permissible  for  any  member  to  become  a  Life  Mem- 
ber before  the  expiry  of  the  term  of  years  specified  in  the  By-laws  of 
his  Chapter  by  paying  the  full  equivalent  of  dues  for  the  term  of  years 
as  specified  and  the  Per  Capita  Tax  together  with  commutation  fee  as 
required  by  Grand  Chapter." 

Worthy  honour  was  paid  to  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  thus 
recorded : — 

"That  Right  Excellent  Companion  William  Walter  Williamson  be 
elected  an  Honourary  Grand  First  Principal  Z.  of  this  Grand  Chapter, 
with  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  prerogatives  appertaining  to  the 
same." 

The  Grand  Z.  was  re-elected. 

Quebec  has  the  honour  of  being  represented  by  our  most 
excellent  G.  L.  Gardiner,  of  Toronto. 

W.  J.  Edwards,  Past  Grand  Z.,  makes  his  several  annual 
able  Review. 

From  the  Foreword  we  quote: — 

"Once  again  the  journey  around  the  Capitular  World  has  been  a  de- 
lightful one,  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  the  Companions  will  derive 
something  of  the  same  pleasure  and  inspiration  from  reading  this 
report.  For  many  it  is  a  long  hard  climb  out  of  the  valley  of  depres- 
sion, but  in  most  cases  steady  if  slow  progress  is  being  made. 

"As  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Walker  states,  'Capitular  Masonry  was  never  on  a 
higher  plane  than  at  the  present  time.' 

"Companions,  let  us  then  renew  our  covenants  and  march  confidently 
through  our  task  with  our  heads  high,  our  hearts  responsive  and  our 
hands  full."

MASONS

The  regular  biennial  Convocation  was  held  at  Brisbane, 
on  May  17th,  1936.  Canada's  Grand  Representative  did  not 
reply  to  Roll  Call. 

On  the  motion  to  adopt  and  enter  on  the  minutes  as  read 
the  Report  of  the  Grand  Committee  S.  W.  Coulter  said : — 

"In  connection  with  the  Report  of  Grand  Committee,  I  think  that 
this  Grand  Chapter  might  intimate  to  Grand  Committee  that  its  Reports 
might  be  a  little  more  informative.  I  know  that  there  are  matters  that 
have  been  dealt  with  by  Grand  Committee  that  do  not  appear  anywhere 
in  the  Report  that  has  been  placed  before  us.  I  do  mot  understand  why 
Supreme  Grand  Chapter  is  not  better  informed  on  all  matters  that  are 
dealt  with." 

He  subsequently  called  the  position  of  Grand  Chapter  "the 
drift",  and  a  speaker  spoke  of  the  Bookkeeping  of  Grand 
Chapter : — 
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"The  majority  of  Grand  Chapters  do  not  include  in  their  published 
statements  a  valuation  of  assets  such  as  bock  debts,  Books  of  Ritual, 
etc.,  Regalia  and  sundry  assets,  chiefly,  no  doubt,  for  the  reason  that 
being  only  of  value  to  Grand  Chapter,  they  are  not  assets  in  an  ordi- 
nary sense,  the  only  assets  being  cash,  and  its  equivalent  in  bonds,  etc." 

Estimated  receipts  £1,416. 

Comp.  Coulter  again  carried  on  his  crusade  against  the 
Grand  Committee,  saying: — 

"If  the  Grand  Treasurer  says  he  is  making  money,  there  may  be 
other  things  behind  this.  Why  does  not  Grand  Committee  tell  us  and 
take  us  into  his  confidence?" 

An  auditors'  statement  of  the  District  Grand  Mark  Lodge 
(Queensland)   was  presented. 

The  Deputy  District  Grand  Master  of  the  Mark  Master 
Masons  is  Rt.  Wor.  Bro.  T.  G.  Mosley,  William  Henry  Green- 
field, District  Grand  Master,  and  John  Christie,  District 
Grand  Secretary. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Mark  Master  Masons,  Queensland,  of 
which  Ernest  Aldous  is  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master,  held 
its  Half-yearly  Communication  at  Brisbane  on  the  16th  of 
September,  1937;  and  transacted  important  business. 

Through  the  kindness  of  R.  Ex.  Comp.  Frank  K.  Ebbitt  of 
Iroquois  Falls  we  have  received  an  impressive  appeal  for 
Aged  Masons,  Widows  &  Orphans  Institution  of  Queensland, 
dated  August  3rd,  1937,  in  which  we  read: — 

"The  Homes  are  practically  full  and  with  the  increasing  payments 
for  assistance  to  other  Aged  Brethren,  Widows  and  Orphans,  the  Board 
is  finding  difficulty  in  balancing  the  Maintenance  Fund. 

"YOU  CAN  ASSIST  US  TO  ASSIST  OUR  AGED  BRETHREN, 
WIDOWS  AND   ORPHANS." 

Canada  is  represented  by  J.  Shirra,  Sr. 
R.  Ex.  Comp.  John  Boyd  is  the  Grand  Representative  of 
Queensland. 

SASKATCHEWAN 

F.  E.  Doull,  Grand  Z. 

F.  B.  Reilly,  Grand  Scrize  E. 

The  Fourteenth  Annual  was  held  in  Moose  Jaw,  May  26th, 
1937. 

The  Grand  Z.  was  born  in  Saskville,  N.B.,  and  is  intro- 
duced as  "another  Maritimer  who  has  made  good". 

Distinguished  visitors  from  North  Dakota  and  Manitoba 
were  welcomed. 

The  Past  Grand  First  Principals  were  greeted  with  the 
following  words : — 

"Some  one  has  rather  aptly  said: 
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"It  isn't  the  job  you  intend  to  do, 
Or  the  work  you  have  just  begun, 
That  puts  you  right  in  the  Ledger  page, 
It's  the  work  you've  already  done. 
Our    Credits    are   built   on   the    things    we   do 
Our  Debits  on  things  we  shirk, 
And  the  one  who  totals  the  biggest  plus, 
Is  the  man  who  completes  his  work." 

"So  that  we  may  be  the  richer  by  your  presence,  richer  not  with  the 
pennies  of  tne  market-place,  but  with  the  gold  of  knowledge;  the  rubies 
of  wisdom,  and  the  gems  of  deep  insight  and  broad  human  sympathy 
and  understanding." 

The  Grand  Representative  of  Canada  was  not  present. 

Correspondence  is  acknowledged  from  George  L.  Gardi- 
ner and  Edwin  Smith. 

The  death  of  Grand  Treasurer  J.  C.  Moore  is  thus  spoken 
of:— 

"Born  near  Belleville,  Ontario,  Companion  Moore  felt  the  call  of  the 
West  in  early  manhood  and  in  1882  when  what  is  now  Regina  was  a 
hamlet  of  tents  and  shacks,  decided  that  old  'Pile  0'  Bones'  looked  good 
to  him,  and  homesteaded  that  same  year  within  a  few  miles  of  the 
present  city." 

Sheriff  W.  R.  Riddington,  known  to  this  Reviewer,  was 
greeted  heartily. 

The  Grand  Z.  concluded  with  these  lines  from  Whittier: — 

"And  as  the  path  of  duty  is  made  plain 
May  grace  be  given  that  I  may  walk  therein 
Not  like  the  hireling  for  his  selfish  gain 
With  backward  glances  and  reluctant  tread 
But  cheerful  in  the  light  around  me  thrown 
Walking  as  one  to  pleasant  service  led 
Doing  God's  will  as  if  it  were  my  own 
Yet  trusting  not  in  mine,  but  in  His  strength  alone." 

Membership,  1,974.    Net  loss,  54. 

A  special  Committee  on  the  advisability  of  Grand  Chap- 
ter entering  the  field  of  Practical  Service  reported  against  the 
idea : — 

"Consider  the  leaders  in  all  social  movements  and  note  the  high  per- 
centage that  are  members  of  the  Masonic  fraternity." 

This  verse  is  quoted  by  the  Committee  on  Fraternal 
Dead  :— 

"In  their  places  now  compacted 
By  the  heavenly  Architect, 
Who   therewith   hath   willed    forever 
That  his  palace  should  be  decked." 

W.  B.  Hooker  was  elected  Grand  Z. 
The  seal  of  Grand  Chapter  bears  this  motto: — 
"Agemdo  Spectemur." 
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Alfred  F.  Webster  represented  Saskatchewan  with  us  and 
Arthur  iS.  Gorrell,  of  Regina,  represents  Canada. 

An  interesting  paper  on  Rewards  contains  the  follow- 
ing:— 

"Let  us  examine — wages,  reward  and  compensation. 

The  definition  of  wages — payment  for  services  rendered. 

The  definition  of  reward — what  accrues!  to  a  man  as  the  just  conse- 
quence of  his  conduct,  be  it  good  or  bad. 

"The  definition  of  compensation — to  make  good1  the  loss  or  the  ab- 
sence of  something.  It  is  poor  compensation  for  the  loss  of  peace  and 
health  to  have  one's  coffers  filled  with  gold.  What  can  equal  the  reward 
of  a  good  conscience. 

Wages:     Gen.  31-7.     Jacob  and  Laban  changed  my  wages  ten  times. 

Could  reward  be  used?    With  some  of  them.    Yes. 

Reward:  Ps.  1-8.  Thou  shalt  see  the  reward  of  the  wicked.  Luke 
6-23. 

"This  parable  has  been  read  into  the  Mark  Master  Degree.  Hence 
in  its  Masonic  use  the  penny  is  simply  a  symbol  of  the  reward  of  faith- 
ful labour. 

"They  labour  but  if  the  work  done  in  the  lodge  and  possibly  some 
outside  the  lodge  is  paid  for  only  in  as  Claudy  says,  'coin  of  the  heart,' 
such  wages  or  reward  are  no  less  real. 

"You  see  it  will  not  suffice  to  possess  the  power  to  do  (potential)  but 
the  power  must  be  put  to  use  (dynamic)." 

"Veils  and  other  Symbols"  was  the  title  of  an  address  in 
which  the  following  verse  was  cited : — 

"Isn't  it  strange  that  Princes   and  Kings, 
And  clowns  that  caper  in  sawdust  rings, 
And  common  folk  like  you  and  me 
Are  builders  for  eternity?" 

The  Future  of  Capitular  Masonry  was  ably  treated  by  the 
Grand  Z.  of  Manitoba: — 

"To-day,  as  in  the  past,  by  virtue  alike  of  its  principles  and  history 
stands  for  those  'Great  Freedoms  of  the  mind'  by  which  men  arrive  at 
the  Truth. 

"The  failure  of  the  League  of  Nations  to  deal  strongly  with  the 
European  situation. 

"Surely  Masonry  by  its  spirit  and  genius,  international,  has  a  mis- 
sion here  especially  among  peoples  who  have  a  common  conception  of 
civilization." 

Still  another  address  on  Our  Heritage: — 

"Then,  brother  man,  fold  to  thy  heart  thy  brother, 
For  where  love  dwells,  the  peace  of  God  is  there; 
To  worship  rightly  is  to  love  each  other — 
Each  smile  a  hymn,  each  kindly  deed  a  prayer." 

Foreign  Correspondence  is  by  Edward  Houston  Wills, 
G.H.P.,  and  treated  briefly  but  fully  of  the  various  Jurisdic- 
tions. 
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We  read  under  Canada : — 

"The  Grand  Z.  discusses  Capitular  affairs  in  the  light  of  World  re- 
lationships and  doings  and  picturing  world  conditions  and  suggested 
remedies,  he  says:  'Rather  let  us  endeavour  to  replace  abstract  ideal- 
ism by  concrete  realism,  for  we  are  wasting  much  precious  time  in  petty 
differences,  that  should  be  used  in  enriching  this  glorious  life. 

"The  Committee  on  Conditions  gave  a  very  fine  summing  up  of  the 
situation,  optimistic  in  tone. 

"Companion  Ponton  again  presents  one  of  his  inimitable  Reviews." 

Under  General  Grand  Chapter  we  read: — 

"The  accomplishment  of  the  goal,  regardless  of  our  numerical 
strength,  is  immeasurably  more  important  than  mere  members.  Upon 
men  blessed  with  such  hearts  rests  the  preservation  of  civilization."

"The  correspondent,  H.  G.  Watson,  notes  a  tendency  for  improve- 
ment but  not  enough  to  get  excited  about."

last  met,  and  wel  wish  to  extend  our  sympathy  to  those  Chapters  whose 
members  answered  the  Roill  Call  of  the  Celestial  Lodge  above. 

"We  therefore  urge  our  Companions  to  co-operate  with  the  Blue 
Lodge  in  the  restoration  of  all  worthy  suspended  members." 

A  generous  eulogy: — 

"We  view  your  handiwork  with  a  deep  sense  of  pride  and  gratitude, 
and  we  feel  that  the  credit  for  so  successful  a  year  is  due  solely  to  you. 
Your  tireless  efforts  have  surmounted  many  obstacles,  and  everywhere 
are  evident  praiseworthy  results. 

"The  zeal  and  enthusiasm  with  which  you  have  worked  is  a  real  in- 
spiration to  all  whose  lives  have  been  touched  by  yours,  and  through  the 
magnificent  example  you  have  set  before  us."

mandery in  the  State,  to  interpret  the  several  degrees  and  orders  as 
well  as  to  instruct  in  the  opening  and  closing." 

William  J.  Sanders,  Jr.,  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest: — 
"The  Grand  High  Priest  announced  that  Thomas  E.  Matson  Chapter 

had  again  led  the  State  in  net  gain,  in  membership,  and  was  entitled  to 

retain  the  Chapter  Banner  for  another  year." 

Under  Talks  by  Companions  Fowler  and  Ffolliott: — 

"Companion  Ffolliott  addressed  the  Grand  Chapter,  telling  of  his 
Masonic  contacts  while  in  Ireland  recently. 

"He  was  present  at  a  meeting  of  Free  Masons  on  board  the 
'Cam crania'  in  mid- Atlantic.

He  was  made  a  Mason  62 
years  ago,  and  is  still  active  and  energetic  in  the  works1  of  Freemasonry." 

J.  H.  C.  Woodward,  of  London,  is  the  Grand  Representative 
of  Tennessee.  H.  W.  Goodloe  is  the  Grand  Representative  of 
Canada. 

Reviews  are  presented  by  J.  I.  Walker,  who  says  in  his

"For  the  sixth  time  I  fraternally  submit  brief  Reviews,  with  the 
sincere  hope  that  the  members  of  the  Craft  will  get  the  same  pleasure 
and  enlightenment  from  reading  this  report  thait  the  writer  had  in 
writing  it.

"There  is  an  increasing  desire  for  the  Capitular  Degrees,  the  wander- 
ers are  returning  to  the  fold,  lavish  praise  and  commendation  is  being 
heaped  upon  degree  teams,  all  of  which  give  vent  to  the  saying,  'We  are 
ont  only  putting  more  men  in  Masonry,  but  we  are  putting  more  Masonry 
in  men/ 

"Capitular  Masonry  was  never  on  a  higher  pllane  than  at  the  present 
time.  These  trying  times  have  made  Masonic  heroes,  who  are  displaying 
that  contagious,  'GIVING  ATTITUDE,'  with  a  result  that  we  have 
our  faces  'TO  THE  EAST'  and)  are  destined  to  grow."      I 

Under  Alabama  the  following : — 

"Committee  on  work  was  instructed  to  exemplify  a  degree  at  each 
annual  Convocation.  The  Committee  to  explain  the  essentials  of  each 
degree.  The  above  is  a  splendid  idea  and  should  prove  to  be  very 
beneficial." 
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Under  Alberta : — 

"The  real  optimist  is  he  who  never  allows  the  shadows  of  today's 
evening  to  darken  the  brightness  of  tomorrow's  morn.  Each  day  is 
a  closed  book;  another  day  brings  another  beginning,  a  new  opportunity, 
for 

"  'He  that  hath   light   within  his   own   clear  breast, 
May  in  earth's  centre  still  enjoy  bright  day; 
But  he  who  hides  a  dark  soul  walks  unblessed, 
Benighted,  'neath  the  sun's  meridian  ray.'  " 

Canada  is  reviewed  in  friendly  fashion.    We  quote: — 

"The  Grand  Z.'s  address  is  an  inspiration  to  read,  in  beautiful 
language  he  paints  a  picture  of  the  City  of  St.  Catharines,  properly 
called  'The  Garden  -City,'  and  alludes  to  the  friendly  ties  between  the 
people  of  Old  Glory  and  the  'Union  Jack'  in  a  most  fraternal  manner.

"The  character  of  a  man  is  as  the  golden  sunlight  streaming  through 
stained  glass  windows; — it  beautifies,  it  enriches  and  exalts,  it  is  the 
true  expression  of  the  Soul. 

"The  St.  Patrick  Chapter  endowed  a  cot  in  the  Toronto  Sick  Children's 
Hospital  with  a  donation  of  $2,000.00.  We  are  beginning  to  see  why 
the  Companions  of  Ontario  get  so  much  out  of  Masonry.  They  put  so 
much  in  it.  The  report  on  the  'Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry'  is  one 
of  the  best  I  have  read. 

"The  Review  was  prepared  by  Comp.  Ponton.  He  used  140  pages, 
rich  in  information  with  what  is  happening.  I  can't  describe  it,  so  I'll 
just  say  "get  it  and  read  it."

"  'Here's  to  the  fun  we've  had  together, 
Here's  to  a  whole  lot  more, 
Here's  to  the  times  we  shall  meet  again, 
And  all  the  good  days  in  store.' 

"And  closed  his  masterful  address  with  these  beautiful  lines: 
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"  'I'd  like  to  think  when  life  is  done, 
That  I  had  filled  some  needed  post, 
That  here  and  there  I   paid  my  fare, 
With  something  more  than  idle  boast.'  " 

From  North  Dakota  this  paragraph: — 

"Your  limit  is  your  imagination.  Don't  say  you  are  too  busy.  It  is 
not  written  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry." 

Under  Texas  we  read : — 

"For  a  few  years,  there  were  three  flags  on  our  battlements:  the  flag 
of  Mammon,  the  flag  of  Numbers,  and  the  flag  of  Masonry.

The  Eighty-seventh  Convocation  was  held  November  30th, 
1936,  at  Waco. 

Canada's  Grand  Representative  did  not  respond. 

From  the  annual  address  of  the  G.H.P.  the  following 
passages  are  worthy  of  reproduction : — 

"It  is  not  a  light  thing  to!  undertake  to  lead  such  a  host  along  the 
path  of  virtue  and  aooomplishment  as  contemplated  by  the  teachings  of 
the  Royal  Craft.  Virtue  and  aiccomiplishment  have  their  own  rewards, 
but  these  rewards  are  not  the  result  of  accident.  We  rested  on  our 
oars  when  numerical  success  luredl  us,  and  in  a  measure  at  least  forgot 
the  cultivation  andl  promulgation  of  that  great  body  of  truth,  without 
which  we  cannot  hope  to  reach  real  success.  Compliance  in  this  respect 
with  Grand  Chapter  Law  was  at  a  low  ebb.  This  recalcitrant  spirit  was 
a  real  menace  to  our  progress.  I  believe  and  still  believe  that  the 
remedy  lies  largely  in  the  cultivation  of  such  a  spirit  of  loyalty  to  the 
Grand  Chapter,  on  the  part  of  the  Chapters,  that  they  acknowledge  the 
sovereignty  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  In  my  firm  conviction  the  Secretary 
of  the  Chapter  is  the  key  man.    But  alas,  how  many  fail. 

On  such  occaisions  as  I  have  been  there  I  was  impressed  with  the 
beautiful  spirit  manifest.  The  word  Home  as  applied  to  this  home  is  a 
happy  word.     It  is  a  real  home  for  the  many  who  are  there. 

"Revived  from  whatever  gloom  may  have  for  the  moment  come  upon 
him,  by  the  evergreen  and  ever  living  faith  in  the  merits  of  the  Lion 
of  the  tribe  of  Judah  which  strengthens  him  with  confidence  and  com- 
posure to  look  forward  to  a  blessed  immortality. 

"The  age-old  conflict  between  Light  and  Darkness,  Good  and  Evil, 
Joy  and  Sadness,  continues  on  in  what  seems  to  be  never  ending  cycles. 

"There  are  particular  and  peculiar  Seasons  when  it  is  good  for  man 
to  take  to  himself  a  televisionary  inventory,  and  to  sum  up  his  own 
accomplishments  in  the  gireaJt  scheme  of  life  in  which  a  Divine  Providence 
has  made  him  an  integral  part. 
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"Having  worked  hard  this  year,  ably  assisted  by  my  Grand  Visitors, 
in  trying1  to  save  the  life  of  some  of  these,  and  seeing  the  indifference 
manifested  in  many  cases,  I  am  rather  of  the  opinion  that  their  con- 
tinued existence  as  Chapter  entities  is  not  worth  the  effort,  and  that  a 
number  of  them  should  be  allowed  to  gently  waste  away." 

"There  are  70,000  Blue  Lodge  Masons  in  Texas  who  are  not  in  the 
Chapters  and  Councils  of  this  jurisdiction.  Is  it  not  possible  that  sveeral 
thousands  of  these  are  worthy  to  become  members?" 

Membership,  24,618.    Net  loss,  2,704. 

The  Committee  on  Obituaries  say  of  Samuel  P.  Cochran : — 

"Eminently  practical  and  influential,  he  was  not  charmed  by  the 
glamour  of  public  applause,  but  pursued  the  even  tenor  of  his  course 
with  steadfastness  of  purpose  and  precision  of  method. 

"We  will  miss  them  when  the  board  is  spread, 
We  will  miss  them  when  the  prayer  is  said." 

The  Committee  on  Fraternal  Correspondence  say  in  their 
report: — 

"The  Companion  who  goes  to  the  Land  of  the  Vigilantes  is  one  of 
the  stalwarts  in  Masonry,  is  a  letter-perfect  ritualist  in  Lodge,  Chapter 
and  Council,  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Work  as  long  as  he 
would  let  us  elect  him,  and  the  best  part  of  it  is  that  Companion  Baird 
lives  Masonry  every  day  in  the  year." 

Total  net  worth  under  finances  is  given  as  $1,079,469. 

Grand  Orator  Nichols  delivered  an  eloquent  address,  from 
which  we  quote: — 

"The  ancient  Greeks  and  Romans  had  their  meeting  places  where 
questions  of  morals,  economics  and  politics  were  discussed.  The  humblest 
citizen  had  the  right,  under  certain  proper  limitations  which  govern 
dignified  discussion,  to  present  his  views.  It  was  adopted  in  the  govern- 
ment of  the  early  colonies  of  North  America.  The  old  town  meetings  of 
New  England  grew  out  of  the  early  practice  of  assembling  the  colonists 
for  discussion. 

"The  Masonic  lodge  is  one  of  these  rare  places  where  men  can  speak 
their  minds,  voice  their  hopes  or  their  fears  and  give  expression  to  their 
deeper  emotions  without  having  their  meditations  cut  short  by  a  traffic 
bell,  or  a  gavel  imperiously  wielded,  or  a  shouted  command. 

"Masonry  is  all  of  these  and  yet  is  none  of  them.  This  paradoxical 
statement  will  require  some  amplification.  Organization,  ritual  and 
symbolism  are  mere  types  of  the  reality. 

"It  is  as  old  as  the  race,  just  as  truth  is  as  old  as  creation.  But 
because  these  things  existed  from  the  beginning  and  must  survive  as 
long  as  man  inhabits  the  earth  it  is  not  evidence  that  we  may  dis- 
pense with  organization,  ritual  and  symbolism.  Somehow  it  seems  the 
location  of  the  Lincoln  Memorial  with  reference  to  Arlington  is  a  fitting 
portrayal  of  the  differences  in  the  personalities  of  these  two  giants  of 
the  Civil  War  period.  Lee  was  lofty  and  reserved,  but  with  a  deathless 
devotion  to  cherished  beliefs  and  traditional  loyalties;  Lincoln,  equally 
devoted  and  loyal,  was  without  reserve.  He  loved  men  with  a  passion  that 
could  be  satisfied  only  through  intimate  association.  Lincoln  loved  men; 
Lee  loved  ideals. 

"The  loneliness  of  the  desert  or  the  wilderness  is  nothing  as  com- 
pared with  the  loneliness  of  a  man  lost  in  a  world  crowded  with  whirring 
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machines  and  rushing  people  who  are  a|s  unfeeling  as  the  machines  they 
drive." 

Fourteen  Past  G.H.P.'s  were  present. 

Dr.  0.  B.  Atkinson  was  elected  G.H.P. 

The  annual  Capitular  Review  is  thus  introduced  by  our  old 
friend,  Sam.  J.  Helm : — 

"Several  new  Chapters  are  reported  this  year  and  two  Grand  Chap- 
ters show  a  net  gain  in  membership.  There  is  a  slight  indication  that 
the  individual  Royal  Arch  Mason  is  turning  his  mind  to  the  higher 
things  of  life  again;  there  is  a  bit  less  indication  that  the  individual 
citizen  of  the  nation  is  following  that  track.  Masonic  and  national 
strength  represent  only  the  combined  strength  of  individuals,  and  a  de- 
cided rise  in  moral,  fraternal  and'  patriotic  standards  must  take  place 
in  the  masses  before  the  watchmen  can  cry  the  hour  and  say,  'All's  well.' 
We  must  wait  in  suspense  to  see  what  proportion  of  men  will  work 
again  after  a  few  years  of  idleness  and  dole. 

"With  the  hope  that  you  may  find  many  things  of  interest  and  re- 
new acquaintance  with  your  Companions  far  and  near." 

In  the  British  Columbia  Review  we  read : — 
"Man  forgot  the  causes  of  the  war  and  the  lessons  of  the  war.    The 

inevitable  occurred — our  economic  structure  crumbled.     In  the  midst  of 

tremendous  plenty,  there  came  the  most  direful  want.    Humanity  became 

very  ill. 

"Grand  Chapter  followed  our  example  in  reducing  degree  fees  from 

$50  to  $35,  and  probably  made  as  big  a  mistake  in  it  as  we  did." 

This  from  the  Review  of  Canada : — 

"Like  the  vigorous  and  able  G.Z.  of  British  Columbia,  Comp.  Gardiner 
discusses  world  affairs  since  the  Great  War  and  the  ominous  threats 
which  are  being  made  in  Europe;  these  two  sons  of  Britain  show  more 
interest  in  European  affairs  than  any  G.H.P.'s  do  in  the  United  States 
because  their  nation  is  certain  to  become  involved  if  a  policeman  is 
needed  East  of  the  English  Channel,  whereas  our  country  will  never 
think  of  fixing  bayonets  unless,  perchance,  Great  Britain  should  have  to 
call  for  help,  and  we  consider  that  very  unlikely.  This  G.Z.  also  asserts 
that  'avarice,  greed  and  lust  for  power'  are  responsible  for  present  con- 
ditions. 

"If  spalce  permitted,  a  large  portion  of  G.Z.'s  address  would  be  used 
here,  as  he  is  old-fogy  enough  to  believe  that  sacred  homes,  worship 
of  God  and  love  of  country  reflect  better  souls  than  do  night  clubs,  grog- 
shops and  frivolous  time-killers. 

"A  beautifully  written  page  deals  with  the  King's  Silver  Jubilee. 
Chapters  of  Instruction  can  do  more  educational  work  than  any  other 
agency,  and  are  the  best  means  to  a  true  interpretation  of  the  ritual. 

"Done  and  not  done  was  changing  meeting-time  and  changing  name. 
Frigid  February  was  discarded  for  balmy  April  as  the  date  of  Grand  Con- 
vocations, but  the  historic  significance  of  Grand  Chapter's1  name  was  too 
fine  to  lose,  although  it  had  been  proposed  to  change  it  to  Grand  Chapter 
of  Ontario. 

"Then  come  140  pages  from  the  Prince  of  Reviewers,  the  Dean  of 
P.G.Z.'s,  Col.  W.  N.  Ponton,  which  enable  the  reader  to  live  the  Capitular 
year  over  again,  a  refined  Capitular  year,  the  dross  being  left  out. 
Seven  of  those  golden  pages  are  given  to  Texas,  and  they  contain  the 
most  complete  review  that  has  been  accorded  us  by  any  one." 
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Under  New  York  Review  we  read: — 

"These  thoughts  from  him  indicate  that  his  Masonic  eyes  are  good. 
Three  years  ago,  Grand  Chapter  lost  its  Masonic  bearings  long  enough 
to  permit  Chapters  to  sponsor  DeMolay  Chapters  for  Boys;  fifteen  of 
these  Chapters  tied  themselves  up,  but  ten  of  them  have  given  it  up  as  a 
bad  job  since  that  time. 

"More  than  four  pages  are  required  to  raise  the  curtain  on  P.G.H.P. 
Geo.  E.  Briggs'  review,  his  ninth,  and  if  he  used  twenty,  they  would  be 
worth  reading.  Here  is  one  paragraph  from  his  ourtainr raiser:  'As  we 
conclude,  we  want  to  add  our  belief  to  that  expressed  by  so  many 
G.H.P.'s  that  one  of  our  great  troubles  in  Masonry,  as  in  political,  civic 
and  social  life,  is  that  we  are  too  materialistic.  We  dwell  too  much  on 
number  of  members,  bettering  our  financial  condition,  making  a  showing 
in  our  records.  We  lose  sight  of  the  ideails,  the  sentiment,  the  romance 
of  Masonry  in  our  grasp  for  the  material.  Some  one  has  said,  'The  man 
who  declaims  against  sentiment  and  scorns  romance  is  a  man  to  be 
feared  and  avoided,  a  man  who  would  rob  the  sunset  of  its  glory,  wash 
the  green  off  the  grass  and  foliaige,  and  strip  the  gold  from  the  ripening 
grain,  if  there  were  profit  in  the  process. "  To  this  sentiment  we  say, 
'Amen'." 

Under  Oregon  we  read : — 

"While  Iowa  is  trying  to  write  a  law  to  prevent  more  than  two  years 
service  as  H.P.,  this  G.H.P.  thinks  it  a  shame  to  change  officers  every 
year  or  two,  when  less  capable  officers;  are  apt  to  be  chosen.  Personally, 
I  do  not  agree  with  either,  but  consider  the  election  of  officers  the 
Chapter's  business  in  which  no  higher  body  has  a  right  to  meddle,  and 
the  higher  body  which  does  it  is  either  a  meddler  or  a  dictator,  neither 
of  which  has  a  place  in  Masonry."

The  One  Hundred  and  Twentieth  Convocation  convened  in 
Burlington,  9th  June,  1937. 

The  biography  and  portrait  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  show 
that  he  is  a  Neurologist  of  note  and  that  he  has  the  bright  and 
penetrating  countenance  appropriate  to  that  vocation. 

Archie  S.  Haven  duly  represented  Canada. 

Distinguished  guests  from  Quebec,  Maine,  New  Jersey, 
Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  Connecticut  and  New  York  were 
welcomed. 

From  the  address  of  the  G.H.P.  the  following : — 

"We  are  convened  to  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  your  officers 
and  committees  for  the  past  year,,  to  consider  the  condition  of  the  Rite, 
to  give  contoinuity  to  the  history  of  our  Grand  Chapter. 

"It  is  fitting  that  we  pause  at  this  time  to  thank  Almighty  God  for 
his  protecting  care  and  favour.     As  usual  the  toll  has  been  heavy,  134 
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having  passed  into  that  existence  which,  although  to  us  unknown,  we 
conceive  and  believe  to  be  possessed  of  infinite  and)  unlimited'  possibili- 
ties— a  part  of  that  eternity  of  life  in  which  we  all  have  faith. 

"Perhaps  the  most  noteworthy,  in  fact,  epochal  event  of  the  year 
was  the  publication   of  the  new   Ritual. 

"It  has  been  our  policy  to  utilize  the  facilities  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
in  the  spirit  of  helpfulness  to  the  Subordinate  Chapters,  rather  than 
with  any  attitude  of  overlordship.  It  is  the  individual  Chapters  that 
we  function  in  the  end.  Usually  all  that  a  discouraged!  Chapter  needs 
is  help,  counsel  and  encouragement. 

"It  has  been  a  privilege  to  become  better  acquainted1  with  the  Grand 
Line  Officers.  As  a  result  of  closer  identification  with  them  I  have  be- 
come increasingly  confident  that  the  affairs  of  this  Grand  Chapter  are 
in  the  able  aind  competent  hands  of  eminent  Masons,  wholly  devoted  to 
their  responsibilities.  We  look  forward  with  unquestioned  reassurance 
to  their  leadership.  I  have  shared  with  those,  who  have  held  high  the 
torch  in  other  days,  as  well  as  to  bespeak  increasingly  effective  ad- 
ministrations for  my  successors. 

"We  believe  in  ourselves  and  our  Craft.  Let  us  have  no  fear  or  lack 
of  confidence  or  insecurity.  Accomplishments  have  been  realized. 
Harmony  prevails.  There  are  no  threats  from  without.  Our  dangers, 
if  any,  are  intrinsic.  They  consist  of  failure,  to  utilize  a  splendid 
organization,  to  haphazard  methods,  to  lack  of  leadership,  to  indifference, 
an  underestimation  of  ourselves,  an  attitude  of  defeatism  and  a  fear  of 
calamity.  Perhaps  more  than  all  a  failure  to  clearly  see  our  objectives 
and  fully  understand  the  intellectual  and  philosophic  meaning  of  the 
work  in  which  we  are  engaged,  for. our  system,  a  part  of  the  Ancient 
Craft,  the  summit  of  its  excellency,  is  philosophic,  and  as  such  serves 
as  an  inspiration  to  the  inquiring  and  speculative  mind." 

The  Grand  Lecturer  in  his  report  refers  to  the  so-called 
Past  Masters'  Degree: — 

"It  was  a  delightful  occasion  and  many  things  in  the  Canadian 
method  of  handling  this  degree  outrank  the  methods  used  in  the  States. 
This  is  not  a  case  of  different  ritual,  but  rather  a  different  distribution 
of  the  work  among  the  officers."

Principal  in  which  he  said: — 

"Like  all  other  Grand  Officers  in  the  past,  the  present  'team*  have 
rallied  round  me  and  accompanied  me,  as  you  will  see,  to  all  parts  of 
the  territory." 

The  Annual  Proceeding's  from  Canada  were  acknowledged. 
It  will   be  noted    that  the  title  of    the  Grand    Officers  is 
Eminent  not  Excellent. 

The  following  resolution  was  passed: — 

"It  was  resolved  that  a'  portrait  of  M.  Em.  €omp.  Charles  T.  Martin, 
First  Grand  Principal,  be  portrayed  in  oils." 

The  assistant  in  the  Grand  Scribe  E.'s  office  being  about  to 
be  married  a  purse  of  20  Guineas!  was  presented  to  her  as  a 
wedding*  present. 

All  the  visiting  Companions  were  welcomed  to  a  social 
hour  at  the  festive  board,  and  Grand  Chapter  was  closed  in 
"Ample,  Antient  and  Solemn  Form." 

Rabbi  J.  Danglow,  Grand  Scribe  N.,  delivered  a  lecture  on 
the  Quintessence  of  the  Supreme  Degree  of  the  Holy  Royal 
Arch  of  Jerusalem  from  which  we  quote: — 

"The  Ancient  Greeks  recognized1  four  primary  elements,  viz.,  fire, 
air,  earth,  and  water.  The  Pythagoreans  added  a  fifth  essence,  viz., 
ether,  which  they  believed  flew  upward  at  creation  and  formed  the  stars. 

"The  quintessence  of  this  Supreme  Degree  is,  as  already  signified  in 
its  full  and  proper  title,  the  element  of  holiness,  which  isi  an  integral 
and  the  noblest  part  of  human  nature,  which  is  Heaven^born  and  directed 
Heavenwards  and,  like  a  guiding  star,  gradually  leads  man. 

"Once  we  have  come  under  the  full  spell  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch  of 
Jerusalem,  with  its  impressive  rites  and  ceremonies,  with  its  beautiful 
symbolism  and  rich  colouring,  with  the  nobility  of  its  English  diction 
and  its  eloquent  urge  to  pursue  the  knowledge  of  God  and  to  reverence 
His  sacred  and  Mysterious  Name,  we  can  well  understand  the  enthusiasm 
displayed  by  Masonic  writers  when  referring  to  our  Order,  which  they 
variously  denominate  the  'cope-stone/  the  'non  plus  ultra,'  'the  centre 
and  circumference/  'the  Alpha  and  the  Omega/  'the  root,  heart  and 
marrow'  of  Freemasonry. 

"When  the  ultimate  secret  of  this  Supreme  Degree  is  entrusted  to 
him  with  all  possible  impressiveness,  he  becomes  trulyf  exalted  in  mind 
and  soul  and  feels  himself  really  inspired1  ever  to  embrace  that  purity 
of  heart  and  rectitude  of  conduct  symbolised  by  the  white  robes  of 
innocence  with  which  he  has  been  clothed. 
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"The  Holy  Royal  Arch  has  been  described  as  the  most  beaJutiful  and 
most  perfect  of  all  those  priceless,  gems  which  enrich  the  diadem  of 
Freemasonry. 

"The  idea  of  the  holy,  as  Rudof  Otto  has  pointed  out,  has  existed  in 
man  ever  since  the  dawn  of  human  history.  It  is  identified  by  him  a's 
'the  numinous/  that  non-rational  esoteric,  crude,  naive,  vague  apprehen- 
sion of  the  Deity,  inaccessible  to  conceptual  thought  or  mere  sense-per 
ception  which  exists  in  the  very  depths  of  man's  being,  and  which  forms 
the  basis  of  main's  soul. 

"The  connotation  of  the  word  holy  was  high  or  low,  according  as  the 
current   conception   of  the    Deity   was  high    or   low. 

"What  is  the  chief  and  highest  end  of  man? 

"Just  as  the  true-hearted  Christian  fervently  declares,  'Hallowed  be 
Thy  Name/  so  does  the  God-fearing  Jew  recite  at  every  public  religious 
service,  and  also  on  suffering  personal  bereavement,  the  Kaddish  Prayer, 
beginning  with  the  words,  'Magnified  and  sanctified  be  His  great  Name 
in  the  world  which  He  created  accordingly  to  His  Will.' 

"The  title  of  'Companion/  as  denoting  membership  of  the  Holy  Royal 
Arch,  is  richly  significant.  It  suggests  mutual  and  affectionate  co- 
operation in  the  active  pursuit  of  a  lofty  objective,  viz.,  the  knowledge 
of  God  and  moral  purityj  and  truth. 

"Marcus  Aurelius  wrote:  'Man  should  live  as  on  a  mountain.'  In 
other  Words,  he  should  live  in  the  world  and  yet  above  the  world,  playing 
his  full  part.  It  has  been  well  said  that  'the  world  does  not  need  a  new 
map  but  a  new  soul." 

Quarterly  Convocation  was  held  at  Melbourne  on  October 
21st,  1936. 

From  a  communication  from  the  First  Grand  Principal  we 
quote : — 

"Companions,  service  is  the  greatest  thing  in  the  world.  Service 
means  loving  our  Companions  as  we  love  ourselves,  and  eager  to  do 
right  by  them  and  for  them.  'We  profit  only  as  we  serve/  by  the 
sincerity  and  earnestness  shown  by  the  Companions  who  are  carrying 
on  this  great  work,  and  I  feel  sure  that  their  endeavours  will  be  reflected 
in  the  success  which  must  follow." 

We  note  among  the  Chapter  specified  Moira  Chapter, 
Argyle  Chapter,  Kilwinning  Chapter,  and  Yarrowonga 
Chapter. 

Of  the  late  lamented  M.  Em.  Comp.  Coulson,  the  Grand 
First  Principal,  said: — 

"He  was  a  man  of  many  virtues,  great  qualities — no  man  is  perfect, 
but  I  do  not  think  throughout  his  long  life  that  any  man  was  ever 
nearer  being  perfect  than  our  late  Comp.  Coulson.  He  was  always  like- 
able, human,  and  charitable,  always  wanting  to  do  something  for  others, 
cheerful  and  humorous — a  true  servant  of  his  God.  He  reached  the 
great  age  of  91  years." 

M.  Em.  Comp.  Emery  delivered  an  interesting  address  from 
which  we  quote: — 

"We  may  say  that  the  people  today  are  in  a  state  of  captivity,  the 
slaves  of  their  own  baser  selves.  Man  is  capable  of  great  spiritual  de- 
velopment, and  scientists  agree  that  there  is  definite  evidence  of  plan 
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and!  design  in  the  life  of  humanity,  indicating  a  progressive  purpose  to- 
ward perfection,  but  it  is  subject  to  the  contingency  that:  each  man  may 
not  choose)  to  follow  the  progressive  way;  plan  and1  design  are  seen  in 
the  works  of  men,  in  art,  music,  science  and  industry;  there  is  a  spiritual 
agent,  the  mind  or  soul  of  man. 

"Only  those  whose  parents  had  taught  them  to  cherish  thoughts  of 
their  nationality  and  their  religion  would  long  to  go  back  to  their  own 
country.  We  can  recall  the  way  our  own  parents  talked  of  the  old 
homeland  in  our  days  of  childhood.  They  had  come  out  from  Great 
Britain,  where  they  and  their  ancestors  had  lived  for  centuries,  and  we 
learned  from  them  to  love  the  motherland.  We  might  think  also  of  the 
people  of  Canada,  which  belonged  to  the  French  people  for  150  years, 
until  in  1759  General  Wolfe  conquered  it  on  the  Plains  of  Abaham, 
when  he  took  Quebec  on  behalf  of  England.  No  doubt  the  French  people 
suffered  greatly  because  of  their  defeat,  but  in  the  177  years  that  have 
followed  their  descendants  have  adapted  themselves  to  their  conditions, 
and  under  the  democratic  systemi  of  government,  which  recognizes  their 
language  in  their  legislation,  they  are  contented.  But  the  children  of 
Israel  were  a  subject  race,  and  their  condition  is  expressed  in  the  137th 
Psalm.  Their  desire  to  return  expressed  the  soul  of  their  choicest  spirits. 
So  our  ceremonies  are  based  on  this  incident." 

Quarterly  Convocation  was  held  at  Melbourne  on  January 
20th,  1937. 

Canada  was  duly  represented  by  F.  J.  Thomas. 

Many  apologies  for  absence  were  read ;  Australasians  never 
neglect  that  courtesy. 

Quarterly  Convocation  was  held  at  Melbourne  on  April 
21st,,  1937. 

The  First  Grand  Principal  said: — 

"I  was  delighted  to  find  on  going  through  the  records  that  we  had 
actually  made  a  gain  in  our  membership." 

And  again  he  said: — 

"He  was,  however,  much  worried  about  the  sparse  attendance  at 
the  ordinary  Chapter  meetings.  It  was  a  problem  which  he  had  not 
been  able  to  overcome."

Grand  Honours.  The  guest  of  honour  was  General  Henry 
DeWitt  Hamilton,  Past  General  Grand  High  Priest. 

Eleven  Past  G.H.P.'s  graced  the  Grand  Sast. 

Canada  was  duly  represented  by  Arthur  L.  Mattern. 

From  the  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  we  quote : — 

"It  has  afforded  me  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  as  1  visited  the  different 
localities  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  to  note  the  wonderful  interest  which 
has  been  (as  one  might  express  it)  revived  or  possibly  reborn  in 
Capitular  Masonry. 

"At  a  very  late  date,  it  was  called  to  my  attention  to  a  certain  Chapter 
had  circularized  a  letter,  soliciting  the  'support  of  one  of  their  members 
for  the  election  as  Grand  Master  of  the  1st  Veil  at  this  Grand  Con- 
vocation. 

"I  disapprove  of  this  but  took  no  action." 

Fred.  G.  Smith,  of  Ottawa,  was  commissioned  as  Grand 
Representative  of  Virginia. 

Membership,  11,584.     Net  loss,  758. 
G.H.P.  Sargent,  of  New  Jersey,  said : — 

"In  Masonry  we  are  of  one  opinion.  Today  great  peoples  have  re- 
verted back  to  the  conditions  of  the  dark  ages,  where  the  individuality 
of  man  is  entirely  obliterated;,  where  personal  worth  and  ability  mean 
nothing,  where  those  great  institutions  that  were  to  us  hallowed,  and 
still  are  to  every  man  who  is  a  true  Mason,  the  Church  and  the  Home, 
are  being  attacked  and  undermined  by  indifference." 

And  was  thus  thanked  for  his  address : — 

"When  the  final  word  is  said  about  this  good  Companion,  it  might  be 
as  it  is  in  the  inscription  on  the  tomb  of  Ben  Jonson,  '0  Rare  Ben 
Jonson';  perhaps  it  may  be  said,  '0  Rare  Don  Sargent.'" 

M.E.  Comp.  Davidson  said: — 

"I  mention  this,  not  so  much  ais  a  depressing  note  as  a  subtle  warn- 
ing, that  we,  as  citizens  of  a  democracy,  one  of  the  few  remaining  de- 
mocracies (it  seems  to  me  sometimes  that  there  remain  only  the  two 
great  English-speaking  countries  in  which  we  may  be  free  men  and  Free 
Masons),  should  we  not  be  grateful  that  we  live  under  such  a  govern- 
ment, and  should  it  not  be  an  encouraging  admonition  to  us,  that  we 
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may  at  no  time  do  anything  that  would  endanger  the  continuance  of  such 
privileges,  but  that  we  might  aJlways  struggle  as  citizens  and  as  Masons 
and  as  Christians,  for  an  assurance  of  the  fact  that  these  privileges  may 
continue?" 

Comp.  Nichols  also  spoke,  saying: — 

'"We  know  that  the  Blue  Lodge  is  the  mother  of  all  Masonry,  and  the 
Chapter  is  only  an  unfolding  of  things  that  we  expected  to  get  there; 
but  from  my  experience  of  the  last  twenty-five  years  there  is  something 
in  the  Chapter,  to  my  estimation,  that  is  not  found  in  any  other  body  of 
Masonry.     There  seems  to  be  a  closer  tie. 

"That  is  one  of  the  greatest  things  in  Masonry,  the  greatest  thing  in 
life,  what  we  can  do  for  our  fellowmen  in  our  associations.  If  we  can 
make  things  a  little  rosier  for  him,  make  the  road  a  little  easier,  we 
will  not  live  in  vain." 

Comp.  Smith,  of  Ottawa,  said  in  his  address: — 
"You  behold  in  front  of  you  now  a  stranger  in  a  strange  country.     I 
think  the  only  foreigner  present;  but  I  do  not  feel  as  if  I  am  a  foreigner 
tonight,  because  of  the  courtesies  which  have  been  extended  to  me. 

"Throughout  all  the  degrees  of  Masonry,  whether  Cryptic  Masonry, 
Capitular  Masonry  or  in  the  Knights  Templar,  we  find  that  there  is 
one  point,  and  one  point  only;  namely,  God.  We  teach  in  every  degree 
of  Masonry  that  we  should  look  up  to  God;  and  yet  we  open  our  Grand 
Chapter  meetings  year  after  year  without  any  concerted  effort  to  show 
the  public  in  the  town  or  city  in  which  we  meet,  that  we  do  believe  in 
God  and  we  start  our  meetings  by  praise  and  thanks  to  Him  for  His 
great  mercies.  I  wish  that  the  time  would  come  when  your  Grand 
Chapter  and  our  Grand  Chalpter  would  precede  their  annual  convoca- 
tions with  a  united  service  in  some  religious  house  of  worship,  to  show 
that  we  practice  what  we  teach. ■", 

This  from  the  address  of  the  Grand  High!  Priest  of  Mary- 
land : — 

"We  feel  that  we  have  something  to  crow  about.  Which  reminds  me 
that  a  farmer  was  entertaining  a  number  of  ministers  at  dinner  on  a 
Sunday.  I  do  not  know  whether  they  were  Methodist  ministers  or  not, 
but  I  do  know  that  Methodist  ministers  are  partial  to  chicken.  I  am  of 
that  persuasion.  Well,  this  farmer  had  killed  two  or  three  young 
roosters,  so  of  course  the  ministers  enjoyed  the  chicken  dinner.  After 
dinner  they  were  walking  around  the  barnyard,  and  there  was  one  old 
rooster  there  just  crowing  his  head  off.  Several  of  the  ministers  inquired, 
'Why  all  the  commotion  on  the  part  of  this  one  rooster?'  The  farmer 
told  them,  that  rooster  had  plenty  to  crow  about,  he  had  two  sons  who 
had  entered  the  ministry.  That  is  the  way  we  feel  in  the  State  of  Mary- 
land this  year." 

Dr.  William  Moseley  Brown  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest 
and  he  on  being  elected  and  installed  spoke: — 

"Not  only  is  there  a  wonderful  opportunity  for  service  in,  it,  but  that 
it  carries  with  it  a  double  responsibility;  in  fact,  a  triple  responsibility; 
one,  to  one's  God;  one,  toi  one's  Companions  and  fellow-men,  and  one, 
to  one's  self." 

General  Henry  DeWitt  Hamilton  addressed  the  gathering 
eloquently : — 

"The  place  of  origin  of  these  things  that  go  to  the  very  marrow  of

the  bone  of  an  American  boy.  I  grew  up  that  way,  and  have  always 
wanted  to  be  in  Virginia  as  much  as  I  could.  War  between  the  States 
was  quite  an  unnecessary  war;  that  in  some  way  it  ought  to  have  been 
avoided.  I  have  felt,  since  I  became  a  Mason,  a  wonder  that  a  way  was 
not  found  between  the  Masons  of  the  North  and  the  Masons  of  the 
South  to  get  together  and  force  some  kind  of  modus  v^vendi  whereby 
we  could  all  stay  together  and  live  in  peace  and  harmony,  and  meet  one 
with  another.  You  are  all  cut  off  the  same  piece  of  goods — to  lapse 
again  into  the  vernacular.  Virginia  to  me  is  not  only  truly  the  Mother 
of  Presidents,  but  is  truly  the  Mother  of  our  Country.  I  feel  the  rever- 
ence that  an  American  ought  to  feel  when  he  comes  to  a  place  like  this, 
saturated  with  the  inspiration  of  the  beginnings  of  our  country;  still 
redolent  of  the  gracious  fragrance  of  the  memory  of  Washington,  of 
Jefferson,  of  Patrick  Henry. 

"I  thought,  as  I  heard  the  freedom  of  expression,  the  toleration  and 
the  patience,  and  the  attention  which  was  paid  to  the  main  objective, 
the  main  purpose  of  the  concerns,  I  thought  that  there  I  saw  a  cross- 
section  of  Virginia  itself.  And  I  have  wished  that  some  of  our  other 
States  could  have  as  clear  an  insight  into  the  purposes  for  which  our 
country  exists,  the  traditions  that  are  ours,  which  we  mean  to  maintain, 
the  future  to  which  we  look,  and  for  which  we  are  starting  to  provide." 

Comp.  Hanby,  of  Pennsylvania,  said: — 

"In  our  work  we  have  a  bit  that  we  say,  "The  commendable  aim 
being  then  as  now  (that  is,  speaking  of  the  time  of  King  Solomon)  the 
union  of  good  men  and  true,  binding  these  in  the  bond  of  fraternal  love 
and  affection,  who  without  the  mantle  of  Freemasonry  might  have  re- 
mained at  a  perpetual  distance  and  viewed  each  other  with  candid  in- 
difference. 

"Men  like  Jim  Clift,  William  Moseley  Brown  and  these  other  good 
Companions  who  visit  us.  You  know,  Vernon  Eddy  and  Doctor  Brown 
visit  us,  and  one  calls  the  other  'Envoy  Extraordinary',  and  the  other 
says  he  is  'Minister  Plenipotentiary\     They  do  spread  everything. 

"And   all    over   upland   and   lowland 
The   charm   of   the   goldenrod — 
Some  of  us  call  it  Autumn, 
And  others  call  it  God. 

"Come  from  the  mystic  ocean, 
Whose  rim  no  foot  has  trod, — 
Some  of  us  call  it  Longing, 
And  others  call  it  God. 

"And  millions  who,  humble  and  nameless, 
The  straight,  hard  pathway  plod, — 
Some   call  it   Consecration, 
And  others  call  it  God!" 

"You  may  call  it  Fellowship,  you  may  call  it  Fraternity;  but  I  call  it 
God:' 

This  from  the  speech  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  of  North 
Carolina: — 

"Royal  Arch  Degree,  we  have  been  actually  born  again.  Because  to 
me  that  is  what  it  signifies:  we  have  rebuilt  the  temple.  If  we  have 
received  from  our  Capitular  degrees  that  which  we  should  receive,  I 
firmly  believe  that  each  of  us  has  rebuilt  his  life." 
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On  the  presentation  of  the  Past  G.H.P.'s  apron  to  the 
Grand  High  Priest  he  said : — 

"He  was  more  or  less  overwhelmed.  I  can  say,  I  only  wish  for  one 
thing;  that  is,  that  my  wife  might  be  present  this  evening  to  find  out 
what  a  wonderful  man  she  married. " 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Anointed  High  Priests,  Fred.  G. 
Smith  was  made  an  honorary  member  of  the  Grand  Council. 

Fraternal  Correspondence  is  as  usual  in  the  capable  hands 
of  E.  Fenno  Heath,  P.G.H.P.  From  his  introduction  we 
quote: — 

"This  Scribe  firmly  believes  the  prime  reason  has  been  prevailing 
economic  conditions  which  have  compelled  many  of  our  brethren  and 
Companions  to  dispense  with  luxuries:  if  and  when  sound  economic  con- 
ditions again  prevail  much  lost  ground  may  be  recovered,  through  alert 
leadership.  Restoration  should  receive  especial  attention.  Financially 
there  appears  a  strong  determination  to  live  within  income. 

"California  is  investigating  the  feasibility  of  consolidating  Chap- 
ter and  Council  Degrees;  Oregon  is  strongly  in  favour  of  such  action 
even  to  the  extent  of  recommending  its  delegates  to  work  for  it  at 
General  Grand  Chapter  Sessions. 

"At  present  Virginia  and  West  Virginia  are  the  only  Grand  Juris- 
dictions with  the  six  degree  system." 

From  the  British  Columbia  Review : — 

"One  of  five  dispensations  permitted  'an  emergent  convocation,  on 
less  than  seven  days'  notice  to  the  Companions,  in  order  to  confer  the 
degree  on  a  mariner.'  The  implied  restriction  seems  drastic  and  prob- 
ably was  imposed  because  some  Chapter  had  'put  something  over'  at 
some  stage  of  the  game.  Called  Convocations  in  Virginia  Chapters  are 
held  at  the  will  of  the  High  Priest." 

Canada  at  Kitchener  is  well  reviewed.    He  says : — 

"He  granted  78  dispensations:  of  these  20  permitted  attendance  on 
Divine  service,  8  allowed  'at  homes,  or  social  evenings',  one  sanctioned 
conferring  the  three  Chapter  Degrees  in  one  evening. 

"A  Companion  cannot  hold  office  in  a  Constituent  Chapter  while  re- 
siding outside  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada. 

"At  a  cost  of  $2,802  a  booklet  (26,000  copies)  was  printed  which 
commemorated  Grand  Chapter's  75th  Anniversary. 

"Committee  on  Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry,  in  its  exhaustive  ten 
page  report,  covered  all  phases  of  Capitular  activity  in  Ontario,  beg 
pardon,  Canada.  Nearly  four  pages  of  a  topical  index  preceded  the  fine 
contribution  of  Companion  Ponton." 

This  from  the  Review  of  Massachusetts : — 

"Memorial  to  the  recently  deceased  Grand  Scribe,  and  an  address 
'Permanent  Membership  in  the  Personnel  of  a   Permanent  Institution.' 

"This  Quarterly  marked  the  final  official  appearance  in  Grand  Chap- 
ter of  M.  Ex.  Curtis  Chipman,  whose  passing  was  a  great  bereavement 
to  his  legion  friends  and  Companions.  His  fraternal  peregrinations  had 
given  thousands  a  chance  to  meet  this  wise  and  noble  character,  and 
many  Virginians  feel  a  sense  of  personal  loss;  he  was  a  conscientious 
worker,  a  pleasing  speaker,  a  never  to  be  forgotten  friend." 
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And  we  close  with  Wyoming : — 

"Auto  ride  of  seventeen  miles  through  canyons  and  over  precipitous 
passes  to  South  Fork  Inn,  altitude  over  7,000  feet,  where  a  banquet  'of 
excellent  parts  and  well  purveyed'  was  the  attraction,  followed  by  a  feast 
of  the  mind." 

WASHINGTON 

Walter  H.  Steffey,  Grand  High  Priest. 

Wesley  C.  Stone,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Fifty-third  Convocation  was  convened  in  Bellingham, 
May  13th,  1937. 

A  fine  array  of  18  Past  G.H.P.'s  adorned  the  Grand  East. 

Canada's  Grand  Representative  did  not  answer  Roll  Call. 

Distinguished  guests  from  Idaho  and  British  Columbia 
were  welcomed. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  introduced  his  address  as  follows : — 

"We  are  met  here  not  only  to  transact  the  necessary  business  of  this 
Grand  Body,  but  to  cement  more  closely  that  circle  of  royal  friendship 
which  has  for  fifty-three  years  bound  our  Companions  together  with  an 
inseverable  tie.  Our  hopes  are  high,  our  courage  has  not  faltered;  we 
have  faith  to  sustain  us  and  we  will  carry  on." 

He  announced  the  appointment  of  Alex.  Miller,  of  Toronto, 
as  the  new  Grand  Representative  of  Washington. 

He  spoke  of  present  membership  of  General  Grand  Chapter 
being  512,872  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

Under  condition  of  the  Craft  he  said : — 

"Shallow  thinkers  are  still  pointing  out  the  good  attendance  at  dinner 
clubs,  interpreting  it  to  mean  that  Masonry  should  feed  its  members. 
How  far  from  the  truth  they  are.  A  Mason,  above  all  men,  should  rea- 
lize that  the  cement,  which  holds  luncheon  clubs  together,  is  a  Masonic 
product. 

"Masonry  is  not  confined  to  a  few.  The  high  and  low,  the  rich  and 
poor,  are  proper  material  if  they  are  of  good,  clean,  wholesome  character, 
but  all  the  wealth,  fame  or  power  imaginable  cannot  qualify  a  man  for 
Masonry  unless  he  is  prepared  at  heart,  unless  he  is  a  man  of  his  word, 
unless  he  stands  for  right  thinking  and  right  living." 

And  speaks  of  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  and  Ritualism  as 
follows : — 

"I  believe  that  much  of  the  real  value  of  this  degree  is  being  lost 
because  of  the  great  length  of  time  consumed  in  the  ceremonial  pro- 
cedure. 

"If  I  may  be  permitted  to  make  some  comment  with  reference  to  the 
above,  I  would  suggest  that  a  committee  of  competent  Ritualists  could 
accomplish  much  in  materially  shortening  this  degree  without  impairing 
in  the  least  its  beauty,  its  impressiveness  and  its  Masonic  importance,  by 
eliminating  much,  if  not  all,  of  the  repetition  found  in  the  Ritual ;  short- 
ening the  circumambulation,  and  condensing  the  lecture." 

Membership,  6,238.   Net  loss,  308. 
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Grand  Orator  Emil  Steinberg   made  an  eloquent  and    in- 
formative address. 
We  quote: — 

"Masory  is  mot  a  religion.  It  has  been  described  as  Religious  Hand- 
maiden. It  is  not  a  religious  system  like  Christianity,  Buddhism,  Con- 
fucianism, and  the  like,  nor  is  it  a  creed  such  as  Baptist,  Methodist, 
Episcopal,  etc.  It  is  a  system  of  morality  based  upon  the  teachings  of 
the  Christian  religion  and  the  symbolic  degrees  and  degrees  of  the  Royal 
Arch  teem  with  many  of  the  most  beautiful  gems  of  the  Holy  Bible. 

"They  teach  us  of  the  growth  of  that  nation,  of  its  prosperity,  the 
wisdom  of  its  kings,  the  joint  efforts  of  its  people  and  the  success  of 
their  joint  efforts  in  building  a  temple  for  the  worship  of  a  spiritual 
God. 

"In  point  of  time  as  we  count  the  centuries  we  next  meet  Amos,  one 
of  the  lesser  prophets.  He  is  one  of  the  most  dramatic  figures  in  all  the 
history  of  a  dramatic  people.  A  simple  sheep  herder  from  Tekoa,  a  little 
town  about  seven  miles  south  of  Bethlehem  in  Judah.  His  appearance 
was  at  the  time  of  Jeroboam  and  Uzziah,  nearly  200  years  before  the 
destruction  of  the  Temple. 

"He  pleads  in  these  words: 

"Seek  good  and  not  evil 
that  ye  may  live 
Hate  the  evil  and  love 
the  good  and  establish 
judgment  in  the  gate. 
Let  judgment  roll  down  as 
waters  and  righteousness 
as  a  mighty  stream." 

"A  profound  vision.  The  plumbline  is  a  symbol  of  destruction.  He 
held  the  plumbline  to  show  how  the  wall,  once  built  true,  through  cor- 
ruption it  now  leans  and  is  falling.  It  is  no  longer  safe.  The  Lord  has 
set  His  standard  of  righteousness  by  the  Law  and  the  prophets  and  He 
will  not  again  come  to  their  aid.  He  has  shown  them  how  to  build  by 
the  plumbline  of  rectitude.     He  will  give  them  no  other  measure. 

"The  sinners  have  been  destroyed.     The  Lord  speaks: 

"The  evil  shall  not  overtake  nor 

prevent  us." 
"In  that  day  will  I  raise  up  the 

tabernacle  of  David  that  is  fallen, 

and  close  up  the  breaches  thereof 

and  I  will  raise  up  his  ruins  and 

I  will  build  it  as  in  the  days  of  old." 

"That  they  may  possess  the  remnant 
of  Edom  and  of  all  the  heathen  which 
are   called  in  my  name   sayeth   the   Lord 
that  doest  this." 
"Amos  the  prophet  of  the  poor". 

"A  man  is  thought  a  Knave 
or  fool,  or  begot  plotting  crime 
who  for  the  advancement  of  his 
race  is  wiser  than  his  time." 
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"We  arrive  at  the  period  of  Ezekiel.     It  is  about  600  B.C.,  140  years 
later  than  Amos.     Jerusalem  is  captured  by  Nebuchadnezzar. 
"Their  constancy  is  shown  by  the  139  Psalm: 

"By  the  rivers  of  Babylon 
there  we  sat  down, 
Yea  we  wept  when  we 
remembered  Zion. 
How  shall  we  sing  the  Lords 
son  in  a  strange  land. 
If  I  forget  thee,  0  Jerusalem 
let  my  right  hand  forget  her 
cunning." 

"They  could  pray  and  lament  but  could  not  sacrifice  and  enjoy  the 
temple  service,  as  all  sacrifice  was  unclean  except  on  Mount  Moriah. 

"The  Lord,  and  all  the  Laws 
thereof;  and  mark  well  the 
entering  in  of  the  house  with 
every  going  forth  of  the  sanctuary." 
"This  vision  by  Ezekiel  was  given  in  the  25th  year  of  the  captivity, 
Haggai. 

"In  modern  parlance,  'Time  Marches  On'.  Ezekiel  died  about  575 
B.C.  and  for  about  38  years  the  Jews  lived  in  Babylon,  under  Nebuchad- 
nezzar. Forty-nine  years  after  the  destruction  of  the  Temple  in  the 
year  537  B.C.,  Cyrus,  iKng  of  Persia,  who  had  captured  Babylon,  goes 
to  Zerubbabel,  the  Governor  of  Judah,  and  Joshua,  the  High  Priest,  and 
complains: 

"Is  it  time  for  you,  0  ye,  to 
dwell  in  your  ceiled  houses, 
and  this  house  lie  waste? 
Now  therefore,  thus  sayeth 
the  Lord  of  Host;  Consider 
your  ways. 

Ye  have  sown  much  and  bring 
in  little;  Ye  eat  but  ye  have 
not  enough,  Ye  drink  and  ye 
are  not  filled  with  drink, 
Ye  clothe  you  but  there  is 
none  warm,  and  he  that  earneth 
wages  earneth  wages  to  put 
into  a  bag  with  holes. 
Why,  sayeth  the  Lord  of  Hosts. 
Because  of  mine  house  that  is 
waste." 

"He  thunders  forth  to  Zerubbabel  and  Joshua  that  inspired 
prophecy: 

"Who  is  left  among  you  that  saw 
this  house  in  her  first  glory? 
And  how  do  you  see  it  now? 
Is  it  not  in  your  eyes  in 
comparison  of  it  as  nothing?" 

"Then  he  admonishes  Zerubbabel  and  Joshua  and  all  the  people  to  be 
strong  in  their  purpose  and  work. 
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"Two  months  after  Haggai's  first  prophecy  Zechariah  appears,  and 
thereafter  they  preached  together.  Haggai's  prophetic  language  was 
plain,  homely  and  direct.     Zechariah's  was  figurative  and  symbolic. 

"For  I,  said  the  Lord,  will  be  unto 
her  a  wall  of  fire  round  about  and  I 
will  be  the  glory  in  the  midst  of 
her." 

"Unto  me,  saying,  This  is  the 
word  of  the  Lord  unto  Zerubabbel 
saying,  not  by  might,  nor  by  power 
but  by  My,  Spirit,  satith  the 
Lord  of  Hosts. 

Who  art  thou,  0  great  mountain? 
Before  Zerubbabel  thou  shall 
become  a  plain." 

This  is  matter  and  idealism  worth  while. 

Wesley  C.  Stone,  Grand  Secretary  and  Reviewer,  reported 
as  follows  on  Correspondence: — 

"Seems  to  me  that  the  term  'Reviewer'  would  be  more  appropriate. 

"I  have  taken  great  pleasure  in  reading  Proceedings  received  and 
while  it  entails  the  labour  of  many  days  and  weeks  to  prepare  this  Re- 
view I  have  been  glad  to  render  the  service." 

This  decision  was  reached : — 

"We  recommend  for  your  consideration  that  in  the  future  this  Grand 
Chapter  supervise  its  own  local  entertainment  through  a  budget  com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Grand  High  Priest." 

We  do  not  often  find  in  a  Grand  Treasurer's  report  such  a 
verse  as  this: — 

"There  is   no  heart  but  has  its   sorrow, 
There  is  no  life  but  has  some  care, 
There  is  no  tie  but  shall  be  broken. 
For  Death  is  everywhere." 

Wiliam  Ferguson,  of  Tacoma,  was  elected  G.H.P. 

Membership,  6,592.    Net  loss,  310. 

Robert  L.  MoCroskey  represents  Canada. 

Canada  at  St.  Catharines  is  briefly  reviewed  in  friendly 
fashion. 

We  quote: — 

All  the  York  and  Scottish  bodies  of  Canada  were  represented  and 
the  United  States  was  represented  by  General  Grand  High  Priest  Wm. 
T.  S.  O'Hara  and  General  Grand  Secretary  Chas.  A.  Conover;  other 
representatives  were  in  attendance  from  New  York,  Michigan,  New 
Jersey. 

An  address  of  welcome  was  delivered  by  the  Mayor  of  the  city. 
Grand  Z.  Gardiner  submitted  an  excellent  report  of  his  work  for  the 
year  which  demonstrated  excellent  service  rendered  by  this  official. 
Among  his  official  acts  was  the  approval  of  16  amendments  to  by-laws 
and  the  statement  that  nearly  100  requests  for  dispensations  were  re- 
ceived most  of  which  were  granted.     He  pays  a  well  deserved  compli- 
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ment  to  Companion  Edwin  Smith,  Grand  Scribe  E.,  whom  he  charac- 
terizes as  the  'embodiment  of  Masonic  knowledge'.  A  proposed  change 
in  the  name  of  the  Grand  Chapter  did  not  meet  with  the  approval  of  the 
Grand  Chapter. 

"Companion  Ponton  submits  a  very  interesting  Review  of  Proceed- 
ings of  sister  Jurisdictions,  preceded  by  a  6-page  topical  analytical 
index  which  is  most  valuable  to  the  reader."

The  Sixty-seventh  Convocation  was  held  in  Martinsburg, 
October  11th,  1937, 

This  happy  welcome  given  to  Grand  Chapter: — 

"Referred  to  the  beauties  of  the  Shenandoah  Valley.  Which  are 
acknowledged  by  all. 

"Telling  of  the  splendid  crop  of  the  finest  apples  raised  there,  the 
best  that  are  produced  anywhere,  and,  as  proof,  these  were  furnished  in 
large  quantities  at  all  of  the  meetings. 

"Promising  true  Southern  Hospitality,  which  promise  was  fulfilled 
to  the  utmost." 

Mattison  Boyd  Jones,  General  G.H.P.,  addressed  Grand 
Chapter. 

Other  distinguished  guests  from  Virginia,  District  of 
Columbia  and  Maryland  were  welcomed'. 

Canada  was  duly  represented  by  Fred.  C.  Steinbicker. 

Fourteen  Past  G.H.P.'s  received  Grand  Honours  and  their 
services  were  lauded. 

From  the  address  of  the  G.H.P.  the  following : — 

"I  am  not  an  artist  with  brush  and  paint, 
Nor  a  sculptor  with  chisel  and  stone; 
But  I  must  paint  a  picture, 
One  of  my  very  own. 

"I  have  been  given  a  piece  of  canvas, 
A  brush  and  a  box  of  paint; 
With  these  I  must  paint  a  picture, 
Be  it  bold  or  faint. 

"My  life  is  the  pure  white  canvas, 
Given  to  me  at  birth. 
My  paint  is  the  talents  God  gave  me, 
To  use  while  here  on  Earth. 

"My  brush  is  the  field  of  service — 
The  chances  that  come  my  way. 
With  these  I  must  paint  a  picture, 
Ere  I  see  the  sun's  last  ray." 

"Just  to  be  a  friend  of  yours,  and  know  you're  one  of  mine,  with  a 
friendship  that  endures  like  the  sweetness  of  old  wine.     Just  to  take  you 
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by  the  hand  in  a  friendly  sort  of  way,  and  know  you'll  understand  the 
things  I  want  to  say. 

"One  Chapter  requested  permission  to  receive  and  vote  on  candidates 
same  night.  Ruled  that  emergency  not  important  enough  to  grant  such 
dispensation. 

"I  think  that  the  line  officers  should  be  given  some  definite  duty  to 
perform  during  the  recess  of  the  Grand  Chapter  and  make  report  of 
their  activities.  Business  is  prospering!  Why?  Because  men  have  a 
vision,  push  forward  continually,  and  never  say  die.  Were  we  to  apply 
the  same  principles  to  our  Royal  Arch  Masonry,  there  would  be  a  dif- 
ferent story  to  tell. 

"With  a  lift  of  his  chin  and  a  bit  of  a  grin, 
Without  any  doubting  or   quiddit, 
He  started  to  sing  as  he  tackled  the  thing 
That  couldn't  be  done,  and  he  did  it." 

The  Grand  Secretary's  report  opens  with  the  following-: — 

"I'd  like  to  think  when  life  is  done,  that  I  had  filled  a  needed  post. 
That  here  and  there  I'd  paid  my  fare  with  more  than  idle  talk  and 
boast." 
In  fact  poetry  characterizes  his  report.    We  quote: — 
"To  those  that  may  be  discouraged: 

"It's  plugging  away  that  will  win  you  the  day, 
So  don't  be  a  piker,  old  pard. 
Just  draw  on  your  grit;  it's  so  easy  to  quit; 
It's  the  keepin-your-chin-up  that's  hard. 

"It's  easy  to  cry  that  you're  beat — and  die : 
It's  so  easy  to  crawfish  and  crawl; 
But  to  fight  and  to  fight  when  hope's  out  of  sight — 
Why,  that's  the  best  game  of  them  all." 

Membership,  8,241.    Net  loss,  465. 

The  General  Grand  High  Priest  spoke  eloquently.  We  cite 
the  following: — 

"I  have  loved  the  Order  ever  since  I  have  known  it.  And  the  more  I 
dig  down  into  it  by  aid  of  the  Tlumbline'  the  more  I  know  of  what  it  is 
capable  of  doing  for  men,  the  more  I  love  it  and  the  more  I  am  willing 
to  give  my  strength  to  its  advantages.  Get  into  your  circle  as  many 
young  men  as  you  can  possibly  do  so.  Get  out  of  the  inside  circle  and 
get  more  young  men — as  many  as  it  is  possible  to  get,  for  to-morrow 
you  and  I  will  not  be  here.  We  want  our  fraternity  to  continue  to  grow 
and  prosper..  We  are  national  citizens  and  we  are  certainly  Masonic 
Companions,  Brethren,  in  this  country. 

F.  C.  Steinbicker,  Grand  Representative  of  Canada,  was 
elected  Grand  High  Priest. 

M.  Ex.  Comp.  Alexander  Cowan,  of  Barrie,  is  the  Grand 
Representative  of  West  Virginia,  and  he  is  one  whom  we  de- 
light to  honour. 

The  esteemed  Foreign  Correspondent  is  George  M.  Ford, 
from  whose  Foreword  we  quote:— 
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"We  find  the  opinion  expressed  more  frequently,  that  we  shall  have 
to  look  for  something  besides  perfect  Ritualistic  work  to  build  up  our 
Chapters.  Interest  must  be  revived,  a  better  feeling  and  closer  relations 
must  be  established  between  the  Companions,  not  only  of  our  own  Chap- 
ter, but  with  the  Companions  of  other  Chapters.  Visit  with  them  and 
do  not  stop  at  visiting  the  Chapters  within  our  own  Jurisdiction  but,  if 
within  distance,  visit  Chapters  in  other  Jurisdictions. 

"Looking  forward  to  the  day  when  Capitular  Masonry  will  come  into 
its  own,  and  we  are  confident  that  it  has  turned  the  corner  and  is  on  the 
way. 

"What's  a  bit  of  stormy  weather,  when  a  little  down  the  road 
Men  are  gathering  together,  helping*  bear  each  other's  load." 

In  his  Review  of  Alberta  the  following-: — 

"As  for  the  justice  of  the  law,  there  are  many  in  West  Virginia  that 
think  the  law  wrong,  the  loss  of  a  leg  is  unfortunate,  but  it  does  not 
affect  the  morals  of  a  man,  and  we  are  taught  that  the  moral  qualifica- 
tions are  the  requirements  for  a  Mason." 

From  the  British  Columbia  Review  this  extract: — 

"One  of  the  best  sayings  that  has  come  to  our  notice,  in  our  travels 
around  the   Capitular  world: 

"Wearing  an  enblem;  attending  convocations,  and  paying  dues  is 

merely  the  observance  of  chapter  routine,  these  do  not  balance  the 

Budget  of  Life." 

"True;  and  well  expressed,  but  the  paying  of  dues,  if  observed  by 
all  of  the  Companions  would  help  the  Cause  wonderfully. 

"Another:  'If  we  would  balance  the  Budget  of  Life,  we  must  all 
realize  that  man  owes  to  man  a  duty  and  debt.' 

"A  fine  address  and  worthy  to  be  read  and  followed  by  every  Mason." 

In  the  Review  of  Canada  the  presence  of  Comp.  Cowan  is 
noted.    We  quote  these  comments : — 

"A  fine  portrait  of  the  Grand  Z.,  M.  Ex.  Comp.  William  Y.  Mills, 
precedes  the  Proceedings,  showing  a  splendid  looking  gentleman  and 
the  biographical  sketch  written  by  the  Grand  Scribe  E,  shows  him  to  be 
not  only  active  in  Masonry,  but  in  every  day  life. 

"While  the  address  is  replete  with  beautiful  thoughts  and  sentiments 
and  constructive  suggestions,  the  major  part  is  devoted  to  the  routine 
duties. 

"The  Reviews  of  Companion  Ponton  are  probably  the  most  complete 
of  any  of  those  of  Grand  Chapters.

Ponton  to  act  as  Correspondent,  and  he  in  turn  is  equally  fortunate  in 
reviewing  for  a  Grand  Chapter  that  does  not  'tie  his  hands'  and  limit 
him  to  space."

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Distinguished  guests  from  Michigan,  Illinois,  Indiana  and 
Iowa  were  welcomed. 

The  Grand  High;  Priest  notes  in  his  address  the  death  of 
our  Sidney  Smith  Forbes. 

He  speaks  of  the  activities  of  the  Triple  Tau  Association, 
who  exemplify  the  Mark  Master  Degree  as  proposed  by  them. 

A  copy  of  the  Holy  Writing  is  given  to  each  candidate  for 
the  Order  of  High  Priesthood. 

Further  from  his  address  the  following: — 

"It  seems  very  certain  that  with  social  functions  adopted  as  a  means 
of  creating  interest,  our  Chapters  will  take  on  new  life  and  greater 
activity. 

"Upon  reading  his  report  you  will  be  convinced  that  he  has  done  his 
work  well.  It  seems  that  a  longer  report,  printed  separately,  would  be 
worthy  of  consideration. 

"Many  of  our  Chapters  were  formed  before  present  road  conditions 
and  travelling  conveniences  prevailed. 

"The  abolishment  of  the  office  of  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest.  This 
matter  should  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution. 

"While  I  very  greatly  favour  the  organization  of  De  Molay  and  also 
know  of  the  importance  of  the  perfection  of  our  Ritualistic  work,  and 
while  I  am  also  conscious  that  attention  should  be  paid  to  both,  yet  I 
feel  that  you  Companions  will  bear  with  me  when  I  say  that  both  have 
received  consideration  on  the  part  of  the  Past  Grand  Convocations  and 
it  now  seems  that  we  should  give  attention  and  consideration  to  a  matter 
that  is  of  vital  importance  to  the  betterment  of  our  individual  Chapters. 
It  therefore  seems  that  because  of  existing  conditions  throughout  the 
Jurisdiction,  our  purpose  should  be  to  build  up  interest  in  Capitular 
Masonry.  Many  of  them  will  become  Masons  and  anything  we  can  do  to 
encourage  their  activities  is  their  just  due.  A  ladies'  auxiliary  is  almost 
indispensable  for  the  success  of  any  Subordinate  Chapter. 

"The  ballot  box  should  be  passed  by  the  Principal  Sojourner  inas- 
much as  he  acts  in  the  same  capacity  as  the  Senior  Deacon  of  the  Lodge, 
and  we,  Capitular  Masonry,  are  a  continuation  of  Symbolic  Masonry; 
and  Symbolic  Masonry  and  Capitular  Masonry,  UNITED,  form  An- 
cient Craft  Masonry.  For  these  reasons  our  forms  should  follow  as 
closely  as  possible  those  of  the  lodge. 

"A  great  deal  of  credit  and  many  thanks  are  due  Companion  James 
A.  Fetterly  and  the  Masonic  Tidings  for  the  amount  of  space  used  on 
behalf  of  Grand  Chapter. 

Nine  Past  G.H.P/s  were  duly  present. 

Elmer  S,  Owens  duly  represented  Canada. 

Fred.  M.  Miller  was  elected  Grand  High  Priest. 

From  the  Committee  on  Obituaries  the  following  verses : — 

"Evening  brings  us  home 
From  our  wanderings  afar, 
From  our  multifarious  labours, 
From  the  things  that  fret  and  jar; 
From  the  highways  and  the  byways, 
From  the  hilltops  and  the  vales; 
From  the  dust  and  heat  of  city  streets 
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And  the  joys  of  lonesome  trails, 

Evening  brings  us  home  at  last, 
To  Thee. 

"From  the  temples  of  our  living, 
All  empurpled  with  Thy  giving, 
From  the  warp  of  life  thick-threaded 
With  the  gold  of  Thine  inweaving; 
From  the  days  so  full  of  splendour, 
From  the  visions  rare  and  tender, 

Evening  brings  us  home  at  last, 

To  quiet  rest  in  Thee." 

The  Order  of  De  Molay  celebrated  its  fifteenth  birthday  and 
reported  to  the  Grand  Chapter  as  its  sponsor : — 

"De  Molay  has  laboured  a  score  of  years  in  the  light  of  Masonry  to 
give  the  boys  of  this  nation  the  highest  standards  in  national,  fraternal 
and  home  life;  to  present  to  them  the  soundest  tests  of  character  build- 
ing and  to  portray  to  them  the  duties  and  ideals  of  citizenship. 

"We  recommend  the  continuance  in  your  budget  of  an  appropriation 
to  the  Order  of  De  Molay  of  $700.00  for  1937,  to  be  paid  quarterly." 

The  Education  Committee  report : — 

"Through  the  progression  of  LIGHT,  MORE  LIGHT  and 
FURTHER  LIGHT,  our  Committee  has  pursued  the  tried  and  proven 
methods  of  the  preceding  year's  activity.,, 

This  among  the  decisions:— 

"A  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  in  our  Jurisdiction  cannot  or- 
ganize and  form  themselves  into  a  club  under  various  titles  and  meet  in 
the  Chapter  room." 

Membership,  18,876.    Net  loss,  1,133. 

William  J.  Wadsworth,  of  Toronto,  is  the  worthy  Grand 
Representative  of  Wisconsin. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Correspondencey  William 
F.  Weiler,  Grand  Secretary,  contains  the  following  compre- 
hensive Foreword,  a  report  in  itself: — 

"Oh,  wad  some  power  the  giftie  gie  us 
To  see  ourselves  as  ithers  see  us." 

"From  his  observations  gleaned  along  the  Capitular  highway  during 
the  past  twelve  months.  We  found  no  difficulty  and  did  not  need  to 
adjust  our  binoculars  to  note  a  very  marked  improvement  over  the  previ- 
ous year. 

"There  is  still  room,  however,  for  improvement  and  a  rich  promise 
that  our  leadership  is  now  waiting  to  'tackle'  and  handle  the  old  vexa- 
tious question  of  loss  in  membership,  dues  and  fees,  poor  business  man- 
agement in  our  set-up  in  the  Grand  and  subordinate  bodies  and  'what 
have  you',  in  a  vigorous  and  satisfactory  manner. 

"We,  as  Masons,  have  a  splendid,  really  wonderful  Trade.  Why  not 
work  at  it?  If  we  do,  thousands  of  men — good  and  true — will  be  at- 
tracted to  our  fold,  and  eagerly  seek  admission. 

"The  startling  declarations  lead  me  to  ask — what  are  we  doing  as  an 
organized  body  more  than  conferring  degrees  when  there  are  any  to 
confer,  enjoying  sumptuous  banquets  and  basking  in  reflected  glory? 
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"Why  do  we  find  so  many  of  our  influential  brethren  in  service  clubs? 

"What  are  we  doing  about  a  follow-up  system? 

"If  Masonry  has  no  programme  what  are  we  going  to  do  about  it? 

"We  live  in  deeds,  not  years; 
In  thoughts,  not  breaths; 
In  feelings,  not  in  figures  on  a  dial. 
We  should  count  time  by  heart  throbs 
He  most  lives  who  thinks  most, 
Feels  the  noblest,  acts  the  best." 

MASONRY  A  PROFESSION 

"Following  the  thought  given  above,  let  me  state  that  Masonry  is  a 
vocation,  not  an  avocation.  Masonry  is  a  business,  not  an  incident  or  an 
accident.  Masonry  is  a  reality,  not  a  trifle.  Masonry  is  an  opportunity 
for  service  to  all  mankind. 

"In  most  Jurisdictions  we  note  that  they  have  become  so  cheap  and 
so  careless  in  making  appropriations  sufficient  for  the  promoting  of 
ideas  and  ideals,  that  there  is  hardly  anything  left  in  the  way  of  salvage. 

"The  road  is  getting  smoother  every  day.  Clarity  of  Vision  and 
Steadiness  of  Purpose  and  Action  predominate  to-day. 

"Life  is  too  short  to  waste 
The  critic  bite  or  cynic  bark, 
Quarrel,  or  reprimand; 
'Twill  soon  be  dark; 
Up  mind  thine  own  aim,  and 
God  speed  the  mark." 

"You  cannot  name  one  of  the  men  who  sailed  with  Columbus,  but  the 
whole  world  knows  who  Christopher  Columbus  was.  He  faced  the  right 
way. 

"God  has  not  forsaken  or  forgotten  us.  The  Great  High  Priest  is  not 
back  there  in  the  past  somewhere.  He  is  out  there  in  1936,  still  leading 
on. 

"I  know  of  nothing  so  demoralizing  to  an  organization  as  to  con- 
stantly bring  up  the  question  of  delinquent  dues  meeting  after  meeting 
and  have  it  discussed.  Why  not  give  the  brother  clearance  to  start  over 
again  and  consider  the  matter  closed. 

"Believing  in  the  ancient  Greek  philosophy,  that  those  who  are  the 
least  governed  are  the  best  governed,  I  have  decided  to  make  but  one 
specific  recommendation." 

Under   Education    he   quotes    from   our   own    George   L. 
Gardiner,  of  whom  we  are  so  proud : — 

"I  should  like  to  bring  before  Grand  Chapter  the  question  of  Masonic 
education.  In  these  days  we  find  our  membership  reaching  out  far  and 
beyond  the  charted  course  laid  down  by  our  ancient  Brethren.  They 
seek  a  more  definite  knowledge  of  our  language,  history  and  tradition. 

'The  Craft  is  not  only  the  foundation  of  all  Masonry  but  its  mem- 
bers provide  the  very  life-blood  of  the  Royal  Arch,  and  as  Masonic  edu- 
cation in  Craft  Masonry  has  been  taken  up  with  avidity  by  Brethren 
generally  it  seems  but  fitting  that  some  provision  should  be  made.' " 

Also  he  gives  the  voice  of  Alberta : — 

"This  is  certainly  a  timely  admonition  to  which  we  say  'Amen.'  How 
truly  splendid  if  we  each  would  heed  this  loving  call  to  duty. 
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"My  Companions,  the  period  through  which  we  are  passing  is  a 
strenuous  one,  fraught  with  difficulties.  Sometimes  we  are  prone  to 
become  despondent,  but  let  us  remember  that  failure  is  the  foundation 
of  success  and  the  means  by  which  it  is  achieved.  It  behooves  us  there- 
fore to  preserve  a  cheerful  outlook  on  life  and  endeavour  to  think  and 
plan  out  means  whereby  we  can  improve  our  faculties  the  better  to  help 
in  the  building  up  of  a  nobler  future." 

Under  Iowa  the  following-  verse : — 

"How  strange  it  seems  with  so  much  gone 
Of  life  and  love  to  still  live  on."

Brevity  in  reporting  Transactions  was  in  keeping-  with  the 
spirit  of  economy. 

Communications  from  Canada  were  read. 

Richard  H.  Repath  duly  represented  Canada. 

From  the  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  we  cite: — 

".  .  .  rugged  road  I  would  necessarily  have  to!  traverse  in  my  attempt 
to  attain  the  high  standard1  set  by  those  distinguished1  Companions", 
Capitular  Supreme  Court,  advising,  working  and  assisting  at  all  times. 
May  they  never  be  forced  into  involuntary  retirement  because  of  a  theory 
that  the  brain  of  man,  as  if  controlled)  by  a  timed  stop-watch,  becomes 
automatically!  useless  upon  his  attaining  a  certain  age.  The  practical 
school  of  experience  still  offers  a  valuable  course  which  may  not  be 
supplanted  by  a!  theoretical  'Hope  it  will  work'  scheme.  This  applies  in 
Masonry  as  well  as  in  Industry,  Economies  and  Government. 

"The  sincerity  and  friendliness,  the  lavish  and  abundant  entertain- 
ment provided  and  the  great  number  of  Royal  Arch  Mateons  attending 
from  long  distances  certainly  must  serve  to  impress  upon  us  all  the  fact 
that  there  is  strength  and  value  to  our  Order  and  that  it!  shall  prevail. 

"It  is  our  fault  that  we  did  not  make  more  permanent  Masons.  It 
takes  more  than  a  letter  perfect,  lip-service  recital  of  the  ritual  to  make 
a  man  a  Mason. 

"A  new  crew  will  soon  take  over  the  ship.  It  is  up  to  you,  each  one 
of  you,  to  see  they  have  proper  support  and  assistance." 

Membership,  1,737.   Net  loss,  63. 

M.E.  Comp.  Saunders  visited  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Alberta 
and  reported  as  follows : — 

"He  expressed  high  appreciation  of  the  kindly  reception  and  hospi- 
tality extended  to  him  by  our  Canadian  Companions ;  described  interest- 
ingly a  number  of  ceremonies  witnessed  by  him  during  the  Convocation ; 
detailed  arrangements  in  their  Chapter  Hall  differing  from  our  own. 
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"In  referring  to  the  banquet  at  the  close  of  the  session,  he  mentioned 
their  time-honoured  Toast  to  the  King  and  stated  that  the  Companions 
of  'Canada  are  very  proud  of  the  close  connection  between  the  Craft  and 
royalty." 

The  report  on  the  General  Grand  Chapter  gathering  con- 
tains the  following: — 

"On  such  occasions  constructive  criticism  of  a  high  order  and  words 
of  wisdom  fia/11  from  the  lips  of  those  qualified  by  experience  to  speak 
on  Masonic  problems  and  could  be  listened  to  with  profit  by  the  Craft 
at  large." 

The  Committee  on  Courtesy  reported. 
Among  the  Entertainment  Notes  we  read : — 
"To  the  dismay  of  the  members  generally,  the  intermission  was  taken 
advantage  of  by  Brother  John  Stansbury  in  his  inimitable  role  as  toast- 
master  by  calling  upon  all  who  looked  as  though  they  had  something 
worth  while  to  say.  In  an  effort  to  speed  things  up  he  finally  turned  to 
the  ladies  and  called  for  their  reactions  to  the  occasion,  bringing  a  flood 
of  oratory  that  saved  the  day." 

Howard  E.  Meadd,  of  Cornwall,  is  the  Grand  Representative 
of  Wyoming  with  us. 

The  Correspondence  is  again  in  the  hands,  heart  and  mind 
of  the  Grand  Reviewer,  Henry  G.  Watson,  P.G.H.P.,  whose 
likeable  face  precedes  the  Report. 

In  his  Introduction  he  well  says: — 

"It  is  said  that  a  drowning  man  will  grasp  at  a  straw.  That  may 
account  for  some  of  the  weird  proposals  that  have  been  advanced  with 
the  purported  intent  of  maintaining  interest..  Espouse  some  'practical 
welfare  programme'.  Why  look  outside  of  the  Chapter  when  we  have 
all  that  we  can  do,  if  we  are  to  make  real  Royal  Arch  Masons,  not  only 
from  the  candidates  that  present  themselves,  but  also  from  the  vast  num- 
ber of  Companions  in  our  ranks  who  are  still  only  members. 

"In  spite  of  political  differences  the  ties  of  Masonry  are  holding  the 
English-speaking  peoples  together. 

"In  the  far  off  Australasian  area  New  Zealand  showed  a  small  gain.  In 
the  United  States  Nevada  broke  over  into  the  net  gain  column." 

Under  California,  C.  C.  Hunt,  of  Iowa,  who  does  everything 
well,  writes  on  the  York  Rite: — 

"Accoirding  to  Mackey,  the  York  Rite  'is  the  oldest  of  all  the  Rites, 
and  consisted  originally  of  only  three  degrees. 

"In  the  Scottish  Rite  there  are  thirty-three  degrees,  which  also  have 
names,  but  are  usually  distinguished  by  number. 

"Both  the  York  and  the  Scottish  Rites  have  as  the  central  theme  of 
the  entire  system,  the  search  for  the  Lost  Word. 

"Edwin,  King  of  Northumbriai,  was  converted  to  Christianity  in  627 
A.D.,  and  immediately  began  the  erection  of  Cathedrals." 

"In  or  about  92®  A.D.  Athelstan  either  organized  or  reorganized  the 
Masons  of  York  and  gave)  them  a  Charter. 

"We  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  most  Ancient  and  Honourable  Fraternity 
of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  (according  to  the  Old  Constitutions  granted 
by  his  Royal  Highness  Prince  Edwin  at  York,  Anno  Domini  Nine  hun- 
dred twenty  and  six)  in  ample  Form  assembled,"  etc.

"The  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Modems!  stated  in  1769,  "The  Society 
of  Ancient  York  Masons,  under  the  direction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  wajs 
tarnsf erred  many  years  ago  to  London.'  'Ours  is  the  real  Ancient  Grand 
Lodge  of  York.' 

"We  must  not  forget  that  the  earliest  record  is  not  necessarily  the 
first  appearance  of  a  Masonic  degree.  We  have  evidence  that  not  all 
meetings  or  transactions  of  the  York  body  were  recorded,  or  if  recorded, 
the  records  are  lost. 

"A  Word  of  Advice,  or  two,  and  I  have  done.  To  You,  my  Brethren, 
the  Working  Masons,  I  recommend  carefully  to  peruse  our  Constitutions: 
There  are  in  them  excellent  Rules  laid  down  for  your  Conduct,  and  I 
need  not  insist  upon  them  here. 

"To  You,  that  are  of  other  Trades  and  Occupations,  and  have  the 
Honour  to  be  admitted  into  this  Society,  I  speak:  First  Mind  the  Business 
of  Your  Calling:  Let  not  Masonry  so  far  get  the  Ascendant,  as  to  make 
you  neglect  the  Support  of  yourselves  and  Families.  You  cannot  be  so 
afbsurd  as  to  think  that  a  Taylor,  when  admitted  a,  Free  Mason,  is  able 
to  build  a  Church;  and  for  that  Reason  your  own  Vocation  ought  to  be 
your  most  important  Study." 

This  touch  under  Oaklahoma  Review: — 

"With  two  days  in  which  to  transact  business  the  tempo  of  Grand 
Chapiter  is  unhurried." 

The  Review  of  Canada  is  full  and  friendly.  We  quote: — 

"The  large  number  of  Grand  Officers  would  make  a  sizable  showing 
even  if  no  one  else  was  present.  Seven  Past  Z.'s  were  present.  Wyom- 
ing was  not  represnted.     The  address  of  the  Grand  Z.   was  inspiring. 

"Demonstrate  that  strength  by  clean  and  upright  living,  by  honesty 
of  purpose,  kindness,  charity,  tolerance  to  others,  and  above  all,  by  a 
rigid  observance  of  those  fundamental  principles  of  good  citizenship 
laid  down  for  our  guidance  in  the  volume  of  the  Sacred  Law. 

"The  proposed  change  in  the  name  of  Grand  Chapter  was  brought 
up  for  consideration.  There  were  enough  Companions  present  who  do 
not  believe  that  everything  needs  to  be  changed,  to  defeat  the  proposal. 

"He  calls  our  Review  a  wonderful  summary,  nothing  of  interest  was 
missed." 

This  from  Scotland : — 

"The  present  Earl  of  Cassillis,  First  Grand  Principal  Z.  of  the  Su- 
preme Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland,  is  a  great-great-great  grandson  of  a 
native-born  American,  Captain  Archibald  Kennedy,  of  the  British  Navy, 
and  his  second  wife,  Nancy  Watts,  daughter  of  John  Watts,  a  wealthy 
merchant  of  New  York  City. 

"In  1792  Captain  Kennedy  succeeded  to  the  Earldom  on  the  death 
of  David  the  10th  Earl  of  Cassillis,  who  died  without  issue,  and  became 
the  11th  Earl  of  Cassillis  and  his  successors  to  the  present  day  have  all 
borne   the   name   of   Archibald   Kennedy."
